Territory of Oklahoma, Council Chamber, 
Guthrie, Tuesday, January 10th, 1899. 


The Council-elect of the Fifth Legislative Assembly having as- 
sembled within the Council Chamber, at 2 o'clock and 7 minutes 
P. M., Harrison E. Havens arose and stated that he claimed to be a. 
Councilor-elect from the Tenth Council District of Oklahoma, and 
that the time having arrived to organize the Council, a motion to 
choose a temporary presiding officer would be in order; 

Whereupon Abraham H. Huston nominated A. J. Biddison for 
such temporary presiding officer, and Charles M. Thacker nominated 
William Garrison. 

Six persons claiming to be members of the Council voted for 
the said A. J. Biddison, and four for the said William Garrison. 

Harrison E. Havens declared A. J. Biddison duly elected tem- 
porary presiding officer of the Fifth Legislative Council. 

A. J. Biddison then took his seat as such Temporary Presiding 
Officer.

The Council met pursuant to adjournment, at ten o’clock A. 
. M. and was called to order by the President. 

Prayer was offered by the Chaplain. |

PROCEEDINGS OF THE JOINT SESSION. 


The Sergeant-At-Arms: 

“Mr. President: The Governor of the Territory.” 

The President of the Council introduced Governor C. M. 
Barnes, who, after introductory remarks, read personally his official 
message to the Fifth Legislative Assembly, as follows:

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Governor's Message to the Fifth Legislative 
Assembly of Oklahoma, 


To the Fifth Legislative Assembly. 

Gentlemen: In accordance with Section 5978, Statutes of 
Oklahoma, I have the honor to submit herewith full information as 
to the condition of the Territory and respectfully ask your special 
attention to the reports of the several territorial officers and boards 
which are replete with detailed statements of the affairs of each 
branch of our territorial service, said reports having been printed 
in accordance with the requirements of the law and a copy of each 
for each member transmitted herewith to your respective houses. 

Oklahoma has during the past two years, participated ir and is 
now enjoying her full share of the generally prosperous condition of 
the nation brought about by thé restoration of the national policy 
of protection and by a restored confidence in a sound financial policy 
as well as by a successful termination of the war with Spain and a 
wise administration of the general affairs of the national gov- 
ernment. ` 

For a full and comprenensive statement of the progress and de- 
velopment of the Territory rrom the beginning up to the 30th day 
of June, 1898, covering a period of over nine years, I beg to call 
your attention to my annual report to the Honorable Secretary of 
the Interior bearing date of September 1, 1898, a copy of which has 
been heretofore addressed to each member of this General Assembly, 

It is gratifving to note that the generally prosperous condition 
of our affairs therein reported has been maintained and continues 
up to this time, the live stock interests and the crop prospects for 
the coming vear being in as fine condition now as was ever before 
the case at the present season of the year. , 

I congratulate you, gentlemen, that you assemble under such 
bright and happy auspices. You have no conditions of calamity and 
general misfortune and hard times to deal with and may turn yóur 
attention with pleasure and satisfaction to the careful revision and 
modification of the laws now upon our statutes which have been 
tried by experience and tested and established before the courts, 
and to the enactment of such new ones as the rapidly expanding 
interests of our people may seem to you to require. 

As the condition of the public finances will early receive your 
attention and your work throughout the session be more or less re- 
lated to them, I desire to first call your attention to the complete 
and explicit reports of the Territorial Auditor and Treasurer. 
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THE AUDITORS REPORT 


will be found to contain an itemized report of all warrants drawn 
for any and every purpose together with an estimate of funds re- 
quired to carry on the territorial government for the next two years, 
including the care of the insane, the commitment and care of pris- 
oners, and necessary public printing as well as all other items of 
necessary expense. 

From this report it appears that the expenses of the territorial 
government in Oklahoma have heretofore been uniformly greater 
than the revenues provided to meet them and that the casual de 
ficit occurring year after year has resulted in a total outstanding 
general fund warrant indebtedness of $253,752.74. To ascertain the 
aggregate of outstanding warrant indebtedness of the Territory, it is 
necessary to add to the above amount, the deficits on account ot 

. library fund, normal school fund and the deaf and dumb school fund 
and to estimate the accrued interest upon all outstanding warrants, ' 
which makes it quite likely that it amounts to nearly or quite the 
sum of $348,501.04, to which should be added the amount due the 
eontractors for building the Northwestern Normal School at Alva, 
approximating $85,000.00, making a grand total of territorial debt ` 
of $433,501.04. 

The Auditor's report will also be found to include the proceed-' 
ings of the territorial board of equalization ror the years 1891 aud 
2898, tables of assessed valuation by counties of personal, real, live 
stock and railroad properties together with other vaiuable and use- 
ful statistical information. 

A careful reference to tlie estimates will enable you to readily 
arrive at a definite judgment as to necessary EE for the 
¿nsuing two years. 


THE TREASURER'S REPORT 

is a complete exhibit of the financial condition of the Territory and 
contains information from which it appears that many of the coun- 
ties have never paid into the territorial treasury the full amount 
due therefrom as shown Yy the reports of the assessors and county 
slerks to the Auditor. This.discloses the fact that no procedure has 
heen provided bv law wherebv county collectors may be relieved 
of charge at the Territorial Treasury by reason of failure to collect 
¿axes and the further very important fact that no method is pro 
vided for a final and full settlement by collectors with the Treas- 
erer and Auditor. Many counties are shown to be delinquent in 
-Arge sums and there is no means of ascertaining whether the col- 
lecting officers have collected and withheld this money from the 
treasury ar whether they have failed to collect after diligeut effort 
to do so. 
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The requirements of the law in regard to a proper accounting 
by these officers is manifestly weak and insufficient and I trust you 
will enact such measures as will enable the territorial officials to 
compel a complete and final settlement by the several collectors at 
least once in each year and provide for necessary relief to connty 
treasurers and sheritfs for such charges against. them as are shown 
to be delinquent and uncollectable. 

A complete statement of the receipts and disbursements on 
account of each and every fund, showing balances on hand and pay- 
ments in excess of revenues, is contained in this report, also detailed 
accounts of present territorial indebtedness aggregating, viz.: 


Bonded indebtedness, 6 per cent school bonds.......... $ 48,000.00 

Warrant indebtedness, bearing 6 per centum interest per . 
annum—including interest (estimated) to date...... 300,501.04 
Total territorial indebtedness. ......... sorses $348,501.04 


, This makes a per capita indebtedness of about one dollar for 
each inhabitant of the territory. In Arizona the indebtedness is 
$11.00 per capita and that of New Mexico approximates about $5.00 
per capita. 5 


REVENUE, ASSESSMENT AND LEVY, AND EQUALIZATION 
OF TAXES. 


We must all agree that this is a question of the most vital im- 
portance to our people and to the future welfare and progress of the 
territory. Unequal taxation is an injustice and becomes burden- 
some to some and obnoxious to all good citizens. The object of our 
revenue law should be tó raise a sufficient amount of money to de- 
fray the necessary expense of good government economically admin- 
istered. Up to this time no serious complaints have been made as 
to extravagant expenditures by the territorial government, but 
some of the counties in the days of their early l'story contracted | 
some indebtedness which was wantonly extravagant and is subject 
to just criticism. Notwithstanding these excessive and unwar- 
ranted expenditures and the.fact also of the necessarily large ex- 
_ penses to organize and equip the new counties, school districts, etc., 
taxes in Oklahoma have been no greater than in any progressive 
commonwealth about us. The territorial tax has been less than in 
any western state or territory. 1t is a significant fact that not- 
withstanding the increased number of unfortunate insane people, 
the greater number of convicts and the added expense of the care 
&nd education of the deaf and dumb and the blind, that the tax rate 
has been materially reduced in almost every county and district 
during the past year. I hope and believe that the increasing valua- 
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tion of taxable proper ty in the Territory will cause a considerable 
further reduction in the near future. | 

There has, however, been some complaint as to the present sys- 
tem of taxation. It has been said that the powers of the Board of; 
Equalization are too broad and that they have been exercised 
harshly and arbitrarily. 

1 do not sympathize with the feeling that has been purposely 
create. among a large number of our good people that the present 
board has abused its functions and has placed an unjust burden 
upon them. The action of the board and the results-of its action 
has been maliciously and wilfully misrepresented for political and 
campaign purposes. Briefly stated, the action of the board in 1898 
which has been most criticised was simply this: We took the assess- 
ment as made in Pottawatomie County as a basis of valuation of the 
several items of taxable property in all the counties. In counties 
where thé assessed valuations had been made at a lower rate than 
in Pottawatomie County, they were raised to an amount equal to 
that county, and in counties where the valuations had been made 
at a higher rate they were reduced to the valuations made in Potta- 
watomie County. 

"The result was an equalization = valuations in all the counties 
upon the following basis: - 


Horses, assessed value per bhead. cc eee eee eee $14.87

Other items of personal property were similarly included. 

Will any reasonable man contend that these valuations ex- 
ceeded or any where near approximated the actual cash valuations 
of the several items of property used as a basis in Oklahoma on the 
first day of February, 1898. 

The total percentage of raised valuations in Woods County 
which was the highest of any county in the ge 86 per 
cent. 

If the county officers had done their plain duty under the law 
and promptly extended the-increased valuation, the actual increase 
of taxation in said county ‘resulting from the action of the board 
would have been about 37 cents upon each hundred dollars of the 
origina! valuation, which would have all gone into the territorial 
treasury where it was most needed. In other counties the amount 
of increased taxes would be materially less than the above stated. 
sum. "This result is certainly not so extravagant as to indicate a 
flagrant abuse of power by the board nor so burdensome. as to war- 
rant the taxpayer in vesorting to the expensive process of the courts. 
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` to resist the collection of the tax, nor to warrant or justify the 
action of county officials in attempting to nullify the law. 


I have taken this occasion to briefly analyze the results of the 
action of the board in order if possible that it may be clearly un- 
derstood and not because I am wedded to or believe that the system 
of equalization is perfect or is even the best that can be devised. I 
am not so wedded to this system and wish to say distinctly and defi- 
nitely that if in your wisdom a new and better revenue law can be 
formulated, one which will secure uniformity of taxation with less 
cumbersome methods and a restriction of centralized power, or with 
any relief to the taxpayer, such enactment will meet my cordial 
commendation and approval. 

- It is well perhaps to remember that the main features of the 
present law have been upon our statutes since its passage by the 
first legislative assembly, that it has with its amendments and mod- 
ifications been through the courts, its terms and provisions well 
settled and determined by the concurrent decisions of two Supreme 
Courts, and that the practice and procedure thereunder is so well 
known and understood that if officials having the assesments and 
extension of the rolls in charge do their sworn duty, no injustice 
will be done the taxpayer and the inequalities of taxation, which 
occur to some extent under any system, will be reduced to a mini- 
mum, whereas under a new system resort might again be had to 
expensive and tedious litigation in the interest of unscrupulous per- 
sons who desire to impair the credit of the Territory and affect the 
prices of territorial, county, district or city evidences of indebted- 
ness, for purposes of personal profit. It is also well to remember 
that the system of assessment was changed by act of the fourth leg- 
islative assembly and that hereafter assessments will be made by. 
county assessors instead of under the township system which has 
heretofore prevailed. It is believed that the new method of assess- 
ment will regulate much of the inequality of-assessments heretofore 
existing between the various counties and will to a large degree 
remedy the cause of complaint of the action of the equalization 
boards. This law should be, in my judgment, given a fair trial be- 
fore any radical change in the system is attempted. The law, how- 
ever, provides very inadequate compensation for the onerous and 
responsible duties required of county assessors and I earnestly urge 
that you will carefully revise this feature of the law and provide 
for reasonable salaries for these public servants from whom much 
careful, painstaking and intelligent research and labor is required. 

The territorial.laws authorizing the taxation of all personal 
property in the Osage and other Indian reservations attached to 
Oklahoma for judicial purposes has been held good by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
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) 
I earnestly urge your careful consideration of the wisdom, and 
expediency and justice of so modifying our present law as to require 
payment of taxes on such property only for the territorial tax and 
the county tax for judicial purposes. It seems a hardship and un- 
just to require payment of other county and scliool taxes from 
which the taxpayer derives no corresponding benefit. 


SCHOOL LANDS. 


Full and accurate information in detail as.to the condition 
and operation of this department will be found in the report of 
the Secretary of the School Land Board. 

Under the acts of Congress donating this land to the Territory 
and under the rules promulgated by the Hon! Secretary of the Inter- 
ior and in the absence of legislation by our own legislature, the 
administration of these affairs has heretofore been largely in the 
hands of the Board for Leasing School Lands, which is composed 
of the Governor, Territorial Secretary and Territorial Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. Since assuming the duties of my 
office the Board has been ably assisted by Hon. Charles H. Filson 
who was apppointed Secretary of the Board and who is entitled 
to high commendation for his very energetic and careful manage- 
ment of the vast amount of detail work necessary to protect the 
interests of the Territory and carefully guard the interests of the 
large number of Jessees. The rules laid down by me for the con- 
duct of the land office were first to require all the lessees to strictly 
comply with their contracts and promptly pay all rentals due 
under their leases, and second, to protect the lessees in every right 
and privilege to which they are entitled. A system of bookkeep- 
ing has been adopted by which an accurate knowledge of the 
condition of affairs of the land office may be told at a glance and 
trial balances are made from time to time which are as reliable, as ` 
a national bank statement. 

The very large increase in the revenues from leased lands 
and the reduced expense of making new leases, appraising the lands 
and collecting the funds, is ample evidence of wise and careful 
management. 

The moneys received from rentals of school land has been from 
time to time distributed to the various funds to which it belonged 
and has been of great benefit to the Ee educational interests of 
the Territory. 

For 1897 the sum of $118,177.55 was distributed to the various 
school districts for common school purposes being $1. 34 per capita 
for each child of school age in the Territory. 
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For 1898 the sum of $108,085.02 was turned over to the Treas- 
urer for distribution, being $1.06 per capita. 

Funds arising from rentals of sections 13 have been distributed 
to the use and benefit of the University, Normal Schools, Agricul. 
tural and Mechanieal College, and the Agricultural and Normal 
University as seemed to be for the best interests of these several 
institutions. In the absence of any law directing how and in what 
proportion this fund should be apportioned, I have felt it to be my 
duty to make a distribution of these funds using my best judgment 
in apportioning to each institution such amount as its necessities 

eemed to require. 


Each one of our higher institutions of lezrring could have 
made good use of more than could be apportioned to them, 
having in view the best interest and general welfare of all. ‘Lhe re- 
sponsibility of making this apportionment is not a pleasant one 
but I assumed it rather than held back the funds until legislative ` 
action could be had, which would have retarded and obstructed 
the advantages to be derived from its use for the purposes for 
which it was intended. I earnestly urge that you will providé by 
law for the apportionment and distribution of funds hereafter col- 
lected for this purpose. 


The fourth legislatiye assembly provided by law that funds 
arising from the leasing of sections 33 should be turned over to 
the Territorial Treasurer and by him used to redeem outstanding . 
general fund warrants and that the Auditor should draw his war- 
rant drawing five per centum interest per annum for such amounts 
which should bé held in trust for the public building fund. Under 
this law there has been paid into the treasury and warrants issued 
therefor the sum of $35,000 and I hold in readiness to turn over to 
the Treasurer the further sum of $37,357.02, which will be turned 
in under the provisions of this law and applied to the redemption 
of general fund warrants unless you shall direct other disposition 
of the same. I have thus held this amount by reason of the strong 
publie sentiment prevailing that some action should be taken look- 
ing to the erection of publie buildings and in order that it might 
be immediately available sbould you desire to make provision for 
the establishment and erection of Territorial, penal, reformatory 
or eleemosynary institutions and because its investment in general 
fund warrants would tie it up and render it unavailable for a period 
of about two years unless other SEN is made to refund all 
general warrants. 


The funds arising from the rentals of sections 13 and 33 in 
Greer county are held by the Treasurer and cannot be appropriated 
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under the act of Congress reserving them because said act provides 
that the same shall be used for such purposes as the legislature 
of the “future state of Oklahoma” shall provide. » 

An act should be passed or a joint resolution adopted re- 
questing Congress to amend the Greer county Act providing that 
rentals arising from section 13 shall be donated to the Agricul 
tural College, University and Normal School purposes and that 
funds arising from the leasing of section 33 be donated to public 
building purposes. 

In this connection I call your attention to the report of the 
Secretary showing that about 19,000 acres of land is lost to these 
funds by reason of previous reservations made in the Cherokee 
outlet lands and that no provision was ever made for the donation 
of these sections in original or old Oklahoma, nor in the Cheyenne, 
Arapahoc, Sae and Fox, Iowa, Kickapoo and Pottawatomie coun- * 
tries, nor has any provision been made for the selection of in- 
demnity lands for the lands lost as above stated and for the omis- 
sion to make reservations in these countries. 

In view of the fact that large tracts of valuable land are 
lying vacant in the western part of the Territory not suitable for 
homesteads and only used by cattle raisers and for which no rentals 
are paid by them to any one, I recommend that you make an effort 
to secure for the Territory a donation by Congress of a sufficient 
quantity of such vacant lands as will equal the amount lost as 
aforesaid and by reason of the failure to reserve said sections in 

the countries. above named. 

The reservation by the general government of the Camp Supply 
property amounting to about 63 sections or 40,320 acres, is no 
longer necessary, the same having been abandoned by the military 
branch of the government for which it was reserved. The build- 
ings, dwelling houses, barracks and stables are rotring, decaying 
and falling to pieces and the lands are used only for the grazing 
of cattle by unauthorized persons and without authority of law. 

Congress should be memorialized to donate this property tc 
the Territory for the use and benefit of the school fund, for a 
soldiers’ home, or for such other public purposes as you may de- 
termine to be most desirable. 

If these matters are clearly presented to Congress by you, I 
cannot doubt that it will in its wisdom and care for the general 
welfare of the Territory and its usual generous provision for the 
public purposes named, grant your request and enact such laws as 
. will accomplish the beneficent objects desired. 

The report of the Secretary informs you that the Department 
of the Interior is claiming and demanding payment of land office 
fees for the entering of the indemnity lands selected by the former 
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Territorial administration amounting*to $1,562. The title to these 
lands will not be secure until these payments are made or the same 
is remitted by act of Congress. The Hon. Secretary of the In- 
terior has not yet ordered a cancellation of these entries but is like- 
ly to do so at any moment and I suggest that you promptly me 
moralize Congress for the passage of an act remitting the charge. 


I commend to your careful attention the various suggestions ' 
made by the Secretary for the betterment of the school land service 
and the organization of a suitable system of Territorial admin-. 
istration. I cordially approve and recommend the creation of the 
office of Commissioner of Public Lands who should be charged 
with the supervision and direction of the leasing of all public 
lands and who should be held responsible for the proper conduct 
of the business of the office and whose acts should be subject to re- 
view on appeal to a superior Board of Commissioners. 


In view of the greát interests involved in the establishment 
of this office, great cate should be taken to properly guard the prop- 
erty rights of the Territory as well as to definitely but liberally 
define the rights and privileges of lessees and to safe-guard and 
protect the funds arising from the leasing of public lands. Author- 
ity should be given to the Commissioner to issue warrants to the 
sheriff of any county directing the collection of delinquent rental 
notes by distraint upon the lessees improvements upon the land 
leased by him, thus oftentimes saving to the funds the rentals due 
without resort to expensive and tedious litigation in the courts. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The very elaborate and voluminous report of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction contains full information of the conditions 
prevailing in connection with our system of free public schools, giv- 
ing progress from time to time in all its details, relating to the 
various districts and cities and towns. I invite your careful atten- 
tion to this report. 


In my judgment the apportionment to the several districts, etc., 
of the monies arising from rental of school lands should be hased 
upon the average daily attendance of the several schools, thus re- 
lieving the county officials of the temptation to pad their enumera- 
tion which exists under the present system and which has not been 
successfully resisted in all cases. 


The peculiar condition of affairs prevailing in the Kickapoo 
country where a large and contiguous body of land has been selected 
as indemnity land and reserved for school purposes seems to imnair 
and limit the resources of the people resident therein to adequately 
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provide for the maintenance of their own schools. Some measure 
should be adopted to remedy these conditions and assist these peo. 
ple to their rightful ponecipanon in the benefits of our free school 
system. 

_ I commend the several SEA made by our efficient 
and conscientious superintendent to your thoughtful consideration, 
feeling sure that you will do all that can wisely be done to foster 
and -protect this most important branch of the territorial gov- 
ernment. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 


A report by the Secretary of the Board of Regents of the Terri- 
torial University is transmitted herewith, showing the expenses of 
the institution for two years, ending June 30, 1898, amounting to 
$27,305.84. 

"^ A full report of the conditions and operations and the needs of 
this important and rapidly growing institution is made by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Regents and is herewith transmitted to you. I 
cordially indorse the recommendations made for additional room 
and substantial improvements of facilities required-for the progress 
and success of the University. 
| 


THE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


Full information as to the condition of the Territorial Normal 
Schools at Edmond and Alva will be found in the report of the Ter: 
ritorial Superintendent of Public Instruction and.in the reports of 
the presidents of these ‘two institutions included therein. These 
reports show largely increased attendance at the Normals, testing 
the room capacity at Edmond and overwhelming the limited space 
provided at Alva. Gratifying progress has been made and these 
institutions are fairly entitled to the fostering care of the legisla- 
ture and liberal provisions for means to carry on their good work, 

I invite your considerate attention to the needs of these institu- 
tions as detailed in the reports referred to. 

The president of the board of education for the Normal Schools 
has submitted a special report detailing the action of the board 
under the law authorizing and directing the erection of a suitable 
building for the Northwestern Normal School at Alva. 

Contract was made for a handsome and commodious structure 
suitable for the purposes designed, the building has been erected 
and is now about completed and -before the adjournment of this 
legislative body will be finished and ready for occupancy. It is 
constructed of the best and most durable material and will, I trust, 
remain for many years to come, an ornamental and useful memorial 
to the grand cause of a free education and the training of our young 
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people who aspire to fit themselves as teachers in the common 
schools, and an enduring monument to the generosity and sound 
judgment of a people aspiring to build here a state based upon the 
broad principles of justice, good morals and the free and liberal 
education of a free people. 


THE AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 


An elaborate report of the operation of this valuable school is 
made by the very able board of regents having charge of its affairs, 
to which your careful attention is earnestly invited. 

The increasing attendance at the college and the great interest 
taken by our people generally in the experimental feature of this 
school demands ample house room and accommodation for its work. 

‘The United States government bountifully provides for the 
payment of the salaries of the teachers and furnishes the most ap- 
proved and modern school equipments, but the Territory must pro- 

vide the necessary buildings and a small fund for the payment of 
incidental expenses. We have erected this year a building neces- 
sary for the accommodation of the machinery and appliances for in- 
struction in the mechanic arts at a cost of about $3,500. The funds 
for this improvement are derived from the school land rentals ap- 
portioned to the use of this college. 1 will not indulge in a repeti- 
tion of the fall and detailed information contained in the report of : 
the board. 

It is evident that the growth and progress of this institution 
must stop where it is and its influence be much retarded and im- 
paired unless provision is made for the erection of suitable build- 
ings for its reasonable accommodation. 

I add my earnest indorsement to the recommendations of the 
board for increased facilities to carry on the valuable work of this 
institution. 


THE LANGSTON AGRICULTURAL AND NORMAL UNI- 
VERSITY. 

This school, authorized by an act approved March 12, 1897, is 
in active and successful operation. The proceedings of the board of 
regents in securing title to the lands and in erecting and furnishing 
a suitable building for the purposes designed, will be found fully 
reported in the report of the president and secretary of the board 
of regents and its conditions and needs are fully detailed in the re- 
port of the board of visitors appointed by me in accordance with 
the provisions of law. In view of the separate school system pre- 
vailing in this territory this institution is justly entitled to liberal 
provision for its maintenance and support. Its usefulness and value 
cannot be over estimated and I urge your careful consideration of 
the very valuable suggestions made in the reports referred to. 
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DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND. 


By Act approved March 12, 1897, the Governor was empowered 
to contract for the care and education of the deaf, dumb and blind, 
in pursuance of which, contract was entered into on October 1, 1897, 
with H. C. Beamer for the care and education of this class of un- 
fortunates entitled to the good offices of the people of this Territory. 

Said contract runs five years from its date, this long period 
being necessary to induce responsible and suitable persons to take 
the contract. The limited number of such persons to be cared for 
furnishes small compensation to the contractor who is required to 
make a considerable investment to furnish suitable buildings and 
appliances necessary to a proper compliance with the contract. 
The care and education of the deaf and dumb is under such regula- 
. tions as may be adopted from time to time by the Board of Educa- 
tion of the Normal Schools. | ; 

The compensation of the contractor is two hundred and sev- 
enty-five dollars per annum for each person cared for. The con- 
tractor is required to provide suitable buildings, to have water 
works connection and the contract includes board, lodging, clothing, 
: medical treatment and education. 

Under this contract Mr. Beamer established a school and dwell. 
ing for the care and education of the blind.at a considerable ex- 
pense, located in West Guthrie, Oklahoma, and has received and 
cared for as many of the deaf and dumb as he has been able to take 
care of. The number of inmates of this school is now 25. The legis- 
lature provided for a levy of one-twentieth of a mill on all taxable 
property for the maintenance and education of the deaf and dumb 
and the same for the blind. The moneys raised by this tax are in- 
sufficient to accomplish the objects intended and I respectfully ask 
your careful attention to this branch of the question and due con- 
sideration to the suggestions made by the contractor in his report 
to the Auditor. The number of deaf and dumb persons in the terri- 
tory entitled to the benefit of this institution is estimated to Le from 
ninety to one hundred. This estimate;is made from reports made 
by county clerks to the Territorial Auditor; though several of the 
clerks failed to make any report. 

It has not been found practicable to establish the plant nec- 
essary to commence the care and education of the blind until very 
recently when Mr. Beamer waived his contract for this class of 
patients and. I made a new contract with Charles A. Cunningham 
for the care and education of the blind, the contract being upon e 
terms and conditions as that above reported for the deaf and dumb: 

The number of blind persons entitled to. the benefits of this 
contract as shown by county clerks reports to the Auditor is forty- 
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six. Tke school for the blind is by law under ik» supervision and 
care of the Board of Regents of the Territorial University. In view 
of the multiplied duties required of these Boards for which no com- 
pensation is provided, 1 recommend to your consideration whether 
it would not be wise to create a Board of Charities and Corrections 
to which general supervision might be given over the administra- 
tion of the affairs of these schools together with that of the care 
and discipline of incorrigible youth and youthful criminals. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


The report of the Attorney-General gives a detailed statement 
of all suits in the various courts to which the Territory is or has 
been a party, and discloses the fact that the business of that office 
is not only very large but that it is one of the most vital importance 
to the material interests of the Territory and to the successful ad- 
ministration of its affairs and the execution of the laws. Notwith- 

standing the meagre personal compensation allowed to the Attor- 

ney General and the fact that no provision has been made for an 
assistant nor even a clerk and stenographer, I most heartily com- 
mend the Attorney General for his diligent and unceasing labor at 
all hours and at all times in behalf of a faithful and impartial ad- 
ministration of the laws. I commend to your careful consideration 
the necessity for increased facilities for the proper transaction of 
the business of this office and invite your special attention to the 
veryoreasonable suggestions made by the Attorney General in the 
interests of a good public service. | 


THE BANKING LAW 


though somewhat crude and not altogether satisfactory, has proven 
fairly satisfactory in its operation. The success of this law is how- 
ever very largely due to the loyal spirit of support with which it 
was accepted by the bankers of the Territory, who formed an asso- 
ciation and agreed to waive all ambiguities and crudities of the law 
and accepted without objection the construction put upon it by, ` 
the Banking Board. 

The report of the Bank Examiner is submitted herewith and the 
, Suggestions made by him, based upon his experience in administer- 
ing the affairs of bia office and his intimate knowledge of and con- 
nection with the banking interests of the Territory, are commended 
to your careful consideration and attention. 

OIL INSPECTOR. 

The report of the Oil Inspector gives an itemized statement of 
the oil inspected each month together with the amount of fees col- 
lected, etc., as well as mention of the manner in which some ship- 
pers attempt to evade the law. 
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This law should be So amended as to provide for the proper pun- 
ishment of persons who violate it. Low grade oils are dangerous to 
life and property and the sale of such stuff should only bepermitted 
under such conditions as will protect consumers to as great an ex: 
tent as practicable. The rule of inspection and sale of such oils 
in the states about us are so rigid and well enforced that Oklahoma 
has become the dumping ground of very much of this low grade ma- 
terial and our own law should be carefully amended so as to protect 
the interests and welfare of our people. 


TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


Your attention is called to the report of the Territorial Libra. 
rian which gives the number of volumes in the library as well as the 
condition of the library and the library fund. 

It is important that an appropriation be made for some much 
needed furniture and for proper care of the rooms and books as 
well as for the purchase of additional volumes. 


TERRITORIAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The publie health is a matter of the most vital importance to 

. the people and to the welfare and progress of the Territory. We 

have complete and generally satisfactory laws governing the prac- 

tice of medicine and for the protection of the people in the case of 
a. development of contagious diseases. 

I submit herewith a voluminous and valuable report of the Sup- 
eiintendent of Public Health including reports of the various county 
boards. 

These reports deal elaborately with the subject matter within 
their jurisdiction and are worthy of your careful and thoughtful con- 
sideration. I feel sure that the suggestions made in these reports 
looking to a betterment of health conditions and an impr ovement of 
facilities for the adminis ere of these affairs will receive your ear- 
nest attention. 

Educated physicians can always protect naa and these 
laws are not enacted for their benefit so much as for the protection 
of the people from imposition and fráud and malpractice by vicious 
and ignorant charlatans and medicine fákirs, and they should be 

wnade as clear and definite as possible to accomplish the objects de- 


sired. 
Ee NATIONAL GUARD. 


The status of our National Guard or militia organization and 
‘its present condition will be found complete in the veport of the 
Acting Adjutant General. The organization and the military ex- 


perience though limited, of the officers and men were of great value 
to the Terriior, when called upon by the president of the United 
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States to furnish our quota of troops to maintain and uphold the 
honor and dignity of our government in the war with Spain. The 
enlistment of so many of our guard in the National service and 
the expiration of terms of enlistment has materially reduced the 
number of men and officers effective for duty. The lack of proper 
provision for the maintenance of an organization of this character 
has to some extent weakened the enthusiasm and obstructed the - 
efficiency of our organization. s 

An unfortunate and irreconcilable difference between leading 
men in the organization which created ill feeling and lack of good 
discipline all along the line, developed soon after I assumed the 
duties of my office. Every reasonable effort was made by me to 
compose these differences without avail and I was finally reluct- 
antly compelled to accept the resignations of the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral and the Colonel commanding. Before a reorganization could 
-be had, the war came on and so many of our officers and men vol- 
unteered to serve their country that the organization was very 
¡much reduced as stated and 1 have not encouraged a full reorganiza- 
tion preferring to await the judgment of your honorable body as 
to its continuance in the service. Pending a determination of 
this question by your honorable body, I have detailed Second Lieu- 
tenant Orner of Company “A” to active service and assigned him : 
to duty as Acting Adjutant General, Acting Quarter-Master-Gen- 
eral and Acting Ordnance Officer. If it is thought best to main- 
tain the organization, provision should be made for a suitable com- 
pensation for the Adjutant-General to enable me to secure the 
services of a competent Officer who will devote his whole time to 
strengthening the organization and in the transaction of the large 
amount of routine work of the office. Provision should also be 
made to enable the several companies to properly care for their 
arms and equipments. Authority should be granted for the hold- 
ing of occasional encampments of the regiment in order to stimu- 
late the esprit de corps of the companies and create a healthful riv- 
alry as to which company can 'make the best soldiers and do the 
best service. 


These objects can all be accomplished by a very reasonable 
' and inexpensive provision of law, relying entirely upon the young 
men of our towns and cities to give their time and services freely 
to drill and become expert in the discipline and school of the 
soldier. The government supplies the Territory with the arms, 
equipments, quartermaster and ordnance stores necessary to thor. 
oughly uniform and equip our organization and the Territory is 
in duty bound to take care of the valuable property thus entrusted 
toit. If reasonable provision cannot be made for the maintenance 
of the organization, I would suggest that it be entirely discontinued 
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aod provision made to gather in, securely pack and ship with 
ireightage prepaid, all the government property in use by this 
organization, back to the proper department of the general govern- 
ment. 

"In the war with Spain, Oklahoma promptly responded to the 
call of the president and furnished one company of cavalry com- 
posed of expert marksmen and persons used to the hardships of 
outdoor life and the care and management of horses. This com- 
pany has since become famous as the star company of Roosevelt’s 
Rough Riders, and were engaged in the several days’ fighting in 
. front of Santiago where they demonstrated their skill and bravery 
aad won laurels. that will forever adorn and beauty the early 
history of our well beloved Territory. 

This company went to the front without a banner or distinctive 
name connecting it with Oklahoma and the war was so soon over 
and it discharged from the service that nothing now can be done 
for it except to preserve the record of the organization in the 
archives of the Territory and to cause the erection ot a suitable 
monument to preserve and perpetuate the memory of the only one 
of these brave boys who lost his life in the discharge of his duty. 

Several members of this troop were wounded in battle and de- 
serve honorable mention at proper times and places, but one was 
killed while manfully and bravely charging the heights of San 
Juan. His body will be shortly returned to Oklahoma and buried in 
the city cemetery at Hennessey. 

A small fund has been raised by popular subscription to erect 
a suitable monument over his grave, but I am advised that the sum 
subscribed is not enough to accomplish the purpose desired. The 
sum of two thousand dollars would probably pay the expense of 
purchasing and erecting a modest but suitable shaft which will 
serve to commemorate the heroic deeds of Roy V. Cashion and to 
preserve and perpetuate the history of the gallant conduct of the 
troop to which he belonged. I earnestly recommend the appropri- 
ation of a sufficient amount to add to the popular subscription, mak- 
ing in all two thousand dollars, to be expended under proper official 
direction for this purpose. 

Under the president’s second call for troops Oklahoma was 
authorized to furnish one battalion consisting of four companies 
of infantry. These companies were promptly enlisted and muster- 
ed into the service of the United States and are now in camp at 
Albany, Georgia. They were mobilized as a part of the First 
Regiment, Territorial Infantry U. S. Volunteers, the regiment 
being composed of four companies from Arizona, three from New 
Mexico and one from the Indian Territory, together with the Okla- 
homa battalion. The regiment has been assigned to the 2nd 


a 
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Division of the 1st Army Corps and unless orders are changed by 
the War Department, will very shortly be sent to Matanzas or 
Cardenas, Cuba. A full roster of officers and men mustered into 
this service from Oklahoma is contained in my annual report to 
the Hon. Secretary of the Interior. The officers appointed and 
commissioned by me were selected from a large number of appli- 
cants without regard to partisan politics and from considerations 
of especial adaptability and ability to make good officers. They 
have now been in the service over six months and’ from the 
reports made by the inspector of the United States Army, I am con- 
. vinced that no better battalion of troops can be found in the service. 
This battalion carries no banner designating its connection with 
Oklahoma. I recommend that you will provide for a suitable ban- 
ner having inscribed thereon the coat of arms of the Territory and 
proper descriptive wording and place it in the charge of these 
troops until they shall be mustered out when it shall be returned to 
the Territory and preserved in its archives as a memorial of its ser- 
vices. The cost of such a banner will not exceed one hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

No complaint has been made to me of any lack of food, cloth- 
ing, medicines, etc., and I feel sure that everything necessary for 
the health and comfort of our men has been amply provided. 

No provision of law has ever been made in the Territory for 
the payment of necessary expenses of enlisting and mustering 
troops into the U. S. service, and the bills for expenses incurred 
in the enrollment and muster of these troops remain unpaid. The 
United States has assumed and provided by law for the payment of 
subsistence and shelter of men accepted into the service, and for 
some of the other minor expenses of enlistment that may be incur- 
red and paid by the Territory and when these bills are paid a large 
part of our expense in raising these troops can be recovered. The 
money necessary to enroll and enlist these troops and transport 
them to points of rendezvous was advanced by patriotic citizens 
and the bills for subsistence and shelter are still due to hotel keep- 
ers. I recommend an appropriation of a sufficient amount not to 
exceed twelve hundred dollars to pay these bills when properly 
verified and approved by the Governor, and that authority be given 
me to collect from the United States and return to the BORSE 
all that can be reclaimed under U.S. laws. 


THE TRANS-MISSISSIPPI EXPOSITION AT OMAHA. 


The success and widc sprerd fame of the grand exposition at 
` Omaha from June to November last, is so well known as to need 
no elaboration. 
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No provision was made by the last legislature for advertising 
the resources of the territory at this exposition, but deeming it 
of great importance to the people of Oklahoma that we should 
not be behind the great states and territories about us in the pres- 
entation of our claim that Oklahoma offers advantages superior 
to many and equal to any of them for building homes and for the 
investment of capital, I appointed a commission to take charge 


of our interests and arrange for a suitable display of the products . 


and resources of the territory. 

Hon. J. C. Post of Kingfisher was appointed Chairman of this 
commission and John Golobie, of Guthrie, Secretary. Through 
the efforts of Mr. Post and by aid of the commissioners and 
prominent citizens interested in the welfare of the territory, funds 
were advanced to me to defray the expenses of our exhibit at the 
Exposition. The total expense incurred was about $7,000. The value 
of this expenditure in advertising the resources and vast possibil- 
ities of the Territory is beyond question much greater and will be 
productive of more profitable results to our people than was the 
expenditure of over $11,000,00 at the World's Fair at Chicago. The 
affairs of the commission have been wisely and economically ad- 
ministered. 1 earnestly recommend that you will make provision 
of law for the payment of the necessary expenses incurred, the 
same to be paid by warrants out of the general fund on properly 
verified accounts duly certified by the Chairman and approved by 
the Governor, to the end that outstanding bills may be paid and the 
moneys so generously donated by counties, corporations and in- 
dividuals be reimbursed to them. a 


LIVE STOCK INTERESTS. 


The livestock interests of Oklahoma are very large and the 
amount of money invested therein increases every year. 

By enactment of the last legislative assembly the Board of 
Regents of the A. & M. College were constituted ex-officio Territor- 
ial Live Stock Sanitary Board charged with the execution of a law 
engcted or the encouragement and protection of the live stock indus- 
try. The Board has held many meetings and done much along this 
line and I believe its work has been beneficial to the territory, the 
farmer and the stock raiser. A determined effort has been made 
the past year to stamp out the Texas fever from among our cattle 
and though we have not been as successful as is desirable still the 
amount of splenetic fever has been less than in former years. Exper- 
" jence has convinced every member ‘of the board that in order to 
fully protect and guard the best interests of the Territory in this 
regard, the most rigid quarantine must be maintained against the 
admission of southern cattle. The provisions of law for the pun- 
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ishment of infractions of the quarantine rules and regulations are 
not as stringent and well defined as they should be to make the 
same effective and the appropriations heretofore made for this 
purpose have not been sufficient to fairly compensate the necessary 
inspectors and provide for necessary expenses of the Board. A copy 
of the quarantine rules adopted by the Board for the year 1899 will 
be addressed to each member of the legislature for your informa- 
tion. These rules have been found to be absolutely necessary to 
safeguard the interests of the farmer as well as the stock raiser 
in the Territory. 

Elaborate experiments ia been made both by the Bureau 
of Animal industry of the Department of Agriculture and in our 
own Territory under the supervision of the department of veterinary 
surgery of the Agricultural & Mechanical College at Stillwater, 
testing the good qualities of the process of dipping cattle in ap- 
proved Dynamo Oil, which have clearly demonstrated the fact that 
such dipping absolutely destroys the fever tick and disinfects infes- 
ted cattle subjected thereto without material injury to stock ` 
when the same’ is done under proper conditions and in suitable 
weather. 

In view of the important and rapidly growing interest of our 
people in this matter and the necessity for expert and experienced 
management and in view of the multiplied duties of the Board 
of Regents, I invite your careful inquiry as to whether a separate 
board should not be created and reasonable compensation provided 
for a secretary of such board, whose entire time and attention is 
demanded to secure the best and most desirable operation of the 
law and the rules and regulations made in pursuance thereof. I in- 
vite your attention to the report of the secretary of the- Commis- 
sion which is herewith submitted for your consideration.

INSANE, 


The third legislative assembly passed an act authorizing the . 
Governor to contract for the care of the insane within the Terri- 
tory, for a period not exceeding three years, at an expense not to 
, exceed three hundred dollars per annum for each person commit- 
ted and entitled to care and treatment under our law. 

Under this act, Governor Renfrow entered into contract 
with the Oklahoma Sanitarium Company, a private corporation, 
for the care and treatment of the insane for a period of three years 
from. (he 15th day of June, 1895 at a compensation of three hun- 
dred dollars per annum each. Under this contract, said Com- 
pany established an institution at Norman, providing a good brick 
building, furnished with necessary conveniences and modern ac- 
commodations and equipment for the purpose designed. 
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The fourth legislative assembly provided, Chapter 16, Ses- 
sion laws, 1897 for a new contract after the 15th day of June, 1898 
under the authority of which I made a contract on the 7th day of 
‘April, 1898, with the Oklahoma Sanitarium Company for the care 
and maintenance of the insane of the Territory for three years 
from and after the 15th day of June, 1898. This contract fixéd the 
compensation to be paid to said company at two hundred dollars 
ver annum for each patient, thus reducing the expense to the Ter- 
ritory one third, or thirty-three and one-third per centum. Said 
contract provides that the Sanitarium building shall be kept well 
ventilated and heated and properly supplied with pure water and 
adequate sewage connection, and requires said company to use 
all means and proper appliances and care necessary to the end that' 
said insane persons shall be cared for in a proper, suitable, and 
humane manner and to supply medical attendance, nursing, treat- 
ment, medicine, clothing and food. It is stipulated in the contraet 
that the laws of the state of Illinois, so far as the same are applica- 
ble, shall govern the said company in the due performance of its 
part of this contract and that the Superintendent of Public Health 
of Oklahoma, shall visit the institutions at least twice each year and 
oftener if the Governor shall so direct and see that the provisions of 
the confract are being properly complied with and that the insane 
are being properly and humanely cared for. The contract is not 
assignable without the consent of the Territory and patients are 
. not to be farmed out or their care and maintenance sublet. 

The company is under bond in the sum of ten thousand dol- 
lars for the faithful performance of the contract. The contract also 
provides for its forfeiture by the governor by giving thirty days not- 
ice in case of failure or refusal of the contractors to fully comply 
with its terms and conditions. After the execution of this contract, 
the Sanitarium Company made extensive improvements to their fa- 
cilities for the care and treatment of the insane and adopted meas- 
ures suggested by the Superintendent of Publie Health for the 
improvement of hygenic conditions and the comfort and care of 
patients, and from,information and personal observation I believe 
that this elass of unfortunates are receiving as good care and at- 
tention as could be had at any like institution. 

The number of insane in the Sanitarium on January 1, 1899 is 

220. The number present December 15, 1896, Governor Renfro's re 
port shows was 126, making a an increase number in the past two 
years of 96. 

'l'his would seem to be a very large number of insane people, 
considering the population of the territory, but when it is consid- 
ered that none of our eounties have made any provision for care 
and treatment of indigent, poor people, and that very many case 
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that should be treated and cared for on county poor farms and in 


‘poor houses are found to be mildly insane, it is sufficient expla. 


nation of the large number of persons sent to the sanitarium. 
In the appendix hereto will be found à table showing the num- 
ber of insane committed from each county, deaths, discharges, etc. 


YOUTHFUL CRIMINALS AND INCORRIGIBLES. 


Many very young boys have been sent to the penitentiary and 
jails for the commission of offenses against the laws of the terri- 
tory. 

Provision was made authorizing the Governor to contract 
with suitable institutions for the detention and discipline of this 
class of offenders but the regulations of most of the states near 
hy us prohibit such contracts, so no contract has been made, 
though some of the Judges of our courts have recently urged me 
to do so. It is a crime against justice to send these youthful offenders 
fcr a first and generally a trival offense usually induced by bad as- 
sociates, to a penitentiary, there to consort with and learn the ways 
of hardened criminals. Some measures must be adopted to pro- 
vide suitable punishment aud reformatory discipline in cases that 
recommend themselves to the sound judgment of our honorable 
courts and honored judges. I invite your careful attention to this 
matter, believing that you can and will in your wisdom make suit- 
able provision for the proper care and discipline of such persons 
within the territory. 


PARDONS. 


A full report of pardons and reprieves granted during the past 
two years is attached hereto and appears in the appendix. Most 
of the pardons granted by me have been in cases of young persons 
and those of previous good character and were granted just be- 
fore the expiration. of the terms of sentence for the purpose of re- 
storing citizenship and giving the prisoner a new start in the race 
of life, and in every one of these cases, the prisoner was favorably 
recommended by the warden of the prison for good behavior. 

In other cases great caution has been exercised and ne par- 
don granted except for good cause and sound reason appealing 
to the best judgment of the executive. 


PENITENTIARY. 


Oklahoma convicts have been kept in the Kansas penitentiary 
at Lansing, Kansas, since the organization of the Territory, under 
a contract made by Governor Steele, the Territory paying twenty- 
ive cents per day for each convict, : 
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In April, 1898, however, the Kansas authorities notified me 
that owing to lack of employment for even their own prisoners, 
they could no longer keep the Oklahoma convicts for less than 
„fifty cents a day. After negotiating with several other states, I 
finally, on June, 30, 1898. made a new contract with the state of 
Kansas to retain our prisoners for thirty-five cents a day, the con- 
tract to run one year and until terminated by sixty days written 
notice by either party. Under this contract each prisoner receives 
=a $15 suit of clothes and $5 in cash when discharged. 

i The expense of the territory for care and transportation of 
prisoners for the two years ending June 50, 1898 was as follows:

The state of Kansas has as yet rendered no bill under the new 
contract for the past six months which makes it impossible to 
give the exact eost of the maintenance of prisoners for this time 
but it is certain that it will not be much in excess of $9,000.00. 

There were in the penitentiary 126 prisoners on January 1, 
1897, and during that year there were received 97 more, making 
a total of 228. During the same time 49 were discharged by expira- 
tion of sentence and 24 by pardon, 5 were remanded for new trials, 
one escaped and one was killed while trying to escape, leaving 143 
prisoners at the opening of the year of 1898. During 1898, (up to 
December 22) 90 additional convicts were received, but during the 
same time 48 were released by expiration of sentence and 36 by par- 
don, 3 were remanded for new trials, 3. died and 2 escaped, leaving 
141 Oklahoma convicts in confinement on December 22, 1898. 

Under the provisions of an act of the legislature of 1897 these 
prisoners are all given the same deduction from their sentences 
for good behavior and obedience to the rules as are allowed the 
Kansas convicts by the laws of that state—three days per month 
_ the first year, six the second and eight days per month during each 
year thereafter. Some of the prisoners have lost *good time" by 
subsequent misbehavior but in. no case has an Oklahoma prisoner 
lost all his *good time." 


Warden Landes, in a recent brief report to me says: 

“The Oklahoma prisoners as a whole have been tractable and 
obedient. They are treated in every particular as our own prisoners, 
receiving the same stipend for every day's labor performed as given 
to the Kansas prisoner. Their general condit'on is excellent and 
they are, as nearly as can possibly be expected, contented and satis- 
fied with their lot.” l 
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ELECTION LAWS. 


The last legislature passed an act regulating elections in 
Oklahoma with the open and avowed intention of practically dis- 
franchising a large and worthy class of citizens who are entitled 
by law to equal rights and privileges of the ballot with any other 
citizen. 

A law, which by its intricate machinery imd e and 
unfair methods, seeks by indirection to establish and enforce an ed- 
ucational qualification and has for its object the mystification and 
confusion of the voter so as to destroy a right clearly guaranteed 
to him by the law which they have not the manhood to repeal open- 
ly and above board, stamps the makers as political cowards and is 
a disgrace to any progressive community and a menace to good 
government. 

Our election law should be repealed from start to finish and 
replaced by a law clear and simple.in its terms, carefully guarding 
the right of each and every qualified voter to vote his honest sen- 
timents and preserving the secrecy and integrity of the ballot. 

In view of the largely increased population in many of the 
western districts of the territory, I commend to your consideration 
whether in justice and fairness a new apportionment law should 
not be passed at the present session. 


PUBLIC WEIGHER. 


The almost universal experience in the different counties of the 
Territory during the two years past has been that the office of pub- 
lic weigher was a useless one, serving only to confuse and breed 
trouble and 1 believe an early repeal of the act creating the office 
would meet with general public approval. 


PHARMACY. 


The last annual report of the president of the Territorial Board 
of Pharmacy shows that there were in the territory at that time 
(July 1, 1898,) 156 registered pharmacists and eighty-five general 
merchants located ten miles or more from a registered pharmacist 
had been granted permits to sell certain common drugs, pateut 
medicines and bottled goods under regulations prescribed by the 
Board of Pharmacy. 

The druggists of the Territory are organized into an active 
Pharmaceutical Association, which co-operates with the Board of 
Pharmacy in every way and the present pharmacy law gives general 
satisfaction to both the druggists and the people. 
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DENTISTRY. 


The report of the Secretary of the Territorial Board of Dental 
Examiners shows the laws regulating the practice of dentistry to 
be well enforced and its workings tobe generally satisfactory, though 
several recommendations are made as to more thorough examina- 
tion which should receive your careful consideration. 


My duty for the present is done. I have carefully compiled and 
laid before you the condition and needs of every branch of the ter- 
ritorial service and the information contained in the various re- 
ports submitted will be found to be entirely accurate and reliable. 

I have made such suggestions only for your action as I deem 
of the highest importance to our people and for the best interests ' 
and general welfare of the territory. Very many things will suggest 
themselves to you which have not been mentioned by me. 

The amendment and modification of our criminal code in many 
respects seems to be demanded, but your experience and acquaint- 
ance with these things will enable you to act wisely and with sound 
judgment. To you the present and future welfare of our territory 
is committed and. of you much is and will be expected. I feel sure 
that the high order of ability and honesty, patriotism and experience 
possessed. by your individual membership is assurance and guaran 
tee of wise and faithful service. 

In conclusion I beg to say to you that I have no pet measures 
or policies to urge upon your attention and will be found in readi- 
ness at all times to co-operate with you in accomplishing good legis- 
lation and in the maintenance of good government.

SIR: Under provision of law, I have the honor to submit . 
herewith the Fourth Biennial Report of the Auditor of the ter- 
ritory for the fiscal years 1897 and 1898. There will be found 
herein a full statement of all financial operations ví the terri- 
tory during that period Such reports are necessarily a matter 
of figures and contain much that should be of interest to all 
taxpayers and citizens who have the welfare of the territory 
and its people at heart. The usual mode. of arranging the 
matter of an auditor's report has been followed. An effort has 
been made to be brief in detail, making explanation only where 
it may seem to be needed. Estimates are given for the running , 
expenses of the various departments of the territorial govern. 
ment after a careful investigation of the conditions and needs 
of the territory and comparison with other territories and 
states

REMARKS. 


It will be seen from the condition of the general fund given 
on page five that the expenditures for the year ending 
November 80, 1897, are $89,738.81 greater than for the follow- 
ing fiscal year. This is principally due to the expenses of the 
Fourth legislative assembly, and to the transfer of the sum of 
$35,000 from the public buildiug fund to the general fund; 
warrants, bearing 5 per cent. interest, having been drawn on 
the general fund for this amount in favor of the public building 
fund. During the biennial period covered by this report the 
general fund indebtedness increased $90,425.55. 'The heavy 
expenses to the territory are found in the care and maintenance . 
of the insane and prisoners and territorial printing. "The cost 
for the care and maintenance of the insane for the biennial 
` period, except the last two months, amounts to $79,879.11, 
including a deficiency of $7,188.27. This is an increase for this 
purpose of $14,870.04 over the biennial period ending November 
30, 1896. The expense for the care and custody of prisoners 
of the territory for the biennial period is $31,566.34 against 
$22,973.39 for the biennial period ending November 30, 1896. 
The expense to the territory for printing for the two years 
amounts to $40,487. The three items above mentioned aggre- 
gate $151 932.45 for the biennial period. Each biennial report 
since the organization of the territory, after the first one, shows 
a marked increase in the territorial indebtedness. Attention 
has been called to this fact by my predecessors, and I desire to 
renew the assertion that the difficulty is not found in excessive 
expenditures, except in the item of printing, but in deficient 
revenue. 


BLIND SCHOOL FUND. 


This fund is supported by a levy of one-twentieth of a mill.

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‘1o date no warrants have been drawn against this fund. The 
cash balance is $1,185.63. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION! FUND. 


Onc-tenth of a mill levy was made for this fund for the years 
1894 and 1895. No levy has been made since 1895,. and it is 
thought that another levy will not be necessary until 1900. 
. There is a cash balance in this fund of $1,550.44. 


BOND INTEREST FUND 


The territory has bonds outstanding to the amount of $48,000, 
The annual interest on these bonds is $2,890.60, which includes 
the cost of transmission to the fiscal agency at New York City. 
The interest is promptly paid when due. The amount now to 
the credit of this fund is $12,174.65. 


DEAF AND DUMB FUND. 


One-twentieth of a mill levy is made for the support of this 
fund. The income from the levy will not be sufficient to pay 
the outstanding warrant indebtedness created for the support 
and education of the deaf and dumb. A larger levy should be 
made for the maintenance of this fund. The outstanding war- 
rant indebtedness is $2,709.29. 


LIBRARY FUND. 


s The law provides that the money received from the sale of 
statutes and supreme court reports shall be placed to the 
credit of the library fund. To date, only $21 have been 
covered into the treasury for the benefit of this fund. The out- 
standing library fund warrants amount to $4,540.33. None of 
these warrants have been redeemed. Some provision other 
than the one now existing should be made for their payment. 


LAND LEASE FUNDS. 


The land lease funds of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, Colored Agricultural and Normal University, and the 
Northwestern Normal School are maintained by a portion of 
the money received from the leasing of the thirteenth section in 
each township in what is known as the Cherokee Strip. This 
money is apportioned semi-annually by the governor to the 
several higher institutions of learning of the territory. The 
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chree institutions above named have separate funds for this 
money, while the money apportioned to the Normal School and 
and University is covered into the general fund of said instity: 


tions. 
NORMAL SCHOOL FUND. 


This fund is supported principally by a levy of one-half mill. 
Money is also received from the leasing of school lands and 
from tuition fees. By au act of the last legislature $3,000 was 
appropriated from this fund for the maintenance of the North. 
western Normal School. The outstanding normal school fund 
warrant indebtedness is $9,626.06. 


NORTHWESTERN NORMAL SCHOOL BUILDING FUND. 


This fund was created from the proceeds of the sale of bonds 
issued for the purpose of providing funds to build a normal 
school building, by the township of Alva, Woods county. War- 
rants have beeu dtawn on this fund to the amount of $4,745, 
leaving a fash balance of $1.08. 


PUBLIC BUILDING FUND. 


By an act of the last legislature the auditor is directed to 
draw a warrant on the territorial treasurer whenever the money 
in the public building fund should accumulate to the amount of 
$1,000, and the money so drawn to be used.in the redemption . 
of general fund warrants. These warrants, bearing five per 
cent. interest, are drawn in favor of the public building fund 
and are held by the territorial treasurer for the use and benefit 
of said fund. Warrants have been drawn to the amount of 


$35,000. 


ESTIMATES OF THE RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES ON ACCOUNT 


OF THE GENERAL REVENUE FOR THE YEARS 1899 AND 1900. 


It is not possible to make an accurate estimate of receipts for 
the next two years since we cannot even approximate with any 
degree of certainty the assessed valuation of the property for 
these years. To make an estimate of the expenditures is 
equally difficult, owing to the amendments that may be made 
to the present revenue law by the coming legislature. Hlse- 
where in this report may be seen statements showing esti- 
mates of expenditures for the ensuing biennial period. The

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estimates are based on the necessary expenses for the years 
1897 and 1898, making allowance for the natural increase of 
items of cumulative expenses.: Presuming that no great changes 
. will be made in the law effecting receipts and expenditures of 
the public fund, the following estimates are thought to be 
approximately correct:

APPROPRIATIONS. j 


Appropriations made by the fourth legislative assembly were 
in some cases sufficient but in others inadequate to meet the 
purposes which they were intended to cover. Those made for 
the care and maintenance of the insane, for the transportation 
of the insane, for the conveyance of convicts to the peniten- 
tiary and for the contingent expenses of some of the territorial 
offices were insufficient. Some of these were exhausted on or ' 


before July 1, 1898. 
ASSESSED VALUATION. 


The total assessed valuation of the territory for the years 
1895 and 1896 was $64,090,930; for the years 1897 and 1898, 
$72,658,568. The year 1897 shows a valuation of $32,034,752 and 
the year 1898 $40,623,816. The increase in valuation as shown 
by theabove figures is due to the growth in material prosperity. 

.No territory was added to Oklahoma during these years. On 
examination ofthe reports of the county clerks for the year 1898, 
the territorial board of equalization discovered that the property 
iu some counties had been assessed much higher than in others 
In fact, the reports show that the assessments were not alike in 
any two counties. The board also discovered that in most of 
the counties the property had been assessed too low, in some of 
them. ridiculouslv so. After a careful examination of the re- 
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turns the board decided that the assessments in Pottawatomie 
county were most nearly correct. For each of the other coun- 
ties, except one, such a per cent was added tothe assessed valu- 
ation as would necessitate the payment of a proportionate tax. 
The report from Greer county shows that the property had been 
assessed to high. In this county the assessed valuation was 
lowered to correspond with the county taken as a basis. A rec- 
ord of the proceedings of the board for the years 1897 and 1898, 
with tables showing the valuation of the different classes of 

property, by county, will be found elsewhere in this report. 


CENSUS AND OTHER STATISTICS. 


In ahothet part of this report will be found tables relating to 
census and other statistics. The data contained in these tables 
was collected by the township and city assessors and compiled 
by the county clerks. The clerks’ reports to this office are, in 
most cases, incomplete, growing out of the fact that a number 
of the assessors failed to carry out the provisions of the law 
relating to census and other statistics. This method has prover; 
to be very unsatisfactory in its results. Under the provisions 
of a law passed by the last legislative assembly the office of 
county assessor was.created, doing away with the townsh p 
plan of assessing. The county assessors will enter upon their 
work next year and it is hoped that the coming legislature will 
provide an efficient method whereby the collection of this data - 
may be made accurate and complete. These statistics, while in 
part reliable, yet do great injustice tothe territory, in that they 
do not show the rapid increase in the industries, the remarkable 
growth in the stock-raising business and the development of 
her agricultural resources. - 


INSANE. 


Chapter. 30, Laws ot 1895, authorized the Governor to contract 
on the part of the territory with responsible individuals for the 
treatment, care and maintenance within the territory, of the 
territory's insane for a term of three years from the 15th day 
of June, 1895, at a rate not to exceed three hundred dollars per 
annum for each patient. This contract was entered into on 
the aforesaid date with a company styling itself the Oklahoma 
Sanitarium Company. On the 15th day of June, 1898, the above 
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mentioned contract expired, and a new one was entered into tor 
a like period of time, to-wit, three years, by and between the 
Governor, on the part of the territory, and the Oklahoma 
Sanitarium Company at the rate of two hundred dollars per 
annum per patient. 

Chapter 3, section 8, session laws 1897, provided an appro- 
priation of sixty-one thousand dollars for the care, treatment 
and*maintenance of the territory's insane for the years 1897 and 
1898. The sum of four thousand six hundred dollars was appro- 
priated under the same act for the commitment of the territory’s 
insane for the two years. ‘The development of this institution 
is made manifest when I am compelled to report that the sum 
appropriated for the commitment of the insane exhausted on 
May 19, 1898, and the sum appropriated for the care, treatment 
and maintenance of the insane exhausted on June 22, 1898, since 
which dates a deficiency for this branch of the public service 
has been created and to which your attention is invited in the 
general deficiency estimate. ' 


PRISONERS.

The prisoners of the territory are cared for by the Kansas 
penitentiary, located at Lansing, Kansas. Of the time covered 
by this report up to July 1, 1898, the territory paid for the care 
and maintenance of these prisoners at the rate of twenty-five 
cents per day. Anew contract was entered into on the first day 
of July, 1898, for a term of one year at the rate of thirty-five 
cents per convict per day. The largest number of convicts con- 
fined therein numbered 179/persons for the quarter ending June 
30, 1898, an increase of twénty persons over any previous quarter. 
The growth of the terfitory, and with it the increase in this 
branch of the service, it seems, should warrant provisions being 
made by the legislature to care for the territory’s prisoners 
within the territory. In the matter of transportation, I would 
suggest that this expense be met by the several counties instead 
of the territory. 


. TERRITORIAL LEVIES M 


The following levies were made by the territorial board of 
equalization for the years 1897 and 1898, the levies for each year 
being the same: General revenue fund, three mills on the dol- 
lar of assessed valuation; for normal school fund, one-half mill; 
for university fund, one-half mill; for bond interest. one-fifth 
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mill; for support of school for deaf and dumb, one-twentieth 
mill; for support of school for blind, one-twentieth mill. The ` 
foregoing levies aggregate four and three-tenths mills. 


WARRANTS. 


A complete list of all warrants issued by the auditor on terri- 
torial funds from December 1, 1896 to November 30, 1898, will be 
found in this report. The date of issue, the person to whom 
issued, the fund on which drawn, and the amount of each war- 
rant is given.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT, 


[AS SUBMITTED TO THE FIFTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
WITH THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE.) 


RURAL SCHOOLS: 


There has been improvement in the rural schools in most of 
the counties. At the territorial and county educational meet- 
ings the welfare ofthese schools has been freely discussed. The 
successful teacher in the district schools must adapt herself to 
the conditions that surround her. Things that make rural life 
attractive should be discussed with the children, and in the 
cheice of things for such general discussion there should be 
, freedom. Some of the most capable and patriotic of our citi- 
zens have commenced their education in the country, and in the 
rural schools many of our most promising boys and girls are 
to be found today. 


ATTENDANCE. 


One of the great hindrances to the proper advancement of 
the youth in our common schools is the great irregularity in 
school attendance. With a school population of more than a 
hundred.thousand, aud, with taxes levied, school houses built 
and teachers licensed to provide for the instruction of that 
number, less than half of them are in daily attendance. 
Many patrons do not have a proper realization of the loss their 
children sustain through irregular attendance at school. The 
teacher should frequently call attention to the evil, and con- 


stantly urge regular attendance. Sue should call upon the 
patrons in the interest of attendance. 


GRADING COUNTRY SCHOOLS. 


That the country schools can be graded, is no longer denied. 
The word graded is not used inthe exact sense in which it is 
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applied in city work. ‘he conditions that surround city and 
country schools are different. In the town and city, classes are 
larger and fewer grades are assigned to the individual teacher. 
Giading in the city may be more exact than can be enforced in. 
the country. 

Some of the benefits to be realized from grading the rural 
schools are these: 

1. A course of study is established which shows teachers 
and pupils what is expected to be accomplished in a prescribed 
period. 2. A uniform basis of classification is introduced. 
3. Children are directed to the study of subjects in their natural 
order, and the error of pursuing two or three subjects to the 
exclusion of other essential subjects is corrected. 


Three aud one-half yearsago the territorial board of edu- 
cation prepared and had printed 1n the normal institute manual 
fof that year, a graded course of study for the common schools 
_of-Oklahoma Some months later twenty thousand copies of 

this course of study were printed in pamphlet form and sent to 
the county superintendents to be distributed among the rural 
‘schools. Along with this a system of classification records 
was recommended. The purpose of these records being to show 
succeeding teachers the condition of the school and the standing 
ofeach pupil. It enables thé teacher to know, before opening 
school the first day, where each pupil belongs in each branch, 
=- what work thx preceding teacher was doing, her plans, etc, 
so she can follow üp the plan without a general Pap of the 
this system, a systematic record of each pupil's progress is 
kept, thus binding term to term in a manner that economizes 
time and makes inore sure the success of the succeeding teacher. 
This system and method on the part of the teacher encourages 
methodical work on the part of the pupils. The teachers are 
also provided with blank forms to be used in making term 
reports to the county superintendent, the information' con- 
tained in the teacher’s term report to the county superintendent 
being substantially the same as that left for use of the succeed- 
ing teacher. A full history of the school life vf each pupil thus 
becomes a part of the. permanent records id” the district and 
the county superintendent's office. There has been a gradual 
improvement in the classification in the country schools in 
Oklahoma during the last three years. The pupils are now 

v well classified. We have heard some of the presidents of 
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our territorial institutions and city superintendents say that 
pupils coming to their schools from the country are fairly well 
titted in the branches they have studied. These instances are 
sufficiently numerous, to show that our country schools can do 


gdod work, and that in many of these schools good work is 
being done. 

But the crowning feáture of country school gradation 
is yet to be told. A course of study implies an end 
as well as a beginning, so when the course is completed a 
common school diploma is awarded. A worthy object is here 
placed before the pupil, an object which by industry and pe- 
severance he may gain. It awakens his interests and he 
. determines to complete the course, and thus makes better 
application of his time. Examinations are held annually 
under the direct management of the territorial board; of 
" education. The first examination was held on May 1st and 2nd, 
1896; the second on May 4th and 5th, 1897; the third on March 
21th and 25th, 1898. The result of the first examination was 
207 graduates from nine counties; the second, 173 from eléven 
counties; the third, 187 from fourteen counties. Graduation 
from the district schools has proven a success in Oklahoma 
and will be continued. The plan setting forth the directions 
and regulations to be observed in holding these examinations 
and the questions used at the last examination will be found 
elsewhere in this report. 


DISTRICT OFFICERS. 


The district officers are director, treasurer and clerk. The 
law makes it the duty of this Board to levy district tax, employ 
teachers, etc. In addition to the duties of the board, as such, 
each member has other duties. The clerk carries the burden of 
responsibility and work. Under the present plan he is required 
to give from three to seven days each year in the performance 
of the duties of his office without compensation. Knowing there is 
no pay, too often the result is, he does as little as possible 
This is wrong. He should receive pay for his work. If a man 
is paid for doing something, he wishes to show that he has 
performed his duty, but without pay he is liable to neglect it. 
The duties of the office are important and should be properly 
performed. Under provision of a law made by the fourth legis- 
lature, the county treasurer practically performs the duties of 
the several district treasurers iu each county. All school 
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warrants are drawn upon the county treasurer and are paid by 
him. He makes quarterly reports to the district clerks of all 
moneys received for the districts and of all warrants paid. The 
district treasurer is such in name only. 

Great care should be taken in the selection of district offi- 
cers. They should be the most intelligent men in the district, 
and should be selected for no other reason than that their 
election will be for the best interest ot the school. The dis- 
charge of their duties involves ample provision for the careful 
selection of competent teachers and such care of the school as 
willretain the confidence of the community. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


The duties of the county superintendent are many. To visit 
each school in the one hundred districts, more or less, in his 
county, scattered over an area of from seven hundred to three 
thousand square miles, with the many things demanding his 
attention during each visit, to be almost daily called upon to 
construe portions of the school law, reports to make, a corres- 
pondence requiring prompt attention and his duty as a member 
of the county examining board—all this properly done—fully 
occupies his time. In fact, a few counties have too much 
territory and too many schools to make personal supervision by 
the superintendent either possible or efficient. A deputy 
should be provided. l l 

The most effective work is in the personal inspection and 
supervision by a capable county superintendent. In his visits 
to the schools, defects in the methods of management and in- 
structicn are to be pointed out, and means of improvement sug- 
gested. In his mingling with teachers, pupils and patrons he 
exerts aninfluence that does much toward promoting the wel- 
fare of the schools. But the highest function of the county 
superintendent i in the schools is the work of organization. He 
should not neglect to visit each term of school. The county 
Superintendency properly conducted is a great power in the 
uplifting of the rural schools. The office ought to be strictly 
non-partisan. No other office comes in touch with such vital 
interests of the people. The county superintendent should be 
chosen without regard to party affiliations. It occurs to me 
that Pennsylvania and Indiana have adopted the better plan 
for choo-ing county superintendents. In these states the dis- 
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trict boards of trustees make the selection. These officers are 
surely in better position to make a wise choice of an officer of 
this character than the average voter can possibly be. The 
appointment should be made in the spring time. This takes it 
out of the realm ot politics. l 


SUPERINTENDENTS’ ANNUAL REPORTS. 


The annual reports of the county superintendents have been 
carefully tabulated and the tables prepared for publication. 
Some of these reports came on the fifteenth day of October or 
soon after, and in the main are models of correctness and neat- 
ness. There is a marked improvement in their reports over 
those of last year. Tiis is due to the effort put forth by the 
county superintendents to induce the district clerks to keep 
their accounts correctly and to have their reports ready in time. 
Where this work is well done the county superintendent has but 
little trouble with his annual report. On the other hanå, the 
neglect of Some of the county superintendents to compile and 
send in their annual reports till long after the time required by 
law, is an impediment in the way of getting our report into the 
governor’s hands when it is due. 


THE COUNTY EXAMINING BOARD. 


This board consists of three members. The county superin- - 
tendent is ex-officio chairman of the. board. The other two 
members are nominated by the county superintendent and ap. 
pointed by the county commissioners. It is the duty of this 
board to examine all applicants for county certificates to teach. 
The only defense of the schools against incompetent persons 
who desire to be teachers is found in this board. To protect 
the schoo's from incompetent instruction and secure the best 
qualified teachers possible should be the aim of the board, asthe 
most important factor in the common schools is thes pply of 


competent teachers. 
TEACHERS.

The efforts of the earnest teacher should be better appreci- 
ated. As we have met the teachers in the institutes. and at the 
associations, we have been impressed with their desire to know 
the best things about teaching. Teachers should be well versed in 
the theory of the profession and be ab eto apply it practicallyas 
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well as to be thoroughly informed in the subjects taught. The 
teacher’s success is measured by her energy, and by her influ- 
ence to direct pupils to good habits and right application. 
That the proper co-operation of patrons and teachers in the 
interest of the schools may be secured, the teacher must visit 
the homes and become acquainted with the influences that are 
avout her pupils when out of school. This is necessary in a 
properly managed school. l 


TERRITORIAL BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The duties of the board are as follows: 
» 1. To conduct annual territorial institutes. 
2. Fo adopt plans for the organization and conduct of the 
county normal institutes. 
3. To issue certificates to conductors and instructors. 
4. To prepare questions for all county teachers’ examina- 


5. To prepare qu-stions for city examinations. 

6. To prepare qu stions and adopt regulations for the 
graduation of pupils from the common schools and grant 
- diplomas to the graduates. 

7. To conduct annual examinations for territorial certif- 
cates and diploma. "ME 

Itis also the duty of this board to act inan advisory ca- 
pacity, and as such, in large measure, mould the educational 
policy of the territory. 'The board holds meetings at such. 
times as the educational interests may seem to demand. There 
were thirteen meetings held in 1897 and twelve in 1898. 


THE TERRITORIAL INSTITUTE. 


These meetings are held anuually inu the interest of the 
county normal institutes. They are held under the auspices 
of the Territorial Board of Education and usually continue 
three days. The subjects discussed and lectures given are 
largely confined to the county normal institute work. All 
county superintendents aud all persons who desire to conduct 
or instruct in the county institutes are expected to attend the 
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territorial institute. The program of the last meeting is given

COUNTY NORMAL INSTITUTE 


The normal institute furnishes teachers with an oppor- 


tunity that they may go to their work with a better knowledge 
of how and what to teach. The chief object of the institute 
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should be professional culture and trainiog, and its minor pur- 
pose the general culture and education of the teacher. These 
institutes have, in an unpretentious way, done much for the 
improvement of the teachers in attendance and have had a 
marked influence for good upon our Oklahoma schools. They 
are usually followed by an increased activity aud a revival of 
interest in school work. 


CONDUCTORS AND INSTRUCTORS. 


Institute conductors and instructors are required to be hold- 
crs of institute certificates The law makes it the duty of the 
Territorial Board of Education to license competent persons to 
do this work. Applicants for these certificates are required to 
be the holders of teachers’ first class certificates to teach or 
diploma from a recognized institution of learning and evidences 
of marked success as teachers. In addition to this a written 
examination is required on professional subjects. At another 
place in this report may be seen the questions-used at the ex- 
amination held at Oklahoma City on May 27, 1893, 


INSTITUTE COURSE OF STUDY. 


Each year the territorial board of education has prepared 
aud issued in pamphlet form a course of study to be used in the 
county normal institutes. This book is chiefly made up of out- 
lines upon the subjects pursued in the institutes. The instruct- 
ors and teachers are expected to be guided by these outlines and 
to-observe the regulations given in the manual in the institute 
work. It is the purpose of the course of study to secure 
uniformity throughout the territory and to assist toward accom- 
plishing as much as possible in the short time the institute is in 
progress. No effort had been made to grade the institutes of 
the territory till last year. For the institutes of 1898, a graded 
course of study was prepared amd adopted. The subject mat- 
ter of this manual is divided inte three sections. Observing the 
regulations for the use of the~course of study, teachers are 
assigned according to attainment and experience as teachers. 
At the close of each institute certificates of promotion are 
issued to those who comply with the requirements to be 
advanced. Teachers who complete the course of Study, and 
who are the holders of at least two reading circle certificates 
are granted a normal institute diploma. Those who graduate 
from the institute course of study and who can comply with the 
legal requirement for a teacher’s first-class certificate will 
receive instead a teacher’s professional certificate. A profes- 
sional certificate will be recognized as superior to a first-class 
certificate, just asa first-class certificate is superior to a Second. 
class. It will be readily seen that the purpose of the plan is 
to hold out inducement to teachers to make more thorough prep- 


a 
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aration for their work. It is recommended that boards of 
directors require all teachers in their employ to attend the 
graded normal institute until they have graduated therefrom. 
It is hoped that many Oklahoma teachers may work to obtain 
the professional certificate. 

TERRITORIAL TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The territorial teachers’ association is composed of those 
who are working in some part of the educational field and who 
havé a common.interest in the educational w.rk of the terri- 
tory. In its membership every grade of school is represented, 
private as well as public. No educational subject is debarred 
from its programs and the greatest freedom of discussion is

COUNTY ASSOCIATIONS. 


In nearly all the counties a county association exists and 
meetings are held at stated periods. These, with the sub- 
division meetings held in some of the counties present scenes 
of activity in ail lines of common school education. Teachers 
are thus afforded the opportunity to meet in a social way, as 
well as to exchange ideas on the different phases of their work. 
It frequently occurs that much that is valuable to teachers is 
gained by this exchange of experience. - But the main purpose 
of these meetings is to arouse enthusiasm and interest among 
the teachers at work in our schools. At these meetings each 
teacher obtains a knowledge of the condition of the other 
schools in the county, aud is stimulated todo better work. One 
of the results of such meetings is found in the fact that the 
teacher goes back to his duties feeling that he is not alone in 
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his work, but that others are helping him, as he can if he will 
help them. 


‘TEACHERS’ READING CIRCLE. 


The teachers’ reading circle was organized in Oklahoma 
in July, 1894, under the management of the. territorial board 
of education. The county superintendents were made ex-officio 
managers of the reading circle work in the respective counties. 
The board has exercised great care in the selection and 
adoption of the books for each vear. Under the direction 
of the territorial board of education, the secretary of the 
board visited the county normal institutes held during the sum- 
mer of 1896 in the interest of the reading circle work. Ata 
meeting of the board held at Oklahoma City on March 31, 1897, 
a reading circle board was appointed. It is the duty of, this 
board Lo push the reading circle work in the territory. The 
report of the reading circle board by the secretary is included 
in, this report. 

PUPILS’ READING CIRCLE. ` 


The Oklahoma pupils’ reading circle is an outgrowth from 
the teachers’ reading circle, and is under the general manage- 
ment of the territorial reading circle board. All active 
teachers of the territory are ex-ofício leaders in the pupils 
reading circle by virtue of their position. The books. are 
selected and adopted by the territorial board of education and 
are suited to the grades of the common school course. Any 
pupil in the public schools may become a member of the Okla- 
homa pupils’ reading circle by purchasing at least one book 
and agreeing to take up and faithfully perform the work. No 
membership fee is charged. Hach member will be required to 
read at least one book, as prescribed in the course, each year. 
The circle commends itself to the friends of education, to 
school officers, to teachers and patrons, in helping to direct 
. children in Oklahoma in the reading of good books. The cost 
of the.books is but a trifle, and they are of such a character 
that they will become the nucleus of a library for many 


children. 
SCHOOL FLAGS. 


Since the first organization of the public schools in this 
territory the movement toward equipping each school with a 
national flag has been going forward. Many of our city anu

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town schools, and some of our country districts are supplied 
with flags. We have heard the suggestion that a part of the 
furnishment of every school should be a national flag. The 
hope of the day that every school may fly the flag should be 
‘cherished by every lover of our country. It is thought unwise 
to display the school flag constantly. It is recommended 
that the stars and stripes be displayed over the school houses 
of the territory upon the following named days and such other 
days as may be determined by the authorities of the schools: 
Opening day of each term.

Columbia Day, October 21. 

Thanksgiving, November 
L' nding of the Pilgrims, Deceuber 91. 
Christmas Day, December 25.

SCHOOL PROPERTY INSURANCE. 


Chapter 17, Session laws of 1897, makes provision for the 
insurance of public school property. It is the duty. of this 
office to carry out, in part, the provisions of this law. The 
appraisement of the school property in all, or nearly all the 
school districts in each county was forwarded to this oftice by 
the county superintendents during the month of September, 
1897. The appraisements returned aggregate $482,972.18. All 
appraised property was insured, under the law, on aud after 
October 1, 1897. A tabulated record of the value ofeach school 
house, furniture, fixtures, etc., was made and is kept in this office. 
The law provides that an assessment ot five per cent be made 
upon the appraised value of the property for each of the years 
1897 and 1898. To make a levy of five per cent at one time 
seemed a hardsbip, and recognizing that the apportionment of 
the territorial school fund ‘is made semi-annually, I decided, 
after mature deliberation, to make an assessment of two and 
one-half per cent semi-annually, thus making a saving to the 
districts without violating thelaw. An assessment of two and 
one-half per cent was made on January 31, 1898, and two and 
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one-half per cent on July 30, 1898. Twenty-two thousand eight 
hundred, fifty-two dollars and seventeen cents has been 
returned by the county treasurers to the territorial treasurer in 
view of these assessments. 

It will be noticed that the amount of money returned to the 
territorial t: easurer is less than five per cent. of the appraised 
valuation of the property. The July apportionment of the terri- 
torial school fund was only twenty-nine cents per capita. The 
assesment made in July, was, in many districts, larger than the 
amount of fund received from the apportionment. In these dis- 
tricts, the balance due the insurance fund will be paid when 
the January, 1899, apportionment of the territorial fund is made. 

There has been reported to this office in the fourteen. 
months from October 1st, 1897 to November 30th, 1898, six cases 
of destruction of school property by fire. The aggregate find- 
ings of the probate courts in these cases are $1,600.95" There . 
was $1,200.71 paid out of the insurance fund for these losses. 
There has been ten cases of injury of school property by wind 
storm. The aggregate court findings in these cases are $805.0! for 
which was paid $603.75. The amount paid in losses caused by 
fire and windstorm is $1,804.46. There are some defécts in the 
law. Attention is directed to some needed changes elsewhere 
in this report. 

KICKAPOO LANDS. 


A very large per cent. of the lands in the Kickapoo country 
are indemnity lands taken in lieu of lands in-the Osage, Otoe, 
Missouri and Ponca reservations under act of congress on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1891. There are 101,410 acres of these lands, all 
located in Lincoln, Pottawatomie and Oklahoma counties. At 
the present time, 95,860 acres of these lands are leased at an 
average annual rental of about $18,000.00. The lessees as a 
rule are poor. The only means for the support of the public 
schools in these lands, is taxes upon the personal vroperty of 
the people. The full limit of the law, two per cent., has been 
levied each year for school purposes. The amount of money 
raised from this levy is not sufficient for the running expenses 
of their schools for even two or three months of school each 
year. Attempts have been made in some of the districts to 
erect school houses with money raised by subscription, but 
failure has usually been the result. Most of the districts have 
.rented rooms in private houses or such other rooms as they 
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were able to secure. In short, the school privileges in this 
country are very poor. It is only* justice to those people that 
so ne relief be given them by legislative enactment. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. Change the basis for the apportionment of the terri- 
torial school fund from the scholastic populations of the dis- 
tricts to the average daily attendance of the school taught. 

2. Make the payment of the last month's salary of all 
teachers contingent upon filing all required reports due the 
county superintendent and district clerk. | 

8. An act enabling boards of education in cities of the 
first class and district boards to levy a tax to pay outstanding : 


'" indebtedness. 


4. AÀ law authorizing the county commissioners in each 
county to appropriate $100.00 each year to be applied to the 
running expenses of the county normal institutes. | 

5. Make the appraisement of the school property of the 
districts the limit of the court finding in case of total destruc- 
tion by fire or storm. 

6. Make the neglect of the school officer to perform the 
duty imposed by the school property insnrance law punishable 
by fine. 

7. Anact authorizing fifteen per cent. of the lease moneys 
from the Kickapoo indemnity lands to be apportioned to the 
public schools in those lands. 

8. An act to provide for public school libraries. 

9. The school taxes collected from the railroads in Okl a- 
homa should be a territorial fund to be apportioned to all the 
public schools in the territory. 

10. An act providing for a per diem to each member of the 
territorial board of education, except the territorial superinten- 
dent, for services as member of said board.

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Oklahoma Teachers’ Reading Circle, 


PLAN OF WORK. 


The Teachers’ Reading Circle of Oklahoma is officially 
organized by the territorial “board of education and isa perma- 
nent and integral part of the school system. It is a plan for 
bringing.teachers in touch with the newest methods of teaeh- 
ing and with the leading educational workers, by bringing to 
their homes good professional and culture books with a plan for 
systematic work. Desultory reading is of little value com- 
pared with what one may gain by sy-te natic reading and the 
only way to keep abreast of truth is by reading, The reading 
circle work provides not only for the specific course of reading 
to be done during the year, but also for an apportionment of 
the work to the various months of the school year. 

Where it is possible for several teachers to meet and form a 
local circle it is very advantageous, as it affords opportunity 
for a general round table discussion of subjects in which they 
are interested. . 

It has been found to be a practical plan to take up the 
topics in the readiug circle work for discussion in the county 
associations. The books are full of good topics for discussion 
and then the teachers can all be prepared to take part. 


MEMBERSHIP AND CREDITS. 


While the membership is voluntary, it should include every 
teacher in Oklahoma. No one can atford to neglect this means 
of self-culture. No membership fee is required and every one 
should expect to join as naturally as he expects to secnre a cer- 
tificate. 

Certificates of credit will be issued to those sho do the 
reading and pass a satisfactory examination. A four years” 
course has been planned, and the territorial board of education 
will issue a diploma to those who shall have finished the course 
and secured certificates of crédit. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The examinations in the reading circle work will occur this 
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year in connection with the county examinations at the close of 
each of the institute periods. If superintendents think that it 
would be better to have the examinations in the reading circle 
work a day or two before the regular county examinations they 
may arrange to have it then. It seems that this would be the 
best plan, as the examination will be short and could be held 
some afternoon. The questions will be sent in separate pack- 
ages and marked "reading circle questions" and they may be 
opened when the superintendent holds the examination. 

The manuscripts this year will be graded by theseveral coun- 
ty examining boards and certificates will be sent to the super- 
intendents by the secretary of the reading circle board. Every 
one who has done the reading should take the examinations. 
In order to receive a certificate the teacher must pass an exam- 
ination in two of the three books for 1897-8. Halleck's Psych- 
ology Psychic Culture, Swett’s Methods Teaching, Mann’s

PRIZE OFFERED, 


The board has arranged to give as a prize “A Teacher's 
Library’’ to the county having the largest per cent. of its 
teachers (actually employed) enrolled at the time of the terri- 
torial association. The membership is to be confined to those 
who have actually purchased the books and are doing the 
work, and it will be based on the total number of teachers in 
the county. Last year both Logan and Oklahoma counties 
received a library, each county having all of its teachers 
enrolled in the reading circle. 


READING CIRCLE WORK AND TEACHERS’ EXAMINATIONS. 


An important part of the teachers” examination relates to 
the principles of teaching and methods of conducting school 
exercises. .It is most fitting that the question employed shall 
be based on some good authority to which all the teachers have 
access. It is the intention of the territorial board of education, 
therefore, to base their examinations on the professional work 
of the reading circle course. Itisrecommended that these books 
be made the foundation for work in psychology and methods at 
the COMES institutes. 


ENROLLMENT. 


The normal institute offers the best opportunity for secur- 
ing a representative reading circle membership in each county 
Enrollment cards should be placed upon the desk of every 
teacher and the purpose and plan of the organization presented 
tothem. Arrangements will be made for some member of the 
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reading circle board to visit the institute and aid in this organ- 
ization. 
COST OF BOOKS. 

The only expense which the reading circle members have is 
the cost of the books. The prices are as follows: Halleck's 
Psychology and Psychic Culture, $1.25; Koopman's Mastery of 
Books, 90 cents; Wood's How to Study Plants, $1.

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The Oklahoma Pupils' Reading Circle. 


The Pupils Reading Circles of the various states have in 
view, generally, three principal objects: 

1. To iuduce children and you h to read. 

2. To supply good reading, which is the only effective way 
to avoid the bad. 

3. To correlate the reading to th» work of the SE in 
such a way as to render it most profitable and interesting, and 
to aid the teacher to accomplish the most good for the pupil. 
The general reading of the pupil becomes a great educational 
and moral force when properly directed. 

Oklahoma takes her place with the most progressive states 
in planning for the best attainable results. Itis not enough that 
pupils read; they should read good books; they should read ap- 
propriate books, supplimentary to their class work, and corre- 
lated to their studies. 


PLANS OF WORK. 


Every teacher should secure some form of the Pupils’ Read- 
ing Circle work for the pupils under his or her care, in whatev- 
er grade they may be, and whatever may be the natnre of the 
school, in city or in country. The scheme of work may be 
varied, to suit the varying needs. The plans have been pro- 
vided, as follows: 

1. The pupils may purchase, individually, the books suited . 
to their respective grades. This isthe plan most generally fol- 
‘lowed in the different states. It is especially desirable for the 
pupils to have books.of their own, for in that case they are apt 
to read them many times over, and to master them thoroughly. 

2. The books may be purchased by the school authorities 
for use as GE reading, to which purpose they are 
admirably adapted. 

3. If neither of the foreeoine plans be found feasible, the 
teacher can secure by contributions or by schoolentertainments, 
at least a set, or a few sets, of books for a school library, and 
the volumes can be read in rotation. 

Full credit will be given for the work done by the pupils on any of 
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these plans, A handsome diploma will be given on the comple: 
tion of the entire course. 


THE DUTY OF THE TEACHER. 


Formerly an oversight of the pupil’s general reading formed 
no part of the teacher’s duty. Now, all this is changed. The 
higher sentiment of the educational world holds that "the teacher 
is largely responsible in the matter. Do not fail to try at least one 
of the three plans set forth above. Write to thestate secretary 
to send to you a supply of these circulars. Distribute them 
among your pupils, and thus bring the matter to the attention 
of the parents. Consult with vour school officers, aud start the 
work upon the plan which seems most feasible. The funds for 
the purchase of a few sets, or at least of a set, can be easily 
secured by subscription, by a public entertainment, or other- 
wise. Keep a record in a neat, well bound blaik book of all 
who do the work. Enter upon the record the names of all pu- 
pils pursuing the course of reading, together with the books 
read by them from time to time. Such a book can be used from 
year to year, and will be a roll of honor. 


THE DUTY OF THE COUNTY AND CITY SUPERINTENDENT. 


These school officers should not fail to see that circulars of 
the P. R. C. are placed in the hands of their teachers generally, 
at institutes and teachers' associations, and they. should en- 
courage every teacher to make an effort to secure the great 
practical benefits of the work for their respective schools.

DEAR SIR:—In accordance with your request I herewith 
submit a statement of the present condition and needs and 
tuture prospects of the University of Oklahoma. 


CORPS OF INSTRUCTION. 


i FACULTY. 


David Ross Boyd, A. M., (University of Wooster), presi- 
lent; professor of mental and moral science. 

Edwin DeBarr, Ph. B., (University of Michigan)—Professor 
of chemistry and pharmacy. 

James Shannon Buchanan, B. S., (Cumberland Uniyersity) 
—Professar of history and civics. ; 

Joseph Francis Paxton, A. M., (Harvard)—Ptofessor of 
Greek and Latin. : 

Frederick Stanton Elder, A. B., (Princeton)— Professor of 
mathematics. 

Vernon Louis Parrington, A. M., (A. B. Harvard)—Pro- 
fessor of English and modern languages. 

Albert H. Van Vleet, is D., (Leipzig)—nstructor in 
biology and physics.

It will be noted from the above that thé instructors in the 
university have been selected with special reference to their 
fitness to do their appointed work. ‘They have for the most 
part been specially trained in institutions of national reputa- 
tion. It has been the policy of the board of regents to have 
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all instruction so given as to compare favorably with corres- 
ponding work in other state nniversities. 


Se COURSES OF STUDY. 


The courses of study are arranged under the following 
departments: 

1. College Department.—The conditions of admission to 
this deportment require as high a standard, and as far' as 
practicable, the same standards as other state universities. 
The completion of the courses of this department lead to the 
degrees of Bachelor of Science and Bachelor of Arts. The time 


usually required to complete this work is four years, For, 


convenience in estimating the amount of work the faculty 
requires a record of one hundred and twenty-five points before 
a student can take a degree, a point being one hour recitation 
orits exuivalent in laboratory or library work for one semester. 
The number of courses offered up to the present time is sixty- 
three. 

New courses in biology and kindred sciences were added 
during the past year. It is hoped that in the near future addi- 
tional courses will be added in the general subject of physics 
and its subdivisions. Added courses in the modern languages 
are needed. At present the instructors in the university con- 
duct the work in both the preparatory and the college classes. 
It is becoming urgent that the work of the preparatory depart- 
ment be done by specially selected teachers for that work, thus 
relieving the professors of the collegiate department troni this 
work. This should be done in the interests of economy as well 
as to secure niore effective and sympathetic instruction for the 
s udents of the preparatory department. 


2. The Preparatory Department.—The work of the prepara- 


. tory department is planned to give a good preparation for the 
collegiate courses. For the present a great number of students 
attend the university who are not able to take a full college 
course. For this reason the ins ruction given in the prepara- 
tory department is planned not only to prepare for the college 
courses but to give the best practical training to students who 
can spend but a vear or two in school. The purpose is not only 
to secure scholarship and develop mental power but to give 
the student, before leaving school, an outlook that will aid him 
in after study. The work of this departmeut covers three 


| 
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years. Graduátes from the public schools are admitted to its 
first year on presentation of their diplomas. A considerable 
number of ‘these graduates have entered and experience shows 
that the training of the public schools for the most part fits 
them for entering the regular Work of the PIERRA OR depart- 
ment. 

In addition to the courses of study of the preparatory 
department, we find it necessary for the present to organize 
classes inthe subjects of English grammar, arithmetic, United 
States history and orthography for the benefit of young men 
and women from eighteen to twenty-five years of ave who came 
to the territory at the age of from twelve to fifteen and were 
obliged to give up school work entirely because of the require- 
ment for their labors in the establishment of homes and often 
because of lack of schools in their neighbcrhood. These young 
men and women come to us with minds of considerable maturity 
and development but with very slight scholarship. They are 
earnest and intent on study, and experience has shown that in 
them we often find the best material for college students. Itis 
expected that these special courses for this special need will be 
maintained in the university for some time to come. Students 
completing our preparatory work are gladly received in college 
courses. of other institutions of the highest standing. It is: 
important that instruction that is now given in the prepararory 
depártment by the college professors should be changed and 
persons specially selected to do preparatory work, as was 
mentioned in the paragraph relating to the preparatory depart- 
ment. 

8. Pharmaceutical Department. —The pharmaceutical depart- 
ment offers courses of study covering two years and leading to 
the degree of. pharmaceutical chemist. E even persons have 
completed the courses offered in this department and in every 
instance their services have been sought before graduation for 
regular employment. Every student graduating has maintained 
himself successfully in his position. The work of this depart- 
ment is done in the most modern and improved manner and 
with the best modern facilities. The pharmaceutical and 
chemicallaboratory is thoroughly equipped with every modern 
convenience and students.learn from the beginning to do work 
in the most practical and reliable way. ™ 

4. Musical Department.—In this department instruction is 
given in singing, sight reading and chorus work, voice culture, 
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piano, organ and stringed instruments, including orchestration. 
The work given in tbis deparment is of high order and com- 
pares very favorably with other institutions of the same grade. 
The effect of this department is seen already, not only on its 
influence on the students of the university but wherever students 
from this department have gone. The regular work of this 
department embraces a course of four years, from which 
students are graduated with the regular degree. This year will 
be marked by the graduation of the first class completing the 
four years’ course. , 


5. By grouping together appropriate courses from the 
biological and pharmaceutical departments and adding others 
that are required, by a small outlay a pre-medical course of two 
years, that will be accepted in medical schools of good stand- 
ing as two years ot work, will be offered. There is already a 
manifest demand for these courses. 


6. We hope to establish at an early date as possible a 
regular department of physical culture. The pressing need of 
this is indicated by the very general interest manifested by the 
‘students voluntarily in an athletic association and in maintain- 
ing the different forms of field sports. The wholesome effect of 
this interesst and organization is manifest to the most super: 
ficial observer, and presents to the student’s mind the import- 
ance of a correct ideal of physical development. . No one 
influence has been so potent in giving students to see the 
injurious effect of physical excesses and indulgences in destroy- 
ing physical manhood. The conception for organizing this 
department is based on the fact that the climatic conditions of 
Oklahoma permit out-door exercise throughout almost the entire 
year. A director of physical culture with gymnasium, bath 
and other facilities could be provided at comparatively small 
expense that would reach the needs of students. Indoor ath- 
letics should be provided for the female students. The 
necessity for this department will be persistently urged by the 
- university management until it is secured. 


The following tables will show the enrollment and classifi- 
cation of students that will be of interest to the patrons of the 
university. Attention is called to the wide distribution as ta 
locality and occupation and to the fact that the attendance is 
str ngly representative of all phases of religious belief.

BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 


The university building is in good repair. It is a brick 
structure of two and one-half stories and basement, containing 
twenty-one recitation and other rooms. All the space is occu- 
pied and there is urgent need now for additional rooms. As 
soon as our resources will permit we should have a large prin- 
cipal building in which the college department could be placed 
that its work may become as distinctive asits merits require. 
The ground embraces forty acres, six of which are planted in 
tbriftily growing forest trees that have already attained suffi- 
cient size to make an attractive feature of the grounds. It will ` 
soon be imperative to increase the amount of land for university 
purposes, not only for the erection of buildings but for space 
for outdoor physicial training and other needs of the institution. 


LIBRARY. 
The library has now a collection of about five thousand 
books and about two thousand pamphlets and unbound maga- 
zines, It is the depository of all publications of the United 
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States government, and from this source is constantly receiving 
valuable additions. The university has been able to add from 
three to eight hundred dollars worth of books each year for the 
past four years. The library is being catalogued and indexed 
after the most motern and improved method of the American 
Library association, and its resources are daily becoming more 
readily available to the student. It is the purpose of the man- 
agement to make the library the core of the work of the uni- 
versity. All other agencies of instruction will be planned with 
reference to making the library the central means and basis of 
learning and scholarship. It is therefore necessary that liberal 
appropriation shall be made to constantly add to its resources 
and that its housing and furniture shall be the most effective 
and substantial. The collection should have at an early datea 
fireproof housing that would make all its valuable property 
secure. It is hoped that in the near future this means will be 
provided. , The leading magazines and periodicals of the 
country are provided for the reading room which is open to all 
students. Our reading room is so limited in space that students 
cannot at all times avail themselves of the privileges of the 
library. Hereagain is other need of added room.

LABORATORIES. 


At present the university is equipped with a chemical and 
pharmaceutical laboratory, and a laboratory for the students of 
physiological and biological subjects. A good deal of apparatus 
for instruction in general physics has been provided, but as yet 
we have not been able, on account of lack of space, to arrange 
for a physical laboratory. However, all apparatus is up to 
date and modern. It has been the aim of the management of . 
the university to purchase no books or apparatus that is liable 
to become obsolute. 


DISCIPLINE AND GOVERNMENT. 


Such earnest and studious spirit has prevailed among the 
. Students that the matter of discipline has hardly been known 
for several years. Most of the students have so felt the priva- 
tions of frontier life that when they are able to secure the 
privileges of study and improvement they highly appreciate 
their value and engage in study without the usual tricks that 
are often characteristic of vouthful activity and vigor. The 
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public spirit of the students is entirely antagonistic to a lazy, 
indolent and inactive life. The distinctions that grow out of 
expensive dress and social indulgence have not yet arisen in 
this institution. The atmosphere of the institution and the 
social influence of the town prevent the tendency in students to 
waste their time and energies in dissipation. The religious in- 
fluences are strong; most of the members of the faculty take 
active partin devotional exercise at the chapel, and all the 
churches of town are active in caring for the religious welfare 
of the students. An active organization of the Y. M. C. A., is 
doing great good. It not only looks after, to some extent, the 
devotional and spiritual welfare of students but aids in plan- 
ning and carrying into effect the best forms of social enjoyment. 

The great need of additional facilities and opportunities 
for making preparation for college and the fact that many 
persons during the summer vacation would engage in study if 
opportunity offered, suggested the idea of holding a summer 
semester or term, embracing all the courses of study given in 
our preparatory department. This was done during the last 
summer, the term beginning May 10th and extending seventeen 
weeks. A total enrollment of one hundred and twenty students 
who engaged heartily in the work given, testified to the need of 
this departure. This makes it possible for students to prepare 
for college in two instead of three years, and furnishes for those 
who are so engaged in the winter months that they cannot at- 
tend school, to make some advancement in an education in this 
vacation time, that for many, means neither opportunity 
for study nor profitable labor.. This summer semester 
will be continued during the coming year with the semester 
shortened to sixteen weeks. 

Itake great pleasure in stating that entire harmony has 
existed betweeu members of the faculty and the student body, 
and mutual confidence exists between the, board of regents and 
the corps of iustruction. 'aud I cannot refrain at this point from 
voicing the sentiment ofall the members of the university in 
thanking the board of regents for the personal interest and 
solicitous care and patience with which they have attended to 
their charge.

HISTORY. 


The normal school of Oklahoma was established by an act 
of the legislature of 1891. "T'hefirst school year began Novem- 
ber 9, 1891, sessions being held in the Methodist church, with 
twenty-three students in attendance, under the presidency of 
Prof. Richard Thatcher. He was succeeded, July 1, 1893, by 
Prof. Geo. Winans, of Kansas, who served one year. His suc- 
cessor, Prof. E. R. Williams, of Texas, also served but one 
year, resigning July 2; 1895, when the present executive, 
-Edmund Dandridge Murdaugh, was elected. 

The frequent changes in the faculty operated seriously to 
the disadvantage of the school. The last three years, however, - 
it has increased. very largely in numbers and taken a high 
position in point of scholarship and for earnest, successful 
«work, `

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LOCATION. 


Located at Edmond, on the Oklahoma and Indian territory 
division of the A. T. and S. F. R. R., the school is readily ac- 
cessible. Edmond is one of the richest agricultural portions of 
the territory and noted for the energy and hospitality of its 
people. Half way between Guthrie and Oklahoma City, with a 
fine back country.

BUILDING.

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. PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 
INTRODUCTION. —(QUOTED FROM LAST REPORT.) 


The school, with a strong corps of teachers working har- 
monñiously and faithfully, and an earnest, hard working body 
of students in its halls, may- now be considered on a firm basis. 
Agricultural and business prosperity, when it comes, will fill 
our halls to overflowing, and I believe that the next report from 
this office will chronicle success of which we may be proud. 

Now, my dear sir, permit me to call your. attention to the 
prophecy contained in the last clause of the preceding para- 
graph. That prophecy has been in the great measure verified. 
The generous crops of the summer and fallof 1897 did much to 
improve the financial condition of our farmers, al s the back- 
bone of the body politic. Realizing the fact, I cav s day 
of June, July ani August, 1897, to the task of making known 
our advantages to the territory at large. Through correspon- 
dence, judicious advertising, aud personal visits to many 
points, a greater interest was aroused among our people, and, 
within one week after school opened in September, one hundred 
and twenty-five students were upon our rolls. That number 
arose to two hundred and three for the first term, with an 
average daily attendance of oue hundred and seventy-two, a 
remarkable showiug, when you remémber that the total enroll- 
ment for the previous year was only one hundred and seventy- 
two, and, further, that, in the latter half of the term winter 
district schools were in operation. But still better was the 
record for the school term beginning February 1. Very few 
‘of those present in the first term failed to return, and consider- 
able accessions were made—the total enrollment for the year 
1898 finally reaching two hundred and fifty-one. 

Just here two facts are worthy of special notice: First, 
that but few students left before the close of the term; and 
secondly, that they Came in many cases from distant portions of 
the territory. Pawnee, in the northeast; Greer, in the south- 
west; Kay, in the north; and Cleveland, in the south—all were 
represented in our classes. l i 

Again, in point of age and scholarship, there was a marked 
improvement, there being in tbe first year class but a few 
under sixteen, while, in the upper classes, even the occassional 
gray hair was visible. The average age may be stated, in 
round numbers, as from nineteen to twenty-five. From this, I 
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draw the conclusion that many now teaching in the district 
schools are conscious of needing the training of the normal 
school and will make greater and greater efforts to avail them- 
selves of the advantages offered within our halls. 

It may be added that : he parents of our students represent 
every class and condition —by far the larger number, however, 
being farmers. l : 

The general tone of the school has been most excellent, 
and a spirit of industry and energy has seemed to animate a 
large majority. Reference is made to subsequent pages for 
further and more detailed information. 


GENERAL INFORMATION—ORIGIN AND LOCATION. 


The legislative assembly of 1891 enacted that ** The Normal 
School for Oklahoma" be located at Edmond. iu Oklahoma 
county, on the following conditions: That Oklahoma county 
donate $5,000 in bonds; that the village of Edmond donate forty 
acres of land within one mile of said village, the land to be . 
divided into town lots; save ten acrcs for school campus, and 
that these lots be sold, the proceeds to be used for the ben- 
fit of the school. The conditions were promptly complied with, 
and the town donated $2,000 additional in bonds. 

The building was begun in the summer of 1892, By the be 
ginning of 1893, it was sufficiently advanced toward completion 
to be occupied. The main building is composed of brick, and 
the wings of sandstone, obtained a few miles from Edmond. 
The exterior and interior work on the north wing was com- 
pleted last winter. The complete building contains eighteen 
rooms, including assembly-room, with a seating capacity of 
600. It occupies a commanding position, and may be seen from 
a distance of twenty miles. 

Apparatus for heating by the Smead system has been 
placed in the the basement. The total cost of building and fur- 
niture has been, thus far, about $50,000. The legislature of 
1894 appropriated $3,000 for the completion of the building, all 
of which has been well expended. 


INCOME. 


The legislature of 1892 enacted a law placing a tax of one- 
half mill on the dollar of assessed valuation of the territory for 
the support of the normal school. The president of the United 


to, 
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states, in-his proclamation opening the “Cherokee Strip,” for 
-settlement, set apart section 13 in every township for the sup- 
port of the university, the normal school, and the agricultural 
and mechanical college. The income from these sources, it is 
hoped, will be sufficient for some years, to meet the current 
expenses of the institution. l 


R . SCOPE AND AIM. 


‘Ihis institution proposes to be neither a university nora 

college. Its special function is, to prepare teachers for our 
public schools. Its revised course of study has been planned 
with special reference to this end. 
* The principles underlying the work in the normal school are 
that teachers should understand not only the subject matter of 
the various brauches, but, also, the best methods of presenta- 
tion and of teaching; that there is a rational and orderly devel- 
opment of the mind; that the subject matter taught, and the 
method of presentation and of teaching should correspond with 
this development; that, in this way, and in this way only, can 
the best results be achieved; and that he who would teach suc- 
cessfully must recognize these principles and make special 
preparation for his profession. 

'The revised course of study now presented will accomplish: 


` this end, itis believed. 
DISCIPLINE. 


As this institution is desizned especially for those who are, 
or are to become, teachers, it is presumed that the discipline 
suitable for young pupils would hardiy be appropriate. "This 
does not mean that we have no discipline. It simply means 
that we shall endeavor. to adapt our government to the end in 
view, keeping in mind the fact that we are dealing not with 
mere children, but with young ladies and young gentlemen. 

We believe that inspiratior is a greater force than repres- 
sion; that all permanent power comes from an evolution of the 
inner man; that self government is the object of school gov- 
ernment. 

Refereuce is made to general regulations on a later page. 


REPORTS. 


It has been our custom the past season to send to the parents 
and guardians of minors reports of the student's standing in 
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various classes. We expect to continue this custom in the 
future. 'These reports may be made helpful and stimulating. 
It is certainly advantageous to parents and to teachers, as well , 
as to students, to have ar accurate account of the latter's 
standing from time to time. 

SOCIETIES. 


There are two literary societies in school, the Lyceum aud 
the Pioneer, and an oritorical association. "These bave regular 
meetings. Their exercises consist of debates, essays, recita- 
tions, readings, parliamentary drills, and orations. "They elect 
their offlcers and manage their own affairs, subject to a general 
supervision of the faculty. The societies have a joint public 
debate in June. This is a contest for the medal founded by the 
regents. This medal is held by the winning society until lost 
in some subsequent June contest. ` 

Another medal, founded by the faculty, is known as the 
faculty medal. Students, selected from the active members of 
tbe societies and subject to the approval of the faculty, con- 
test for this medalin June. It becomes the personal property 
of the successful contestant in oratory. The speeches de- 
livered in this contest must be original, and submitted to the. 
inspection of the president and‘faculty, for approval, not later 
than the first of May im each year. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Educative examinations are held from time to time at the 
option of the teachers, whose reports are made monthly to the 
president for his information. Final examinations may be held 
at the close of the term, upon dates set by the executive officer 
of this institution. The student’s standing is made up from 
daily recitations and the various examinations. 


LIBRARY. 


A large number of useful and valuable books have been 


added to the library in the past session, and we hope that 
others will be from time to time. 


` TUITION AND INCIDENTAL FEE. 


No resident of Oklahoma is charged tuition. An incidental 
fee of $1.00 a term is due at entrance. No deduction is made

LABORATORIES. 


Two laboratories (one, physical; the other, chemical), at a 
cost of several thousand dollars, have been fitted up the past 
year with excellent tables, cases, sinks, etc., and large additions 
made to ourequipment. This arm of the service has been ren- 
dered much more effective thereby, but there is still pressing 
need for more apparatus. These laboratories are now well sup. 
plied with water through pipes running from a large steel tank 
in the rear of the building. Other pipes, properly distributed, 
furnish excellent water. 


CAMPUS AND GROUNDS. 


A great deal has been done towauid rendering the campus 
grounds more home-like and inviting. The trees set out in the 
spring are, with very few exceptions, aliveand growing. ‘There 
is, also, every prospect that, ere another summer, the sward 
in front of the building, now well set with grass, will be in 
perfect condition. | 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


Reference is respectfully made to page—, cn which it may 
be found in detail. It is believed to be admirably adapted to 
the present needs of the territory. The articulation with the 
“Graded Course for Public Schools,” sent out by the Territorial 
Board of Education, is believed to be so exact that a pupil may 
pass through the grades of the district schools, enter the nor- 
mal, and, in due time, receive a diploma attesting his fitness to 
teach or his general éducational qualifications. 

To those who desire a well-rounded and practical education, 
I beg to commend an examination of the course. The students 
now in our halls, both those who intend to teach and those who 
desire only to secure a good education, express themselves as 
pleased with both matter and method as now given by the 
faculty. . E 

While the school is fully organized in departmehts, it is not 
possible, at present, to preserve an absolute differentiation. 
An excess of work in one department is remedied through 
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assignment of certain classes to the charge of a professor in 
another. 

Thus far, no injury has resulted, and this is main’y because 
our teachers are liberally educated as well as trained workers. 
I beg to express my appreciation of theirearnest efforts. 

From force of circumstances, several have been compelled 
to carry thirty hours of class-work each week (daily sessions 
beginning at 8:30 and closing at 4:30), but, when our conditions 
improve, I hope to see this reduced. Still they labor cheerfully 
and successfully. 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS DUTIES. 


Throughout the year, this officer carried, to use the techni- 
cal word, four classes a day, besides giving close atten- 
tion to the work of general supervision. 

The president of the normal school for Oklahoma, should 
be a leaderin educational thought, not only within the bounds 
of his baliwick, but throughout the union. Were the present 
incumbent of the office vain enough tothink himself possessed of 
the ability to meet such a requirement, he would still be with- 
out the time for necessary private study and investigation. 

Besides his regular duties, the president, whenever possible, 
attends public meetings of teachers and of people, speaking on 
subjects relative to the educational interests of the territory. 
Here, in our new country, mission iry efforts, as well as zeal and 
enthusiasm, are necessary. 2 

Further, as a member, ex-officio, of the territorial board of 
education, he is called on to perform many duties, “whose 
reward is in the doiug.” "This is as it should be, however, and 
the work is cheerfully undertaken. He hopes, in the future, to 
become» better fitted to aid his people throughout tbe territory. 


FACULTY STUDY AND MEETINGS. 


Once each week, the various members of the faculty meet 
the president in his office for such formal consultation as may 
be needed and for study, under his leadership, of the science 
and art of teaching. 

The teacher who does not grow, through private study, is 
an incubus upoa the state. “his year, we are studying, *"Tomp- 
kins' Philosopy of Teaching." 

, The reflection of this good work may be seen daily in our 
class rooms. In tuture, other phases of educational thought 
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“and philosophy will be studied and discussed. The interest in 
this work has grown with each meeting. 


. COURSE OF LECTURES. 


The school, in the last year, has sustained a course of lect. 
ures through the kindness of many eminent gentlemen, who 
have courteously responded to our call. These lectures, of a 
general or literary character, having been a prolific source of 
instruction, interest, and pleasure to students, the president, 
the faculty, and large audiences from the town and surround- 
ing country. ‘‘The law of the harvest is, to reap more than you 
sow;” and, surely,-in the inspiration and encouragement thus 
given our students by our kind friends, they have sown seeds: 
which will multiply sixty—aye, a hudred-fold. 

This course will continue as occasion Serves. 


MORNING TALKS. 


In addition, a series of morning talks, at assembly,,has 
been given by the faculty (both ladies and gentlemen). These 
talks have been of varied nature. All were interesting and. 
_ instructive. ME 

Inthe second term, all the students in the advanced classes 
delivered lectures, subjects being assigned by the teachers. 


GRADUATING CLASSES. | 


On the night of June the 1st (Commencement), a large and 
brilliant audience greeted the class of '98—the second to go 
forth from our halls. The address, a most masterly effort, was 
delivered by the Hon. Wm. M. Jenkins, secretary of state for 
the territory, and the diplomas were presented by the president 
of the board, Hon. S. N. Hopkins, in his happiest manner. 
Every member of the class will enter immediately upon the 
work of teaching or pass into some school of higher learning. 

Next year, the class will probably number ten. 

It is respectfully recommended that, when students from 
other schools enter our halls and offer satisfactory grades, at 
least one year of residence be required previous to graduation. 


NEEDS. 


The board of education have been wise and judicious in 
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expenditures during my incumbency; but, at an early day, pro- 
vision must be made for putting in gas, for enlargment of 
library facilities, for additions in many ways to the labora- 
tories, proper seating in the assembly-room, etc. 


MODEL SCHOOL. 


This department, so necessary for the proper working of 
the normal. school, was opened, for the first time last Septem. 
ber. Believing that the fo indation should be laid thoroughly, 
only the first two grades were introduced. We are now ready 
to strengthen and enlarge. It is sufficient to say that a com- 
mittee of the board now has the matter under consideration. 
Müch good work has already beeu done, every member of the 
graduating class having had ample opportunity for observation 
and practice. This work should begin in the middle year—at 
least one term of observation and criticism coming before 
admission to practice. 


STATISTICS OF ATTENDANCE. 


An examination of the roster for the E six years will pre- 
sent some items of interest.’ 

In the two years, 1891-92 and- 1892-93, one hundred, 
twenty-five names appear; in 1893-94, one hundred, fifteen; in 
1894-95, one hundred, thirty. Since then, however, the 
school has increased in numbers. In 1895-96, through the period 
of greatest depression in Oklahoma in consequence of the 
failure- of crops, the attendance rose to one hundred, fifty- 
Six; in 1896-97, to one hundred, seventy-four; and in the 
session of 1897-98, to two hundred, fifty-one. A comparison : 
by counties may also be of interest, taking, as a basis,the last 
two sessions.

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IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since the present board came into office much work, costing 
several thousand dollars, has been done. By it, the north wing, 
containing three large class-rooms and a library, has: been 
completed and furnished. Chemical and physical laboratories 
_ —the best and most convenient in the territory—have been fitted 

with proper tables, sinks, cases, hoods, etc. Alarge steel tank, 
standing in the rear of the building and filled by a windmill, 
provides ample water for use in the laboratories and for pro- 
tection againstfire. Grounds have been laid out, trees planted, 
grass set out and many other things done to add to the excel- 
lence and convenience of the school: These improvements are 
permanent and were absolutely necessaty. This expense need 
be met but once. 

In. addition, about fifteen hundred dollars have been 
expended upon the library and for apparatus. These materials, 
_too, are permanent, and the amount expended might well have 
been doubled. No school, today, can work without apparatus, 
books and proper material. 


THE PRESENT SESSION. 
ATTENDANCE. 


At this writing, October 15th, the number on roll is one 
hundred, seventy-seven, as against one hundred, thirty-five, on 
the same date in 1897—a gain of twenty-one and a fraction per 
cent. 

A second fact of interest is, that the number of students

* Normal Diploma Course” shows a gain of twenty:seven per 
cent. over the preceding session.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In nature's kingdom development is the lawof life and 
advancement the wat hword of fruition. So, in the normal 
school, there shculd be constant development in management, 
discipline, spirit and tone. The management is intended to be 
directive and suggestive, eradicating the Lad through substi- 
* tuting the good. Teachers and students should haye the great- 

est possible freedom compatible with careful, exact, painstak- 
ing work; original research and investigation be urged and 
encouraged. As the institution grows and the power of its 
teaching force as well as the capability of its students become 
‘better known, fuller liberty of thcught and action is a natural 
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_result—government finding its source in the law of the- school 
rather than the regulations of the executive. But the plan, 
definite, well understood and clearly visible, must be felt, and 
all work in concert towards the great end—true education. 
“Where gentleness with strength we find, 
The harmony is sweet and strong.” 

The discipline of the school, through its teachers, should 
- find its foundation in common sense, and each day grow 
stronger, more thorough, wiser, better fitted to the needs of 
growing young men and women. New students should 
drop into the round of school life easily and naturally, and 
teachers set examples to students through cheerful and prompt 
obedience to regulations that spring from a spirit of considera- 
tion, not from the exercise of arbitrary power. Order, quiet, 
system must everywhere prevail. Teachers and students should . 
know their work, and doit; the handling of the students in halls 
in body or class-rooms individually and collectively, be easy. 
graceful, pleasing; the marching energetic, precise, well 
directed and well executed. i i 

Students must fully understand that foolishness, wayward- 
ness, idleness, laxity, will each bring its just reward as surely | 
as the dawn of day,—yet justice bé ever tempered with mercy,— 
: that not punishment; but the restoration of broken unity, is the 
aim of teachers. Moral preparation, spiritual development, 
is even more necessary for the young teacher thau intellectual 
culture, the means through which the higher is sought and 
obtained, 

In full sense of this justice, patience, and spirit of helpful- 
ness, students of the normal seek sympathetic union with their 
teachers, and view them as friends, not mere agents of control. 

Under such conditions, a delightful and helpful disposition 
is everywhere present; a healthful intellectual spirit and a 
decided moral tone pervade the school. Students are encour- 
aged, through brief but earnest morning talks at assembly and 
devotional exercises, to think, to reflect, and fashion their lives 
after recognized models—men and women whose thoughts and 
deeds and lives are an inspiration to all that is good and trueand 
great. The,love of the noble as a power unto righteousness is 
ever inculcated. This is the thought that blazes from the 
school’s motto: ‘‘In front!” ` 


The loyalty of the students is unquestioned; their enthu- 
siasm, unbounded. They devote themselves, with zeal and

assiduity, to their work and their progross is marked. Among ` 
the student body, friction is a stranger and complaint an exile. 
With one spirit, in harmony, their energies are bent to the 
accomplishment of noble aims. 

Skill and training come notin a day. They may not be 
attained in a week, a month, ncr yeta year. They come, as 
comes all useful power, as the resultant of constant, patient, 
earnest thought and action. There is no flower known to man 
whose grace and beauty may not grow under fostering care. 
No school .attains its ideal, for, when attained, that, too, 
becomes a stepping-stone,unto yet higher ideals.

Hon. Stuart N Hopkins, Superintendent of Public Instruction: 
SIR:—In accordance with your request, I herewith present 
a full report of this institution from its initial opening to the 
present time. . 
: ` THE FOUNDING 


of this school is due to an act of the last Territorial legislature. 
Owing to a necessary compliance with some legal requirements, 
the Board of Education experienced some delay in preparation 
for the opening of the school. The present executive was 
elected to his office August 28, 1897, and the initial

occurred September 20, 1897, without formality of any kind, 
in the rooms of the Alva Congregational church, which building 
was given over to the use of the school, free of charge, by the 
citizens until such time as permanent quarters might be pro- 
vided. All who know this church building know that it has 
served the purpose of the school admirably. The school opened 
with an ` .

of 54, an insignificant number, indeed, yet probably the largest 
number of students ever present at the opening of a state nor- 
mal school in the Mississippi valley. The number grew to 166 
during the year. 


THE CHARACTER OF THE STUDENTS 


was all that could be desired—faithful, earnest, polite, ard 
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well-meaning—young people capable of taking on culture and 
growing in power. It is cur hope to graduate a class in the ` 
near future that will do work equal to that of the graduates of 
any similar institution. 


THE OPENING THIS YEAR 


occuricu September 12, and brought with it some vexatious, 
though expected, hindrances. Fifty-two students have sought 
admission to this school who have failed to find homes in the 
town of Alva. Verv generally, the residences here are small. 
Last year, the enthusiasm for the new school was such, that 
many inconvenienced themselves sorely to provide room for 
students. A year’s experience of such inconvenience has 
caused many to decline giving accommodation. I am glad to 
say, however, that a large number of somewhat commodious 
residences, are now in process of erection, and the time will not 
be long before homes can. be found forall. Had we not met 
with this lack of homes tor students, our enrollment would now 
be 195; as it is we have 143. Almost daily, however, I am con- 
sulted by some one who intends to.become a student as soon as 
the school takes on 


PERMANENT ORGANIZATION, 


in which.we shall need the following chairs: Mental Science 
and Didactics; Modern Languages; Latin Language; History 
and Literature: Geology, Geography and Astronomy; Biology; 
Physical Science; Mathematics; Elocution; Music, and Draw- 
ing. 
My fondest hope is that the cool judgment, uninfluenced by 
personal motives, that has characterized the actions of the 
board controlling this institution, will continue to dominatethem 
when it comes to selecting men and women to fill these high 
positions. One or two mistakes here will be fatal. The Hon. 
Henry Raab in his 1898-4 report as superintendent of the 
Schools of the state of Illinois, says: “Tf the free schools of the 
State are ever to do systematic, thorough and efficient work, 


"it must, and can only be, brought about by good state institu- 


tions. The growing wants of our.great commonwealth require 
institutions in, which research and comparison, wise experiment 
and solidity take the place of self-complacent ‘chanvinism’ and 
routine, of self-laudation and admiration over our achievements; 


* 
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of sensationalism on the one hand and stagnation on the other. 
. No educational institution can prosper when it is made subsrev- 
ient to partisan ends, be they of political or religious or even 
social nature. Science and its propagation must forever be 
free." 

* We shall be guided aright, I think, in the performance of 
these far-reaching duties, if we keep in mind 


THE PURPOSE UF THE SCHOOL; 


which is the- education of teachers. The teacher who takes a 
chair here must be able to teach teachers. His past experience 
must be such as will guarantee that he has risen'above the 
level of the average, and that he can justly be recognized as a 
teacher of teachers—a leader. In building up this institution 
for the people, wé-shall have the thanks of the wise and good, 
- if we remember the old adage, “The fountain cannot rise higher 
than its source.” 

The normal school is the source from which the~public 
schools are to draw their teachers. May the waters of thy 
tountain that shall thus fuse itself through the social veins of 
our entire commonwealth, be pure and life-giving, and not of 
an uncertain and clouded character, carrying mental disease. 
in greater or less degree, to all who drink of it.. ' 

In this connection, I cannot refrain from quoting two para- 
graphs from a thought-provoking article from the pen of Prof. 
Joha M. Conlter, of the University of Chicago, under the title, 
“Overproduction of Incompetent teachers:" 

“Unfortunately, the teacher’s profession has the reputation 
of yielding a larger income upon the investment of capital than 
any other profession. - The impression 1s, that the work is 
light, the hours short, the position honorable, and that any one 
with a smattering education is competent. As a consequence, 
thousands of perfectly raw young men and women press into. 
the profession, not prossessing a single qualification that would 
justify their appointment as teachers. To them it seems an 
easy escape from more unfavorable conditions of living. They 
are not to be blamed, for so long as they can obtain positions in 
the schools they have no reason to suppose that tbey are utterly 
incompetent. It is not to be expected that they will appre- 
ciate instinctively the high preparation necessary. It can be 
counted upon always that the preparation of the majority will 
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be an exact measure of the preparation necessary to secure the 
position. 

“The crowding of incompetents into the profession of 
teaching naturally finds its strongest expression in the lower 
grades; but in spite of all barriers, its influence is felt in the 
secondary schools and colleges. ` 

“It must be remembered that incompetent teaching issues 
from the universities as well as from the so-called “cheap 
normals,’ but my attention has been specially directed to those 
hotbeds of! ! pedagogical quackery which have been devised to 
pander to the ignorance of would-be teachers. No serious ex- 
penditure of time and money and effort, and then a living, 1s the 
lure which always has attracted and always will attract the 
thousands who know no better. 

“The result of this work of charlatans might not be serious, 
but the shoddy pedagogues are employed by trustees and school 
boards. And what shall we say of these authorized con-erva- 
tors of the schools? I may be pardoned for presuming, out of 
courtesy to their intentions, that as a rule, they are not particu- 
larly alive to the educational situation, or particularly keen in 
their power of detecting the difference between competent and 
imcompetent teachers. The notable exceptions to this state- 
ment serve but to make the geueral condition more glaringly - 
evident.” 

State normals generally are not considered ‘cheap normals,’ 
and in order that we may never deserve to be placed in the list, 
it seems to me that our institutions should in no sense be 
‘cheap.’ Our courses must be thorough and modern; and no 
student should be granted our diploma who is not conscien- 
tiously supposed to be able to lead, be a pattern for, and direct 
the education of, the best children of the commonwealth. 
Graduation from these institutions should be a serious, and not 
alight, matter. And in consideration of the graduate’s hard 
and well-earned honor, the law should recognize him by bestow- 
ing the life certificate of the territory. This is done by our 
neighbor, Kansas, and we should treat the graduates of our 

normal schools with like respect. 
` I cannot close thesd remarks upon the purpose and function 
of this institution, without referring to our 


FUNDAMENTAL NEED 


¿oí a practice or model school. Such a school is a fundamenta] 
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necessity. of a normal school; without its practice school, a 
.' normal school is such in name only. I doubt serionsly the wis- 
dom of our granting a normal school diploma to persons who 
have done no work in a practice school. We can vouch for the 
text-book knowledge only of such persons; we have no data 
from which we can judge the r fitness to teach and govern. 


The normal schools of Oklahoma are probably the only 
institutions of their character in the United States that have no 
practice schools under their control. Normal schools, estab- 
lished in the neighborhood of large cities have no difficulty in 
this mat'er. Tiey simply start their model school, charging 
tuition; it is soon learned that this kind of a school is the best 
in the world for children, and the. wealthy classes are quick to 
take advantage of it for their children. Vice-President Steven- 
son, Minister Ewing, Vice-President David Davis, Governor ` 
Fifer, Dr. Wakefleld, and any number of prominent men of 
Bloomington, Illinois, could be mentioned, who sent their 
children by public schools, paying street-car fare and tuition, 
in order to send them to the practice school of the Illinois State 
Normal. Parents of Alva and Edmond should understand that 
the practice school is the fundamental idea in a normal school, 
that it is watched and cherished by the entire institution, whose, 
greatest pride is to make its practice school a “model” school 
to be observed and studied by teachers. 


I anticipate the hearty co-operation of our people here 
when we come to found our model school. The Alva school 
board is fortunately composed of intelligent men who are 
staunch friends of the Normal, and who arequick to understand 
educational needs and problems. 


I beg leave to quote from ex-State Superintendent Raab, of | 
Íllinois, again: 


** Besides being a school of instruction, the normal schools 
should be an academy for the investigation of principles and 
methods, in the same sense as the experimental station is to 
the agricultural college, the dissecting room and the clinics are 
to the medical school. The theor es which have been eluci- 
dated in the normal department should be applied practically 
and tested in the model school and training classes. "Thus, 
when the truth is established and tested the normal School can 
give the rule to the schools of the state, as that systematic 
Work in teaceing may be the EES M 
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M. Bascan, Ecole Normale, France, in.discussing school 
systems, says: l 

*Tt is needless to insist on the importance of normal 
schools or French training colleges. They are the corner stone 
of the whole fabric of public elementary education. With good 
normal schools the country is sure to have good masters, and 
with good masters everything is won.” 


THE BUILDING 


so near completion that this school is to occupy‘ is one which 
the people of the territory may-well be proud, for no better 
building, and few more beautiful or of better appointment, have 
ever been erected in the United States. Though in itself it is a 
blessing to us, future generations will bless us for it. 


THE FUTURE 


of the school will demand even additional room to what this 
great structure will afford. We have now in attendance 148 as 
against 85 at the same time last year, the close of which found 
us with 166. The same ratio of increase would indicate that our 
enrollment this year will not fall far short of 800, 


IN CONCLUSION 


of this brief report—brief because of the fact that we are not 
very old, and are not yet organized into departments, and any 
discussion of our methods would necessarily be discussion lim- 
ited almost to one, since the President’s time is almost wholly 
devoted to class work—I must, through you, sir, extend my 
thanks to the members of our Board for their many courtesies 
and advice, the freedom accorded me in carrying out my plans, 
and the unanimous respect with which recommendations coming 
from this office have been uniformly treated. And simple 
justice, sir, demands that I here express my appreciation of 
the impartial and inteliigent manner in which you have dis- 
charged the manifold duties of of your high office.

Hon. S. N. Hopkins, Superintendent of Public Instruction, 


SIR:—In compliance with your request, I have the honor to 
submit the following: 

The Agricultural and Mechanical college of Stillwater owes 
its existence to the liberal p ovision made by the United States 
government to aid in the “liberal and practical education of 
the industrial classes.” The endowment now made oy the 
general government is to be used for instruction and providing 
facilities for instruction in science and its appreciations in the 
industries of life, especially agriculture and the mechanic arts; 
. the English language and mathematics. The territory is to pro- 
vide buildings, all permanent equipment and make provision for 
instruction in other branches as this is found advisable. 

The intent of congress to make this and like institutions in 
each state and territory, preeminently ‘‘colleges for the peo- 
ple,"is emphasized by the territorial law requiring the ad- 
mission of both sexes on equal terms and that those who cam 
pass a satisfactory examination in the common school branches 
shall be admitted to the regular college classes. This is not 
designed as disparagement of the work of the high schools but 
to give to the country boy.or girl direct admission to the col: 
lege from his or her home school. 

Frequent changes in the faculty and board of regents some- 
what retarded the progress of the college during its earlier 
years. For three years past there has been little change in 
the teaching force except by additions. The most marked ad- 
vance made at any time was in preparation for the present col- 
lege year's work. The Mechanic Arts department was for- 
merly organized, a good building being erected for lecture 
rooms and iron and wood working shops for this department. 
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Special courses were also provided for—commercial, steno- 
graphy aud typewriting, and music; also better facilities tor 
making the work of the college directly helpful to teachers or 
those preparing for this work. In all courses as well as the 
Preparatory Department instruction is free, except forindividu- 
al instruction in music. 

The corps of instruction now numbers 15 men and women, 
most of them having had special training for the line of work 
assigned them. Graduates of ten universities, colleges or Nor- 
mal schools are in the list. Nine are engaged in. teaching sci- 
ence or its applications. 

The Agricultural Experiment Station, endowed by the 
United States with an annual grant of $15,000 to be expended 
in experimentation and research isa department of the college, 
and is of great value to students of science or of agriculture in 
any of its leading branches. So far as they are fitted for it, the 
work of carrying on the experiments is assigned to students un- 
der the direction of members of the station staff. The work in 
progress and in its results is open to inspection and study by 
all students. 


The relatively liberalendowment granted the college by 
the United States has enabled it to secure unusually good fa-* 
cilities for instruction in its assigned lines of work. It has 
$25,000 invested in well selected apparatus and a library of 
nearly 4,500 volumes. Laboratory methods are largely used in 
all science teaching, and the library is used for research and 
investigation, not merely for casual reading or occasional re- 
ference. | 

As is the case with most institutions of its class this college 
suffers from a somewhat common misunderstanding of the scope 
of its work, Many think its soledesignis to give instruction 
in the details of agriculture aud shop work. It purposes to 
keep clearly within the letter and spirit of the laws governing 
it, recognizing as its leading object fitting its students for suc- 
cess in the great industries, but it also recognizes that some- 
thing more than mere hand training is necessary to make such 
‘success most probable. It aims to give a sound education, to 
train students to think clearly, to plan wisely, to help them be 
intelligent men and women and good citizens as well as good 
Workers in the calling they choose. 

As a means of extending the influence of the college and 
awakening interest in the study of science, literature and his- 
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-` tory, the college offers “college extension lecture courses” to be 


given under auspices of public schools in selected cities or vil- 
lages. It also, through the members of the Experiment Station 
staff, give active help in planning and conducting farmers’ in- 
stitutes in different parts of the territory. 

The college had an enrollment of 169 students the last col- 
lege year with every indication of a considerable increase for 
the present year. Unfortunately, as with almost all schools in 
the territory many intended students are kept at home, for a 
time, by pressure of work. 

` Unlike the university and the Normal schools, this college 
receives no direct endowment from the territory. It shares 
with them the income from certain leased lands in the ‘‘ Chero- 
kee Strip,” but does not receive the half-mill tax revenue. Its 
greatest present needs are more room and provisim by which 
its course of study may be made somewhat wider. Securing 
these things would enable it to better utilize the liberal en- 
dowment granted by the general government, no part of which 
can be used in payment for buildings, general expenses, or fot 
‘instruction except in specified lines, the United States govern: 
ment assuming that the territory would make provision tor all 
other wants of the college.

ESTABLISHMENT OF UNIVERSITY AND APPOINTMENT OF REGENTS 


On the 4th of February, 1897. the Hon. J. W. Johnson of 
Oklahoma county introduced a bill in the council of the legis- 
lature providing - for the establishment of an institution at 
Langston for the education of the colored people of Oklahoma. 
This b ll became alaw, and in compliance with its provisions 
Governor Renfrow appointed the following gentlemen members 
of the board of regents: OO Curran of Dover, W. Newell of 
Norman, and J. W. Turner of Oklahoma City; Hon. A. O, 
Nichols, superintendent of public instruction, and Hon. M. L. 
Turner, treasurer of the territory, became members ex oficio. 
Gov. Renfrow was succeeded by the Hon. C. M. Barnes, who | 
appointed as the successors of the above appointees the Rev. 
L. H. Holt of Guthrie, E. O. Tyler of Kingfisher and J. W. 
Hamilton of Oklahoma City; the Hon. S. N. Hopkins and Hon. F, 
. M. Thompson, who had been appointed superintendent of public 
instruction and tr-asurer respectively, became members of the 
board ex oficio. Atthe meeting held by these gentlemen for the 
purpose of effecting an organization the Rev. L. H. Holt was 
elected president and Mr. E. O. Tyler, secretary. Ata later date 
the present site was selected by the regents and was purchased 
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and presented to the board by the citizens of Langston. Imme- 

_diately thereafter the regents advertised for and adopted p.ans 
_ for a suitable building. This building has been erected and 
completed at a cost of between $5,000 and $6,000, and has been 
equipped with furniture at a cost of about $1,000. 


MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY. 


On the 4th of May, 1898, the regents selected the following 
persons as professors in the university: Inman E. Page of 
Jefferson City, Mo., president; Moses J. Johnson of Kingfisher, 
and Wayne Manzilla of Perry. Ata subsequent meeting, Zelia 
N. Page was selected to assist in the department of music. 


OPENING OF -UNIVERSITY AND ITS HISTORY SINCE. 


The regents decided to open the university on the 14th of 
September last. But while the institution was opened on that 
day the main building was not occupied for the reason that it 
was not completed. ‘The sessions of the university were held 
in the public school building and in the various churches of 
Langston, which the citizens allowed the um to use until ` 
the main building was ready for use. 

On the first day there were enrolled forty-one students and 
aine model school pupils. The enrollment to date is one hun: 
dred and twenty-eight students and, nineteen model school 
pupils, making a total of one hundred and forty-seven. A much 
larger number is expected after the holidays. 

On the 22d of September the main building was dedicated. 
Gov. C. M. Barnes and Prof. S. N. Hopkins were invited to 
deliver addresses, but owing to other pressing engagements 
they could not attend. Appropriate addresses were delivered 
by the Rev. L H. Holt, president of thé board of regents; Rev. 
J. W. Dungee of Oklahoma City, Mr. S. Douglass Russéll of 
Kingfisher, editor of Russell’s Review, and Prof. Inman E. Page, 
president of the university. Music for the occasion was fur. 
nished by the students and Miss Zelia N. Page, assistant in the 
department of m: sic. 

On the evening of the same day à conference, which had 
been called by President Page, assembled in the auditorium. 
Mauy interesting and instructive papers, showing the progress 
of the negro race in Oklahoma, were read and discussed by 
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many of the most prominent men and women of Oklahoma. 
During the dedicatory exerc ses and the sessions of the confer- 
ence many specimens of needle work, farm products, drawings 
and other articles showing the possibilities of the race were 
displayed in one of the recitation rooms. So great was the 
enthusiasm created by these exhibits and the discussions of the 
conference that it was decided by those in attendance to have a 
similar gathering and display on the 22d and 23d of September 


cach sncceeding year.

NEEDS OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


~ 


The main building should be enlarged in order that classes 
in the various departments which are contemplated by the act 
establishing the university, and which in all probability will be 
organized within the biennial period commencing January 1, 
1899, shall have a sufficient number of recitation rooms. 

: Dormitories-are needed not only in order that our students 
shall have a sufficient number of comfortable rooms, but also in 
order that they may be kept under proper control, and may be 
given that kind of education which comes from constant asso- 
ciation in childhood and pua with those who are morally pure ` 
and whose tastes are refined. 

Good citizenship, Sich our Perito institutions are 
expected “to promote, depends upon the highest morai as wel) 
as the most thorough intellectual education. 

If dormitories are given us then the president of the uni- 
versity should reside on the grounds in order that he may be 
able, with the assistance of members of the faculty, to see that 
they are properly managed. 

In order that the agricultural. department of the university 
may be conducted on a scale in keeping with the intention of 
its founders, and be able to give to the children of the farmers 
of the territory the kind of education which they need, we 
should have more than forty acres of land. 

Compliance with the provisions of the Morrill Act, which 
-was passed by congress in 1890, will make it necessary for us to 
have a building to,be devoted to the’ mechanical education of 
our students and to equip this buildiug with sufficient 
machinery. 

You will doubtless agree with me that the university should 
be supplied with scientific apparatus and library books at the 
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earliest possible day if the natural sciences are to be properly 


." taught and the literary work is to be conducted as it should be. 


At present we have no books and not a single piece of 
apparatus. 

« With these needs supplied and a sufficient appropriation 
forthe maintenance of all departments of the university, I am 
satisfied that we shall be able to accomplish results which will 
amply repay the territory for its outlay in purchasing land, 
‘srecting buildings and employing teachers.

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The Deaf and Dumb Institute.. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., December 5, 1598. 
To Honorable S. N. Hopkins, Superintendent of Public Instruct- 
ion. 

DEAR Sig: In compliance with your request I beg leave to 
submit the following report of the deaf and dumb institute un- 
der my charge, for the year 1898, for which provision was made 
atthe last session of the legislature, and which came under my 
control October 1, 1897, by virtue of a contract executed in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Act of March 12, 1897. 

The institute is located in West Guthrie, Oklahoma, in a 
large two story frame buildng, pleasantly situated on the 
banks of the Cottonwood river, the premises embracing an en- 
tire block, the larger portion of which is enclosed with a seven 
foot woven wire fence ET ample play and exercise ground 
for the pupils. a 

The total number of pupils connected with this institute 
during the period covered by this report is thirty-one; six of 
which have left the institute for the reasons appended: 

John Kirkpatrick, withdrawn, 

Emma Duffy, withdrawn, 

Gracie Wile2xen, taking private oral instruction, 

Judson Tripp, physically unable to attend school, 

Anna Vary, feeble-minded, not a fit subjectfor this school,

Leaving the present number twenty-five, thirteen boys 
and twelve girls.

The institute building has been arranged with a special 
reference to the comfort and health of the inmates. It consti- 
tutes their domicil. There they eat,sleep and resort for rest aud 
recreation, and, so far as possible, its appointments and fur. 
nishings have been made with a view to contentment, good 
health aud the employment of such conveniences and acquisi- 
tions as are usually fouud in well ordered homes. 


The superintendent and matron reside here with the pupils 
and have them in immediate charge and oversight in the place 
of their parents. l 


Water pipes from the city mains have been introduced, and 
there is an abundant supplv of water for all purposes.. Bath 
tubs have been placed, an^ a sewerage system has been con- 
structed as a safeguard a, ins pollution and disease. A sepa- 
rate building adjacent to tlc premises is used as a school room. 
The school is in charge of Miss Kate Lindsay, a capable teacher 
of the deaf and dumb, who has had seven years experience in 
this special work. The school hours are the same as in the 
public schools of the territory, but the pupils are required to 
study one hour.each evening of the school days. On- Sunday 
a Sabbath school is held and bible study conducted in the mute 
language. This language is used in returning thanks at meals. 


The pupils have made surprising progress in their school 
work and it is a pleasure to record that moral development has 
kept pace with the intellectual, and the majority have learned 
and put into practice many of the virtues essential to the main- 
tenance of good character, of which they were before ignorant, 
or concerning which they were apparently indifferent. 

Discipline has been firm, yet reasonable, and has been ad: 
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ministered in a way to gain the confidence and respect of the 
subject. l 
Corporal punishment has never been practiced. Moral 
uasion, kind discussion and urgings, have infiuenced the aban- 
donment of unseemly and pernicious habits, and secured obedi- 
ence from those inclined to insubordination. 

At the close of the school term, June 30, 1898, upon separa- 
ting for a short vacation. the most affectionate relations exist- 
ed -between the pupils and their guardians and teacher. The 
strong affectionate nature of these children is manifest, and 
they give frequent expressions of gratitude for the benefits they 
receive. 

It is.a pleasant reflection that in carrying out the will of 
the legislature in caring for and educating these unfortunate 
ones, the faculty has been able to contribute so much towards 
their happiness and wellbeing, and in ameliorating the hard 
conditions imposed through the inability to hear or speak. 

There are on file at this date, names and addresses of up- 
wards of forty mutes, in addition to those enrolled in our school, 
which it is impossible to entertain or accommodate until there is 
an adequate appropriation made by the legislature for this ex- 
tra number, as well as for those already enrolled. : It has been 
remarked and claimed by many of those extra ones that, ‘they - 
have as much right to the benefits of the institute as those already 
enrolled,” and no doubt it is true, but, as the appropriation is 
exhausted, we will have to await the action of the coming legis- 
lature. 

With a knowledge of how many are entitled to claim the 
privilege, the legislature will.no doubt provide at the coming 
session, the funds necessary to meet the requirements. 

You ask me to make such suggestions as might prove bene- 
ficial to the best interests of the institute.

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Public Schools in Cities of the First Class, 


EL RENO. 
(L. W. Cole, City Superintendent.) 


El Reno has supported a system of public schools since 
1891. From 1889 to 1891 the private schools of the city were 
well attended. This immediate and active interest in schools 
"manifested at the very founding of El Reno has developed into 
‘a settled and healthful sentiment for thorough education. The 
system has been progressive from the first, and from 1891 to 
1897 was under the direction of Superintendent S. N. Hopkins, 


now territorial superintendent. 
ATTENDANCE AND CLASSIFICATION. 


The attendance upon the public schools is remarkably near 
the total enumeration. For 1898 the attendance was 608, and 
the total enumeration between the ages of six and twenty-one. 
years was 701. At the present time the enrollment is 640, 
being an increase of 18 percent. over that of the corresponding 
month of last year. 

The classification is that most common in the cities of the 

United States, namely, eight consecutive grades, each repre- 
senting one year’s work, followed by a four years’ high school 
course. 

In the grades so much care is given to proper classifica- 
tion and thorough instruction that very few children are found 
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who have not made steady mental development from the begin- 
ning of their study to their present standing.

While many external! conditions are helpful to education, 
the real value and effectiveness of a schoollies in the character 
of the instruction it offers. This depends solely o1 the teacher. 

. The corps of teachers of the El Reno schools is a scholarly, 
capable body of instructors. Nearly all hold first grade certifi- 
cates and are "professional" in the skill with which they dis- 
charge their duties. In fact, three years of training aud three 
of experience are required by the board of those who apply for 
the teacher's position. 

The teachers are uniformly devoted to théir work, and if 
patronage be a test of skill it is evidenced by the fact that dur- 
ing the last school year non-resident pupils paid in tuitions 
$130. Inaddition to the branches usually taught in the grades, 
consecutive instruction is given in drawing, and two themes 


per week in English composition, based on a graded course in 
literature. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


N 


In 1896 the first permanent school building was completed, 
a two-story, eight room brick building, which, though plain, is 
modern and convenient. The Smead system of heating, venti- 
. lation and dry closets is a feature of the building and it is giv- 
ing entire satisfaction. On the grounds about this building 
seventy trees have been planted and nearly all are growing 
thriftily. 

In the other wards are five commodious school houses, with 


two rooms each, erected in the early days of the city’s exist- 
ence. 


COLORED SCHOOLS. 


It is a commendable fact that the same care and attention 
18 given to the colored schools as to those of other depart- 
ments. Excellent.teachers have been provided and furnished 
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with good appliances. Thorough instruction and satisfactory 
advancement has been the result. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 
The high school is under direction of Prof. r N. Howell, 


- Usiversity of Kansas, and its course deserves especial mention. 
It comprises four full years of distinctively high school work 


and prepares its graduates for entrance to the university. 

The lives, in each of which are required four years of study, 
are Mathematics, English, Latin, Science and History. This 
work has been very thoroughly done, and at the expense of 
especial effort on the part of principal and superintendent, so 
that few high schools in the territory give so thorough prepara- 
tion for college or for the duties of life. 

As yet only nine students have graduated from this course. 
Two of these are engaged in higher study; one in Cumberland 
University, Tennessee, one in the University of Oklahoma. 


LABORATORY AND LIBRARIES 


The High school stands first in the territory in equipment 
for scientific work. In 1896 a very fair amount of chemica- 
apparatus was placed at the disposal of the teacher, and this 
has been kept in repair and added to each year by a small 
appropriation. At the opening of the present year $115 worth 
of physical apparatus, modern and durable, was added, and a 
room in the Irvinv building fitted up for this work. 

From the proceeds of entertainments the High school has 
acquired a library of thirty-three volumes and a library fund of 
$100. The teachers’ ibrary comprises ninety-four volumes. 

The generalspirit of school administration for El Reno is. 
shown by the following from.the president's report for 1896: 

“The public schools of our city are vitally connected. with 
almost every home. They are intended and supposed to be 
important aids in the education of our children, not alone in 
the subjects presented in the course of study, but in all the 
attributes which make up good citizenship. The board of edu- 
cation has been with but slight'changes in membership from 
year to year since its first organization of our schools in 1890, 
and we therefore speak with knowledge of the subject when we: 
state that the purpose of that body has always been, as nearlv: 
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as possible, to compel the highest standard in the work of our 
schools. That our board has always been actuated by this high 
purpose there can be no doubt, and inefficiency of work in any 
of the departments has been rare, indeed, and, when discov- 
ered, a remedy has been promptly sought. This purpose, care- 
fully followed from the beginning, has resulted in placing our 
schools among those which rank first in the territory.” 

This sentiment, coupled with the long and faithful service 
of Superintendent Hopkins, have built up for El Reno a school 
system of which her citizens are justly proud, and which com- 
pare favorably with much older systems in the most progressive 
towns of the west. 


GUTHRIE. 
(J. R. Campbell, City Superintendent.) 


SIR: In obedience to your request, Ihave attempted to for- - 
mulate a few thoughts touching educational conditions in the 
city of Guthrie. 

Schools can never rise above the sentiment of the people, 
any more than a stream can rise above its source. There can 
be no better index to the intelligence and morals of a people 
than the school houses they erect and the schools they support. 
Itis generally admitted that public schools are an absolute ue- 
cessity under our form of government. The greaterthe average 
intelligence ofa people, the more stable are their institutions. 
Schools are the great commoners of society. Here the children 
ot the rich and the poor learn the same lessons,are impressed with 
_ the same sentiments; are influeuced by the same environments. 
Here they learn duty to each other; dependence upon each oth- 
er; confidence in each other and sacrifices for each other. Here 
they first meet law and learn to obey it. Here they learn to 
shape their acts and conduct 1n, accordance with their surround- 
ings; to obey commands; and to vield here a little and there a 
- little to their fellows. Here promptness is expected; regularity 
‘of attendance required, and habits of studiousness demanded. 
In the business world, these are characteristics sorely needed. 
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. The continuity of purpose of a people is largely an outgrowth 
- of systematic continuity of school work. 

To meet all these demands, and to develop the highest 
standard of honesty, industry, sobriety and integrity, the peo- 
ple of Guthrie have expended freely large sums of money in the 
erection of four commodious and splendidly equipped school 
buildings, and have employed the best qualified teachers ob- 
tainable. Nothing else that the people of Guthrie hav- ever 
done has challenged the admirati^n of onlookers so much as 
their achievements in the cause of education. ` 


On the 22nd day of April, 1889, under the proclamation 
made by the president of the United States, the people from the 
north, south, east and west rushed intothe territory of Oklaho- 
ma as a mighty fire would have swept over its prairies. Thous- 
auds of people settled in a single day on the present site of the 
now fair city of Guthrie. The subject of schools for the children 
soon demanded their attention, and in the fall of 1889 the first 
schools were opened, and from that time ie the present the 
people have loyally supported them. 

It is little short of marvelous that out of a heterogeneous 
gathering of people should come such unanimity of sentiment in 
regard to the education of the youth. It is strong evidence 
of the unity of our people as a nation. : Oklahoma is American. 
Such oneness of sentiment and purpose,could not come from peo- 
ple reared under widely different educational institutions. From 
every part of the United States came people, bringiug with 
them their ideas of religion, politics, education, etc. On the 
broad principle of education in the common schools all could 
stand, and from among the confused and clashing religious and 
political ideas came bright and clear a unanimous desire for 
schocls for the children. 

In less than ten years the school population has reaclied 
nearly 2,300; and the present enrollment is 1,400 with an aver- 
agedaily attendance of over 1,100. Compared with other much 
older cities, our enrollmentis as large in proportion to school 
population as theirs, and our average number belonging is nearly 
equal to theirs. 

There has been, andis yet, considerable shifting about;pu- 
pils coming and going. The avera;¡:e number belonging this year, 
' however, is much larger, in proportion to enrollment, than pre- 
vious years, last year being an improvement over the year be- 
fore. The schools are a good index to the stability of a com-

munity: - If the number belonging each month is small in pro- 
portion to the total enrollment, it is positive evidence that 
many pupils have dropped out of school, and others have taken 
their places. Guthrie can make a splendid showing in this re- 
spect. Hach year there has been improvement, and the present 


_ year promises to be the best in our history. 


The constant changing and shifting about of pupils renders 
classification very difficult, and makes school work laborious 
and unsatisfactory. Pupils coming from different schools in 
different states should possess about the same degree of pro- 
ficiency, and be able to enter the same classes and grades. 
Such condition would speak well for the manner in which the 
educational machinery of our whole country was being con- 
trolled. But we do not find these conditions to prevail. Some 
schools have emphasized some subjects and omitted others, 
which some other schools have considered very important. 
This fact also makes grading and classifying very difficult. 


The board of education, and the teachers who have taught 
in this city, are entitled to much credit for what has been done 
in regard to classification and gradation. To work out from 
the mixed qualificatioas of pupils, a gradation and classifica- 
tion of pupils such as we have here was a task of no small mag- . 
nitude. The closer classes are together the easier it is to ad- 
just pupils according to their educational acquirements. Inthe 
Guthrie schools, each grade, which includes one year's work, is 
divided into two classes, called “A” and “B.” By this plan the 
classes are, at most, only four and one-half months apart. A 
strong, ambitious, capable pupil may work beyond his class 
and merits promotion, while a weak, indolent, incapable pupil 
can be demoted without entirely discouraging him. 


There are various causes for pupils fail ng to do satisfac- 
tory work, but the principal one is irregularity in attendance. 
It isa positive injustice to allow a pupil to remain out of school 
of his own choice, or for a parent to keep him out. He soon 
falls behind his class, becomes discouraged, drags along life- 
lessly, and finally quits school very poorly equipped for the 
struggles of life. In either case the parent is responsible. In 
Guthrie, however, there are comparitively few pupils who re-' 
main out of school of their own choice, and not many parents 
who deem it necessary to keep them out. The number, how- 
eyer, is larger than it ought to be. The state demands that 
they be in school. ` And society makes the same demand. 
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. *Punctuality isa cardinal virtue," and no pupil should be 

allowed to disregard it. Business demands promptness; society 
demands it; the best interests of the school demand it, and the 
pregent and future welfare of the pupil demands it. No pupil 
hasa right to be tardy any more than a teacher has. It is dis- 
organizing to a school, and it invariably weakens the pupil's 
interest in his work. He contracts a habit of being behind time, 
and the moral restraint of promptness is destroyed. Every 
teacher in our schools is expected to employ every means 
necessary to. compel promptness on, the part of every pupil. 
Parents who have the best interests of their children in mind 
will never allow them to form habits of tardiness. We expect 
the unanimous support of the patrons in our efforts to eradicate 
tardiness from our schools. 

The patrons loyally support the teachers in maintaining 
"discipline, and a high standing of school ethics. No factional 
bickerings are noticeable, and all seem to be working for the 
upbilding of the schools. 

The advanced educational ideas of the board of edücstian 
have always been supplemented by the progressiveness of the 
entire teaching force, who have labored faithfully to build up a 
system of schools of which the people could justly feel proud. 

The present corps of teachers cannot be surpassed in 
earnestness, loyalty or efficiency. The new course of study 
requires many changes in methods, because of: the various 
changes in subject matter. Many new features have been 
added, and the work outlined in accordance with modern and 
progressive educational thought. This necessarily increased 
the teachers! responsibilities, but without a single exception, 
they have mastered thé new conditions and are now doing very 
efficient work. 

One of the subjects emphasized in the new course is litera- 
ture. A systematic*outline of work has been given for every 
grade in the schools, and we: hope to develop a taste for good 
reading matter, and thereby avert the effects of pernicious, 
trashy literature. There can not be too much stress laid on 
this subject in school work, and one of the most effective means 
of habituating pupils to read choice literature is to have a well 
selected library in each building, to which the pupils should be 
encouraged to go for reference and general information. Coen- 
siderable interest has been taken by the teachers in each of, our 
ech ol bnildings, in consequence of which each building has a 
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small library for the pupils’ use. ‘There should be a law 
enacted which would compel the expenditure by every district 
of a certain amount of money every year in good reference and 
literary books. We have a good nucleus which we very muci 
desire-to see increased. We hope the legislature which will 
soon convene, will enact a law which will enforce action on the 
part of the school districts, instead of recommendingit. A good 
library suould be in every school house. 

` The old adage, “In union there is strength;" holds true of. 
the teaching force in asystem of schools. Harmonious, definite 
action and uniformity of methods, both in teaching and in dis- 
cipline, add very much to the proficiency of a corps of teachers. 

For the unification and harmonization of ideas, an institute, 
devoted exclusively to professional work, was held during the 
two weeks immediately preceding the opening of the schools 
last September. *:Methods," ** Means and Objects of Disci- 
pline," “Methods and Manner of Teaching," “Laws of Mind- 
Growth," “Child-Study,” and “Objects of School Work,” wer: 
some of the questions discussed. On all these points the teach- 
ers blended their ideas, and consequently unanimity of purpose 
and uniformity of methods resulted as nearly as the individu- 
ality of the teachers will admit. The teachers were prompt, 
regular, enthusiastic, earnest and thorough in every respect, 
and the character of the work they did reflects great credit 
on them. ^ Their subsequent work in the school room very 
strongly supplements that in the institute. 

For the purpose of discussing professional subjects and 
keeping abreast of the times, a general teachers’ meeting is 
held on Che Last Saturday of each school month, and grade 
meetines are held as often as deemed necessary. Various sub- 
jects pertaining to management and discipline, methods of 
teaching different branches, and many other matters bearing on 
school work, are discussed. At each general meeting a psych- 
ological question relating tosome particular phase of mental or 
moral growth is given a place on our program. In the.matter 
of discipline, the great aim should be character building. The 
all important fact that every violation of law, either of the 
physical or.spiritual world, is sure to receive its just and logi- 
cal punishment, should be emphasized in all school discipline. 
Our teachers are striving to discipline their schools according 
to the law of cause and effect. Punishment, simply as a pun- 
ishment, will never reform a refractory boy. He must see the 
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logical relation between his disobedience and the consequent 

' punishment which follows. We study the child in relation to 
its associates, and to its home environments. and .endeavor as 
best we can, to comprehend the effect of these influences, and 
to determine the best method or means for developing the goud 
in the child. 

The individual who confines himself to the contents of a 
book will become narrow and dogmatic. Much the larger field 
lies outside of books, and the educational world has thoroughly 
awakened to the fact. To meet the requirements ob new edu- 
cational thought, nature study has been given a place in our 
course of study, and the work done has been very encouraging, 
The pupils as well as the teachers are alive to the subject, and 
when all fully comprehend the importance and nature of the 
work, much better results will be attained. Nature study, 
. although outlined for the grades only, is supplemented in both 
the Centraland the Lincolu h gh schools by excellent advanced 
work. 

. In the Central high school, the pupils manufacture much of 
the apparatus used, consisting of electrical, mechanical and 
various other machinery used iu their laboratory. A Saturday 
class has been formed to study taxidermy, and they have many 
specimens of birds to show what they have accomplished. 
This science work is in charge of Prof. G. W. Stevens. principal 
of the Central high school. 


Prof. J. S. Tucker. principal of Lincoln high seal -(col- 
ored), has madea good collection of insects and other natural 
history specimens. He also has considerable physical and 
chemical apparatus of his own and his pupils’ manufacture. 
They have also done some work in taxidermy. 

In making special mention of the above named principals, I 
do not wish to detract anything from the other faithful princi- 
pals and teachers who are so loyally supporting each other and 
the superintendent in the upbuilding of our schools. 

Guthrie has four large brick school buildings and one small , 
frame building. Central building, located near the center of 
the city, contains the high school and six grades. Eight teach- 
ers are required for this building. Capitol building, located on 
Capitol Hill, eastern part of the city, has all the grades up to 
and including theseventh. This building requires seven teach- 
ers. Banner building, located in the western part of the city, 
is au eight room school building having a block of land fora 
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playground. No school should have less than that. A good 
playground, having room for all kinds of games, is as essential 
to the moral and physical growth of a child as arithmetic or 
grammar to its intellectual nature. Five teachers are required 
to supply this school. Lincolu building contains the colored 
schools, and eight teachers are necessary to do the teaching A 
high schoo!, from which the pupils graduate, is maintained in 
this building. It is located in the south western part of the 
city. Allthese buildings are well equipped with maps, charts, 
etc. .Lincolu annex is a one room frame building located in 
the southeastern partofthé city. It accommodates all the co - 
ored children in the first and second grades who live near it. 

The board of education supports the superintendent and the 
teachers in their management of the schools; and in summing 
upthe whole matter pertaining to the schools of the city of 
Guthrie, we think we have just cause to feel proud of them, 
and to take courage for the future. 


. KINGFISHER. 


(C. H. Roberts, City Superintendent.) 


Jn the Kingtisher city schools there are seven grades, or 
years, of common school and three of high school work. Before 
the close of this school year we shall have eight grades in the 
common school besides the high school. "This change is being 
made because it is impossible to prepare pupils thoroughly tor 
the high school in seven years. The intention is to have the 
.pupils complete the common branches in eight years and be 
ready for Algebra, Latin, Rhetoric, and Physical Geography 
when they enter the high school Upon graduation from the 

high school, we hope to have them qualified to enter the univer- 
sity. During the last year, a determined effort has been made 
to secure thorough honest work on the part of the pupils, work 
that will stand the test at any time. In order to do this we 
have tried to make the work as practical as possible, to bridge 
over the chasm between book work and the work done in actual 
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business.: Instead of having monthly examinations at regula! 
- stated times, written tests on their previous work, are giver 
frequently; the aim be ng to give them when the pupils are noi 
expect ng them. Pupils are encouraged to take pride in the 
quality of their work rather than simply to pass from grade tc 
grade. The chief reason I am anxious to have the pupils dq 
practical work in all grades, to have them brought in touch 
with the merchant, the lumberman, the farmer,and the mechanic, 
is that comparatively few pupils graduate even from the high 
school. The great mass of them drop from the ranks and enter 
various pursuits of life. Many do this from necessity, others 
from choice. Whatever may be the motive, they should be able 
to make the very best use of what education they do obtain, as 
soon as they leave school. To assist in accomplishing this 
result, I urge the teachers to keep in contact with the business 
world, to become familiar with the leading terms used in each 
‘line of business, and to give their pupils extra or supplemental 
work taken from transactions made and work done in our own 
community, as well as in other parts of the world. I also urge 
teachers not to allow themselves to become too theoretical. I 
believe persons who follow teaching many years are in e 
of drifting away from the practical. 

In the white schools, there are eight teachers, one for ett 
of the seven common school grades, and one for the high school. 
We shall probably need an eighth.grade teacher by the middle 
of the school year. The attendance is rapidly increasing. 

In the colored schools, there are four teachers. The 
grading of the colored schools is the same as that of the white, 
and all grides are represented. In each grade there are two 
classes, each doing a half year's work. This is a very conve- 
nient arrangement where each teacher has but one grade as in 
the white schools, but not so sztisfrctory where a teacher has 
charge of two or more grades as in the colored schools. 

We have an exceptionally good corps of teachers. With 
but very few exceptions they are well fitted for their respective 
grades and are doing most satisfactory. work. We have a 
teachers’ meeting every Friday evening at 4:15 o’clock, remain- 
ing in session one hour. Business connected with the various 
grades is arranged, wants made known, changes made, work of 
certain pupils discussed, and methods of teaching presented. 
lam just now arranging to take up Halleck’s Physiology and 
Koopman’s Mastery of Books, and to give one half the time of 
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the teachers’ meeting to reading circle work. The teachers 
readily take hold of everything that will render them more. 
efficient. According to the school law now iu force teachers 
must be examined before entering upon their work unless they 
hold diplomas or certificates This is all right, but it seems to 
to me there should be some changes made in the method of ex- 
aminatiou. At present there is very little difference made in 
the questions asked applicants to teach in the primary, in the 
intermediate, and in the grammar grades. And as farasIcan 
learn, there is no provision for examining specialists for high 
schools. An applicant to'teach the higher mathematics must 
pass an examination in the sciences and Latin, and an instructor 
in Latin must pass in the same subjects. lam of the opinion 
that the best teachers of Latin may be deficient in some of the 
other high school branches, while the good mathematician may 
know very little about Casar, especially if he has had 
no experience in teaching Latin for a number of years. 
A person .cannot be eminently succcessful in one line 
andi keep up in everything else connected with school work. 
I think the questions asked the primary teacher should be quite 
different from those asked an applicant to teach in the gram- 
mar or high school grades; and that the applicant to teach in 
the high school should be examined iz what pertaines to his line: 
of high school work. And further, when teachers have passed 
satisfactory examinations, and have procured first grade cer- 
tificates, and do exceller.t work; that their certificate should be 
renewed, provided they continue in the work of the grade which 
their certiticates cover, and pursue a course of professional 
reading. The teachers in our schools are desirous of fitting 
themselves for better work, but feel that to take the examina- 
tion required every two or three years, hampers them in their 
work and necessarily brings about a periodical “pasting up” 
or “stuffing ” for such ordeals. This time might be spent more 
profitably in preparing special work for their respective grades, 


or in reading some professional books suited to their phase of 
school work, 


Another line of work which we have given special attention 
is regularity and punctvality in attendance. On taking charge 
of the schools here a year ago, I found that the habit of being 
lax in this respect had crept into the schools. Many parents 
seemed indifferent in the matter, and for a while some of them 
even. refused to write excuses when their children. were absent 
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or tardy, and ina number of instances were indignant wiien re 
-` quested to furnish the reasons for their children's absence 
But by persistent effort and exercising tact and firmly ad 
hering to rules, this condition has been greatly changed. Wher 
a year ago tardiness was common, now such cases are rare 
Promptness is the rule, tardiness the exception. Regularity it 
attendance has made a marked improvement. Very few pupil: 
remain away from school unless in case of necessity. I urgé 
promptness andregularity in attendance not so much on ac 
count of the value ofa few minutes or of a day's work, “but or 
account of the value of the habit of being punctual and regular. 
A few pupils who had become so accustomed to being slack 
in attendance, and who desired to continue the same way, 
either dropped out of school of their own accord or were forced 
to drop out. Butasthey were doing practically nothing forthem 
selves and were but a hindrance to others, the schools are better 
‘off witbout them. 

On the whole I think our schools are improving, but we 
lack much of perfection yet. We have had many difficulties to 
struggle against. Our buildings are in bad condition. We now 
occupy seven frame buildings, some of which are decidedly un- 
comfortable and inconvenient. But we are looking ahead with 
great expectations. A new eleven-room brick building is al- 
most ready to receive us. When in our new quarters we 
expect to make many other changes for the better. One of the 
first to receive attention will be school libraries. Very little in 
this respect has been done. The principal reason is that books 
and apparatus are not very safe in our present quarters, a num- 
ber of such things having been stolen or destroyed. It is the 
intention of the Board of Education to setaside a part or all of 
the tuition of non-resident pupilsas a library fund. This will 
probably be done next year. 

Our new building isa model of convenience and arrange- 
ment. It is perfectly lighted. In every room (except the sù- 
perintendent's office, the light will enter from the rear and from 
the left side of the pupils. I have never before seen a schocl 
building of its size so conveniently arranged, and with so little 
waste space.

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OKLAHOMA CITY. 
(B. F. Vihart, City Superintendent.) 


The act establishing a system of public schools in Oklaho- 
ma was passed November 26,1892. Within a few weeks a board of 
education was elected in Oklahoma City, consisting of W. D. 
Thatcher, J. L VanDewerker, D. D. Leach, Delos Wa'ker, and 
G. W. Pence, under y hose direction the scho ls of the city were 
established.. Magnificent buildings were soon erected, modern 
appliances and superior teachers were secured, and thus the 
foundation of our present excellent system of schools was laid. 


R. A. Sullins, F. H. Umholtz, E. L. Halleck, and B. F. 
Nihart have served as superintendents. There has not only been 
a gradua! growth, but in grading, in ability of teachers, ex- 
cellency of appliances, and unity of effort, a gradual improve- 
ment is seen. l 


There are four wards in the city. each of which has a brick 
schbol building—two eight-room buildings, and two of four 
rooms. The high school occupies a building separately, also 
the colored schools. The rapid growth of the city will demand 
additional room to accommodate the pupils. 


The school attendance in proportion to the population is 
not so large in a new country as in older communities. Many 
of our citizens are young and have small families; the rush and 
excitement of business are great, keeving many children out of 
school, and interest in material affairs are too likely to lessen 
interest in education. Our enrollment for 1897-8 was 1,350; 
average attendance, 900; per cent. of attendance, 95. ' There 
will be a large increase for 1898-9. Carelessness and business 
affairs cause many parents to neglect attention to their chil- 
dren's school interests. Shows, absences on account of work, 
parties, and truancy stand in the way of teachers' efforts to do 
the most for their pupils. Neither labor nor pleasure should 
take the place of school. Absence causes a lack of inspiration, 
and, maybe, a surrender of all effort to secure an education. 


Our schools generally have been well disciplined. The 
best part of a child's education is that which develops in him 
the power of self-government. A pupilsees.the justice of the 
means of discipline used and thus obeys; such a course prepares 
our boys and girls for life. The best disciplined school makes. 
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the most rapid progress and furnishes the most satisfacto'y 
‘results. The true teacher works for the child's best interest 
and is not able to succeed without the support of the parent. 
To do the greatest good the parent should co-operate with the 
teacher, not alone in matters of discipline, but in the progress of 
the child in his studies as well. Where a mutual understanding 
ofthis kind exists between parent and teacher there is but little 
need of rigid discipline. 

Few suspensions have been made. The proper disposal of 
the unrestrainable "bad boy" is becoming more and more a 
serious problem, both for school and public authorities. Sev- 
eral facts in his case are already sufficiently evident. One of 


these is, that it does not pay to permit him the freedom of the . : 


ordinary school where he is certain to be an attractive example 
of wrong-doing for uncorrupted boys. The moral contagion of 
his presence in school is worse than the physical contagion of 
measles or scarlet fever, and the parent of a morally neglected 
child has no legal or moral right to demand his admission into 
the public school along with those children who have been 
rationally reared. Everything possible should be done by a 
teacher to reclaim a bad pupil, but it is not the duty of any 
teacher of a public school to continue in his classes an incorrigi- 
ble child on the ground that such retention is better for the boy 
than to turn him into the street. It should be remembered that 
the good done to an immoral and unruly boy by his attendance 
at any ordinary school is far overbalanced by the harm he does 
to others. The forces at the disposal of the ordinary teacher 
are too weak to reach the average street hoodlum. The reform 
of such a boy demands an entire change of life and environment, 
under the direction of an authority paramount to that of the 
parent. Our reform schools should do such work. 


There has been a contant endeavor on the part of our 
teachers to give moral and «sthetic training. Kin ‘ness, hon- 
esty, trutbfulness, politeness, manners at school. at home, on 
the street, at church, at ti e table, in traveling, etc., have been 
daily impressed. Correct habits of study.are very important 
aud great effort has been put forth to develop our boys in this 
direction. Toeducate a child is to do mor: for him than merely 
to cram him with text-book facts. It is to train him to correct 
habits, moral, intellectual, and physical. Knowledge is nota 
gift but an acquisition. All that a teacher can do is to arouse 
.-mental activity and to lead the pupil to desire knowledge. To 
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this end, care has been taken that only good teachers be em- 
ployed. Those doing efficient work were retained and the 
weak places were filled by experienced, well-trained teachers, 
Herein is shown the wise and courageous superintendent. Ifa 
weak teacher be retained, the best people rightly censure him; 
if she be dismissed through his influence, she and family and 
friends are forever his enemies Who will hesitate to do his 
whole duty to the schools over which he presides? 

` The course of study adopted is thorough. The eight grades 
may be completed in eight years by the average pupil The 
high school provides for a full four years'course. Four years 
of Latin, two of German, two years in algebra, one in geometry, 
physics, chemistry, general history, and literature. Our gradu- 
ates are admitted, without examination, Eo the Freshman class 
of all surrounding universities. 

A reasonable method of promotion has been adopted. Ex- 
tremes are avoided. Stated examinations are held, yet p-omo- 
tions do not depend wholly on these tests. Those averaging 
ninety per cent. in all studies are advanced on their grades 
without a final examination. A final test is given all others, 
an average of eighty per cent. being required for promotion. 
Special promotions are made from time to time. 

The patrons and pupils deserve credit for their help in 
rendering our school rooms more beautiful. Sixty handsome 
portraits "with frames were purchased. Culture and taste are 
developed slowly. Thefeatures of well known characters being 
kept constantly before our boys and girls are impressed so 
ürmly as to be recognized ever after in paper or magazine. 

Teachers should teach pupils tolike good literature. Book 
are indispensable. During 1897.8 about 200 volumes were 
received for our grade libraries. One hundred additional books 
were bought for the high school library, most of which were 
for reference. The colored schools rejoice because of a new 
book-caseand an organ. "These additions were made by penny 
collections, by box socials and by the board's help. 

Teachers! meetings are held regularly every Monday after 
school. Five Saturdays annually from 9 a. m. to 12 m. we dis- 
cuss important educational topics. Two works on teaching are 
read each year, reviewed and discussed. Growth is essential to 
the best work, and it is only by the greatest diligence that our 
teachers feel strengthened for daily duty. 

The schools are kept prominently before the public. The 
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principals of Emerson and Washington schools write weekly 
“for one daily and the superintendent for another. The people 
are made acquainted with their schools in every way possible. 
Patron’s day precedes Thanksgiving, and patriotic day comes 
February 22. To the public exercises of these days patrons are 
invited. At the close of school a public exhibition of written 
work done during the year is made. All the pupils, not the 
best only, are represented. The people are interested. They 
are anxious to see what their children have done. They make 
the acquaintance of our teachers and thus a more friendly rela- 
tion is established. ` | 

With the present school authorities, backed by an indus- 
trious and intelligent community, there isevery reason to believe 
that the educational interests of the city will not be allowed to 
suffer. We take great pride in our educational facilities and 
interests, and additions will be made as needed. 


PERRY. 
(N. L. Falls City Superintendent.) 


I hesitate to write upon the progress and condition of the 
the Perry public schools from the fact that the improvement 
since I came has been so great that I fear someone m ght think 
that I am taking great credit to myself and reflecting discredit 
upon former teachers. Sorightinthe beginning I want to state 
that I take very li tle credit to myself, and attribute the present 
improvement, progress and condition of the schools to a variety 
of more favorable circumstances and especially to the wise 
actions of the present board of education. 

Last June when l.came' here 1 found the school property in 
buildings consisted of a High school building, the Blaine school 
building and what was known as the “told school building.” 
The first accomodated all white pupils above the primary 
department, the sec nd: the colored pupils, and the latter was 
used by the whites of the primary department. 

The High school and Blaine buildings are beautiful and 
substantial structures built of stone and brick. The former, 
last June, consisted of one large assembly room, taking up all 
the space upstairs on the east side and affording a seating capa-

sity of about 150 and four small recitation rooms on the opposite 
side of the hall and four rooms down stairs, two offices and 
basement. Wich the above arrangement of rooms former teach- 
ers were compelled to use the large assembly room as a study 
and recitation room, and classes were dismissed from this to 
the small recitation rooms where the teachers of the respective 
grades took charge of them. The teacher who remained in the 
large room was expected to govern allin the room and hear a 
recitation at the same time. This was one great disadvantage 
under which former teachers labored. Any one who has had 
any experience as teacher can imagine the discipline main- 
tained and how unsatisfactory the recitation in the assembly 
room must have been. Sothe board at its first meeting after I 
had been employed decided to run a partition across the larger 
room and take out two partitions from the four recitation 
rooms, thus making four study and recitation rooms up stairs 
corresponding to the foursimilarly arranged down stairs. This 
work was begun immediately and was finished before school 
began. This gives us eight comfortable rooms, and from the 
first morning of the present school each teacher has had control 
of her pupils both during the study and recitation periods, and 
itis proving to be very satisfactory, indeed. The arrangement 
has not only been an advantage in disciplining the school and - 
in recitation, but it afforded us more room in the High school 
building, and primary pupils now occupy rooms in it. As the 
‘old school building’’ was not particularly needed it was 
ordered to be sold: This was done and the money will be spent 
in constructing a fence, planting shade trees and otherwise 
improving the appearance of the grounds. The removal of the 
old school building has reag added greatly to the appear- 
ance. 


The stairways have been completed and the building is 
kept warm. This was the second great improvement. 


One of the greatest hindrances to the highest development 
of our schools has been the shortness of the term. Many studi- 
ous and intelligent pupils have fallen behind their grade, not 
through any fault of their own, but because it has been impossi- 
ble for them to do the work in the limited time. The public 
school, during previous years, has lasted from four to five 
months. Many pupils attended private schools taught in the 
city and, in many instances, promotions from such schools were 
yot what they would have been if the public schools had con- 
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tinued dnd the promotions had been made from them. Asa result 
of the shortness of previous terms, and of the promotions from 
teachers of private schools, and promotions made by pupils who 
did not attend said schools, but promoted themselves, I found 
the schools very poorly graded. The first month of this term 
was, therefore, devoted to a considerable extent to re-organiz- 
ing the schools. Examinations were held. Promotions and 
demotions were made. The schools are graded better now than 
ever before and we are assured bv the board that this year we 
will have at least seven months. and probably nine months. 
This may be termed the third great improvement, 

We feel there will be no need of the private schools in the 
future as we shall have at least seven months of school. Ido 
not wish to condemn the private schools, nor criticize them toc 
severely, but I feel sure that they have not accomplished what 
. the public school would have accomplished if it had gone on. 
Since the Northeast, North, and Northwest additions will here. 
after be a part of Perry and all this property will help to ïn- 
crease our school fund. I feel safe in making the above Stat: 
ment that our school in future will last at least seven months. 

In order that we may have a seven months school this year, 
at least two disadvantages must be put up with, and will be 
overcome in subsequent years. I might sum it up and say that 
the inetficiency of the Perry public schools iu the past has been 
a lack of cold cash and scanty supervision. Now, in order to 
have more af the former, and as a result, a longer school, the 
superintendent is required to teach two grades, giviug very 
little time to supervising, and instead of two primary teachers, 
only one is employed. Neither do we have any high school 
branches taught. The primary teacher is compelled to divide 
her grade into two sections and each section attends only Gne- 
half of the day.. 'This is not such a detriment to the schools as 
the lack of supervision. The schools, however, are supplied 
with a very efficient corps of teachers this year and everything 
seems to be moving along without much friction. A stricter 
discipline is maintained and the mechanical management is 
much better than formerly. The course of study has been 
revised and it is our aim to still more thoroughly grade the 
schools. Promotions will no longer be made by the pupils and 
parents, but they will be promoted on the EE of the 
teacher approved by the superintendent. 


This year we aim to get the foundations of the structure- 
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well laid in the grades below the high school and to complete 
it next year by adding the high school course. We should als? 
have two primary teachers, because there are so many in that 
grade, but the half-day system may possibly be continued. 

The above will give some idea of the many improvements 
made this year. The school apparatus is being better cared 
for and used more this year and additions are being made to it 
from time to time. i 

-We expect to add to our library also, and to make other 
improvements as we find that we can. 


SHAWNEE. 


( 7. H. Ware, City Superintendent.) 


Iu addition to the statistics you desired for your biennial 
report, I herewith submit a brief article on the topics you 
wished me to review. 

I have been unable to find any records of the first organiza- 
tion of the city scho »1s of Shawnee, and can say nothing of the 
attendance further than is given in the summary of the super: 
intendent's report. 

The attendance for the year closing May 12, 1898, was 
quite satisfactory, considering the tardy manner in which 
children were enrotled during the year. 

The total enrollment for the first month was 377, out of an 
eurollment of 844, for the year. This shows that less than one- 
half entered school the first five months. This is due to the 
fact that many of the children are engaged in cotton picking 
during the fall, and are not permitted to enter school till very 
late in the season, however, we are glad to note that a much 
larger percentage of the school population entered the first 
month this year, and the percentage of attendanceis much better. 

The eurollment to date far exceeds the expectations of the 
board, and the rooms and teaching force that were provided at 
the beginning of the term have proven insufficient to accommo- 
date the children, and at the end of the first month it became 
hecessary to employ two mo e teachers, and now all the rooms 
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;. are crowded and arrangements are being made to provide 
rooms and employ more teachers.

CLASSIFICACION. 


a 


On taking charge of the schools in 1897, I found no records 
of classification. Few of the pupils had cards stating that they 
were in certain grades, but these proved to be very unreliable, 
as the length of thé term the previous year was only six months, 
and itappeared that credit for a full year’s work had been given, 
or taken by those who wished to go in higher classes. It re- 
quired considerable work to overcome these difficulties, but in 
due time the schools were fairly well graded and c'assified. 

During the year a record was made which shows the 
work and progress of each child; besides giving the monthly 
and final standing, it gives a brief history of the child, which in 
many cases has been very helpful to the teacher. This record 
removes all doubt as to the grade and classin which the child 
should be placed, and our teachers were able to begin regular 
grade workthe first day. 

Parents have given evidence of their high ee of 
our efforts to grade and classify the schools; while the per- 
centage of the pupils promoted at the close of the school last 
year was not so high as is usually expected, we consider that 
the number promoted speaks well for the teachers and is an 
evidence of excellent work on their part, when it is understood 
that seven and one-half months was the length of the term, and 
thatthe course of study is intended for nine months work. 

Promotions were made on the evidence that the pupil had 
covered the ground and mastered the subjects as well. It has 
been the aim to instill in the minds of pupils, parents and 
teachers that thoroughness, or a complete mastery of the work 
. in the grade is the one essential preparation for promotion. 

Communities ate generally interested in good schools, and 
not much interested in poor ones. Whatever tends to increase 
the child’s love for school and school work, generally reaches 
the home. l 

The surest, and we believe the most profitable way to inter- 
esta community is to get the very best teachers that can be 
had; teachers that know how to prepare the work for the grade, 
and know how to take hold of the work when they enter the 
school room, not to tell, but to teach the child to do. 

Last year we adopted the ‘plan of keeping specimens of 
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each pupil’s written work in language, arithmetic, geography, 
etc. These were written on uniform paper and each pupils 
work was bound and at stated times. they were placed on exhi- 
bition, and the parents were'invited to inspect the work. This 
proved very interesting to the parents and profitable to the 
children, as it enabled both to see the progress that was made 
from month to month, also showed the importance of regular at- 
tendance and careful work on the part of the pupil. 

"These exhibits should not be made oftener than twice a 
gear. 

The monthly report system | is an excellent means of inter- 
esting the parents in the child's progress, also is a means of 
communication vetween the teacher and the parent. 


TEACHERS? MEETINGS. 


We hold a general teachers’ meeting every few weeks. In 
these meetings topics of general interest to the schools are dis- 
cussed; besides these meetings we have two grade meetings 
each week, in these special grade work as planned by the super- 
intendent, is taken up and discussed. These meetings have 
proven most beneficial to the teacher. 

We have taken up the Teachers” Reading Circle course, and 
meet every two weeks on Saturday morning. This work is 
carried out as planned by the R. C. board. 

It is understood by the teachers that they are to receive 
credit for all work done in the R. C. and teachers! meetings, 
and at the close of the year an examination will be held for the 
purpose of ascertaining their standing. 

Creditable grades will have considerable to do with their 
continuance in the schools. l 

In making up this average the character of the teacher's 
work in the school room is also taken into account, and no 
teacher whose work is not of a high order will receive the 
recommendation necessary for renewal of contract. 


TEACHERS, 


Our teachers compare favorably with the teaching force of 
other cities of the territory, both in scholarship ana experience. 
Only two of our teachers are teaching their first term in 
graded schools, but they have had several vears successfn! 
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experience in country schools. All others have had from one 
to tén years experience in graded schools. 

Notwithstanding the many hindrances that our teachers 
have to overcome in the way of poór buildings, crowded rooms, 
and diffitulties of classification, the board of education and 
patrons speak flatteringly of the work which is being done by 
them. , | 

We feel sure that with better facilities, our teachers can 
show as good results as are found in other graded schools. 


PUPILS' READING CIRCLE. 


Up to the present tine we have given but little attention 
tothe Pupils Reading Circle. "This is not due to the lack of 
interest on the part of the teachers in that department of work: 
but the overcrowded condition of our schools makes it necessary 
for the teacher to devote all her time to regular school work. 

Besides at the present we do not feel that we can make the 
necessary demands for the books; but the time is near at hand 
when it will be taken up. 


GENERAL. 


. As has been mentioned above, our school rooms are entirely 
inadequate to accommodate the children now enrolled. 

The city has but three buildings. of two rooms each, that 

were built for school purposes. Aside from these the schools 
are held in a store room, a hall, a church, and a temporary 
building that was erected just a few days before school was to 
begin, and it was found that a suitable building could not be 
rented. ; 
However, we are glad to say that it is not the intention to 
allow this condition of affairs to continue any length of time, as 
the board of education now have under construction, a fine two- 
story ten-room building, which will be ready-for occupancy 
by the last of January, 1899. 

When completed, this building will be modern in every par- 
ticular and certainly will be a great comfort to teachers and pu- 
pils. 

It is situated in a beautiful park of 12 acres. The park is 
covered with large forest trees, making it one of the most at-

.BLAINE COUNTY. 


(Miss Cleo C. Power, County Superintendent.) 
GENERAL PROGRESS AND CONDITION OF EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


During the years of 1897 and 1898 the educational work in 
Blaine county has progressed steadily. The improvement in 
all lines has been gradual but is plainly perceptible. 

The residents of the county seem to have a deeper interest 
in the education of the youth and are throwing their strength 
toward the upbuilding of the cause. 

Our county contains about nine hundred square miles, 
three hundred and twenty of which are held by the Indian pop- 
ulation, eighty-one school districts being formed on; of that 
part occupied by the whites. l 

The existence of thése Indian allotments in the ee has 
greatly hindered its settlement and its complete organization 
into school districts, thereby making the schools in some parts 
at a great distance from one another and, in many instances, 
difficult to be reached by all the children in that locality. 

At present there are about seventy-five children of school 
age located outside of any district, simply because the popula- 
tion is not sufficient to admit of organization. We have a num- 
ber of districts containing as many as twenty (20) sections of 
land, being formed so large in order to reach the scattering 
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school population and to try to give to all school advantages. 

However, in the more thickly settled parts the districts are 
regularily formed containing six sections of land, and there, of 
course, the schools are very convenient. 

With the upbuilding of the county comes the upbuilding 
of the schools; with the improvement of the farms and a 
higher valuation comes the improvement of the financial con. 
dition of each district. 

- The one great drawback to the rapid progress of educa. 
tional work.in this county has been the lack of funds for its: 
extension, the indebtedness of the districts causing 
teachers to either wait a number of years for their “money OT 
sell their warrants a: a'discount. The small amount of 
money coming in for each district has allowed them only 
from three to four months of school each year. But of late 
the funds are increasing. and since: the fiscal year law went 
into effect in this county, not allowing the expenses of the 
year to exceed the receipts, the districts have grown in 
financial strength and are able to have longer terms of school, 


. paying out each year. 
ying 


The school buildings, as a rule, are in good condition. 
We have many nice frame buildings, nicely finished and fur- 
nished, also a number of beautiful hou es built of natural 
rock, which are very substantial structures. 

- Then, too, we have the typical western school houses, 
some built of logs and others of sod, the sight of which car- 
ries one back to the early days of our United States. But 
these are rapidly passing out of use and during the last two 
years three new buildings have been built and six districts 
have voted bonds for the purpose of building, several being 
at work on theirs at present. The erection of a new school 
house in a district gives the residents and their children a 
deeper interest in the welfare of the school; it makes them 
feel as if they were progressing, and with the progression 
comes the desire for a longer term of school and a better 
teacher, which they generally manage to secure. 

One of the greatest improvements that has been made 
in any line of educational work in this county has been in that 
of the teaching force. Our teachers are not so numerous as in 
former years, but those we have are good and earnest and com- 
petent, and are doing excellent work. The standard of their 
education has risen and we have now more first and second 
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grade teachers than ever before. A great many of the third 
grade teachers have been taking advantage of a teacher's 
course in some of the higher schools of the territory and have 
returned able to secure a better certificate and to do more satis- 
factory work in the school room. 

Wages range from $25 to $85 per month in the country, and 
from $35 to $55 in town. 

While we have not distinct separate schools for the colored 
children all over the county, still, in the thickly settled colored 
neighborhoods separate districts have been formed and they 
have schools and teachers of their own. 

The attendance nf the pupils in each district has been quite 
regular. With but few exceptions, the interest in the school 
room has been such that would tend to draw them there. 

Our teachers have succeeded quite well in the classification 
of their respective schools and the incentive of the completion 
of the course and graduation has kept many an older pupil at 
their studies. Last year, eight young people received the com- 
mon school diplomas, and this year, six. 

Just a word about the normal institutes: Two sessions 
have been held in the last two years, each full of interest and 
being of great value to the teachers. . 

We were very fortunate both years in securing the best 
instructors afforded by the territory and who were able to give 
us much valuable instruction gained from many years’ exper- 
ience in educational work. The attendance of 1897 ran up to 
fiftv-five, being the largest number ever attending any session 
held here. This year it ^as not so large on account of the 

.normal being held during the harvest season. Our teachers are 
realizing the necessity of a broader and higher education and 
are using every means in their power to make themselves cap- . 
able of being fit instructors for the young. 207 

During my term. as county superintendent I have visited 
almost every district in the couuty, traveling over many miles 
of territory. Ihaveseen the many discouraging phases of edu- 
cational work in a new country, also the many encouraging 
phases. In some places it seemed that the darkness, as it 
were, had never been penetrated by the light of civilization and 
that nothing could be done to elevate and refine. Then, pass- 
ing.out of such a scene, we come to where the effects of 
improvement and education are visible. The development of 
the interests of education in a new country is no easy task. tvt 
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it is with pride that one can look back and see that their work 
has not been in vain, advancement and progress having been 
made and the light of education shining out from tbe hitherto 
dark places. Oh, that the time may hastily come when every 
child in this great land may have the advantages of good 
schools, thereby preparing themselves for a nobler and higher 
sphere of action. 

Our schools are climbing up; our teachers, our patrons are 
more interested; the school funds are increasing and every- 
thing educational in this county is looking brighter. 

May the years to come bring further development and the 
progression be even more rapid than in the past two years. 


CLEVELAND COUNTY. 
(L. E. Cralle, County Superintendent.) 


How to interest the community in school work has been a 
difficult question in some of the districts of this county. By 
experience, I have found some solutions to parts of this Peer 
which have proven good results. 

We learn that a certain district has lost interest in school 
work by certain indications, viz, irregular attendance, the num- 
ber of cases of tardiness, poor wages to the teacher, short terms, 
poor houses, poor facilities, but little special tax levied for 
school purposes, and in many cases there is a district trouble 
which had its origin in some previous school. While correcting 
these evils may be beyond the power of county superintendents, 
yet, they will find that their influence exerted in the proper 
dire ction will do much in remedying them. Supposing that the 
county superintendent is familiar with the condition existing 
in a certain district, he is also familiar with the strong points 
and the weak points in every te^cher of experience, (and surely 

a teacher w thout experience should not be employed in a dis- 
trict where school interest is dead), therefore, he, in many 
instances in conjunction with the school board, can be instru- 
mentalin getting the right teacher in the right place. "This 
will do more in the way of preventing tardiness, irregular 
attendance, and restoring harm.ny in the district than any ` 
other available means. 

Poor wages, sho t terms, poor houses, roor facilities, etc. 
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are caused largely from a want of interest on the part of those 
who have charge of the district's affairs, hence, county super- 
intendents should work faithfully on school boards. While the 
matter of selecting good teachers and good men as school 
officérs is a question upon which county superintendents can 
suggest and advise, they will find that their influence exerted 
in this direction will accomplish much good in the way of 
increasing the educational interests in the community. 

In Cleveland county, when we are fortunate in securing 
a good teacher and a good board in the same district, we never 
tail in getting good resu ts, 

In this county we have sixty-nine school districts, in which 
are taught sixty-eight white schools and six colored schools. 
In fifty-eight districts are found goou frame houses. Sixty- 
three districts are .supplied with patent desks, and fifty-five : 
districts are supplied with charts, dictionaries, or other school 
apparatus. 

The county superintendent makes personal visits to each 
district in the county at least once in each term of school. A 
larger number enrolled inschool, more regular attendance, fewer 
cases of tardiness, more teachers enrolled in reading circle 
work, more teachers attending county and district associations, 
more school libraries in use, and a higher standard of teachers 
are some of the subjects:of his labor. 

About 90 per cent. of the teachers in this county are doing 
creditable work in the reading circle course and receiving cer- 
tificates. A much larger number enroll each year but fail to 
carry the work. Twenty-seven districts in-this county are pro- 
vided with school libraries, including the pupils' reading circle 
books. 

The following statistics gathered from the Superintendent's 
annual report may be of some interest to those who are looking 
after educational work: 


CUSTER COUNTY. 
( Clará Ruddell, County Superintendent A 


When 1 took cliarge of the educational work of this county 
in January, 1897, I found that little had been accomplished 
toward putting our work in harmony with that of tbe territorial 
school system. We bad as many school systems as we had 
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teachers with very little unity or systematic work between 
them. The county normal had been held each year and the 
teachers’ association was established, although it was then not 
in working order. 

-The court house of this county was burned in November, 
1896, and the entire records of the county superintendent’s 
office were dsstroyed. My predecessor restored none of the 
records before the expiration of his term of office. Therefore, 
{ began my work with no records, with the exception of only 
one teachers’ term report. 

Many schools were finished, the teachers gone to their homes, 
and made no term reports, or at least no such reports reached 
me, nor were included in the clerk’s annual report. By reason 
of this and other irregularities, I was unable to make my annual 
report entirely satisfactory to the territorial superintendent or 
myself. Many schools were in session, but a number of them 
closed before I could find-and visit them. 

I spent the winter and spring visiting schools, holdi’ g 
educational meetings in the districts and there explaining our 
school system to the people, asking their co- operation: in grad- 
ing the schools. 

, The district educational meeting is a potent factor in creat- 
ing interest in education in the community, although it entails - 
much extra work on the county superintendent. Iarrauge fora 
meeting, two or three weeks ahead of date, with the teacher. 
I suggest educational subjects for papers, ask her to prepare 
one herself and to induce others to prepare one or two—to ask 
another teacher, or preferably a patron of the school. We have 
our program completed with good music, recitations, etc., by 
the school and an address by the county superintendent. This 
furnishes a social, instructive evening for all, and gives the 
county superintendent an opportunity to meet the people and 
talk with them personally pogut matters pertaining to our 
educational welfare. 

One of. my first duties was to gather up the school records 
from over the county, having to visit a number of the districts 
to obtain plat, organization, etc. A great many of the clerks’ 
books did not contain a record of the district, having been set — 
to them blank. At my office I now have as complete records 
of the school work as could be obtained.. During the past year ' 
I have visited each school in the county, spending from one- ` 
half of a day to a day in each, personally assisting the teacher 
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. to classify and grade the school. At least 90 per cent of our 
'^ teachers are diligently following our course of study, and the 
result is a great improvement and interest intheschools. Last 
spring. we had two pupils who passed the pupils’ graduating 
examination; this year quite a number are prep ring for this 
examination next spring. I think it important that the super- 
int ndent talk to the pupils at the:time of visiting the school 
about our plan of gradation and the advantages derived there- 
from,to encourage pupils to pursue all the studies therein, to pre- 
pare for the pupils' examination and to attend the county nor- 
mal if possible. 

During our last normal institute our C grade was composed 
largely of eighth grade pupils from the common schools. These 
pupils did excellent work, and we enjoyed their presence. 

The school attendance is very good indeed, except during 
. cotton-picking time. At such time the schools in cotton- 
crowing sections are almost broken up, or in some instances 
they are suspended. 

Our school property is im ‘roving in a proper ratio to the 
development of the country. During this year quite a number of 
good new houses were erected, although none were completed 
and are therefore very cold. We have many dug-outs and 
Sod houses yet. A great deal o' new furniture and apparatus 
have been placed in our houses during the in As yet, we 
have no school libraries. 

There has been a demand for more teachers ia ^we have, 
for the past two years. Wethink that our teaching force will 
compare favorably with that of any section in point of educa- 
tional and moral qualification, and ability to teach and govern. 
The majority of them bold second grade certificates and all are 
ambitious to become more proficient in their profession. 

Last year was our first effort iu the readiug circle work. 
The teachers were very slow in taking hold of this branch. of 
school work, therefore, we placed it in our teachers' associa- 
tion, discussing or reading the book under study during a part 
of each meeting. In this m: nner we finished Mann’s Recreations 
and Amusements fairly well. began Swett's Methodsof Teaching 
and finished it quite thoroughly at the county normal. We now 
have a regularly organized reading circle work, and are read. 
ing Halleck’s Psychology. We have not yet begun the pupils’ 
reading circle work, as it is only recently that our pupils have 
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: unwise to urge the purchasing of extra books before this time, 


and also to attempt to establish the pupils’ reading circle before ' 
the teachers’ reading circle work was on a firm basis and In 
working order. Next year, we think, much might be accom- 
plished inthe pupils reading circle work. 

We have successful, interesting teachers’ associations. Our 

teachers are greatly interested in this branch of the work and 
invariable respond to the program, if it is possible for them 
to do so. 

lam glad to say that acne! wages are advancing, and 
that the length of terms of school are increasing. 

The districts are rapidly getting out of debt. and I may 
safely say that the school work of this county is in a satisfac- 
tory and flourishing condition in every respect but one, and that 
is our district boundaries. The districts are of all shapes and 
sizes a: d are unsatisfactory, in the main, toevery one connected 
with the work. and must remain so until a radical change in 
the matter is effected in the county. 

(There is no school in our county employing more than one 
teacher.—C. R.) 


= i D COUNTY. 
(C. K. Cary, County Superintendent.) 


In the early days of the history of Oklahoma, D county was 
very unfortunate in regard to educational advantages. With 
noreal estate on which to levy taxes, few districts had valua- 
tion large enough to pay the expenses of even a three months 
term of school. 

When I came into the office in January, 1897, I found many 
districts in debt from $150 up to $450. Many teachers’ warrants 
had been running three years. In such cases district officers 
were paying the oldest warrants first and teachers went into 
schools knowing that their warrants would be three years” 
behind. 

I saw this meant bankruptcy to the districts in the end. In 
many cases districts were so badly in debt that taxable prop- 
erty would not come in on acconut of high taxes. 

In the last two years conditions have so changed that each 
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_ district in the county, with the exception of two, were able to 
hold from three to six months’ of school, and pay expenses. 
Many districts had quite a surplus: at the end of the fiscal term 
to pay on back indebtedness. 

I will cite one instance to show the rapid increase-in valu- 
ation made by the school districts: In 1897, district 30 had a 
valuation of $1,070, while at the last assessment it was $9,000. 


Teachers were receiving two years’ ago on an average less 
than $20 per month in scrip, which would not sell for seventy- 
five cents on the dollar. This year wages run up from $25 to 
$35 per month in warrants, which are payable during the fiscal 
year. i i 
As wages were so low it was hard to get teachers and many 
had to be used who had made little or no preparation for the 
work. Of course some did not give satisfaction. 

As wages have increased so the grade of teachers have 
improved until D county bosts of as good a corps of téachers as 
any county in western Oklahoma. 

While wages were so low few teachers could go to any 
expense to attend the normal institute and the norma] fund kept 
so low that the county snperintendent was unable to provide 
more thau two weeks' normal institute, until the summer of 1897, 
when we had our first four weeks' sessior. .The attendance 
more than doubled over that of tue preceding year. In 1898 we 
again held a four weeks' session and had a good increase 
over the preceding year. 

As the condition of the normal fund has made it impossible 
to empioy more than one instructor, I have assisted in the 
normal work both years. In no ca:e has the county been at 
any expense for normal work. 

The prospects in D-county for the future are bright 
from an educational standpoint. A great deal of land is being 
deeded and the valuation of the different districts is rapidly 
increasing. Many new school houses are being built and are 
being supplied with furniture. It will not be very long until 
every district can have six months' school and pay living 
wages. 
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GARFIELD COUNTY. 


(James Spurlock, County Superintendent ) 


A marked improvement has been made in the educational 
facilities of Garfield county during the years 1897 and 1898. A 
larger interest in educational affairs is manifested by the people 
than formerly. Many uew school houses have been erected and 
most of them are adequately furnished. A large number of com- 


'petent teachers have immigrated to the county and the pro- 
fession as a whole is taking-more steps than ever before for its 


own advancement. The meetings ofthe teachers’ reading circle 
are well attended and their organization has reen productive 
of many beneficial results. The average wages paid teachers 
have increased twenty five per cent during the past two years. 
It has been the aim of the county superin'endent to elevate the 
standard of ability of trachers and certificates have not been 
granted except upon a satistactory demonstration of merit. 


KAY COUNTY. 
(R M Burch, County Superintendent.) 


Kay county is 24 by 28 miles. Present school population, 
5,733; number of school rooms, 115; teachers employed, 115; 


the average value of school property of each district, about 
$600. 


The increased ability and the disposition of the good people. 


of Kay county are shown by the following figures: 

The aggregate of school district tax levies in 1894, were 
$15,000; in 1895, $23,000; in 1896, $29,000; in 1897, 32,000; in 
1898. $48, 000. 

The strongest teaching force, the highest salaries, the 
longest terms, the largest attendance, the most ample supply 
of text and reference books, the best satisfaction are all ex- 
pressive of present conditions. 

The people of Kay county are in better accord and work 
more agreeable in school matters thanin any other one question. 

The people are earnestly interested, the teachers sys- 
tematically and enthusiastically at work, and the pupils are 
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.cheerful, carefully making preparation for the duties and 
^ pleasures of life. Great progress has been made in almost 
everything. The proper spirit is manifest. The outlook is 
most hopeful. 


EXAMINATIONS, 


Í have hewed to the line in examinations and have not 
traded certificates for votes. If any one is displeased at having 
failed, his papers are on file and he and bis friends are welcome 
to come and examine them at any time. The law. was intended 
to protect qualified teachers and supply our schools with those 
who are competent and I have no apology to make for trying to 
enforce it. l 

I am opposed to any combination to force up teachers’ 
. wages, but think that teachers should receive better prices by 
better qualifications. 

I have divorced my work from any political influences and 
solicit the support of all who are interested in education. 


KINGFISHER COUNTY. 
(G. D. Moss, County Superintendent.) 


The schools and teachers of Kingfisher county will com- 
pare favorably with other counties. 

An attempt was made to grade the schools in 1895, but it 
did not seem to meet the approbatioa of some of the teachers 
and patrons. But as Whitcomb Riley says “Pve allus 
noticed great süccess is mixed with troubles, more or Less": In 
1896 the sentiment. had grown in favor of gradation, and in 
1897 and 98 the teachers, patrons and pupils seemed to realize 
it as a necessity. The grading seems to stimulate the pupils to 
strive to complete the cour-e of study and graduate, as it is 
called, from the common schools. It seems also to stimulate 
the teachers to more thorough work, and that in turn has had 
a tendency to raise the standard of teaching. Consequently 
the teachers have made rapid progress iu the profession. 
A great many of them realized that they should better fit them- 
s:lves for teaching and have been attending the normal school 
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at Edmond or the university at Norman, during their spring 
vacatious. They are also beginning to realize that an up-to- 
date teacher must read professional books. And instead of the 
county superintendent insisting upon their joining the T. R. C. 
they come to him and ask for the books, until nearly every 
teacher in the county is a member of the T. R. C. 
ls it any wonder then that the standard of education is ` 
advancing? But while the teachers are advancing it must not 
be supposed that the pupils are not progressing just as rapidly. 
They seem to have realized the lines of the poet: 
"If you can not in the harvest 
Garner up the richest sheaves, 
Many a grain b th ripe and golden 
Will the careless reapers leave,” 
In 1896 there were not more than one hundred pupils who 
were members of the P. R. C., while in 1897 there were about 
five hundred pupils reading the books; and again in 1898 there 


were eight hundred pupils enjoying the benefits of the organiza- 
tion. All this was not accomplished without an effort. The 


‘county superintendent visited the schools and encouraged the 
teachers and pupils showing them the value and necessity of 
reading good books. During such visits he talked to the 
patrons, and by that means worked up an interest among them 
in the advancement of their children along these lines. : 
In addition to this the superintendent attended the closing 
exercises of many of the schools, and on these occasions was 
able to show them that he was interested in education in other 
ways than drawing his salary. Thus “a little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump.” 


LOGAN COUNTY. 
(Henry H. Dodd, County Superintendent J 


"The most good has come from our schools in this county 
where the community has had at heart the education of the 
youug. The greatest difficulties with which the teachers, 
school officers and county superintendeut have had to contend 
lave been factional strifes carried into tbe school. In such 
cases the skilled teacher has a splendid opportunity to exercise 
her ability as peace commissioner and pour “oil upon the 
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4; waves” by .forming a friendly ` feeling amongst the pupils 
^ which will eveutually bring the parents together. 

School entertainments, pichics and kindred gatherings. 
have assisted greatly in arousing a common interest and secur- 
ing the co-operation of the parents of the children and friends 
ot education. It'is largely the work of the teacher to make 
the school the pride of the community. 


If she can do this successfully then she may well expect 
the support of the entire community. Just how to make her 
school an ideal one and one in which the people take pride, 
rests wholly with the teacher, who must study the situation and 
adjust things accordingly. 


The attendance at school will depend somewhat upon the ' 
interest taken in the school by both parents and children. 

The daily attendance in this county is not what it should 
be. The per cent. of average daily attendance is very low. 
Who is responsible for this I do not pretend to say, but my 
observation in the matter has led me to conclude that a large 
part of it is carelessness on the part of parents. This irregu- 
iar attendance works a hardship on the teacher and pupils who 
do attend regularly. In a school where the attendance is 
irregular the teacher can not do good work, and pupils who 
attend regularly are.constantly annoyed by those who do not. 


- The cotton crop in this county has much to do with irregu- 
lar attendance at school, as children are being kept at home in 
good weather to pick cotton. It is no uncommmon thing to 
find a school of fifteen children in a district where the enumera- 
lion is sixty or seventy. It costs nearly, if not quite as much, 
to maintain a school of ten children as one of forty, and there 
should be a law compelling parents to send their children to 
school, if they will not do it without being compelled. Itis my 
opinion that a compulsory school law should be passed by the 
coming legislature. Every child betweeu the ages of eight and 
eighteen should be compelled to attend school at least three 
months each school year, unless physically disabled. Some 
provision should be made for the districts to furnish books for 
pupils whose parents are too poor to buy them. If pupils are 
not properly supplied with suitable books and are irregular in 
attendance the teacher can not classify the school with any 
degree of satisfaction. The work of the school room is not to 
drill pupils on map questions or familiarizing them with rules 
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in grammar or dates in history, but to arouse in them a DOSE 
for knowledge and a love for good literature. 


A good library will assist much along this line, and a united 
effort is being put forth to place a library in every aistrict in 
this county. A day has been set aside for this purpose and on 
that day each school district will take steps toward raising 
funds with which to purchase a library. 


Tardiness and irregular attendance are lessened by the use 
of a good library. Pupils who are apt and learn their lessons 
easily and have idle time may be kept busy with good reading 
matter. i 

There are already many districts in the county in which 
there are libraries established, and good results have been . 
obtained. 

The teachers of this county will not only compare favor- 
ably with the teachers of other counties of the territory, but 
will make a good showing with the teachers of the eastern. 
states. 

The reading circle work is doing much good for the pro- 
fession of teaching, and will, in time, make teaching, indeed, a 
profession. Last year every teacher in this county belonged 
to the teachers’ reading circle, and twenty-seven passed the 
examination and were granted certificates by the territorial 
reading circle board. 

In connection with the teachers’ reading circle the pupils’ 
reading circle has been used. In many districts the books 
recommended by the territorial board have been purchased. 
The pupils take greát interest in the matter and are acquiring 
tastes for good books. 


The monthly meetings of the teachers’ association have 
proved a great help to both experienced and inexperienced 
teachers. These meetings have been attended largely by 
teachers who are trying to keep abreast of the times. It is 
with pleasure I have noted that the teachers who have taken 
the most interest in these monthly meetings are the ones who 
are doing the best work in their schools and are advancing 
themselves, while those who are indifferent are barely holding 
their own, and are content with any legal form of certificate. 
Teachers who have been advancing from year to year and rais- 
ing their grade of certifiċate have been getting better schools 
and better wages. It is only a matter of time till these teach- 
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ers who are not, improving will have ES quit teaching and do 
something else. 

If the coming legislature would pass a law compelling 
teachers to attend institutes and associations it would result in 
a great good for the public schools. 

. itis a lamentable fact that the teachers of this county do 
not receive sufficient pay for their work. Last year Logan 
county paid more money to her teachers than any county in the 
territory. | 

The school property in this county is in excellent condition. 
Guthrie has four of the finest brick school houses in the West. 
In the country the buildings are nearly all frame. The sod 
school house is a thing of the past. 

The people of this county may well point with pride to her 
splendid school system. The past few years have.witnessed 
wonderful development in school work. 


NOBLE COUNTY. 
(S. P. Myers, County Superintendent.) 


I hereby submit to you a statement ot the general : 
iuterest in and advancement of the public school work in Noble 
county, during the two years ending January 1, 1999. 

When I assumed the duties of the office of superintendent 
public instruction in Noble county, January 1, 1897, the 
schools were practically in their formative state. A few 
of the districts had good school buildings and a number 
had been successful in, having a term or two of school, while 
other districts were hot so fortunate as to have good school 
buildings or their schools in “successful operation. 1 found the 
school directors of this county possessed with a more than ordi- 
nary interest in the advancement and upbuilding of the school 
work in their respective districts. Owing to the fact that but 
few farms have been proved up, it was difficult to vote bonds to 
erect buildings and furnish supplies. To meet this deficiency 
men advanced money to the districts until such time 
when it could be made by taxation or bonds. While in 
other cases the building fund was raised by subscription 
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This shows an interest and zeal in the school work which 
can not be too highly commended. A country Settled as 
this was by families coming from all parts of the nation 
bringing with them different school systems, text books and 
supervising customs they naturally would differ as to the man- 
ner in which schoo s should be inaugurated. This would at first 
seem to present a great difficulty. This difference of opinion as 
to the best mode of procedure was readily overcome by the 
eagerness which prevailed for good schools. So that the inter- 
est which was manifested in the upbuilding of good schools 
soon overbalanced all that might hinder and the work moved 
along very smoothly and with a good degree of satisfaction. I 
think I can safely say that the school boards of Noble 
county manifest an interest in the school work ot 
which they preside. The character of the work done in the 
school room du ing the past two years was not just what 
it shonld have been. This was not owing to a want of 
interest on the, part of the teachers, but was owing to a 
lack of accommodations and school room facilities. These wants 
are being supplied, so that the teachers, as a general thing 

are well equipped with school room facilities and, as a result. 
the teaching throughout the county averages at least 50 per 
cent. better this year than it did last year. The classification 
of the school work has improved quite commendably. At the 
beginning of this school year I directed the teachers to t:ans- 
mit monthly reports to my office. I furnished uniform blanks 
for these reports. In these reports the age of the pupil, days 
present, times tardy, demerits and the percent. made by the 
pupil in each branch studied, as well as the general average for 
the month are reported. From these monthly reports I find the 
standing and progress of the schools as well as the general 
diligence and success of the teachers. It is very gratifying to 
know that in nearly every school the interest on the part of the 
teachers and pupils is advancing. The result brought about by 
these reports are: (1) It offers the superintendent an oppor- 
tunity to learn of the success and diligence, as well as failures 
and negligence of the teacher, thereby being enabled to better 
judge of the help said teacher may stand in need of; (2) When 
pupils are aware of the fact that the result of their month’s 
work will be reported to the county superintendent’s office they 
will be spurred toa care and diligence which they would not 
attain to in the absence of said reports; (3) It has also a pleas- 
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ing effect on sehool boards and teachers, stimulating their per- 
sonal and local pride. 


TEACHERS? READING CIRCLE. ` 4 


This department of the work has not been so successful. 
Some efforts have been made with encouraging results. One 
examination in the reading circle work has been conducted. 
The grades made were good. 


. TEACHERS” ASSOCIATION. 


Up to the beginning of this year's work the teachers” asso- 
ciation work was nearly a failure. This year the teachers are 
manifesting a commendable interest and are bringing about 
good results, 

SUMMER NORMALS. 


Each year a summer normal, of four weeks' each, was held. 
In ’97 Prof. A. Gridley, was our instructor, and in ’98 Prof. J. 
O. Allen, of the Territorial Normal at Edmond, was our 
instructor. Both normals were productive of good results. 


OKLAHOMA COUNTY. 
- (Alice V. Bettman, County Superintendent.) 


I herewith submit report. of the district schools of Oklahoma 


county. . 
Generally, the school work during the year was very suc- 


cessful and it is hoped the school year upon which we have now 
entered, will see still higher results. 


BUILDINGS. 


Many of our districts have good substantial school houses, 
well supplied with good furniture and all the appurtenances of 
a good school. Three new school houses were built during the 
past year at a cost of $1,930. Additions were built to many 
others and improvements made to make the buildings more 
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comfortable. Generally, the school houses are well lightea 
and well ventilated. 

In the Kickapoo country, which was recently opened to set- 
tlement and added to this county, efforts are now being made 
to build school houses. 

Trees should be planted and the school grounds improved. 


CONDITION. 


`The general condition of schools in Oklahoma county at the 
present time is gratifying. A love of study nas been inculcated 
and a desire to accomplish all that the circumstances permit | 
has been inspired. "The schools are in a growing condition. 
This is due, toa certain extent, tothe earnest, untiring efforts 
of our teachers and the adopted plan of gradation and gradua- 
tion which arranges the work systematically and harmoniously. 


TEACHERS. 

It is very gratifying to place on record the high standine of 
our county teachers, morally and intellectually. Some of our 
teachers are young and. just entering the work, but all are 
imbued with the determination to learn the best methods and 
use them to the end that the best results may be secured. . 
Terms are short aud salaries low, yet many good teachers of 
experience have located in the county and many of our bright 
youug men and women are preparing for the work of teaching. 
We still have a few so-called teachers who never attend a teach- 
ers’ association or institute, or do the work of the reading circle 
uuless they are compelled to do so, but these are being rapidly 
pushed out of the work. The rank and file of our teachers are 
wide-awake, energetic, conscientious “teachers;” teachers who 
are doing a noble work in the development of the young mind 
and the moulding of character. 

Our higher schools are inspiring a high pro‘essional senti- 
ment and the demand of the public will make it impossible for 
a non-progressive teacher to secure employment. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


The classification of tbe pupils in the different grades is a 
subject that must be left to the judgment of the individual 
teacher. 


The fact that new pupils from other states are entering our

schools at all times, together with the fact that many pupils 
cannot enter at the beginning of the term, nor remain until the 
close of the term and the varying length of school term are diffi- 
culties which confront the teacher. However, the’ majority of 
our schools are well classified and the work is thorough and 
systematic. The result is a symetrical mental development 
. which is uniform io the county. 

While the course of study in some respects is inadequate 
yet young teachers find the adopted course of study and classi- 
fica ion a great help in following lines of work that have been 
planned by teachers of wide experience. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


The total number of pupils enrolled in the public schools of 
the county during the past year is greater than in former years. 
On account of heavy cotton crop and inability to secure 
pickers many of the children could not attend regularly and the 
average daily attendance was lower than it -would otherwise 
have been. The number of cases of tardiness has been mucb 
reduced. 

PUPILS’ READING CIRCLE AND DISTRICT SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 

Both parents and teachers are interested inthis work. The 
- two factors which do most to mould the character and shape the 
fortunes of the child, aside from home influences, is the com- 
pany he keeps and the books he reads. "The constant reader of 
£ood books is always in good company and is thus fortified 
against mauy of the temptations that beset him through life. 
No schoolis complete that has no library. "Teachers feel the 
needofit. Our best teachers with limited means at their com- 
mand are doing a great deal in the ‘proper direction and with 
lasting good to the pupils. In many instances enterprising 
teachers have raised funds .by entertainments, donations, box: 
suppers, etc., and have bought the books of the Pupils’ Read- 
ing Circle for the schools, making these books the basis ofa 
school library aud adding to them from time to time. Enterpris- 
ing teachers find some means of assisting their pupils to come 
into possession of the best thoughts of our world’s greatest 
thinkers. 

This work has a salutary influence on the schools. Teach 
ers findit a great aid to them in maintaining good order anc 
awakening an additional interest in history, reading, language 
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physiology and all related subjects. Some teachers use these 
books as supplementary readers with best results. 


GRADUATION. 


Pupils i in the common schools look forward to their gradu- 
ation with same desires and aspirations as do the students in 
our universities and colleges. 

A large nuuiber of pupils take the examination and few in 
proportion pass it There seems to be a way, however, 
by which the difficulty may be obviated, namely, to hold 
a preliminary, examination previous to the regular exam- 
ination for graduation. 

Questions for a preliminary examination may be 
prepared and sent to the teachers in the various districts. 
Manuscripts may be graded by the teacher subject to rules by 
county superintendent. Only pupils who pass the preliminarv 
examination should be permitted to take the regular examina- 
tion for graduation. 

The county examining board designate the time and place 
of commencement at which the graduates deliver original pro- 
ductions and receive their diplomas. 

A:record of the name and age of the pupils, and date of 
graduation is kept by the county superintendent. 


TEACHERS’ LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 


Efforts are being made in this county to establish a County 
Teachers’ Library. Declamatory contest and other entertain- 
ments held during the institute netted a sum sufficient to pu - 
chase about forty volumes. These, together with the books 
awarded by friends, máke a total of sixty volumes 
in our library without -cost to any of the teachers. The 
library is governed by printed rules adopted by the association. 
The county superintendent is made custodian of the books. 


TEACHERS’ READING CIRCLE. _ 


The reading of the books selected by the Territorial Read- 
ing Circle Board has been a great benefit to the teachers of 
this county. They are better prepared to do the important 
. work of the school room and our schools are now receiving the 
‘benefit. Our teachers have taken a surprising interest in this 
work. Every teacher actively employed in school work last 
year in addition to many others were enrolled in the reading 
circle and doing the work. The examination was held at a 
time when teachers were scattered and many of them were 
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away spending vacation. For this reason not a very large per 
“cent took the examination. This work has established a much 
higher plane of educational thought. Every teacher must take 
the course or be left behind i in ‘the march of progressive culture 
and*education. 

The work is taken up by the county association. Lessons 
are prepared and the subjects discussed during the morning 
. session. The county is also divided into four sub-divisions which 
meetatstated times. "These sub-associations are organized and 
devote the whole time of meeting to the work. , These meetings 
are informal and teachers derive a great benefit from them. 


INDEMNITY SCHOOL LAND. 


The indemnity school lands in this county are located in one 
body in the Kickapoo country. Nearly all of one township, 
13, 1 east, is indemnity lands. In this township sections 18, 19; 
30 and 31 are entered as homesteads and sections 22 and 23 are 
allotted. The remaining sections are held as indemnity lands 
and are not subject to taxation. Much of this land has been 
leased to settlers who have very little personal | roperty and 
the assessed valuation is very low. : School districts have been 
organized in this township, districts 77, 78, 80 and 81. All of 
district 80, all of 73 but one quarter, and nearly all of 77 and 81. 
. are indemnity school lands. The settlers are much interested 
in education and are trving to build school houses by donations. 
A term of three months was taught in these districts last year. 
Rooms in dwellings were used as school rooms. 

At the annual meeting the people in these districts, aviv woul 
exception, voted a levy of two per cent (the limit the law allows.) 
However their valuation is so low the taxes do not amount toa 
sum sufficient to maintain a three months school. 

In most instances they have used the money on hand to 
apply on teachers’ wages and try to make up the deficiency hy 
donations. It is to be hoped that thenext legislature will pass 
a bill to overcome these difficulties experienced by the 
settlers on indemnity school lands. 

At the close of this term permit me to gratefully acknowl- 
edge the uniform kindness and courtesy accorded me and for the 
prompt attention you have given every measure presenteu to 
you for your consideration and advice, and also to express my 
appreciation of the faithful, earnest work of the teachers. 

With best wishes for thé future pros»erity of Oklahoma ané 
its schools, this report is most respectfully submitted. 
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PAWNEE COUNTY. 
(F. D. Harnden, County Superintendent). 


This county is only five years old and most school districts 
are but four years old. 

As is well known the people forming the population of each 
district came from all parts of the United States, therefore, 
having ideas of school matters differing from each other, as 
each locality from which they came had a school system pecu- 
liar to that locality. Hach party, as they settled in a school 
district, thought that what they were used to at home was the 
law and custom here, therefore, the first duty o' a. county super- 
intendent would be to interest the patrons in the schools by 
showing them the Oklahoma system. My method of interest- 
ing the patrons are, first visit the schools, grade and work with 
the school for at least half a day, then have a meeting of the 
patrons at night; I deliver a lecture on the Oklahoma school 
system, then give the patrons an opportunity to ask questions on 
matters pertaining tothe school. I have also held school board 
conventions with a very good result. 


My teachers have a very good moral standing and I, as 
county superintendent, have nsed my power to keep the force 
of the best kind. 

In our coudty normal we have a Normal Christian made vei 
which is.well attended and much interest manifested. The 
result is being felt allover the county. 

School attendance is about 75 per cent. of the school enum- 
eration. 

Eighty per cent. of the schools in this couuty areclassified 
according to the plan of the territorial board. 

School buildings in this county are in a very need con- 
dition. 

Ninety per cent. of the teachers are maps of the T. R. C. 

A very small per cent. of the pupils belong to the P. R. C. 

Ihave offered a ten-dollar library to the district purchas 
. ing the largest value of books according to the assessed valua- 

_ tion of the district. 
l We have two divisions in Pawnee county—west and east. 
. The west hold associations once a month; the east twice dur- 
ing the winter term. 

We have 12 per cent. of the teachers employed holding first 
grade certificates and draw from $40 to $60 salary per month. 
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Fifty pér cent. hold second grades and draw from $25 to $35 per 
month. Thirty-eight per cent. third grade draw trom $20 to $25 


per month.

PAYNE COUNTY. 
(Harry E. Breese, County Superintendent), 


"I have the honor to submit herewith the article suggested 


by you regarding the schools of this county. 


HOW TO INTEREST THE COMMUNITY. 


For any pedagogue to be successful in his efforts in teach- 
ing it is quite necessary that he should have the sympathy and 
zo-operation of all concerned iu his school. To have this, 
there must bea general interest in the community. 

Patrons of sch«ols, and especially school officers, are usually 
much interested in the welfare of education when induced to 
visit our county normal institutes. The revolution ia methods 
from that of a few decades ago not only fills their minds with 
wonder, but inspires within them higher motives to co-operate 
with the teacher in developing the tender young souls. 

Many teachers have Friday afternoon exercises, consisting 
of literary, spelling and mathematical work. The patrons who 
attend these exercises are usually much pleased and inspired 
with the training. 

Periodical examinations in our common schools are quite 
an incentive to interest when the grades are presented to 
parents. 

But of all things nothing is more effective in this line than 
real sociability by the teacher towards the patrons. If a 
teacher occasionally visits the parents, mingles with them in 
church and Sunday schools and meets them in social circles 
he will not have much trouble in creating an interest in edu- 
cation. 

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


However, the daily attendance of pupils at school does not 
vary directly with the interest manifested by the teacher. 


TERRITORY OF OKLAHOMA. 293 


Almost all our schools began later than usual this year, yet the 
attendance during the first month was very poor in districts 
that had a large acreage of cotton. Measles and other con— 
tagious diseases prevented the regular attendance of pupils in. 
several districts last year. At the present writing the reports 
show much better attendance than the record of November, 1897. 

The course of study adopted by the board of education is 
very helpful to the teachers in classifying their schools and the 
classification record left by each teacher is a great incentive 
for pupils tó attend school the first day of each term in order 
that they may begin to turn new pages at the number recorded 
by their lastteacher. After carefully studying this plan of the 
board many parents have learned that pupils should study 
more than reading, writing and arithmetic. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOL HOUSES AND APPARATUS. 


There are ninety-nine districts and ninety-eight school 
houses in this county. At first thirty districts built log houses 
and a few districts poor frame structures, but within the last 
two years twenty of these poor houses have been abandoned 


for more room in comfortable and substantial frame buildings. 
All but a few districts have maps and charts that are in good 


condition and well protected. 
5 WORK OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


Quite a few people yet have a prejudiced opinion that the 
office of county superintendent was created to give some person 
an easy position at a high salary; and yet nothing is further 
from the truth. An enthusiastic superintendent does not only 
try to do the prescribed duties in order to draw his salary, but 
he is persistently endeavoring to encourage educational ad- 
vancement in more ways than the statutes enumerates. 

We may peep into the patent office at Washington and 
wonder with amazement at the rapid progress of American 
in genuity. But since the establis ment of the office of county 
superintendent, the progress of c our schools have more than 

-kept abreast of art science.

TEACHERS’ READING CIRCLE. 


An interesting and active part has been taken by the 
teachers’ reading circle in this county. Last year sixty-four of 
| 
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{he books were purchased and studied by our teachers. This 
year forty of the books have already been purchased; however, 
the number of books sold is no proof of the number of teachers 
doing professional reading as many teachers exchange books. 


: PUPILS’ READING CIRCLE, 


The’ books adopted for the pupils’ reading circle have been 
purchased by several districts and the results have been very . 
satisfactory. Many pupils who were never in the habit of 
doing home reading, now spend their eveniugs in reading good 
books; and many pupils who were iu the habit of reading 
‘‘trashy” novels are now reading good literature—literature 
that will end in lofty minds and noble citizenship. 


TEACHERS? ASSOCIATIONS. 


The vlans of association in this county are as follows: Our 
county association meets quarterly. The fir-t meeting of the 
year is held some afternoon ‘in the month of our normal. At 
this meeting the officers of the association are elected for'the 
ensuing year. These officers constitute the executive committee 
to outline the program-and make arrangements for meetings, 

.The county is divided into four districts that have associa- 
tions each month during their school year. Their work is prin- 
cipally devoted to the reading circle books. 


TEACHERS’ WAGES AND CERTIFICATES. 


Naturally the rich districts can maintain better schools 
than those districts that have a small assessed valuation. 
Although the poorest districts this year will have five months 
‘of school and a few of the best districts voted for terms of nine 
months. 'lhe average salaries per month paid teachers last 
‘year was: First grade, male teachers, $37.13; temale teachers, 
$92.50. Second grade, male, $30.80; female, $27.90. Third. 
grade, male, $25.40; female, $24.64. 

This report compared with the record of previous years 
proves that there has been an increase in the salaries. ` 


CONCLUSION. 


It is no more than just to mention that, with a few excep- 
tions, our schools are out of debt. The majority of the districts 
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have funds in the treasury to pay the teachers until the collec- 
tion of taxes. Including the magnificent Stillwater High school 
building more money was expended during the year 1897 than 
prior to that year during the histary of the county.

ROGER MILLS COUNTY. 
l (H. C. Harris, Couniy Superintendent.) 


I took charge of the ofice of public instruction of Roger 
Mills county, O. T., Janúary 4, 1897. 

I found fourteen districts organized in the county. A con- 
siderable portion of the county had not been districted. 

During the last two years our population has increased 
rapidly. People from the states have sought homes in our 
county until nearly all the available part of the public domain 
is taken up. Oaur scholastic population has increased from 
about 500 to nearly 900, according to the last annual reports. 

This has made it necessary to organize about all the coun- 
ty into districts. We now have nineteen and two or three 
more in process óf organization. 

In the last two years we have built five school houses and 
six more are being built. Several districts have torn down 
their log houses and put up nice frame buildings. Most of our 
school houses would be a credit to an older settled country. 

During my term of office, no bonds have been issued by any 
of the districts. 

The assessed valuation of some of our districts is more than 
$50,000. Only a few of them fall below $20,000. Most of the 
districts SE from 24 to 10 mills. None levy more than 11 
mills, ; 

This year we have ten first grade teachers employed. Two 
second grade and three third grade. First grade teachers 
receive from $35 to $33 per month. Other grades from $25 
to $35. 

. Our schools run from three to nine months. This year most 
of them will run five or six months. 

Cheyenne has a graded school. The enrollment is about 
90 per cent. greater this year than last. The large two-story 
building is now inadequate. Another building is rapidly going 
up, and other teachers weil be employed. 
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^" 


WOODS COUNTY. 
(T. J. Brockway, County Suferzntendent). 


In response to your request for a write up of the advance- 
ment made in the educational interests of my county during the 
last two years, as well as present conditions, I have taken the 
privilege to add suggestion on what I would consider needful 
for further advancement. 

It is first in order to stat» that Woods county is 48 miles 
east and west by. 58 mil-s north and south, is situated in the 
Cherokee Outlet west of Grant and Garfield counties, and is 
traversed in the northern part by th: Salt Fork of the Arkansas, 
and in ¡he southern part by the Red Fork of the Arkansas, or 
Cimarron river. l 
l By the last official returns the county hasa total population 

of 24,414 and an enumeration of 9,220 pupils. The present num- 
ber of organized school districts are 231, with some unorgan- 
ized territory remaining. The Alva and Waynoka districts 
have graded schools, the former four rooms and the latter two 
rooms. One country school disdrict (No. 217) contains 140 sec- 
tions of land and maintains three separate schools. School 
houses have been built to the number of 198—78 frame, 75 sod, 
and 45 log structures. 

To be mentioned in this connection is the Oklahoma North- 
western normal school at Alva and its elegant building in pro- 


cess of completion, and the Stella Friends academy at Chero- 
kee with its ample room. 


THE CHARACTER OF TEACHING FORCE 


may be judged for the years 1895 and 1896 by the 403 certifi- 
cates granted to teachers, of .which 251 were of the third 
erade, 111 of the second grade, and 41 of the first grade. In 
the years 1897 and 1898 were issued but 300 certificates—152 of 
the third, 127 of the second, and 21 of the first grade. 

The number attending our county normal institutes were 215 
fo1 the first two years, and 192 for the last two yrars. Many 
of the former teachers have abandoned school work, and the 
result has been a shortage of teachers in the county for the last 
two yeas. The average annual term of school has been about 
four months, and the average salary per month between $26 and 
527, with pay formerly iu war ants at a discount of 10 to 20. 
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per cent, with no:sale at all in many instances. This well 
accounts for the falling off. While there has been a notable 
decline in the. number of first grade teachers in actual work, 
there has also been a proportional decline in the number of 
third grade teachers along with an increase of second grade 
teachers. The showing on the whole is an improvement in the 
general quality of teachers, and is no doubt due to the six and 
eight weeks normal institutes held in the county, and to the 
recent normal school and academy mentioned above. In my 
school visits last year I remarked the excellent work done by 
many young third grade teachers, and that some of the very 
best schovls Were being conducted by second grade teachers. 


THE SCHOOL AND SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


have not-been what is desired, but perhaps a'l that could be 
reasonably expected under the many adverse circumstances. 
The average school term for 1396-7 was better than four months, 
and for 1337-8 was a little less than four months. School 
indebtedness had been accumulating and crops had been failing, 
and the time had come when ‘‘pay as you go" had to take the 
place of credit, needily enforced as this policy now is by the 
1897 law that put each school year onactual cash basis. There 
were 204 schools taught in 1826, 211 in 1897, and 219 in 1898. 
The school district population for each year was 7,933, 8,102 
and 9,220; the enrollment for each year was 6,010, 6,516 and 
7,125, and the average daily attendance was 4,304, 4,651 and 
4,822 resp:ctively. These same expressed in per cents in like 
order are, for the year 1896, 100 per cent, 76 per cent, 54 per 
cent; for year 1897, 100 per cent, -89 per cent, 58 per cent; for 
year 1898, 100 per cent, 77 per cent, 52 per cent. 

From this it is seen that about 80 per cent of the pupils 
attended school, and that the general average attendance was 
99 per cent on basis of school population, or 72 per cent on 
basis of enrollment. The last year shows a decline in enroll- 
ment and attendance that may in part be due to added districts 


with sparsely settled territory, and to the more accurate 
reports in the last year. 


THE CLASSIFICATION IN SHCOOL 


in Woods county has all the rural difficulties of short and un- 
equal terms, irregular attendance, lack of books and equip- 
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ments, sod and picket houses often too small and more often too 
cold from loose construction or insufficient heating, or both, 
and the incommodious position of many families. That some 
progress has been made withal is shown by the increase of 
country graduates from a class of nineteen in 1837 to a class of 
thirty-four in 1898. The increased efforts of teachers as evinced 
by inquiries and the deeper interest taken by many pupils are 
indications of commendable progress. I cannot flatter myself, 
however, that the classification of the country schools is yet 
carried out to: any noteworthy extent—'s rather local and per- 
sonal and not systematic among schools. There is a lack of 
mutual understanding and co-operation among school officials, 
and until such obtains the efforts of the teachers for a single 
term cannot avail much. I suggest that more could be accom- 
plished in this line'if the present course of study for the district 
schools were improved in matter and especially simplified in 
form, so that the teacher could “'read and run" in following it out. 
Equally important is it that the pupil should also understand 
the work as laid down, in order that he may appreciate each 
step in advancement. A further sugyestion has been made and 
may well be considered, th ıt it would be better to issue promo- 
tion cards to successful canlidates in lieu of diplomas, as the 
latter may tend to foster a false impression of educational] 
advancement and worth. 


TEACHERS ASSOCIATIONS 


are divided into county and four district . divisions to suit the 
‘convenience of teachers. The former meets but once a year 
during normal institute at Alva, and the latter at such times and 
places as each district may elect within its division. The 
Cherokee and Alva division have kept up progressive interest 
in the work, with frequent whole-day sessions. The reading 
circle work and general school questions were adoptcd for last 
year (1897-8), but for lack of required books and means this 
feature of the association has not met with anticipated success. 
Most good was done along the line of papers, lectures and the 
discussion of general school questions. 

For the present year (1898-9), the pupils’ reading circle was 
adopted at the county meeting as sufficiently adequate and in 
the hope of bringing the teachers’ work in more practical 
touch with his everyday work in the school-room, combining 
directly the interests of both teacher and pupil and securing 
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the much needed school literary and further co-operation be- 
tween them ‘The question of expense has heretofore been the 
great hindrance to enterprising but poorly paid teachers, and it 
remains to be seen what success may attend these last proposed 
combined efforts of the teachers, pupils and school boards. 


PRESENT CONDITIONS AND FORECAST 


of the schools is most encouraging. The current year of 1898-9 
starts out with with a valuation increased by 40 per cent over 
last year, and a like increase of tax levies. There isa fair 
probability of an average term of five months, while in most 
instances a rise of five dollars per month on teachers’ wages 
has been made. The school population has increased 1100 over 
last year, affording an aver:ge of fortv pupils for each school 
district against thirty-six for last year. Every district is bid- 
diug to hold at least one term of school without fail. The 
recent market for schoo: bonds has given increased activity in 
the construction of good frame houses to take the places of sod, 
and in supplying better furniture. The late law (1897) which 
placed each year on a cash basis gave a check to previ us 
downward tendencies and has given great encouragement to 
activity in school work. The total warrant indebtedness of ` 
$32,748.28. for 1897, reduced to $31,583.98 for this year, will 
each year be still more rapidly reduced by judgment levies, and 
the districts soon relieved ofapalling debts. The patrons have 
supported their schools in the past with a sacrifice that com- 
mands admiration, and with their present larger means are 
entering upon the support of schools with a like spirited liber- 
ality and zeal. 

The teachers who have labored against all odds, faithful 
and energetic. and shariog the fortunes of the patrons, are 
using every effort for better discipline and scholarship, and with 
the recently established facilities for academic and normal 
training in the county, will soon take rank with the most 
advanced The prospects for good, strong, well-equipped and 


well-taught schools in Woods county in the near future is, 
indeed, most assuring.

DEAR Sm: In response to the request for a short write-up 
of the advancement made in education in our county during the 
past two years, I submit a few facts and trust that they may be 
of some value. 


HOW TO INTEREST THE COMMUNITY. 


Ei 


I find that communities are interested in the educational 
work if some form of literary entertainment can be had at 
stated times in the community and a special invitation sent to 
the parents to attend. This may be accomplished by the 
teacher sending word by the children when they return home 
from school. After the parent receives the word from the child 
they feel that they should respond to the request, and also feel 
that the teacher is interested in the school work, and to assist 
him in his effort to advance education the request will be com- 
plied with. The exercises may be varied, and the parents and 
older ones attending should be invited to take some part in the 
exercises. While you have the association present at some 
suitable time invite those present to visit the school. Write 
Some articles about the encouraging words and acts of your 
community. Say but little, probably nothing, about the disad- 
vantages. and when the community is thoroughly interested 
the disadvantages will be overcome. I find in the communities 
of our county where the teachers have these literary entertain- 
ments outside of the regular work of the school that more 
visits have been made to the regular work of the school, and 
every visit adds life to the school. Tell all the good things 
about your school and how your pupils will appreciate enter- 
taining visitors in the school room. Make your school so inter- 
esting to visitors that they will be glad to come again. 


TEACHERS? READING CIRCLE. 


During the summer of 1897 a large number of our teachers 
joined the reading circle and since that time the interest has 
increased and we are assured of the fact that before the close 
of the year 1898 everv teacher of Woodward county will have 
purchased the reading circle books now SE by the read. 
ing circle board. 
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SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


Some of our schools are beginning to collect some books 
for a library, but most of the schools have no library yet. 

We believe that the county teachers' library association, 
which was organized during the summer normal of 1897, will be 
a great stimulus for the school libraries. There are now about 
forty volumes in the teachers' circulating library, and some of 
the teachers are sing it to great advantage. 


TEACHERS’ WAGES AND CERTIFICATES. 


During the two years past most of our teachers have 
attended the summer normal preparing for better work, and 
the school boards, fully appreciating this fact, have advanced 
wages $5 each year, making the wages $10 per month more the: 
present term than was paid two years ago. The average wages 
this year of the schools already contracted for is about $37 per 


month. 
CLASSIFICATION IN SCHOOLS. 


It has heen very difficult to classify the pupils, as so many 
changing their location have neglected to keep their children in 
school, while others have been looking well to the educational 
interest. <A little more time and much energy of parents, teach- 
ers and officers is required. 


* 


CONDITION OF HOUSES. 


On looking over the county I find forty-three school houses, 
aud I might say about thirty of these houses are comfortable, 
well finished rooms, while.others are still very badly con- 
structed. During the last two years there were eighteen houses 
erected in Woodward county at a cost of about $5,000. I am 
well pleased with the progress made and think in two years 
good comfortable houses will be found in every district. 


CHARACTER OF THE TEACHING FORCE. 


. During the past two years most all teachers of our county 
hive spent their time very profitably, not only to themselves 
but to the communities where they have been employed, by 
attending the summer normal. During the summer of 1897 
Woodward county had a four weeks’ summer normal, following 
a ten weeks’ preparat on school, and the interest manifested 
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became so great that by a vote of the teachers at the regular ` 
quarterly teachers’ meeting in: April, 1898,. it was decided to 
have an eight weeks” summer normal during the present year, 
1898. To show the teachers of Woodward county that their 
efforts to prepare themselves for better work are appreciated, 
the school boards raised the wages per month about $3 above the 
wages the preceding year, and the present ycar, 1898, they have 
again advanced the wages about $5 per month. ‘Honest labor 
will be rewarded.” Better wages, better teachers and more 
rapid advancement in the schools. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


In looking over the attendance in the different parts of our 
county I find that many of our boys from sixteen to twenty-one 
are not enrolled in the schools. Iam truly sorry to see this, as 
a free education is offered them, and dollars and cents would 
fail to estimate the future worth of this education that is placed. 
at the doorway of everyone of these young men. Who is to 
blame for this? I would ask the parents to consider wellthe 
value of a few dollars that these boys may accumulate, and the 
worth of an education. I would appeal to the young man to 
look well to his own happiness and the welfare of our country 
. and put in his time in the school room. Your country is waiting 
for you to fill some important position. Iam very well pleased 
with the atteudance of the younger pupils and the young 
women. I wish that we parents could feel the loss to our boys 
by neglecting to improve this free offer. 


WORK OF THE COUNTY SUPERINTFNDENT. 


I have some pieasant memories of the different schools 
visited and the different teachers' meetings, both county and 
territorial, attended. The first meeting attended after having 
been elected to the office of county superintendent was held at 
Oklahoma City, and being from the northwestern part of 
the territory, a distance of 300 miles. from this city, 
and having traveled across the country we were in condition to. 
fully appreciate the many enthusiastic words of the 500 best 
educators of Oklahoma there gathered tor a four days” meeting. 
Yes, Oklahoma is the coming educational center uf the United 
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States. I need not tell you that every teacher and superinten 
dent went home from that meeting full of enthusiasm. 

I called a meeting of the Woodward county teachers in 
April, 1897, for the purpose of forming a Regular Quarterly 
Teachers’ Meeting, and since that time the teachers have gone 
out from these meetings with renewed energy, and at the Ter- 
ritorial Teachers’ meeting held at El Reno on Christmas, 1897, 
a good number of the Woodward county teachers were present to 
- bring back the big flag to wave over the teachers of ‘Woodward 
county for one year. On the 18th, 19th and 20th of April an 
organization for the teachers of the western part of Oklahoma 
and the Panhandle of Texas was formed with T. D. Ballard, 
superintendent of Woodward county, president. At this meet- 
ing new acquaintances were formed and good feeling existed 
among this, the largest crowd ever assembled at a teachers 
meeting in this part of the country. 

The work ofa county superintendent in visiting the schools 
of a county so large as Woodward requires much time, but it 
has been my pleasant duty to make about seventy-five visits 
to the different schools, and I am glad to say that Woodward 
county teachers are alive to the school interests. I have 
attended twelve teachers’-meetings, had ¡eight weeks of sum- 
mer normal work each summer, made teu visits to schools out- 
side of our county (some of these being in Texas, some in Kan- 
sas and some in the territory. I have attended four county Sun- 
day school conventions, organized a teachers’ library and tea: h- 
ers’ reading circle work, and many other thiogs that could be 
mentioned, for the good of our schools have been done. The 
interests of the children of Owens county has been care- 
fully considered. 


GENERAL. 


» 


Two years ago I found nearly all of ourschools in debt, and: 
only about twenty-five out of the fifty were supplied with a 
school-house, but during the past two years eighteen school- 
houses have been erected, making now forty-three school- 
houses in the fifty-seven districts. The average length of term 
last year was ninety-two days. The first of July, 1898, there 
were forty-five of the districts out of debt, with a balance of a 
little over $7,000 in the treasury. Two of our districts are 
bonded for $5,700 and $2,000, respectively. Outside of these 
LWO ‘districts there was enough money in the treasury July 1, 
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1898, to pay every dollar against the fifty-seven districts and 
have a balance of more than $3,000 left. 

I trust that so long as I have anything to do with the 
schools of Woodward county that the districts may be finan- 
cially able to build without bonding the district. Slowly but 
constantly are the schools of Woodward county coming to the 
front, and should the progress not be checked at the close of 
two more years Woodward county’s school districts will be 
supplied with a school house and school furnishings that our 
teachers, the best teachers in the country, can be surrounded 
with those advantages that will enable them to sh .w in the 


minds of the rising generation that this is a day of develop- 
ment. 


ONWARD AND UPWARD 


At every step is the watchwork of every teacher in Wood- 
ward county. This year there will be fifty-four schools taught 
in Woodward county. Nearly 1,800 children will enter the school 
room about 130 days this school year. How many pleasant 
words and kind acts can be said and done during these 130 da: s? 
Sowing the good seed now will furnish the glorious harvest 
when Oklahoma territory will have changed to the greatest 
state in the Union. l

BRIEF HISTORICAL REVIEW. 
BY the act of Congress approved March 4, 1889, opening Okla- 


homa to settlement, sections 16 and 36 in each township were re- 
served for the use and benefit of the common schools, and said res- 
ervation was confirmed by the Organic Act of the Territory. By 
Act of Congress approvel March 3, 1891, authority was given the 
Governor to lease said lands for the benefit of the school fund 
under such rules and regulations as might be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

By the Act of Congress approved March 3, 1893, the President 
was empowered to make reservations of lands in the Cherokee Out- 
let for such public purposes as he might deem wise and desirable ' 
and in accordance therewith by executive proclamation opening 
the Cherokee Outlet to settlement the President reserved section 13 
in each township for the benefit of higher educational institutions 
and section 33 in each township for public buildings, which reserva- 
tions were subsequently ratified by the Act of Congress approved 
May 4, 1894. 
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By the Act of Congress approved May 4, 1894, a board for 
leasing school lands was created composed of the Governor, Bee, 
retary of the Territory and Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
who were authorized to lease the lands under the.rules and regula- 
tions prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior until laws for the 
administration of the trust should be enacted by the Legislature of 
the Territory. 

By the Act of Congress approved June 18, 1897, the lands in 
Greer county were opened to homestead entry and sections 16 and 
36 in each township were reserved for common school purposes 
and sections 13 and 33 in each towuship were reserved for “such 
purposes as the legislature of the future state of Oklahoma may 
prescribe.” e l 

The Third Legislative Assembly failed to pass any law govern- 
ing the leasing of school lands but adopted a joint resolution auth- 
orizipg the Board as constituted by Congress to continue the leas- 
ing of lands and permitted the Board in the leasing of western lands 
to lease the same in such quantities as they might deem best for 
the public interests. 

The Fourth Legislative Assembly passed an Act to regulate 
the leasing of School lands which was vetoed by Governor Renfrow. 

Copies of all Congressional enactments, executive proclama- 
tions and of the rules prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior 
will be found in the appendix of this report. 


INDEMNITY LANDS. 


De authority of an Act of the Third Legislative Assembly, 
the former Board made a contract with the Hon. D. A. Harvey 
as Territorial Agent, for the selection of indemnity lands, for losses 
from fractional sections, reservations and other causes. Under 
this contract 101,188.68 acres were selected in the Kickapoo reser- 
vation and 21,840 acres were selected in a body in Woodward 
county northeast of Camp Supply, for which services the agent re- 
ceived the sum of 10 cents per acre. 

These lists were approved in 1895 by the Interior Department 
but during the present year the Commissioner of the General Lanc 
Office directed the local land offices in the several districts in whic. 
these lands were selected to require payment of the Territorial 
“authorities having charge of the school lands for fees due the reg- 
isters and receivers of the selections made by the Territorial Agent 
under Departmental decision of April 19, 1898, (26 L. D. 536,) the 
amount demanded by the Department being in the following sums: 

Woodward Land District $296.00 
Guthrie Land District 416.00 
: Oklahoma City Land District 856.00 
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The Board directed the Attorney General to appeal from said 
decision to the Secretary of the Interior, as the larids had been 
approved by the United States authorities three years previous 
without the payment of land office fees, and praying for a modifica- 
vion of said order that will relieve the school land fund from the 
rayment of this large sum of money. 


By the Act of Congress approved Janv^vy JR. 1907, ananing 
Greer county to settlement authority was given the Territory to 
select lands in lieu of those filed on by settlers who were occupying 
£chool lands at the time of the passage of said Act. Under the pro- 
visions of this Act the settlers in said county were permitted to 
make homestead entry for 160 acres and to purchase 160 acres ad- 
ditional land upon which they were residing or had improvements 
at the date of the passage of this Act and they were given a prefer- 
ence right until January 1, 1898, in which to file on or purchase 
such lands. As many were occupants and claimants for lands in 
sections 16 and 36 and 13 and 33 it was not practicable to offer the 
lands in that county for lease until after the time given the set- 
tlers to file on their lands, viz: January 1, 1898, at which time 
all of these lands not taken by occupying settlers were offended for 
lease and the greater portion of them have now been taken. The 
proceeds from sections 16 and 36 are placed with the common school 
fund and those derived from sections 18 and 33 are held in separate 
funds until future legislation shall direct the disposition of the 
same. 

In January, 1898, under the direction of the Board, the Secre- 
tary was instructed to go to Greer county and examine and select 
lands in lieu of those taken by settlers and for lands duethe Territory 
by reason of fractioral townships and the loss of school land from 
natural causes. The lands were selected as follows: 

The lands due sections 16 and 36 20,713.10 acres. 
For lands due sections 13 and 33 21,831 acres. 


Making a total. of 48,584.10 acres. 


The total expenses incurred in the selection ot this land for 
traveling, hotel and other expenses of the Secretary and one clerk 
from this office, $226.85, and for fees due the Register and Receiver ` 
of the United States Land office at Mangum, $608.00. . 

During the stay of the Secretary every person who would 
lease these lands was given an opportunity to make a selection 
and applications were received for all of the lands selected. The 
lists are still pending before the Department of the Interior but it 
is to be hoped that they will be approved so that the lands may be 
leased early in the coming year, as reliable persons are waiting 
anxiously to take most of said lands at the prescribed cash rental. 
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During the past year there was selected in D and Custer coun- 
ties 8,053.47 acres of indemnity lands. These lists are also pend- 
ing before the Interior Department. 

There is yet due the Territory for lands lost to the common 
school fund about 12,000 acres for which no selections have been 
made and there was lost to the Territory in sections 13 and 33 in 
the Cherokee Outlet by reason of Indian allotments, reservations, 
etc., 19,465.33 acres. There is no law permitting the selection of in- 
demnity lands for this great loss in sections 13 and 33. If Congress 
were memoralized by the Legislative Assembly and the matter 
brought to their attention they would doubtless authorize the Ter- 
ritory to select lands in lieu thereof. 

There yet remains unappropriated the beautiful Camp Supply 
reservation comprising 30,320 acres and if it is desirable to select 
the lands at once I would respectfully suggest that steps be taken 
to secure this valuable body of land for the Territory in lieu of the 
lands lost in sections 13 and 33 and the lands yet due the Terri- 
tory for com school purposes. ` 

Whether, however, it is advisable to select such lands now 
from the yet unappropriated public domain remaining in Oklahoma 
or to await the opening of the Wichita and Kiowa and Comanche 
reservations 1 leave to those in authority, but trust that early pro- 
vision will be made whereby the school fund will be enriched by 
the recovcry of the lands now due. 


THE CONDEMNATION OF PUBLIC LANDS. 


The Legislative Assembly by Act of March 8, 1895, declared the 
lands set apart for common schools, public building and college pur- 
poses to be subject to the right of eminent domain in behalf of pub- 
lic enterprises. Under the provision of this act condemnation pro- 
ceedings were instituted and lands condemned for the right of way 
of two railways and the amount of damages collected thereunder 
is as follows:

This money has been turned over to the territorial treasurer 
and is held by his in a separate fund awaiting disposition by leg- 
islative arthority. 


SPECIAL AGENT. 


liulituiwmica) after assuming the duties as Secretary of the 
Board I urged upon that body the necessity of employing a Special 
Agent whose duty it should be to work in the field under the direc- 
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tion of the ofice; to visit the vacant lands and look after and report 
upon delinquent leases, investigate and report on damages to the 
land by the cutting of timber and the removal of stone therefrom 
of which alleged depredations, complaints were continually coming 
to the office from all parts of the Territory and to ascertain whether 
the unleased lands were being used and if they were found to be oc- 
cupied to require the occupant to pay for such use and occupancy 
and require that they lease the lands so used or vacate the same. 
The success of this innovation, if it may be so termed, has succeeded 
beyond the most sanguine expectations. 

The Special Agent has, since October, 1897, visited every county 
in the Territory except Beaver and Greer, has made 610 written re- 
ports on the condition of land and collected $3,539.40 from occu- 
pants of land who had no leases therefor but were using it without 
paying anything and has been of great assistance ın leasing the ` 
hitherto unleased lands. 

The salary paid such agent has been one hundred dollars per 
month with no allowances whatever for expenses, and 1 earnestly 
arge the continuance of this branch of the service. 


THE LEASING OF GRAZING LANDS. 


Under the rules prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior 
an-arbitrary line was drawn through the Territory on the range 
line dividing 13 and 14 west; east of this line was declared to be 
agricultural lands and the maximum amount that could be leased 
to one person 160 acres. West of this line one entire section only 
could be leased by an applicant. 

By Act of the Third Legislative Assembly approved February 
28, 1893, the Board for leasing lands was authorized to lease lands 
lying west of range 14 west in such quantities as in their judgment 
might be most advantageous to the public interests. Under this 
authority there is no limit to the quantity of land that may be leased 
to one person in this western country. The effect of that law has 
been very beneficial in the leasing of western lands, there being but 
few sections which are not now contributing to the school fund. 
The minimum price fixed for the land west of range 18 is $33 per 
section: except in Beaver county which is $20: per ‘section. 

The Board further, by rule, fixed the period for which land west 
of said range line could be leased for five years. The Supreme 
Court of Oklahoma, in a case pending at the June term, 1898, held 
that the Board exceeded its authority in making leases for any 
period longer than three years which was the limit fixed by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. A large number of leases for five years had 
been issued by the Board and the same have never been canceled. 
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The lessees who made such contracts are still using the land and 
have signified their intention to complete the contract and are still 
paying the rental hence it was not deemed necessary to create con- 
fusion by the cancellation of said leases but no new leases are 
made for a longer period than three years. 


APPRAISEMENT OF LANDS. 


In 1896 the Board caused all the lards lying east of range 9 
west except the Kickapoo indemnity lands to be appraised, giving 
the rental value and the character, extent and value of the improve- 
ments on each quarter. 
In 1897 there were 800 leases expiring and it became necessary 

to re-appraise these lands that the lessees should receive the benefit 
of all additional improvements and competitive bidders be pre- 
vented from taking undue advantage of them should they secure 
the land at a higher rental than the lessees felt able to pay. 

In 1898, 733 leases expired and the Board directed an appraise- 
ment of all of these expirations and of the lands in the Kickapoo 
reservation and the land in ranges 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13 west of the 
Indian Meridian making a total of 1848 tracts of land upon which 
appraisements were made this year. 

In choosing men for this work the Secretary emploved prac- 
tical farmers and to prevent their being influenced by local sur- 
roundings permitted no appraiser to make appraisements in the 
county in which he resided. The work was done in a very satis- 
factory manner by Mr. J. B. Hart of Kay county, Mr. Fred Madden 
of Logan county and Mr. W. M. McCoy of Woods county. 

It is somewhat difficult to determine how much of the enhanced 
value of the land, due to the improvements and the labor of the 
lessee, should be shared by the Territory. The raw lands were 
leased, in the beginning, at merely a nominal rental, except in cases 
where there were competitive bids. 

The appraisers were instructed by the office to Inspect each 
and every tract and note the character of the soil, the lay of the 
land, its timber, water and general characteristics, and ount of 
tillable land, the amount under cultivation, and the denne to 
market in fixing the rental value of the land. - 

In the rules adopted by the former Board, dated May, 1897, 
prairie breaking was estimated at 50 cents per acre and grub land 
breaking at $1.50 per acre. These prices afforded the lessees no 
adequate compensation for the labors they had performed in pre- 
paring the land for cultivation and in the appraisements of 1898 
the Board directed that all improvements on school land should be 
appraised at the reasonable value thereof. 
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- In October, 1899, there will be about 2,400 expirations. The 
improvements on these lands not having been appraised since 1896 
they will necessarily have to be re-appraised as many’ valuable im- 
provements have been placed on the land since that time. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The receipts of the office during the past two years have been 
most gratifving and show a wonderful prosperity la the farming 
industry of the Territory. 

The total receipts from the beginning to January 1, 1897, the 
date of the last report to the Legislative Assembly, were $353,025.07. 
From January 1, 1897, to May 26, 1897, the total receipts were 
$31,567.90; expenses for the same period, $4,206.34; money returned 
to applicants, $486.47; the net receipts being $26,875.09. 

` From January 1, 1897, to November 30, 1898, the total receipts 
were $310,684.64 and of this sum $289,116.74 has been received dur- 
ing the past eighteen months. 

The total receipts of the office from the PS to November 
30, 1898 were $663,709.71. 

During this administration there has been turned over to the 
Treasurer $126, 953.77 for the support of the common schools, and 
there is now on hand, November 30, 1898, $68,699.02 awaiting dis- 
tribution next January for the same purpose. During this period 
the Treasurer has received $26,792.18 for Colleges and Universities 
and on November 30, 1898, there was $8,556.12 on hand in said 
fund. 


In the Public Building fund there is $34,845.70 cash on hand. 
About forty thousand dollars of the cash receipts are advance pay- 
ments on lands heretofore vacant that have been leased during the 
past eighteen months. 

The net proceeds for the year ending June 380, 1898, were 
$173,442.83 and for the five months ending November 30, 1898, 
$91,931.34. 

The amount of interest collected on past due notes from June 
30, 1897, to November 30, 1898, was $7,091.15. 

. The expenses of the office have increased but the increase is 
natural and largely due to the wonderful increase in office busi- 
ness, demanding more office room, new safe and filing cases, addi- 
tional supplies and new records, land office fees for indemnity lands 
and the employment of a Special Agent. "These items alone repre- 
senting $2,500 additional expense, all of which was absolutely 

-necessary to properly conduct the -office business. 
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The fixed expenses of the office are about ten thousand dollars 
per year and may be classified as follows:

Appraisements, - 1,000.00 
Printing and supplies, 1,000.00 

Total, . $9,982.00 


On July 1, 1897, there was turned over by the preceding admin- 
istration $96,866.98 in past due rental notes. All of it from one 
to five years past due and the Board ordered that all of these notes 
be placed in the hands of the Attorney General for collection. The 
large crops and the prevailing good prices for products justifying 
the belief that every delinquent lessee could meet his obligations 
if the same was promptly demanded. Of these notes all in the 1896 
series where there were no past due notes for preceding years were 
returned to this office. 


Of the $96,868.98 there has been $51,311.83 principal and inte- 
est collected. $15,999.73 by this office in which no additional ex- 
pense whatever was incurred and $35,312.11 by the Attorney 
General and he has been paid, up to November 30, 1898, $3,481.48 
commission, he paying all costs and expenses for postage, travel, 
stationery, printing, clerk hire and employment of local attorneys 
out of this amount. 


The courts have decided that it is no part of the prescribed 
duties of the Attorney General to furnish legal advice or to attend 
to the many demands upon his time to look after the multitude 
of cases connected with this office, unless he receives proper com- 
pensation for his services. 


No suits have been instituted or costs incurred during the past 
eighteen months but several hundred dollars in costs have been 
paid for suits begun years ago in a futile attempt to collect the 
amounts due the school fund from which no good results wcre 
obtained. 
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There are now five funds in the office and the expenses are 
divided among them as follows: Common school fund, 70 per cent.; 
College and Public Building funds, 144 per cent. each; Greer County 
13 arid 83 funds, 4 per cent. each. 

The coming year promises to be one that will show the earning 
capacities of the school lands of the Territory. 

A careful estimate of the business to be transacted shows 
that there will be notes maturing as follows: 


3,440 Common School notes, $115,248.00 
684 College notes, 24,145.00 
"638 Public Building notes, 21,883.00 
40 Greer County 13 notes, 1,000.00 
30 Greer County 33 notes, 900.00 

Total, 4,832 notes, $163,776.00 


If the lists of indemnity lands now pending before the Depart- 
ment of the Interior are approved these lands will at once be leased 
and will add about two thousand dollars to the above estimate." 

An immense amount of detail work is transacted in the office. 
On the tract books of the office is a complete record of each lessee 
showing his name, post-office address, his application number, his 
lease number, his note numbers and every payment on those notes, 
his advance payments, the appraised value of the land and the value 
of the improvements. 

In the past eighteen months three thousand pianon have 
been received. Three thousand leases and seven thousand five 
hundred notes have been made and forwarded to the lessees. These 
leases have been approved, recorded and returned. The notes have 
been numbered, recorded and carried through the records. Twenty- 
six hundred appraisements have been made and recorded. About 
six thousand notices of notes due have been mailed to lessees and ` 
nine thousand cash remittances have been received and posted. 

The correspondence of the office has reached enormous propor- 
tions, it being the rule to proraptly answer every inquiry however 
small, that relates to the leasing of lands. During the fall months 
if ig no uncommon occurrence to receive and answer two to three 
hundred letters a day. 

The office is now entering upon the eege, year of its history. 
There are twenty-four hundred quarters to appraise and advertise, 
twenty-four hundred leases and seventy-two hundred notes to make . 
out and forward to lessees and carry through the office records, 
over forty-eight hundred notices of notes due to be sent to lessees 
and over one hundred and sixty-two thousand dollars to be col- 
lected. 
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RENEWAL OF LEASES. 


This is the most perplexing and intricate question with which 
the office has to deal and one which deeply affects the interests of 
the lessees of school lands. 

It was deemed by the present Board that for all purposes, 
January 1 was a more desirable date for the expiration of leases, 
ard as leases now expire on October 1, they are extended to Jan- 
uary 1, with notes falling due for each rental year on October 1. 


The rules for leasing the land prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Interior under the Act of Congress authorizing the leasing of 
the same provide: 

“Sealed bids shall be received by the Governor at his office, 
after proper public notice to be given in a manner deemed by the 
Governor best practicable under the circumstances and the lease to 
be awarded to the actual highest bidder at-the highest amount ot 
rent bid in each case. 

“In case a new lease is to be made at the expiration of the lease 
the preference shall be given to the former lessee, if the Governor 
finds that he has cultivated the lands in a business like manner 
and fulfilled the terms of his lease in good faith.” 

Under these instructions, and without legislative authoritr, 
the Board has never felt that they had the power to eliminate the 
feature of competitive bids at the expiration of each lease period 
but they have discouraged the same by requiring any person bid 
ding against the lessee to deposit with their application a draft for 
the amount of the first year’s rental and 25 per cent. of the appraised 
value of the improvements and to require competitive bidders to 
offer to pay, in each case, the full appraised value of said improve- 
ments as a condition precedent to obtaining the lease of the land. 

It is my observation that the element of competitive bids 
has little effect in fixing the general rental value of lands offered for 
lease. The lessees of the land are, at each public leasing, filled with 
apprehension lest they will not be able to compete successfully 
with persons, whether speculators or bona fide settlers, possessing 
greater financial resources than themselves and that they will as 
a consequence lose the product of their small investment and of 
their arduous labors in improving the lands which will pass into the 
control of persons having no other right to them than their ability 
to offer a larger rental than the original occupants who have 
brought the lands into a condition which will make them produc- 
tive, but from which they have not, on account of the shortness 
of the time which they have occupied them, been repaid for their 
investment and labor. This apprehension generally results in the 
léssee making no improvements the last year of his lease and often 
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in the neglect of crops or trees as the time draws near for renewal. 

At the publie leasing of 1897 there were thirty-two competitive 
bids on leased lands, in a few of which the price offered per annum 
for each quarter section was so greatly in excess of the appraised 
rental value of the land that the conclusion could but be drawn 
therefrom that there was a malicious intent to dispossess the lessee 
of his holdings. In one case there was a bitter contest to decide 
which of the several claimants should be awarded the right to lease 
a quarter section at two hundred and fifty dollars per annum. In 
this controversy there was employed the most eminent legal talent 
of the Territory and the hearing of the same occupied the atten- 
tion of the Board for several days. 

At the publie leasing of 1898 there were but eight competitive 
bids which certainly could not have influenced to any considerable 
degree the fixing of the general average of the rental of all the land 
upon which leases were expiring. l : 

From my personal experience I am constrained to say that 
while the theory of competition in leasing the lands appears to be 
good, the practical results show that it is a detriment rather than 
of any practical benefit in fixing rental values. 

It is but just that lessees who are not id arrears for rental 
and who have otherwise complied with all of the conditions of 
their lease, be permitted to renew the same without competition.: 
It secures to them the full benefits of all improvements they may 
make. It guarantees to them a home as long as they comply with 
the terms of their lease and by encouraging permanent improve- 
ments will, in the future, greatly enhance the value of school lands 
all over the Territory. 

I earnestly recommend that legislation be: enacted providing 
for an appraisement under the direction of the school land office, 
of all the lands at the expiration of each lease and that the lessee 
be allowed to renew his lease without competition at the appraised 
rental value. The appraisements should be subject to review by 
a disinterested Board, should any lessee feel aggrieved at the value 
fixed upon his lana. 7

OTHER NEKDED LEGISLATION. 


The best interests of the Territory as well as fairness and jus- 
tice to the lessees of our school land demand ‘the early enactment 
of legislation regulating and governing the leasing and care of 
school and other public lands of the Territory. In preparing such leg- 
islation the rights of the lessees should be fully recognized and a 
system established based on fairness and equity both to the lessees 
and the Territory. At the same time there should be a full realiza- 
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tion of the fact that these lands are a sacred heritage to generations 
yet to come and all personal, political or class interests should 
be, for the time, forgotten, in a general endeavor to properly guard 
so sacred a trust. 

The costly failures of many of the states in dealing with their 
public lands makes it.more apparent that Oklahoma should at 
once establish a permanent public land system on a strictly busi- 
ness basis. The character of the work to be done seems to demand 
the creation of the office of Commissioner of Public Lands, who 
shall be clothed with authority to lease the lands under certain reg- 
ulations, having, however, discretionary powers in certain matters 
sufficient to prevent frauds and sharp practice under the guise of 
technicalities. 

He should have ample authority to protect lands from depre- 
dations and be authorized to issue his warrant for rent in arrears 
to the sheriff of the county wherein the lands are located. Rent 
should be made a first lien on growing crops and improvements 
and summary process for removing trespassers or tenants whose 
terms have expired or lease has been forfeited. 

All of the acts of the Commissioner should, of course, be 
subject to review, under proper limitations by a Board of Commis- 
sioners and from a point of economy to the Territory and ease of 
access the present ex-officio Board of the Governor, Secretary of the 
Territory and Superintendent of Public Instruction seems prefer- 
able to a separate appointive Board the members of whom would 
draw per diem and mileage and be difficult of access. This Board 
should meet at certain stated intervals that parties having matter 
to present before them may know when to appear that the busin-ss 
may be transacted with that dispatch which insures prompt pos- 
session always to the rightful party. 

These regulations with others of a strictly business nature 
which would suggest themselves in connection therewith would 
greatly facilitate the work of caring for this grand heritage of laud 
conferred upon the Territory by the Nation, securing an economi- 
cal administration of the trust, insuring its permancy and at the 
same time protecting the tenants of the Territory in every way equa] 
to the owners of the real estate about them.

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APPENDIX. 


ACTS RELATING TO SCHOOL LANDS. 


Section 16 of the Organic Act provides: “Sections numbered 
16 and 36 in each township, in said Territory, shall be and the same 
are hereby reserved for the purpose of being applied to the public 
schools in the states or states hereafter to be erected out of the 
same. In all cases where sections 16 and 36, or either of them, are 
occupied by actual settlers prior to the survey thereof, the county 
commissioners of the counties in which Such sections are occupied, 
are authorized to locate other lands, to equal amount, in sections 
or fractional sections, as the case may be, within their respective 
counties, in lieu of sections so occupied.” 

An Act making appropriations for the current expenses of 
the Indian Department, and for fulfilling treaty stipulations, for the 
year ending June 30, approved March 3, 1891: “The school lands re 
served in the Territory of Oklahoma by this and former acts of 
Congress, may be leased for a period not exceeding three years, 
for the benefit of the school funds of the said Territory by the Gov- 

ernor thereof, under regulations to be ES by the Secretar y 
of thme Interior.” 

The rules and regulations prescribed by the Seen of the In- 
terior are as follows: 

“i. The Governor shall execute the leases for such periods as 
he may deem best, in the several cases, not exceeding three years 
in any case. 

“2. The quantity of school land in Oklahoma to be leased to 
any one person, under the thirty-sixth section of the act of March 
3, 1891, shall not exceed one quarter section, except in the country 
composed of Beaver, D, E, F, G and H counties, and the Cherokee 
Outlet, west of range 13 of the Indian meridian, when the same 
shall have been opened to settlement, in which country the max- 
imum quantity allowed to be leased shall be one section, or 640 
acres. 

“3, Sealed bids shall be received by the Governor at his office, 
after proper public notice, to be given in a manner deemed by the 
Governor the best practicable under the circumstances, and the 
lease to be awarded to the actual bidder at the highest amount of 
rent bid in each case. 

“4. The period of payment of rent shall be fixed in the lease 
by the Governor at his discretion, according to the circumstances 
of each case, with security satisfactory to him to be required for 
the payment thereof when due, should he deem it necessary, and 
forfeiture to be provided for each in the case of failure. 
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“5. The leases, after they have been executed by the Governor, 
shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the Interior for his approval. 


“6. After the leases are approved by the Secretary of the In- 
terior and returned to the Governor, they shall be recorded by the 
Secretary of the Territory according to section 3 of the Organic 
Act of Oklahoma. 


“T. In case a new lease is to be made at the expiration of the 
lease, the preference shall be given to the former lessee, if the 
Governor finds that he cultivated the lands in business like manner, 
and fulfilled the terms of the lease in good faith. 


“8, The money, after the deduction of the necessary expenses 
of the leasing, must be treated as a part of the Territorial School 
fund, and be placed to the credit of said fund in the custody of the 
Territorial Treasurer, and be appropriated as the Legislature of the 
Territory may enact. 


“9. All necessary expense of purchasing records, stationery, 
office rent and for clerk hire and for advertising, shall be paid out 
of the fund obtained from the leasing, and must be approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 


“10. The Governor shall make a report to the Secretary of the 
Interior at the end of each calendar year, or as soon as practicable 
thereatter. 

“11. The precise form and methods of procedure shall be Jeft 
to the judgment of the Governor, subject to the above general 
rules.” 

Act of March 3, 1893, Session Laws 1892-3, page 642: 

Section 10. Opening the Cherokee Strip to settlement: “And 
the President of the United States, in any order or proclamation 
which he shall make for the opening of the lands for settlement, 
may make such other reservations of lands for public purposes 
as he may deem wise and desirable.” 

Executive proclamation, August 19, 1893, opening the Chero- 
kee Strip to settlement: 

Among others, the following lands are exempted from entry: 

“Excepting also that section 18 in each township which has not 
otherwise been reserved or disposed of, is hereby reserved for uni- 
versity, agricultural college and normal school purposes, subject 
to the action of Congress; excepting, also, that section 33 in 
each township which has not been otherwise disposed of or re- 
Served, is hereby reserved for public buildings; excepting, also, 
Sections 16 and 36 in each township, which are reserved by law 
for the use and benefit of the public schools.” 
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AN ACT TO RATIFY THE RESERVATION OF CERTAIN LANDS MADE FOR 

THE BENEFIT OF OKLAHOMA TERRITORY, AND FOR OTHER PUR- 

POSES: 

Be it Enacied by the Senate and House of prats of the United 

States of america, in Congress Assembled: 

That the reservation for university, agricultural ¿legó and 
normal school purposes, of section 13 in each township of the 
lands known as the Cherokee Outlet, the Tonkawa Indian reser- 
vation, and the Pawnee Indian reservation, in the Territory of 
Cklahoma, not otherwise reserved or disposed of, and the reser- 
vation for the public buildings of section 33 in each township in 
said land, not otherwise disposed of, made by the President of 
the United States in his proclamation of August 19, 1893, be, and 
the same are, hereby ratified, and all said lands and all the 
school lands in the said Territory may be leaséd under such laws ` 
and regulations as may be hereafter prescribed by the Legislature 
of said Territory; but until such legislative action the Governor, 
Secretary of the Territory and Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion shall constitute a board for the leasing of said lands under 
rules and regulations heretofore prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Interior, for the respective purposes for which the said reservations 
were made, except that it shall not be necessary to submit leases 
to the Secretary of the Interior for his approval; and all the neces- 
sary expenses and costs incurred in the leasing, management and 

protection of said lands and leases may be paid out of the pro- 
ceeds derived from such leases. 

(26 U. S. Stat. at Large 71.) 

Act of February 28, 1891, provides at length for the selection 
of lieu lands by the Governor. (26 U. S. Stat. 796.) 


COUNCIL JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 16. 


De it Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of ukluhoma: 

That in case the Legislative Assembly fails to enact legislation 
governing the leasing of land subject to lease in this Territory, the 
present board having control of leasing of public lands be, and are, 
hereby authorized to continue the leasing of such public lands. 
Provided, also, they are authorized to lease lands lying west of range 
14, west, in such quantities as in their judgment, may be the most 
advantageous to the public interest. 

Approved March 8, 1895. 
Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma: 

Section 1. That Section 91, of article 2, of chapter 2, of the 
Statutes of Oklahoma, 1893, be amended to read as follows: Sec- 
tion 31. It is hereby declared that the provisions of this act in re- 
gard to restraining stock shall not apply to all that part of Okla- 
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homa lying west of a line beginning at a point on the south line of 
Washita county, where the east line of range seventeen (17) inter- 
sects the aforesaid south line; thence north along said east line to 
township twenty-one (21) of Woods county; thence east to the east 
line of range fifteen (15) west; thence north along said line to the 
Cimarron river; thence following the meanderings of said Cimarron 
river to the east line of range seventeen (17) west; thence north to 
township twenty-six (26) north; thence east to range fourteen (14); 
thence north to the Kansas line; and the same is hereby declared 
a free range country: Provided, however, That the people of suck 
country may, by petition as hereinbefore provided for, have the priv. 
ilege of voting on the restraining of stock, and the result of said vote 
remain in force and effect for a period of five years; Provided, further, 
That any person or persons occupying or using any school, college 
or publie building or indemnity lands in this Territory, not having 
leased the same, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on convic 
tion, be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50) nor more than one 
hundred dollars ($100) for each and every offense. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force and effect. in each congres 
sional township west of the line fixed by this act, only at such times 
as all and the whole of the public school, college, public building 
and indeninity lands of any such township are held under lease as 
, provided by law. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed.in so far as they conflict with this act. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be in force from and after the adjourn- 
ment of the present session of this Legislative Assembly. 

Approved March 9, 1897. 

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ENTRY OF LANDS IN GREER COUNTY, 

OKLAHOMA, TO GIVE PREFERENCE RIGHTS TO >E£TTLERS AND 

FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assmbled, That every person 
qualified under the homestead laws of the United States, who on 
March sixteenth, eightcen hundred and ninety-six, was a bona fide 
occupant of land within the territory established as Greer County, 
Oklahoma, shall be entitled to continue his occupation of such land 
with improvements thereon, not exceeding one hundred and sixty 
acres, and shall be allowed six months preference right from the 
passage of this act within which to initiate his claim thereto, and 
Shall be entitled to perfect title thereto under the provisions of the 
homestead law, upon payment of land office fees only, at the ex- 
piration of five years from the date of entry, except that such per- 
son,shall receive credit for all time during which he or those under 
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whom he claims shall have continuously occupied. the same prior 
to March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety six. Evert sucl: pet- 
son shall also have the right, for six months prior to all other per- 
sons, to purchase at one dollar an acre, in five equal annual pay- 
ments, any additional land of which he was in actual possession on 
March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-six, not exceeding 
one hundred and sixty acres, which, prior to said date, shall have 
been cultivated, purchased, or improved by him. When any person 
entitled to a homestead or additional land, as above provided, is 
the head of a family, and though still living, shall not take such 
homestead or additional land, within six mouths from the passage 
of this act, any member of such family over the age of twenty-one 
years, other than husband or wife, shall succeed tu the right to 
take such homestead or additional land for three months longer, 
and any such member of the family shall also have the right to take, 
as before provided, any excess of additional land actually cultivated 
or improved prior to March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
six, above the amount to which such head of the family is entitled, 
not to exceed one hundred and sixty acres to any one person thus | 
taking as a a of Such family. . 
* x X * * 

Sec. 4. Sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six are reserved 
for school purposes as provided in laws relating to Oklahoma, and 
sections thirteen and thirty-three in each township are reserved for 
such purpose as the Legislature of the future state of Oklahoma 
may prescribe. That whenever any of the lands preserved for 
school or other purposes under this act, or under the laws of Con- 
gress relating to Oklahoma, shall be found to have been occupied 
by actual settlers or for town-site purposes or homesteads prior 
to March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-six, an equal quan- 
tity of indemnity lands may be selected as provided by law. 

Approved January 18, 1897

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Bank Examiner's Report 


[AS SUBMITTED TO THE FIFTH LEGISLÁTIVE ASSEMBLY 
WITH THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE.] 


GUTHRIE, O. T., December 10, 189S. 
To tur Hon. C. M. BARNES, 


Governor of Oklahoma Trritory. 


Sir: Enclosed herewith I transmit my report as Bank Exam- 
"ner, showing the condition of the state banks doing business in this. 
Territory, together with such other information as is required by 
law. 

There are at present doing business in this Territory, 55 state 
banks with a total capitalization of $550,000.00, a surplus and 
profits of $230,000.00 and deposits of $2,580,000.00, which is an in- 

‘crease of 84 per cent. in deposits since July 1, 1897. 

These banks have loans and discounts to the amount of $1,727,- 
900.00 and a reserve of 58 per cent. 

The average per cent of the net earning 1o the capital stock in 
the last two years has been 19 per cent. per annum. 

During the period covered by this report there have been nine 
new state banks incorporated, two have consolidated and one, The 
Stock Exchange Bank of El Reno, has failed. But owing to the fac, 
that the law does not give this department control of closed banks, 
I am unable to give any information showing the condition of its 
affairs. This failure was caused by the officers using too much of 
the bank's money and from the fact that the bank was carrying a 
great deal of paper taken from the old Canadian County Bank at the 
t'me of their consolidation, after which a few bad seasons followed, 
during which time many of the farmers whose paper they hcld, were 
compelled to leave the country, leaving their liabilities unpaid. If 
the banking lawof the Territory had given the power to the Dank- 
ing Board to require the impaired capital of banks to be made good 
before January 1, 1898, I am sure my predecessor would have caused 
this bank to close at the time he made his examination in June, 
1897. 
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During the past two years I have made 87 examinations, for 
which I have received $1,375.00. 


My expenses for this term have been $946.20, leaving for two 
years? work $214.40 annually. 


In no other class of publie service are officers so poorly paid, 
taking into consideration the character and responsibility of their 
service. 1 think the legislature in fixing their compensation over- 
looked the fact that their office is more than merely a clerical one, 
but they did not overlook that, when they fixed the amount of bond 
to Le given. The Bank Examiner is supposed to be not ónly a good 
accountant, but a good judge of properties and securities and to 
have an abundant knowledge of human nature. Must work long 
and patiently and be away from home much. 


Kansas allows a Bank Commissioner $2,500.00 per annum, with 
three deputies at $1,200.00. each, one clerk at $1,000.00 and a stenog- 
rapher at $700.00. The salary of Examiners.in othcr states and Ter- 
ritories varies from $1,800.00 to $2,500.00 annually. 


Our present law having been in effect since January 1, 1898, 
we ean now begin to judge of its efficiency and determine some if 
not all of the changes necessary to accomplish the.object for which 
it was enacted. As there are so many adoptions and amendments 
necessary, I believe the changes can better be accomplished by sub- 
stituting an entirely new law and I also recommend the passage of 
a law, the copy of which I transmit herewith. 


In matter pertaining to the supervision of her banks, Oklahoma 
can not afford to be behind any other state or territory, and our 
svstem should be improved, so we can give their customers better 
banks and the banks better customers. If this law as recommended 
be passed, it will be an easy matter for the banker to keep the 
affairs of his institution in excellent condition; and if he should fail 
to do so the Examiner could easily detect and correct any evils that 
might occur. 


In conclusion I congratulate the people of this. Terr.tory, the 
Danking Board and myself on having the kind of men we have to 
do our banking business for us. They are honest, obliging and 
courteous to their customers and have done all in their power to 
assist the Danking Board in making the banking law a success, and 
tie Examiner in the discharge of his duties.

TERRITORY op OKLAHOMA. ool 


| AN ACT, 


Relating to banks and banking, providing for the organization, 
management, control, regulation and supervision of banks 
and providing penalties for violations of the provisions of 


this Act, and repealing chapter 4 of the Session Laws of 
1897, of Oklahoma territory. | 


M 


SECTION 1. 


Any three or more persons, a majority of whom shall be 
residents of this Territory, may organize themselves into a 
banking association and be incorporated as a bank, and shall.be 
permitted to carry on the business of receiving money on 
deposit, either with or without interest, and of buying and sell- 
ing exchange, gold, silver, coin, bullion, uncurrent money, 
bonds of the United States or of this Territory, or any of the 
cities, counties and school districts therein, and Territorial, 
County, City, Township and School District or other municipal 
indebtedness, and loaning money on chattel and personal 
security, and to own a suitable building, furniture and fixtures 
for the transaction of its business, the value of which shall not 
exceed one-third of the capital of such bank fully paid. 

Provided, That nothing in this section shall prohibit such 
bank from holding and disposing of such real estate as it may 
acquire through the collection of debts due to it.

SiCTION 2. 


The name selected for such bank shall not be the name of 
any other bank doing business in this Territory, and the capital 
stock which shall be fully paid in shall not be less than 
0000.00 in towns or cities having more than a population of 759 
and less than 2500, the capital shall not be less than $10,000.09 
fully paid in. in cities having more than a population of 2509 
and less than 5000, the capital stock shall be not less than 
$15,000.00 fully paid in; in cities of over 500 population the 
capital fully paid in shall not be less than $25,000,00, and in 
addition to the other requirements of the law, the charter of 
any sucb bank shall contain the name and places of residence 
of each of its stockholders and the amount of stock subscribed 
by each, and may contain such other provisions, not incon- 
sistent with the law, as the stockholders may deem proper. 
The charter shall be subscribed by at least three of the stock. 
holders of the proposed bank, and shall be acknowledged by 
them; and the full amount of capital stock be subscribed before 
the charted is filed. If the capital of any bank now doing 
business in this Territory does not conform to the provisions of 
this section, such bank shall comply with these provisions 
within six months after the passage of this act. 


SECTION 3. 


The existence of sich bank as a corporation shall date 
from the filing of its charter, from which time it shall have and 
may exercise the powers conferred by law upon corporations 
generally, except as limited or modified by thisact; provided, . 
that such bank shall transact no business except the election of 
officers, the taking and approving their official bonds, the 
receipts of payments on account of subscriptions to its capital 
stock, and such other business as is incidental to its organiza- 
tion, until it has been authorized by the bank commissioner pro- 
vided for hereinafter, to commence the business of banking as 
hereinafter provided for. 

SECTION 4. 


The capital stock of any such association shall be divided 
into shares of not less than $100.00 each, and all subscriptions 
to said capital stock shall be paid in cash; provided, that in the 
reorganization of a bank the assets of the old may be accepted 
in lieu of cash, 
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SECTION 5. 


When not less than 50 per cent of the capital of any bank 
shall bave been paid in, the President or Cashier thereof, shall 
transmit to the Bank Commissioner a verified statement show- 
ing the names and places of residence of stockholders, the 
amount of stock subscribed, and the amount paid in by each; 
and the Bank Commissioner shall thereupon have the same 
power to examine into the condition and affairs of such bank as 
if bad been before that time engaged in the banking business; 
and be shall within thirty days from the receipt of such state- 
ment make such examination, and shall examine especially as . 
the amount of money paid in on account of its capital and by 
whom paid, and the amount of capital stock of which each 
stockholder is, in good faith, the owuer, and whether such bank 
has complied with the provisions of.the law in all respects; and 
1f such bank has been organized as prescribed and has in all 
respects complied with the provisions of law, said commissioner 
shall issue to such bank, under his hand and seal, a certificate 
showing that it has been organized and its capital paid in as 
required by law, and is authorized to transact a general banking 
business as provided by this act. 


SECTION 6. . 


Not less than 10 per cent of the residue of tho capital stock 
of such bank shall be paid in each month after such bank ‘has 
been authorized to commence business as aforesaid. 


e , SECTION 7. 


The capital stock of any such bank shall not be increased 
until the original capital is ful'y paid in, nor shall any increase 
be made unless the same shall be fully paid up at the time when 
subscriptions are entered there or; and a verified statement 
shall be transmitted to the bank commissioner, showing the 
amount of the increase, the names and places of residence of 
the subscribers therefor, the amount subscribed by each and 
that the same has been fully paid in, The date and amount ‘of 


each increase shall also be certified to the Secretary of the 
Territory. 


SECTION 8. 


Whenever any shareholder, or his assignees, fails to pay 
any instalment of his stock, when the same is required to be 


D 
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paid, the directors of such bank may sell the stock of su li 
deliuquent shareholder, or as much thereof as is necessary Lo 
satisfy the debt, at public auction, after having given three 
weeks previous notice thereof in a newspaper published and in 
general circulation in the city or county where the bank is 
located, to any person who will pay the h'ghest price therefor, 
not to be less than the amount due thereon with the expenses 
of the advertisement and sale; and the excess, if any, shall be 
paid to the delinquent stockholder, If no bidder can be fouud 
who will pay for such stock the amount due thereon and the 
costs of the advertisement and sale, the amount previously paid 
shall be forfeited to the bank, and such stock shallbe sold as 
the directors shall order within six months from the time of 
such forfeitnre. 
SECTION 9. 


Any corporation transacting business nnder this act may be 
dissolved by the district court of the county in which its prin- 
cipal p'ace of business is located, in the following manner: A 
verified petition shall be filed in the office of the clerk of said 
court, signed by the president or a majority of a beard of 
directors, setting forth that two-thirds in amount of the stock- 
holdex1s of such associatiou have adopted a resolntion favoring 
sueh dissolution, and directing proceedings to be iustituted for 
that purpose. a copy of which resolution shall be fet forth, and 
that all claims and demands against such association have been 
paid and discharged; and thereupon a notice shall be published 
in the manner prescribed by law for service. by publication. 
Such «notice shall state the name of the conrt in which the 
petition has been filed, the substance and purpose thereof, and 
that unless objections are filed thereto on or beforea time to 
be stated, which shall not be less than forty-one days from the 
first publication, the relief prayed for will be granted. A copy 
of such notice shail be sent to the bank commissioner within 
ten days after the first publication thereof, and he shall 
within thirty days thereafter, make a thorough examination of 
the affairs o fsuch bank, and file a certified copy thereof with 
said petition. Any person interested may, on or before the 
time fixed by the notice aud afterwards, if permitted by the 
the court, file a written objection to the dissolution of such cor- 
poration, The petition and objection thereto, if any, shall 
stand for a hearing the same as a civil action; and if upon the 
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‘hearing thereof the court shall be satisfied that the petition is 
true, and that tnere is no valid objection to the dissoulution of 
such corporation it shall render judgment dissolving the same. 


SECTION 10. 


The affairs and business of any banking corporation doing bu 
siness under this act shall be managed aud controlled by aboard 
of directors not less than three nor more than thirteen in num- 
ber, who shall be selected from the stockholders in the manner 
provided in the general corporation act, a majority of whom shall 
be residents of the territory of Oklahoma; the board shall desig- 
nate one of their number to act as president and one as secre- 
tary, and shali select from among thn stockholders a cashier; 
such officers shall hold their offices for the term of one year and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. The board 
shall require the cashier and and any and all officers having the 
care and handling of the funds of the bank to give a good and 
sufficient bond, to be approved by them and held by such cus- 
todian as the board may designate. The board of directors 
shall hold two regulars meetings each yearand at such meet- 
ings thorough examination of the books, records, funds and 
securities held by the bank shall be made by them, and the re- 
sult of such examination shall be recorded in detail upon the 
record book of the bank. A certified copy of the record of such 
meeting shall be forwarded to the bank commissioner within 


ten days. 


SECTION 11. 


The shareholders of every bauk organized under this act 


shall be additionally liable for the amount of stock owned and 
no more. 


SECTION 12. 


No bank shall employ its monies directly or indirectly in 
trade or commerce by buying or selling goods, chattels, wares 
and merchandise, and shall not invest any of its funds in the 
stock of ang other bank or incorporation, nor make any loans 
or «discount on the security of the shares of its own capital 
stock* nor be the purchaser or holder of any such shares, unless 
such securities or purchase shall be necessary to prevent loss 
upon a debt previously contracted in good faith; and stock so 
purchased or acquired shall, within six months from the time 
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of its purchase, be sold or disposed of at public or private sale; 
after the expiration of six months any such stock shall not be 
considered as part of the assets of any bank: Provided, that it 
may sell all kind of property wbich may come into its posses- 
sion as collateral security for loans or auy ordinary collection 
of debts, in the manner prescribed by law. 


SECTION 13. 


Each bank doing business under this act shall have on hand 
at all times in available funds the following sums, to-wit: 
Banks located in towns or cities having a population of less 
than 2,500, an amount equal to 20 per cent. of their entire de- 
posits, banks located in cities having over 2,500 population 
an amount equal to 25 per cent. of their entire deposits, 
two-thirds of which may consist of balances due to them from 
good, solvent banks located at commercial centers and at such 
other points as the baak commissioner may approve and one- 
third shall consist of actual cash: Provided, that any bank that 
has been made the depository for the reserve of any other 
bank or banks shall have on band at all times in the manner 
provided herein 25 per cent. of its deposits. Whenever the 
available funds in any bank shall be below the required amount, 
such bank shall not increase its liabilities by making any new 
loans or discounts otherwise than by discounting or purchasing 
bills of exchange payable at sight, nor make any dividends of 
its profits, until the required proportion between the aggregate 
amount of its deposits and its lawful money.reserve has been 
restored; and the bank commissioner shall notify any bank 
whose lawful money reserve shall be below the amount required 
to be kept on hand to make good such reserve, and it such bank 
or association shall fail to do so for a period of thirty days 
after such notice, it shall be deemed to be insolvent, and the 
bank commissioner shall.take possession of the same and pro- 
ceed in the manner provided in this act relating to insolvent 
banks. The bank commissioner may refuse to consider asa 
part of its reserve, balances due to any bank from any other 
bank or association which shall refuse or neglect to furnish him 
with such information as he may require from time to time 
relating to its business with any other bank doing business 
under this act which shall enable him to determine its solvency: 
Provided, that all savings banks or savings associations which 
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do not transact a general banking business shall be required to 
keep On hand at all times in actual cash a sum equal to ten 
per cent. of their deposits and shall be required to keep a like 
sum invested in good bonds of the United States or territorial, 
conuty, school district or municipal bonds of the Territory of 
Oxlahoma worth not less than par. 


SEOTION 14. 


The total lability to any bank or any person or company, 
corporation or firm for money borrowed, including in the liabil- 
ities of the company or firm the liabilities of the several mem- 
bers thereof, shall not at any time exceed 20 percent. of the 
cap tal stock and surplus of such bank actually paid in; but the 
discount of bills of exchange drawn in good fai'h against actual 
existing receipts as collateral security, and a discount of com- 
mercial or business paper actually owned by the person shall 
not be considered as muney borrowed. The bank commissioner 
may at any ‘ime order an excess loan reduced to the legal limit 
within sixty days from the date of notification by him. 


SECTION 15. 


Every officer, director, agent or clerk of any bank doing 
business under the laws of the Territory of. Oklahoma who wil- 
fully and knowingly subscribes to or makes any false report or 
any false statements or entries in the books of such bank or 
knowingly subscribes or exibits any false writings on paper, 
with the intent tu deceive any person as to the condition of 
such bank, shall be punished by a fine not to exceed $1,000.00 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not to exceed one year, 
Or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


SECTION 16. / 

No bank shall accept or receive on deposit, with or with- 
out interest, any money, bank bills or notes, or United States 
treasury notes, gold or silver certificates, or currency, or other 
notes, bills, checks, or drafts, when such bank is insolvent; and 
any officer, director, cashier, manager, member, party or man- 
aging party of any bank who shall knowingly violate the pro- 
visions of this section or be accessory to or permit or connive 
at the receiving or accepting of any such deposit shall be guilty 
of a felony, and, upon convicti n thereof shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding $3,000.00 or by imprisonment in the peni- 


D 
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teatiary not exceeding five years, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 


SECTION 17. 


It shall be unlawful for any individual, firm or corporation 
to transact a banking business, or to receive deposits, without 
having first transmitted to the bank commissioner a veri- 
fied statement of the resources and liabilities of such indi- 
vidual, firm or corporation; said statement shall be made in 
accordance with sections 5 and 18 of this act. 

The bank commissioner shall thereupon have power to 
examine into the condit on and affairs of such bank and shall 
within thirty days from the receipt of such statements make 
such examination: and if such bank has in all respects complied 
with the provisions of law applicable thereto said commissioner ` 
shall issue to such individual, firm or corporation, under bis 
hand and seal, a certfiicate showing the amount of capital paid 
in, and that the same is authorized to transact a general bank-' 
ing business, as provided by this act. And it shall be unlawful 
for any individual, firm or corporation to transact a banking 
business without first having received such certificate from thc 
bank commissioner. 

Any person violating the provisions of this section, either 
individually or as an interested party in any association or 
corporation shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on convic- 
tion thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less than $300.00 or 
more than $1,020.00, or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
less than thirty days nor more than one year, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 


SECTION 18. 


Every bank shall make at least four reports each year, and 
oftener if called upon, to the bank commissioner, according to 
the form which may be prescribed by him, verified by the oath 
or affirmation of the president or cashier of such association and 
attested by the signatures of at least two of the directors. Each 
such report shall exhibit, in detail and under the appropriate 
heads, the resources and liabilities of the association at the 
close of business on any past day by him specified, and shall be 
transmitted by the bank commissioner within ten days after the 
receipt of a request or requisition therefor by him, and in tlie 


same form in which it is made to the bank commissioner, (except 
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that cash and sight exchange may be shown under one heading.) 
and shall be published within ten days after the same is made 
out in a newspaper pubiished in the county in which such bank 
is established for two insertions at the expense of the bank; and 
such proof of publication shall be furnished within five days 
after date of last publication, as may be required by the bank 
commissioner. The bank commissioner shall also have power 
to call for special reports from any bank whenever in his jud s- 
ment the same are necessary in order to gain a full and com- 
plete khnowledge of its condition. The EE EE of such 
statement shall be in the following form: 
Territory of Pala County eene SS: 
Eos n dE president (or cashier) of said bank, do 
solemnly swear that the above statement is true; that said 
bank has no other liabilities, and is not endorser on any note 
or obligation, other than that shown in the above statement, to 
the best of my knowledge and belief so help me God.

SECTION 19 


In addition to the reports required by the preceding sections 
each bank doing business under this act shall, within ten days 
after the declaring of any dividend, forward to the bank com- 
missioner a statement of the amount of such dividend end the 
amount carried to surplus and undivided profits accounts, aud 
shall also forward to the commissioner, within ten days after 
the first of January in each year, in such form as he may desig- 
nate, a verified statement showing the receipts and disburse- 
ments of such bank for the preceding year. 


SECTION 20. 


Every bank which fails to make and transmit or to publish 
any report required under either of the two preceding sections, 
shall be subject to a penalty of $50.00 for each day after the 
period respectively therein mentioned, that it delays to make 
and transmit its report or the proof of publication. 

"Whenever any bank delays or refuses to pay the penalty 
herein imposed for a failure to make and transmit or to publish 
a report, the commissioner is hereby authorized to maintain an 
action in the name of his office against the delinqzent bank for 
the recovery of such penalty, and all sums collected by such 
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action shall be paid into the territorial treasury and placed to 
the credit of the banking department. 


SECTION 21. 


Every bank, except national banks, doing business in the 
Territory of Oklahoma, which shall refuse or neglect to comply 
with any requirements lawfully made upou it by the bank 
commissioner pursuant to this act, for a period of ninety days 
after demand in writing, is made, shall be deemed to have for- 
feited its franchise, and the bank commissioner shall thereupon 
revoke its authority to transact the banking business, by publi- 
cation in the official county paper of the county in which the 
bank is located. and any failure on the part of such banks to 
comply with, or any violation of the provisions of this act shall 
work a forfeiture of its franchise; and in either case the 
attorney-general, upon the request of the bank commissioner, 
shall commence an action for the purpose of dissolving said 
corporation. 

SECTION 22. 


The governor shall appoint, by and with the advice of the 
legislature. a bank commissioner for the Territory of Oklahoma, 
whose term of office shall be for four years, the first term com- 
mencing on the first day of March, 1899, -aud until his successor 
is appointed and qualified. The bank commissioner shall 
appoint one deprtv, who shall continue in office during the 
term of the bank commissioner, or until his successor is ap- 
pointed, subject to removal by the commissioner at any time. 
No officer or employee of any bank, or any person interested as 
owner or stockholder of any bank shall be eligible for the 
office of bank commissioner or deputy. 


SECTION 23. 


The bank commissioner and deputy shall each, before enter- 
ing upon the discharge of his duties, take and subscribe the 
usual oath of office, and execute to the Territory of Oklahoma 
a bond, the commissioner in the sum of $20,000.00 and the deputy 


in the sum of $10,000.00, with sufficient surety, to be approved 
and filed as provided by law. i 


SECTION 24. 


It shall be the duty of such commissioner or his deputy to 
visit each and every bank doing business in this territory, 
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except national banks, at least once in each year, and oftener ` 
if necessary, for the purpose of making a full and careful inves- 
tigation and inquiry into the condition of affairs of such bank; 
and for that purpose the commissioner or deputy is hereby 
authorized and empowered to administer oaths, and to exam- 
ine under oath the owners and directors, and all officers and 
employees and agents of such bank. The officer making such 
investigation shall reduce the result thereof to writing, which 
shall contain a full, true and careful statement of the condi- 
tion of such bank, 


SECTION 25. 


Each and.every bank so examined, having not more than 
$15,000.00 capital stock paid in, shall pay a fee of $15.00 for 
each and every examination; and each and every bank having 
more rhan $15,000.00, capital stock paid in and not more than 
$25,000.00 capital stock paid in, shall pay a fee of $20.00; and 
each and every bank having more than $25,000.00 capital stock 
paid in and not more than $10,000.00 capital stock paid in, shall 
pay a fee of $25.00; and each and every bank having more than 
$40,000.00 capital stock paid in, and not more than $50,000.00 
capital stock paid in, shall pay a fee of $30.00; and each and 
every bank having more than $50,000.00 capital stock paid in, 
shall pay a fee of $35.00 to the officer making such examination, 


` SECTION 26. 


It shall be the duty of the bank commissioner to keep a 
recork of all fees collected by him or his deputy, together with 
the record of the expenses incurred in making examina jons of 
all banks, and at the end of each quarter pay over to the terri- 
torial treasurer all fees collected during the preceding quarter, 
and he shall file with the territorial treasurer an itemized state- 
ment showing from whom collected. 


SECTION 27. 


The commissioner shall have power at any time when he 
deems it necessary, to call upon any bank, except national 
banks, for a report of its condition upon any given day which 
has passed, or as often as the commissioner may deem it neces- 
sary; Provided, that the commissioner shall require four such 
reports at least during each and every year. 
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: SECTION 98. 


A copy of each call made by the bank commissioner for a 
statement from all banks doing business under this act shall be 
mailed to each bank, and such callshall be published in the 
official state paper, and such publication shall be deemed legal 
notice to all such banks. 


a SECTION 26, 


If upon examination made by the commissioner or his 
deputy or from any report made to the commissioner, it shall 
appear that any. bank is insolvent, it shall be the duty of the 
commissioner immediately to take charge of such bank and all 
the property and effects thereof.: Upon taking charge of any 
bank, the commissioner shall as soon as possible, ascertain by 
thorough examination into its affairs, its actual financial con- 
dition, aud whenever he shall become satisfied that such bank 
cannot resume business or liquidate its indebtedness to the sat- 
isfaction of all its creditors, he sall report the fact of its insol- 
vency to the attorney general,. who shall immediately upon the 
receipt of such notice, institute proper proceedings in the 
proper court for the purpose of having a receiver appointed to 
take charge of such bank and to wind up the affairs and busi- 
ness thereof, for the benefit of its depositors. creditors and 
stockholders. The bank commissioner may appoint a special 
deputy bank commissioner to take charge of the affairs of an 
insolvent bank temporarily, until a receiver is appointed; such 
deputy to qualify, give bond and receive compensation the same 
as a regular deputy, such compensation to be paid by such bank 
or allowed by the court as costs, in case of the appointment of 
a receiver; Provided, that in no case shall any bank continue in 
charge of such special deputy for a longer period than sixty 
days. 

SECTION 30. 

Any bank doing business under this act may place its affairs 
and assets under the control of the bank commissioner by 
posting a notice on its front door as follows: ‘‘This bank is in 
the hands of the Territorial Bank Commissioner.” The posting 
of such notice or the taking possession of any bank by the bank 
commissioner shall be sufficient to place all its assets and prop- 
erty of whatever nature in the possession of the bank commis- 
sioner, and shall operate as a bar to any attachment pro- 
ceediugs. 
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SECTION 31. 


Any bank doing business under this act may voluntarily 
liquidate by paying off all its depositors in full, and upon filing 
a verified statement with the bank commissioner, setting forth 
the fact that all its liabilities have been paid, and the surrend- 
ering of its certificate of authority to transact a banking busi- 
ness, it shall cease to be subject to the provisions of this act 
and may continue to transact a loan and discount business 
under its charter; Provided, that nothing in this section shall 
prevent the bank commissioner from making an examination of 
any such bank for the purpose of determining that all its liabil- 
ities have been paid. l 

SECTION 32. 


A bank shall be deemed to be insolvent first, when the 
actual cash market value of its assets is insufficient to pay its 
liabilities; second, when it is unable to meet the demands of its 
creditors in the usual and customary manner; third, when it 
shall fail to make good its reserve as required by law. 


- SECTION 33. 


The directors or owners of any bank doing business under 
this act, may declare dividends of so much of the net profits of 
their bank as they shall judge expedient, but each bank shall, 
before the decla:ation of a dividend, carry one-tenth of its net 
profits since the last preceding dividend toits surplus fund, 
until the same shall amouni to 50 per cent. of its capital stock. 


SECTION 34. 


Any losses sustained by any bank in excess of its undivided 
profits, may be charged to its surplus account; provided, that 
its surplus fund shall hereafter be reimbursed from its earnings, 
and no dividend shall be declared or paid by any such bank 
until its surplus fund shall be fully restored to its former 
amount. 


SECTION 35. 


_No bank officer or director thereof shall, during the time it 
shall continue its banking operations, withdraw or permit to 
be withdrawn, either in form of dividends or otherwise, any 
portion of its capital. If losses have been at any time sus- 
tained by such bank equal to or exceeding its undivided profits 
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then on hand; no dividend shall be made, and no dividend shall 
be declared by any bauk while it continues its banking business 
to any amount greater than its profits on hand, deducting there- 
from its losses, to be ascertained by a careful estimate of the 
actual*cash value of all its assets at the time of making such 
dividends, the present worth of all maturing paper shall be 
estimated at the usual discourt rate of the bank. Nothing in 
this section shall prevent the reduction ol the capital stock of 
any bank in the manner prescribed herein. 


SECTION 36. 


Every banker, officer, employe, director or agent of any 
bank who shall neglect to perform any duty required by this 
act or who shall fail to conform to any lawful requirements 
made by the bank commissioner, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
a fine not to exceed $1,000, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not to exceed one year, or by both such fine and im: 
prisonment. 


SECTION 37. 


Any individual, firm or corporation, who shall receive 
money on deposit, whether on certificates or subject to check, 
shall be considered as doing a banking business, and shall he 
amendable to all the provisions of this act; provided, that 
promissory notes issued for money received on deposit shall be 
held to be certificates of deposit for the purposes of this act. 


SECTION 38. 


It shall be unlawful for any officer, clerk or agent, of any 
bank doing business under this act to certifv any check, draft 
or order drawn upon the bank unless the person, firm or cor- 
poration drawing such check, draft or order has on deposit with 
the bank at the time such check, draft or order, is certified, an 
amouvt of money equal to the amouut specified in such check. 
Any check, draft or order so certified by the duly authorized 
ofticer shall be a good and valid obligation against such bank; 
but the officer, clerk or agent of any bank violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon ‘conviction, shall be punished as provided in section 
36 of this act. 
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SECTION 39. 


Every president, director, cashier, teller, clerk, officer or 
agent of any bank who embezzles, abstracts or wilfully misap- 
plies any of the monies, funds, securities or credits of the bank; 
or who issues or puts forth any certificates of deposit, draws 
any draft or bill of exchange, makes any acceptance, assigns 
any note, bond, draft, bill of exchange, mortgage, judgment or 
decree, or who makes use of the bank in any manner with 
intent in either case to injure or defraud the bank or any in- 
dividual, person, company or comporation, or to deceive any 
officer of the bank; and any person who with like intent aids or 
abets any officer, clerk or agent, in any violation of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished as provided in section 36 of this act. 


A SECTION 40. 


Any bank officer or employe who shall pay out the funds 
of any bank upon the check, order or draft of any individual, 
firm, corporation or association, which has not on deposit with 
such bank a sum equal to such check, order or draft, shall be 
personally liable to such bank for the amount so paid, and such 
liability sball be covered by his official bond. 


SECTION 41. 


No bauk, banker or bank official shall give preference to 
any depositor or creditor by pledging the assets of the bank as 
collateral security. Provided, that any bank may borrow 
money for temporary purposes, not to exceed in amount 50 per 
cent. of its paid up capital, and may pledge assets of the bank 
not exceeding the amount borrowed as colloteral security 
therefor; Provided, further, that whenever it shall appear that 
-a bank is borrowing habitually for the purpose of reloaning, 
the bank commissioner may require such bank to pay off such 
borrowed money. Nothing herein shall prevent any bank from 
rediscounting in good faith and endorsing any of its negotiable 
notes. 


SECTION 42. 


The capital stock of any bank doing business under this act 
may be reduced at any time by resolution adopted by a three- 
fourths vote of its stockholders at any regular meeting, orata 


special meeting held for that purpose of which all stockholders

* 
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shall have due notice, subject to the approval of the bank com- 
missioner. When the bank commissioner has approved of any 
such reduction, a certificate signed by the president and cashier 
of the bank setting forth the reduction of its capital and the 
names and amount of stock held by its stockholders shall be 
filed with the secretary of the territory, and a duplicate copy 
shall be forwhaded to the bank commissioner. Whenever the 
capital of any bank shall be reduced as provided in this section, 
every stockholder, owner or holder of any stock certificate 
shallsurrender same for cancellation, and shall be entitled to 
receive a. new certificate for his proportion of the new stock. 


SECTION 43. 


Whenever it shall appear that the capital of any bank 
doing business under this act has been impaired, the bank com. 
missioner shall notify such bank to make such impairment good 
within sixty days, and it shall be the duty of ofücers and di- 
rectors of any bank receiving such notice from the bank com- 
missioner to immediately call a special meeting of its stock- 
holders for the purpose of assessment of its stockholders. of its 
stock sufficient to cover the impairment of its capital; provided, 
that such bank may reduce its capital to the extent of the im- 
pairment if such reduction will not place its SSES below the 
amount required by this act. 


SECTION 44. 


Any national bank doing business in this territory may in- 
corporate as a state bank, as provided herein, for the organiza- 
tion of banks; Provided, that the bank commissioner may 
accept good assets of such national bank worth not less than 
par in lieu of cash payment for the stock of such state bank. 


SECTION 45. 


The president and cashier of every incorporated bank shall 
cause to be kept at all times, a full and correct list of the 
names and residences of all the shareholders in the bank and 
the number of shares held by each, in the office where its busi- 

essis transacted. Such list shall be subject to the inspection 
of all the shareholders and creditors of the bank and the officers 
authorized to assess taxes under state authority, during busi- 
ness hours of each day in which business may be legally trans- 
acted. A copy of such list on the first Monday in January of 
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each year, verified by the oath of such president or cashier, 
shall be transmitted to the bank commissioner. 


SECTION 46. 


Whenever any officer of the bank shall refuse to submit the 
books, paper and concerns of such bank to the inspection of 
the commissioner, deputy or examiner appointed as aforesaid, 
or shall in any manner obstruct or interfere with him in the 
discharge of his duties, or refuse to be examined on oath 
touching the concerns of the bank, the commissioner may 
revoke the authority of such bank to transact a banking 
business, and may, with the concurrence of the attorney-general 
institute proceedings for the appointment of a receiver for 
such bank to wind up the business. 


SECTION 47. 


Any officer of any bank whose authority to transact a bank- 
. ing business has been revo as herein provided, who shall 

receive or caused to be received any deposit of whatever nature 
after such revocation, shail be subject to the same penalty pro- 
vided for persons transacting a banking business without 
authority.' 


SECTION 48. 


A bank may purchase, hold and convey real estate for the 
following purposes: First, such as shall be necessary for the 
convenient transaction of its business, including its furniture 
aud fixtures, but which shall not exceed one-third of the paid in 
capital; second, such as shall be conveyed to it in satisfaction 
of debts previously contracted in the course of its business; 
third, such as it shall purchase at sale under judgments, decrees 
or mortgage foreclosures under securities held by it; but a bank 
shall not bid at any such sale a larger amount than enough to 
S:tisfyits debtsand costs. Real estate shall be conveyed under 
the corporate seal of the bank, and the hand of its president or 
vice-president, cashier or treasurer. No real estate acquired 
in the cases contemplated in the second and third subsections 
above shall be held for a longer time than five years, it must 
be sold at private or public sale within thirty days thereafter. 


SECTION 49. 


Any bank now doing business in this territory which owns 
real estate in excess of 50 per cent. of its capital shall reduce 
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its holdings’ by converting same into cash or other good assets, 
to an amount not exceeding 50 per cent. of its paid up capital, 
within six months after the passage of this act. 


i SECTION 50. 


The shares of stock of an incorporated bank shall be deemed 
personal property, and shall be transferred on the books of the 
bank in such manner as the by-laws thereof may direct; but 
no transfer of stock shall be valid against a bank so long as 
the registered holder thereof shall be liable as principal debtor, 
surety or otherwise to the bank for any debt which shall be due 
and unpaid, nor in such cases shall any dividend, interest or 
profits be paid on said stock so long as such liabilities continue, 
but all such dividends, interest or profits shall be retained by 
the bank and applied to the discharge of such liabilities; and 
no stock shall be transferred on the books of any banks with- 
out the consent of the board of directors where the registered 
holder thereof is in debt to the bank for any matured and uu- 
paid obligations. 

SECTION 51. 


It shall be unlawful for any bank to loan its funds to its 
stockholders on their stock as collateral security; and the total 
indebtedness of the stockholders of any incorporated bank shall 
at no time exceed 50 per cent. of its paid up capital: Provided, 
. that any bank may hold its stock as additional security or to 
Secure a debt previously contracted. 


SECTION 52. 


The bank commissioner shall examine each and every bank 
in the hands of a receiver at least once in six months, until its 
affairs shall be wound up, and shall a copy of each such exam- 
ination with the clerk of the district' court in the county where 
such bank is located. Receivers of all-insolvent bauks shall 
make reports to the bank commissioner in the same manner as 
is required of solvent banks and shall cause such statements to 
be published in like manner. 


SECTION 58. 


For the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this 
act, the bank commissioner shall provide a form for the neces- 
sary blanks for such examinations and reports; and all exam- 
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inations and reports received by him shall be preserved in his 
office. 


SECTION 54. 


The bank commissioner shall receive for his services a 
salary of $2,000 per annum; the deputy bank commissioner shall 
receive a salary of $900.00 perannum. The legislature shall 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $500 for each year to cover the 
incidental expenses of the bank commissioner’s office, and such 
sum as may be necessary to defray the traveling expenses of 
the commissioner and his deputy. All money actually and 
necessarily paid out by the commissioner or his deputy for 
traveling and incidental expenses shall be paid to them upon 
the auditor’s warrant, to be issued upon sworn vouchers con- 
taining an itemized account of such expenses. 


SECTION 55. 


The bank commissioner shall make a report to the governor 
on or before September 1, of every even numbered year, which 
report shall contain the names of the owners, or the princ pal 
officers, the paid up capital of each, the number of banks in the 
territory, the name and location of -each, the number and date 
of examination and reports made of and by each, and such other 
information concerning the same as may be necessary to inform 
the governor of the condition thereof. 


` SECTION 56. 


Any commissioner or deputy commissioner who shall neg- 
lect to perform any duty provided for by this act, or who shall 
make any false statement concerning any bank, or who shall be 
guilty of any misconduct or corruption in office, shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and pun- 
ished in the manner provided for im section 36 of this act, and in 
addition thereto shall be removed from office by the governor. 


SECTION 57. 


It shall be the duty of the bank commissioner or of his 
leputy to inform the county attorney of tbe county in which 
the bank is located of any violations of any of the provisions of 
this ‘act which constitutes a misdemeanor or felony, by the 
Officers, owners or employes of any bank, and upon receipt of 
such information the county attorney shall institute proceed- 
inzs to enforce the provisions of this act. 
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SECITON 58. 


Every officer oremployee of a bank required by this act 
to take an oath or affirmation who shall wilfully swear or affirm 
falsely shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished as provided by the laws of this terri 
tory in case of perjury. 


SECTION 59. 


Chapter 4, of the session laws of 1897, relating to the in- 
corporation of banks and to the governing of institntions doing 
a banking business, and receiving deposits, shall be and the 
same is, inoperative and void and all laws and parts of laws 
inconsistent herewith are repealed: Provided, that this act 
shall not affect any offense committed or right of action accru- 
ing from the taking effect hereof, but all such offenses or rights 
of action shall remain and be prosecuted under the law existing 
at the time such offense was committed or such right of action 
approved. 

SECTION 60.

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INTRODUCTORY. 


The statute of Oklahoma, creating the Territorial Board of 
Health,and the office of Superintendent of Public Health,makes 
it the duty of the Superintendent to biennially, on December 1st, 
make a *'tull report to the Governor and Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Oklahoma.” This report,it is enacted, shall 
show all that has been done by the Territorial Board of Health 
and by such Superintendent of Public Health during the two 
. years preceding the making of such report; it also specifies that 
the number of cases treated by the Superintendent of Public 
Health, their character and extent, as well as a history of all 
contagious and infectious diseases, that have been reported to 
the Superintendent of Public Health, shall be recorded in this 
report. It also becomes his duty to recommend for enactment 
such laws as he may deem wise for the better protection of 
the public health and the prevention or cure of contagious 
disease. í 

The construction that I put upon this requirement is, that 
the more essential and important transactions and all matters 
of record shall be transmitted in this report, and such acts of 
the Superintendent as will give a complete history of what has 
been done by him. 1f all the official work of the Superinten- 
dent of Public Health for the past term of office was given in 
full it would require a volume of a thousand pages. 

As will be mentioned later, in more complete detail, I have 
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in a single year written over one thousand official letters to the 
various counties of the territory. These letters cover a vast ex- 
tent of information concerning all departments of sanitary sci- 
ence—instructions to local boards of health, regulations and orders 
of quarantine of infectious and contagious diseases, instructions 
in reference to the prosecution of violators of sanitary and med- 
ical laws may be mentioned as among some of the prominent 
topics that have received attention in this voluminous corres- 
pondence. This does not cover the extensive correspondence 
with foreign. boards of health that has become necessary in 
gaining and imparting knowledge of the best methods of con- 
ducting sanitary matters and carrying out sanitary laws and 
giving instruction in reference to our methods of work. 


The publication of the Bulletin of Health, the official organ 
of the Board and the Superintendent, has created a widespread 
interest in health matters among our people, which has not 
heretofore existed and has also directed the attention of other 
State Boards to our advanced stand in sanitary reforms. 


In the following pages will be found the official proceedings 
of the Territorial Board of Health, including the unpublished 
record of the Board during the time of my predecessor, Dr. C. 
D. Arnold, 4s well as all the following records of the Board 
long atheir various lines of work. 


On the following pages will also be found my suggestions 
in reference. to the enactment of other laws that are more 
adapted and of greater benefit, as T believe, to our people. It 
must be remembered that laws enacted fora “baby” territory of 
only afew counties and of sparse population, are hardly adapted 
to that of a commonwealth the size of our present territory, 
There will be found in this report the revised rules and regu- 
‘lations of the present Territorial Board of Health, together with 
‘the present sanitary and medical statutes of Oklahoma. The 
report of the Territorial Medical Examining Board will be 
given in full, showing work covered by this Board. The able 
reports of our county superintendents will receive your consid- 
eration. Attention is respectfully called to the suggestions in 
regard to best methods of prevention and limitation of contagious 
and infectious diseases, the hygienic surroundings of our public 
schools, to the pollution of our drinking water and to miscel- 
laneous articles of special interest to the public in reference 
to the laws of health and the lessening of disease in our midst.

^ From AUGUST 13, 1897, To DEC. 1, 1898. 


Yellow Fever Epidemic of 1897.—Tarly in September 1897 my 
attention was called to the development of a number of cases of 
yellow fever in tne south, the first occurring at Biloxi, Missis- 
sippi, September 1st. Within the next two weeks the disease 
had spread to other towns and was reported from a number of 
other states." The rapidity of the spread of the epidemic was 
so great that a panic seized the people of the southern states 
` and by September 15th my attention was called to the fact that 
numerous telegrams were being received by parties in Okla- 
homa asking if refugees from the stricken fever district of the 
south would be allowed to enter our territory. The entire mem- 
bership of private schools and other institutions were seeking 
for a place of refuge. 

Just at this time Oklahoma was in the midst of the trans- 
portation of her agricultural products; cotton, wheat and other 
products were being shipped in large quantities daily. From 
the history of southern epidemics we knew that a single case of 
yellow fever occurring on one of our main lines of railway would 
paralyze the commerce of our territory and entail the liss of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to our people; as in all cases 
panic had taken nore. of the people where a single case had 
developed. 

Although little danger existed that any serious or exten- 
sive epidemic of ye!low fever would occur in our latitude, yet 
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there was danger that cases m:ght develop in refugees who 
had contracted the disease in the south, and such cases would 
be as disastrous to our commerce, as would those developing in 
our midst and would cause an entire quarantine of the territory. 
Therefore, I directed Dr. B. F. Hamilton of Shawnee, Superin- 
tendent of Health for Pottawatomie county, to inspect all trains 
from the east and detain refugees from all yellow fever points 
attempting to enter Oklahoma. At the same time I sent the 
following tee RTA: 
GUTHRIE, OKLA., Sept, 23, 1897. 
Dr. Walter Wyman, Surgeon, Marine Hospital Service, Washing- - 
ton, D. C.: i 
Would you advise quarantine or restrictions for Oklahoma? 
Keep me advised. Mobile parties have reached here. Hot 
to-day. L. HAYNES BUXTON, 
Superintendent of Public Health for Oklahoma. 


And received the following reply to the same: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 24, 1897. 
ais of Public Health, Guthrie, Okla.: 

Advise surveillance of all persons from infected districts. 
Disinfection of baggage, if not previously done. Isolation of 
any suspécted case. (Signed) WYMAN.

By an order of the Territorial Board of Health, September 
24th, quarantine order No. 1 was issued and notices of the same 
sent to the general agents of all trafic companies -doing busi- 
ness in Oklahoma. Ir addition to the employment of Dr. Ham- 
ilton, at Shawnee, to inspect the passengers over the Choct .w 
railway, Dr. C. W. Newman, of Norman, in conjunction with Dr. 
Thacker, of Lexington, were instructed to have charge of Santa 
Fe trains entering from Texas. At this period telegrams were 
received daily from Washington, apprising me of the extension 
of yellow fever, which had gradually crept from the south, 
reaching Cairo, Illinois, September 19th; Louisville, Kentucky, 
September 23rd; Beaumont, Texas, September 22nd; Houston, 
October 11th, and Galveston, October 12th. The extent of this 
epidemic was widespread, 1,907 cases being reported from the 
marine hospital service in New Orleans alone. About 600 cases 
at Biloxi, Mississippi, and cases occurring in many towns in 
nearly all of the southern states, and reaching as far north as 
Cairo, Illinois. The railway officials of the roads entering Ok- 
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lahome co-operated with me in weeding out refugees from in- 
fected points, parties being discovered and held in quarantine at 
Shawnee; also cases were discovered on the Santa Fe at Purcell 
and were shipped directly through to Kansas, in a car prepared 
for the purpose. At tbis time the mayors of the cities of the 
first class were notified to place their towns ia sanitary con- 
dit on. i , 

Small Pox.«-Quite an extensive epidemic of small pex has 
existed in many of our states during the past year. Alabama 
having reported it existing in 31 towns; with 400 cases at 
Haynesville; 188 cases were reported from Middleborough, Ken 
tucky, with other towns in the state infected. In all states 
and territories surrounding us, cases were reported, six towns 
in Arkansas reporting small pox, three towns in Colorado, fifty- 
two cases in New Mexico, thirty-one cases in Texas and one re- 
ported from Fort Scott, Kansas. Twenty-five states reported 
more or less cases. 

With this danger of infection surrounding us on every hand 
Oklahoma escaped without a single case. The Board has kept 
a stock of vaccine virus op hand to meet any emergency that 
might arise. 

Diphtheria.—The careful collection of statistical reports 
from county superintendents of health has developed the fact 
that Oklahoma is far from being free from diphtheria, and a ` 
large number of deaths have been reported in comprison to the 
number ef cases that have been reported to the county officials. 
It seems that an unusually large number of cases have assumed 
a laryngeal form, developing membraneous croup. Quite a num- 
ber of cases have been reported from Woods county, with a 
large percentage of deaths; the percentage of deaths being 
greater in western Oklahoma than for other sections. This can 
no doubt be accounted for by the fact that many families are 
poorly protected from inclement and damp weather, residing 
as some do in dugouts and in unhygienic surroundings. The 
cases have largely been reported as occurring among the poor 
or foreign population, who: were ignorant or negligent of the 
laws of health. Nearly all couyties reported quite a number of 
deaths from this disease, but exact figures cannot be given and 
perbaps approximate figures would be far from the truth owing 
tothe fact that physicians failed to report, as is required by our 
statutes, and further, owing to the fact that we have no statute 
for the collection of vital statistics. The cases that have oc- 
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curred have been in almost all instauces quarantined, the 
premises and persons disinfected by the local health officials, 
This no doubt has lessened the extent of the disease remarkably. 
a$ well as has the instruction in reference to this trouble and 
the care of the same, by circulars from my office. A few phy- 
sicians have been unwilling to report suspicious cases for fear 
of loss of practice, as many families dread the publicity of being 
quarantined, and through ignorance, as they seem to think it a 
disgrace of having public officials overseeing their affairs. 

As illustrative, in my opinion, of the dangers of the poison, 
two cases that occurred in Guthrie are of interest. The first is Mr. 
T's child-who was about six years old, a healthy boy, after being 
hoarse and slightly ill for five days, became suddenly worse 
and died on the sixth with diphtheritic croup. The family was. 
very careless, living in a shack and disinfection could not be 
carried to the extent desirable. This family in about two 
months moved to new quarters carrying all their clothing, bed- 
ding, etc. with them. The children played with those of a 
family direct across the' street, in a short time the youngest of 
the children in the second family was taken with sore throat, 
but little attention was paid to the same, another child became 
ill with throat trouble, a physician was called, the cases were 
pronounced follicular pharnygitis. The third, a boy was taken 
sick and died in afew days with all the symptoms of diphtheria. 

The second case, Mr. A’s two little girls had a mild sore 
throat, was examined bya physician, little or no precautions 
taken in regard to them; in about ten days their neighbor’s child 
became sick with a similar trouble, passing through all the 
stages of diphtheria, diphtheritic paralysis and dying of Nephri- 
tis. This only shows that the mild cases of throat trouble are 
o ten the ones demanding our most serious attention and care. 

Measies.—In the spring of 1898, nearly all the counties inthe 
territory were visited by an extensive epidemic of measles; up- 
wards of 40) cases occurred in a single county. This was ofa 
mild character and few deaths were reported. 

Only a few insolated cases of scarlet fever, whooping cough, 
mumps, german measles or chicken pox have bcen reported, or 
have probably existed. 

Malaria.—The malarial condition which has given our peo- 
ple much trouble, especially those residing along the streams 
of Oklahoma, is rapidly passing away, each year becoming 
milder and less extensive. Probably owing tothe large amount 
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of rainfall during the summer of 1898, an wiusual amount oc- 
curred during the month of August and was reported from lo- 
calities in the western part of the territory, that never had 
known such an occurrance before. 

Registration of Physicians. —There have been registered by di- 
ploma in Oklahoma 740 physicians since the .present statutes 
went into effect. By examination, (71) seventy-one have been 
granted certifieates to practice. It has been my duty to rcject 
a number of applications for registration upon the ground that 
the diplomas presented were from fraudulent institutions and 
represented no necessary medical knowledge by persons secur- 
ing such diplomas. 

The following persons were refused certificates upon the 
grounds stated: 

Ira B. Bartle of Augusta, made application on Oct. 21, 1897, 
for revistration as a graduate of the Wiscousin Eclectic Medi- 
cal college of Milwaukee in 1895. The application was re- 
jected, such college not being in my opinion reputable and en- 
titled to standing under our medicallaw. It appearing in the 
circulars of the said school that they offer to issue diplomas of 
graduation to parties who never have attended their institution 
and gives every evidence that the institution is simply ‘‘a diplo- 
ma mill.” Afterwards, the doctor came before the Territorial 
Medical Examining board, passed a creditable examination and 
rece ved a certificate to practice. 

Application was received from Thomas A. Starke of Seger, 
presenting a diploma from the Wisconsin Eclectic Medical col- 
lege of Milwaukee, making application for a certificate under 
the same. This also was rejected for the same reasons given 
above. 

Application from James W. Bucher of Blackwell, present- 
ing evidence of holding a diploma from the above named in- 
stitute, was received, placed on file and application rejected 
for the above reasons. 

Also, the application of J. B. Showers, made May 3, 1898, 
presenting evidence of holding a diploma from the above 
named institution, was received, placed on file and application 
rejected for the above reasons. 

J. H. Harper, of Linden, presented diploma Feb. 6, 1898, 
from the Independent Medical college of Chicago. Dr Arm- 
strong of the noted Standard Medical college of Chicago being 
one of the officials. Upon evidence presented to me, it was 
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shown that the Independent college granted diplomas to in- 
competent parties, making doctors out of hostle,s and per- 
sons who made no pretense to medical education, simply by is- 
suing to them their diploma. This application was rejected for 
the reason, that in my opinion it was not contemplated by our 
law, that such institutions should be recognized as medical col- 
leges, as in fact, in the accepted term as such they were in no 
sense medical colleges, having it is true a legal right to issue 
diplomas. Mr. Harper's fee, as was the case with others, was 
returned to him and notice given to discontinue practice. 


C. M. Seitz, of Case, also made an application in Sept., 
1897, for a certificate upon the ground that he held a diploma 
from the Independent Medica! college of Chicago. This ap- 
p'ication was also rejected for the reasons above given and the 
fee returned. 


On Dec. 1, 1897, W. H. Brown, of Winfield, Kans. made ap- 
plication for registration upon the ground of being a graduate 
of the Independent Medical college of Chicago, for the reasons 
aforesaid, that application was rejected and fee returned. 

On May 3, 1898, Edward E. Richardson of Geary, pres nted 
his diploma from Universitas Trinitatis college of medicine and 
surgery, Bennin gton, Vermont, 1869. So far as I could discover, 
no such situated institution has ever been in existence. This 
application was. rejected. 

On the 25th day of July, 1898, D. W. Jobnson, of Ingalls, 
applied for a registration, as holding a diploma from the 
American University of Philadelphia. This application was re- 
ject d for the reasons given above. 

J. W. Lowry, of Hester, Texas, made application August 1, 
1898, upon the ground of holding a diploma from the Eclectic 
college of Pennsylvania—the notorious Buchanan school of 1875. 
Tne school being fraudulent, and not entitled to credit, the ap- 
plication was rejected. 

Lee Jones, Moral, Pottawatomie county. On February 21, 
1898, an application was made in regular form by the above 
named party, stating upon his affidavit that he was a graduate 
of Robertson's Medical college of Coryelle City, Texas, and 
that he received a diploma of graduation in medicine on the 
18th day ot May, 1895, from said institution. 

No such college as the above named being recognized in 
Texas, and it appearing that evidently this school was under

the same management as was the famous Texas Health college 
and described in the “* Times and Register" as follows: 

“The Texas Health college was incorporated by ‘Doctors, 
Orrin Robertson, W. F. Shipp, W. T. Fisher, H. A. McNeil, and 
Wm. A. Whittenberg, all ‘M. D’s.’ Of these erudite gentlemen, 
Polk's Register for 1890, contains the name of the first alone, 
and he is marked with a star, indicating his coy retusal to re- 
ply when asked to name the college graduating him. His terms 
for a diploma seem very high, but the qualifications make up 
forthis by being very low. He requires the applicant to sigu 
his name to a list of questions, to which the “doctor” obliging- 
ly supplies the answers. The applicant pays $1.50 and receives 
his diploma, conferring the degree of M. D. Among the new 
members of our profession inducted by Robertson at Hot 
Springs, were a ‘farmer and sport,’a bell-boy and:an “elec- 
tro-masseur.' At last accounts the college had started for St. 
Louis, where it is understood there is generally along felt waut 
for a few more medical colleges." 

Hence the application was rejected on February 21, 1908: 
the fee for the above application was returned to the doctor 
with the notification of the refusal to issue a certificate. 

Information was filed in this office that the folluwing par- 
ties were practicing medicine in Pottawatomie county illegally, 
and steps were taken to cause them to discontinue: W. R. 
Foyil of Remus, whose certificate was cancelled; F. M. Edwards 
Eason; William Garrison, of Meanke; and U. G. Dickens, of Mc- 
Loud; it afterwards appeared that said party had not attempt- 
ed to practice. Dr. Lee Jones, upon my refusal to register him, 
discontinued practice. J..H. Royster, who afterwards made 
application for examination, April 6,1898. J. D. Ward, of 
Shawnee, who made affidavit March 19th, that he would dis- 
continue practice of medicine. Dr. W. R. Harris, of Shawnee, 
appeared for examination before the Medical Examination 
board, but failed to receive a certificate upon such examination. 
Dr. Bowman, Dr. A. S. Sampson, of Earlboro. who made ap- 
plication for examination a d was granted a certificate Febuary 
15, 1898, upon examination. i 

W. H Jones discontinued practice. O. K. Posey, Sacred 
Heart and Dr. William John McClougham made affidavit to dis- 
continue all practice after March 30, 1898. 

Numerous other applications were received from physicians 
graduating from Magnetic, Osteopathic, Hydropathic, Physico- 
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Medical institutions, also from schools of mid-wifery, all of 
which were rejected. This goes to show that, although our 
medical law may be improved, yet it has been of vast value to 
the people of Oklahoma in keeping out, this class of charlatans 
who have infested other states and are of no value to any peo- 
ple from a medical point of view. In my opinion at least two 
hundred such parties or perhaps a number equal to the present 
resident physicians of Oklahoma would have come to our terri 
tory and passed their quackery upon the susceptible public but 
for the effect of our Medical law. 

Osteopaths located at Guthrie, Newkirk, and El Reno. 
Tho e doing business simply under an Osteopath diploma were 
notified to discontinue work at once or suffer prosecution. 

J. W. Bowman, located in Guthrie in December, and com- 
menced his work in Osteopathy. Ina circular which he issued 
to the public he says: "Nerve centers have been found upon 
which a slight pressure of the hand will instantly cure flux, 
cholera morbus, headache, or slow the action of the heart, act- 
ing on this principle we cure the follow.ng stated diseases and 
many others,” following which is the name of every disease to 
which the human flesh is heir. A warrant was sworn out for 
this gentleman but before the same could be served he had left 
the territory, as did all others who came under our observa- 
tion. ' 

During the year a number of meddlesome mid-wives bad 
their attention called to the fact that they were violators of the 
law in practicing their calling. Under our medical laws mid- 
wifery is certainly a department of medicine. Most of this 
class discontinued their work. A few were prosecuted in the 
various counties, and in most instances upon paying costs and 
a small fine, promised to discontinue all work in the future. 

W. R. Foyil, Pottawatomie county, December 26, 1898. 

The Superintendent of Public Health issued to W. R. Foyil 
of Pottawatomie county, certificate No. 194, upon representa- 
tion that said W. R. Foyil was graduated May 21, 1870, from 
the Medical Department of the University of Louisiana, and re- 
ceiyed a diploma from said institution. 

Upon investigation I d iscovered that the representation as 
made by the doctor was false, he never having graduated from 
said institution. A demand was made upon said Foyil to sur- 
render his certificate, which he did, making the following record 
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- upon the same, “caucelled 12-29-97, Dr. W. R. Foyil. Attest. 
S. W. Ramsey, register of deeds.” 

The above certificate was received by me February 1, and 
cancelled upon the record. 

Henry Baxter Wilson, of Perry. 

May 28. 1898, made affidavit that he was a graduate of the 
Bellevue Hospital Medical college of New York, the 17th of 
March, 1887, and of the Tennessee Medical college of Tennes- 
see, the 14th day of March, 1892. Upon these affidavits a cer- 
tificate was issued to the said Wilson, granting him license to 
practice medicine in Oklahoma, based upon graduation from 
Bellevue Hospital Medical college. Some trouble occurred in 
Perry, in which the character of said Wilson was called in ques- 
tion; in October, 1898, upon investigation I discovered that said 
Wilson was never a graduate of said Bellevue Hospital Med- 
ical college as represented, according to their statements, 
he never was a regular graduate of their institution, but 
secured from them a certificate stating that he was a graduate, 
based upon an affidavit that his diploma had been destroyed by 
fire. I at once made a demand of said Wilson to surrender his 
certificate, which he did, making the following record thereon: 
“This 2nd day of November, 1898, I hereby surrender the 
enclosed certificate as the same should not have been issued to 
me as a graduate of Bellevue Hospital Medical college. 
‘Signed, H. B. Wilson. Witness, L. Haynes Buxton, Secretary 
of the Territorial Board of Health.” ) 

In General.—It is true that owing to our geographical loca- 
tion, our climate, soil and water supply, Oklahoma is less fre- 
quently visited by zymotic diseases, and develovs less disease 
within her borders than perhaps any other state in the Union. 
This is a broad statement, but from reports gathered from 
physicians who have resided in all states and localities of our 
country, the almost unanimous report is that the health of our 
people is better than that of other localities where such physi- 
cians have resided before. From the unsatisfactory and meager 
reports of deaths we are also led to believe such to be the case, 
having less diseases that afflict other localities, more especially 
such diseases as rheumatism, consumption, asthma, bronchitis 
and influenza. 

On the other hand, from the reports gathered during my 
term of office, 1 believe that a greater number of our people 
become insane than those of many other sections. Especiaily 
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is this true of married women. This may be accounted for on 
the hypothesis that they are more liable to exposure, receiving 
less care in their trying periods of life. The troubles that are 
necessarily incident to a frontier life, unsettled financial condi- 
tions and losses, lack of congenial society, many perhaps, w!o 
being accustomed all their lives to the society of their friends, 
are torn away and placed in remote rural sections where tlie 
sight of a human face, excepting that of their own family, 1s 
simply occasional. These things all might contribute to the 
insanity which certainly seems to be more widespread than 
otherwise should be the case. 

Stock Yards, Slaughter Pens and Cess Pools.—My attention has 
been called to the fact that stock pens were often located too 
near the residence portion of towns. Also to the location of 
cess pools, contrary to the regulations of the Board of Health. 
These errors have been corrected as far as possible. - 

Diseased and Injurious Meats and Food Products.—In a number 
of instances it has been my duty to examine into the products 
of butcher shops where it was claimed that diseased animals 
had been sold, and a few such complaints were discovered well 
founded. No doubt that in certain instances impure foods have 
been sold, as no systematic inspection of the food products 
is made by the local boards of health or by the Territorial 
Board, except in the single instance of animals slaughtered for 
beef. 

Registration of Physicians.—Under chapter 8, section 14, sat- 
utes of 1898, it becomes my duty upon application of gradutes 
of recognized medical colleges, upon ‘‘presentation of their 
diploma, or proof thereof by affidavits if same is lost or de- 
stroyed, and upon ‘affidavit of two citizens from the county 
where such physician resides, that such applicant possesses the 
qualifications of a physician, and that he be of good moral 
character and not a habitual drunkard,” and upon payment of 
a fee of $2, to grant a license certifying the applicant to be a 
practicing physician and having the qualifications above de- 
scribed. Under these requirements there has been issued cer- 
tificates to 740 applicants, names of whom appear in the roll of 
registered physicians. One hundred and forty-five certificates 
were issued during my term of oftice— August 15, 1897, to Decem- 
ber 1, 1898. 

Soon after my appointment as Superintendent of Public 


Health, application was made by certain physicians residing in 


i 
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Greer county, who were lawful practitioners of medicine under 
tbe medicallaws of Texas at the time that Greer county be- 
came a part of Oklahoma, asking that in recognition of such 
facts, and believing that the fact of Greer county coming under 
the jurisdict on of Oklahoma should not deprive them of the 
privilege of practicing their profession which they had ac- 
quired under the laws of Texas, that a certificate be 
issued to them showing their authority to practice under the 
laws of Oklahoma territory. In order to determine the exact 
status of the claim of these physicians, the entire question was 
submitted to the Hon. Harper S. Cunningham, attorney general 
for Oklahoma, who decided that it was proper to issue certifi- 
cates to such physicians, giving them the power to practice 
medicineasthey heretofore had enjoyed-in Greer county. Under 
this decision five physiciaus were registered, as will be shown 
in the table of registered physicians of Oklahoma. 


OKLAHOMA SANITARY BULLETIN. 


Acting under direction of the Territorial Board of Health 
authorizing and directing the publication of a bulletin, which 
should be the official organ of the Board and should contain the 
monthly reports of county superintendents of health, informa- 
tion and direction for boards of health, general information of 
a sanitary nature to physicians and the general public, on Nov- 
ember 1st appeared the first issue of the “Oklahoma Sanitary 
Bulletin.” At the time of its first issue, it was announced, the 
same would appear monthly, but owing to the expense con- 
nected with the quarantineagainst the yellow fever epidemic of 
the soutb and the iusufficient appropriation by the legislature 
only six issues have thus far appeared. From th- very first the 
Bulletin of Health received favorable newspaper comments 
from the various organs of the territory, from a large number 
of our leading medical men, as wellas from citizens in other 
locations. ] 

Nothing during the year hasstimulated the interest in health 
matters as has this means of communication between the Board, 
the Superintendent of Health and the various Boards of Health 
and the people throughout the territory. Not only was the 
Bulletin well received in our own territory but the copies that 
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were sent to Boards uf Health of other states received favor- 
able comment. Benjamin Lee, M. D,, of Philadelphia, one of 
the most widely known sanitarians and Public Health officers of 
America, writing March 1, 1897, says: ) 

L. Haynes Buxton, M. D., Secretary Board of Health, Guthrie, O. T. 

Dap Docror—Allow me to compliment you on the ap- 
pearance made by your bulletin and the evidence it gives of 
the decided advance of} the sanitary work throughout your ter- 
ritory. I trust we shall have the pleasure of seeing you at the 
meeting of the conference of the State and Provincial Boards 
of Health of North America at Detroit August 9, 10 and 11, the 
occasion being one of great interest. Very truly yours, 

BENJAMIN LEE. 

The Bulletin served as a means of communication between 
local Boards of Health of the territorv notifying each of 
them «f the existence of contagious diseases in adjacent 
counties, source of contagion and duration of same. 

Oftentimes was this the means of preventing the spread of 
contagion from one county to another and from town to town. 

It is not so much through indifference that the people at 
large so oftentimes shut their eyes to their surroundings and 
allow death to creep up to their very door without resistance, 
as it is through ignorauce of its methods of approach. The 
greatest enemy today to the advancement of sanitary science 
and the enforcement of sanitary laws is ignorance, which causes 
more sickness, sorrow, pain and death than any other one cause 
in the world. Ignorance as is so weil known to health officers 
is darkness and death. 

On the other hand a more comprehensive knowledge by the 
people of laws of health and life would -bring to their doors 
suushine, hope, happiness with the goddess "Good Health.” 

As intellgence reigns, man is better able to enjoy life in all 
its phases, to banish sickness and sorrow from his door, to 
lengthen life and to give to his posterity bodies and minds free 
from disease and early death. 

Too often ignorance plants in the bodies of future genera- 
, tions seeds of decay, sorrow and premature death. Superstition, 
which our age offers abundance of evidence to show, was not 
confined to witchcraft of Salem in the days of our forefathers, 
but lurks in every community of today, is a daughter of ignor- 
ance. 

` Liws to prohibit the imposition upon the people of quack- 
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ry aud fraud, based upon superstitious fear, can not alone be 
enforced by might and power of law but must as well be rc-en- 
forced by intelligence, which will of itself, in time, make the 
law unnecessary. 

It was with those things in view that the Territorial Board 
of Health resolved to enter upon the campaign of educatior. 
They yet believe that no better way can be instituted than to 
spread broadcast generally accepted information of the laws of 
health, the danger of disobedience, the necessity of pure water, 
pure air, pure food; information as to which, shall be of inesti- 
mable value as our people come to know of these SE from 
personal experience. 

The limited resources at the hands of the Board at the pres- 
ert time could not make an issue of the Bulletin large enough 
to cover the field desired. This Bulletin, containing informa- 
tion in regard to health laws, should be distributed through 
our schools and should become of value not alone to those who 
have charge of sanitary affairs but as well, be foundin the 
homes of the laity, and this knowledge by our people of the 
laws of health would drive out, to a large extent, those diseases 
attendant upon the very existence of unhygienic surroundings. 
Typhoid fever, diphtheria, and other like diseases' would gain 
but little foothold in our homes. l 

The Ohio state board of healtu in their bulletin, speaking 
of typhoid fever, says these words: ‘‘We have been teaching 
our people that typhoid fever is the easiest of all diseases to 
prevent, that itis not directly communicable from the sick to 
the well, but in ninety-nine cases out of one hundred is caused 
by putrid water; that the water had to be actually contamin- 
ated Ly the stools of a typhoid fever patient in order to convey 
the disease.” Years ago the celebrated physician, Benjamin 
Rush, was so impressed with these facts (if they be facts) that he 
said ‘‘somebody oughtto be hung whenever a death from typhoid 
fever occurred.” Yet weare constantly having cases of typhoid 
fever iu civil life and without being able to criminate anyone. 
It is true on the other side that we have been able to almost 
completely stop typhoid fever “in the cities where the disease 
has long been prevalent, by simply giving them pure water. 

It is little wonder that heretofore county superintendents 
of health failed to perform their duty under the law—namely, to 
report monthly to the territorial superintendent of health, and 
_to report at all times when contagious diseases developed in 
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their counties—considering the fact fhat they could see but 
little good come of these reports, as such information coutained 
in these report were simply filed away in the Superintendent's 
office and were not made public to surrounding counties as 
should by all means be the case. That the good work begun by 
the Bulletin in the past year may continue and grow in magui- 
tude is one of the reasons we earnestly recommend an increase 
of the appropriation for this department. 
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| County Boards of Health. 


Reports of Superintendents. —The statute requires that County 
Superintendents of Health ‘‘shall at the end of every month 
make a report in writing to the Superintendent of Health of the 
proceedings of the county board of health of his official acts, 
‘and shall, whenever danger to the health of persons threatens, 
or whenever contagious or infectious disease occurs in his 
county, immediately report the same to the Superintendent of 
Public Health. l A 

In nearly every instance this law has been faithfully car- 
ried out, and has been of much value to me in keeping informed 
as to the extent of contagious diseases and other miscellaneous 
matter that was necessary in conducting the duties of my office. 
A few superintendents only have neglected to report as re- 
quired by the statute. I believe that at no period in the history 
of the territory has the work been done by county superinten- 
dents more faithfully, or have county boards been so alert to the 
sanitary interests of their counties as during the past biennial 
period. Although our law governing county boards has been 
very inadequate to meet the demands, nevertheless many have 
felt, as I have, that we could hardly go before the legislature 
and make demands for more extensive laws without first mak- 
ing an effort to carry out those*already existing, A number of 
months' reports have been received from twenty-one or twenty- 
two counties, "This is quite good, considering the fact that no 
systematic reports have been filed in this office prior to October 
1, 1897. The following compose the county boards of health of 
Oklahoma November 1, 1898:

At no previous time in Oklahoma have the Boards been so 
complete in organization as at the present time, every Board is 
fully organized with the single exception of superintendent of 
Day county. The reason for this omission is that the statutes 
require that a regular licensed physician shall be appointed 


. superintendent, and no registered physician resides in Day 
county. 


Di-ennial Report of the County Superintendents 
Of Health. 


REPORT FOR ROGER MILLS COUNTY. 
POPULATION OF COUNTY, 4,000, 


OFFICE OF J. P. MILLER, M. D., SUPERINTENDENT OF HEALTH, 
CHEYEN NE, O. T,, Oct. 26, 1898. 
Dr. L. Haynes Buxton, Territorial Superintendent of Health: 
SIR:—The health of our county is good at this writing. The 
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first part of the year we had quite an epidemic of LaGrippe, 
pneumonia and acute catarrhal affections. 


Our county is in very good condition speaking from a sani- 
tary standpoint. The town of Cheyenne is not so well kept as 
should be. The Board of Health have made some effort at 
different times to have it cleaned and put in a good sanitary 
condition, but have’ partially failed. We had several cases of 
typhoid fever during the late summer and early autumn, (only 
one in town). There was but one instance where more than one 
case occurred in the same family, and that was in a camp. 1 
was called to see the first case on the 28rd day of her illness, 
result, fatal. The other case in the same family was a younger 
girl, who had only been sick four or five days, result, recovery. 
Typhoid fever in' this county is more easily managed than in 
Texas where I practiced. The death rate has been almost nil. 
Only two deaths in the county from the fever and one of these, 
the case above referred to, which had no medical treatment for 
first three weeks of illness. There are no practitioners violat- 
ing the law regulating the practice of medicine in our county. 
There are a number of so-called midwives that has been report- 
ed to me; 1 made an effort to stop them by placing the matter 
before the grand jury and requested the county attorney to ask 
the judge to give a special charge on that line; however noth- 
ing was done. Iam in favor of revising or amending the medi- 
cal act so as to make the calling for the service of non-registered 
doctors and midwives a violation of the law and subject such 
parties to the same penalty as the would -be doctor. 


There have been no suicides, no murders or criminal abor- 
tions that have come to my notice in the past year. 


The population of our county has greatly increased since 
last report. I believe that all has been done by the Territorial 
Superintendent and also by the county Board of Health to 
enforce the law that could reasonably be expected. People are 
inclined to the belief that we are infringing too much on their personal 
rights, by requiring them to clean ang ‘regulate their own premises, so 
we are obliged to educate them before.we can enforce anything like 
a perfect system of sanitation. ‘The official acts of the Board 
of Health have been only to remove some nuisance in town, 
which was promptly attended to. 


I am under many obligation: to the Territorial Superin- 
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tendent for the earnestness which he has manifested in the dis- 
charge of his duties. 
The expense to county for the past two years has been 
seven and 50-100 dollars, ($7.50 )

REPORT FOR WASHITA COUNTY. 


POPULATION op COUNTY, ESTIMATED, 10,000. 


OFFICE OF THE COUNTY BOARD OF HEALTH 
Or WASHITA COUNTY, COLONY. OKLA., Nov. 1, 1898. 
To the Honorable the Secretary Board of Health for Oklahoma Territory: 

Sir:—In submitting my sixth annual report as County 
Superintendent of Washita county I desire first of all to call 
the attention of the board to the almost universal failure of 

licensed physicians to comply with rule 8.* 

l No county health officer can do efficient work without the 
co-operation of the physicians of his jurisdiction. Legislation 
upon this subject is necessary to the perfecting of our proposed 
sanitary system. It should be made one of the conditions upon 
which license practice is granted, that he should co-operate 
with the county or village board within whose jurisdiction he 
may locate, The practicing physician should by-admission to 
practice, become an officer of the sanitary board of the territory, , 
as does the attorney become an officer of the court when ad- 
mitted to the bar, and failure „to discharge his duty should be 
as severely punished. 

I call the attention of the board to the wonderful increase 
of population in our county. A careful estimate gives a per- 
centage of 25 for the past year, and more than 40 for the.two 
years last past. With the unprecedented rainfall of the past 
year comes malarial diseases of a mild type, something hereto- 
fore unknown in our section. Contagious and infectious dis- 
eases have been extremely rare, only two cases of diphtheria 
having been reported for the year, with one death. The usual 


*Rule 8, old regulations, is a requirement whereby physicians must report (as re: 
quired by statute, chap. 8, sec. 14,) all suspicious cases of contagious diseases at once tc 
the county superintendent of health. 
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quarantine methods were resorted to, with the result of con- 
fining the disease to the premises first invaded—damp, dirty 
and filthy quarters unfit for human habitation. And, by the 
way, I have never seen but one case, in the.seven years practice 
I have been in this country, but originated in damp, unventil 
ated dug-outs and cabins. 

Án epidemic of measles swept the Se from east to west. 
In some instances quarantine measures were invoked but in the 
majority of cases both parents and physicians seemed to resent 
interference by a health Once: No deaths from this cause 
were reported. 

An unusual epidemic of typhoid fever, prevailed in the 
vicinity of Cloud Chief during the summer, The water 
in that region is unfit for household use and many of the 
residents buy soft water brought from a distance of sev- 
eral miles. It is stored in barrels about the house, many of 
which doubtless are never completely emptied and cleaned 
for weeks, and here, I strongly suspect, was to be found 
the source of contagion. It might have been in the well itself. 
At least the epidemic was almost wholly confined to the village, 
nearly all of whom procured water in this manner. 


Tuberculosis among the Indian citizens is becoming a 
matter of grave import. As physician to the .Government: 
Indian school at Colony, in this county, 1 have doubtless had an 
opportunity whi h few enjoy to study the causation and devel- 
opment.of this disease. Ibelieve lam safe in saying that outof 
a total of about 600 Indian inhabitants of the Seger Colony dis- 
trict, tuberculosis has carried off more victims within the past 
year than all other diseases combined have claimed from a 
white population of 10,000 within our.county. This is putting 
it pretty strongly, but I speak advisedly. Hereditary pre- 
disposition, nomadic, exposed habits of life, poor fare aud 
remoteness from medical attendance all conduce to these fright- 
ful figures, but I am convinced that the dust upon the floor of 
the teepee, laden with the deadly germ liberated from the dried 
sputum of infected patients, is the chief element of causation. 
In this connection I may say that I am absolutely convinced 
that western Oklahoma offers no advantage of climate to the 
consumptive outside the ratio of atmospheric dryness as com- 
pared with the climate to which the patient has been accus- 
tomed. 'The same may be said of asthmatics, those coming 
from a lower altitude almost invariably experiencing relief for 
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a time, but ultimately finding it necessary to seek a higher 
altitude. 

Appropos of climate, 1 have found chronic catarrhs of the 
nasal and laryngael type in such abundance as to point con- 
clusively to local causation. It isnot unreasonable to presume 
that some comnection might be traced between these complaints 
and the prevailing dust-laden, high winds of this region. 

There has been a noticeably high rate of insanity among 
women throughout this section during the past five years, but I 
am convinced the higher percentage has been due to failure of 
nutrition from causes incident to a frontier life. With the 
advent of better dwellings, better food and better clothing all 
diseases dependent upon nutritional inactivity are notably on 
the wane. 

The death rate for the past year, including Indians will not 
exceed .08 per cent. No suicides reported. During the winter 
pneumonia prevailed to an unusual extent for this section, but 
only a very few deaths were reported from this cause. 

The birth-rate has been unusually high, more than keeping 
pace with the immigration our section has enjoyed. Infant 
mortality has been practicaily nil. 

The water supply of our county is, generally speaking, 
good. The greater portion of the county is supplied from wells 
exceeding 100 feet in depth. We have the element with us 
which Dr. King so eloquently describes as the “Branch-water 
man," but he is the exception rather than the rule. 


The expenses of our county board has not exceeded an 
average of $25.00 per quarter. With the hearty co-operation 
: oflocal physicians thissum would perhaps have been doubled, but, 
compared with the possible efficiency of a beard backed up by 
the entire professional talent the expense of a model county 
board would be surprisingly small. Expenses of the board for 
1898 were $117.90. 

I would suggest the enactment of a law requiring the 
county superintendent of each county to provide a supply of 
diphtheritic antitoxin, vaccine virus, and similar remedies, after 
they have been proved to the satisfaction of the professional 
world, at the public expense, would give scientific assistance to 
many a dying waite who would otherwise perish, and 
prevent the spread of contagion through communities 
unprepared to resist its invasion, I believe the county 
health officer should be a competent microscopist, and should

should be empowered in all contagious cases reported to make 
a careful micruscopical examination, and to take such action as 
may be justified. In.the list of contagious diseases I would 
place tuberculosis, and make it obligatory that all suspected 
cases should at once be reported to the County, Health officer by 
relatives or physicians, and that, after confirmation of diag- 
nosis by microscopical examination all necessary precaution 
should at once be taken first to prevent the spread and second 
to check th: disease, at the public expense if need be. Inad- 
dition to the duties outlined above, the County Health officers 
should be ex-officio medical examiners of the Board of Insanity 
_ of their respective counties, and should be paid a yearly salary 
which will justify them in giving their whole attention to the 
duties of the office if need be. They should be chosen by a 
committee selected from the Territorial Board of Health and 
the faculty of the Territorial University, by competitive ex- 
Ga regardless of credentials, and literary qualifications 
should compose at least 40 per cent of the scale of averages, 
which would entitle an applicant to appointment. The term 
should be for four years or during good behavior, and accusa- 
tion should only lie before the Territorial Board of Health. A 
salary of $1000.00 to $3000.90 should be paid according to, the 
population of the respective counties. Under the present 
system there is absolutely no incentive to thoroughness in our 
work, and the pittance paid does not lift its dignity above 
that of constable. To make our incipient system effective we 
must have good men. To obtain good men decent salaries must 
be paid, and provisions made for a class of work in which men 
of education and talent can take an honest-pride. Our present 
system, while effective to a certain degree is little more than a 
farce. Respectful obedience to the orders of such a board can 
not be enforced until the dignity of the office is elevated above 
the uncertain position of doubtful authority, and questionable 
utility we now occupy. That our Territorial Superintendent 
should be paid the insignificant sum of $500.00 per year is a bur- 
lesque upon public sanitation and a travesty upon scientific re- 
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quirement. Give us a law of which we may expect something, 
or wipe SE VIII of our statutes from the book.

DEAR DOCTOR:—The period covering from Jan. Ist. 1897 to + 
Nov. 8rd, 1898, has been one of exceptionally god healtb 
.throughcut this (Grant) county. . 

During the month of February, 1898 there was reported one 
case and death from Laryngeal Diphtheria. Sanitary regula- 
tions were enforced and no other cases resulted. We also had 
one case of membraneous croup which recovered. We have had 
a few cases of measles scattered over the county but no deaths 
resulting. 

There has not been a case of epidemic or endemic disease 
reported to me the last year and I have reason to believe none 


has existed. 
There has been a few deaths caused from chronic troubles, 


but as deaths and births are not reported by physicians it is 
impossible to give any statistics in that line. There should be 
alaw enacted compelling physicians to report deaths and 
births. 

There has been several would be M. D's. in this county who 
have given us some trouble, but on informing them what the 
law was they have quit or moved to more healthy fields. 

We are having more trouble with the old mother mid-wite 
than anything else. and it is impossible to get them to quit. - 

Thereis very little consumption or lung trouble in this 
county and Iam satisfied from my observation, this climate is 
. Very beneficial to those suffering from such diseases. 

The cities and villages in this county are in a good sanitary 
condition. 

Our. water supply is pure. 

The health of Oklahoma is far superior to any place where 
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I have ever practiced before. We have had no trouble in en- 
forcing and carrying out the laws as laid down by the Terri- 
torial Board of Health for this county. The only thing in my 
judgment we need, is complete statistics of deaths and births 
The expenses of our Board for the past year has been 
$63. 60. .

DEAR DOCTOR:—Although we have not had more than 
a half dozen cases of real Typhoid in Custer county for the last 
two years, we have had quite our share of malarial troubles. 

I believe 1898 has furnished more cases of this latter trouble 
than all the years since the opening of this county put to- 
gether. Formerly most of our cases were confined to families 
living along the creeks and to parties coming from elsewhere. 
This year, however, we have been rather independent in the 
matter and could pick up a malarial case most any where. 

The cause I believe to be in the excessive rains we have 
been having and the turning over of thousands of acres of new 
sod. Very few deaths have resulted from this trouble. The 
winter of 1897-98 brought us quite a siege of Pneumonia. This 
was confined to about two congressionaltownships in the east- 
ern part of the county and was largely due to carelessness in 
the manner of dress during the coldest month of the winter. 
People from the north thought they could dispense with their 
usual flannels and those from the south did not realize the 
danger they were in from too light clothing. About a score of 
deaths from this trouble were needed before the people were 
frightened enough to properly care for themselves. > 

Slight bronchial troubles are common; serious ones very 
few, unless brouglt in by homeseekers. 

Bowel troubles are common but seldom fatal. “Gyp” water 
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is the cause usually, but melons and common causes are here to 
get in their work in the season. 


Of diphtheria we have not had more than ten cases since 
the country opened. Most of these cases were very mild. 


Scarlet fever is almost a stranger here, but the child that has 
not had either whooping cough or measles this season is quite 
out of fashion. From thislatter only two or three proved fatal 
cases. On the whole this has been a very healthy country. 


‘A number of men havecome toourcounty and began the prac- 
tice of medicine without registering. . All such have been notified 
that they must register. Those properly qualified have very kindly 
attended to the matter without any trouble, those not qualified 
have stopped because of the warnings, or moved elsewhere. 
Only in one instance have I had to bring the force of the law to 
bear upon a man practicing illegally. He has sold out and 
moved from the county. 


Only two cases of death from alcoholism have come to my 
notice here in the last six years, «though our people are much 
addicted te the use of intoxicants. Kansas City money is bor- 
rowed on cattle and much of it finally finds its way into the till 
of the saloon-keeper. 


Criminal abortions are almost unheard of. Occasionally 
there will be an illegitimate child born, but not more frequently 
than in the states. 


Most of the complaints that have come to mé concern filthy 


hog pens, dead cattle, left in exposed places or hides left where 
they become a nuisance. Inevery case I have had them re- 


moved as rapidly as possible 


From the country very few complaints have come. But 
when made a visit has corrected them quite promptly. About 
$50.00 has been expended each of tiie last two years by this 
board. 


We have had rules 3 and 5 printed on slips and sent to 
every school teacher in the county. Sample enclosed. We 
have also had blank certificates of births and deaths printed 
and farnisned to each physician in the county. Some have re- 
ported faithfully, others have paid no attention, therefore, re- 
port as per present statistics would be quite valueless. My 
hope was that with the new yearthe physicians of the county 
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would get used to reporting and by keeping a record of tuese, 
statistics of some worth might be obtained.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR NOBLE COUNTY. 


PERRY, O, T., DECEMBER 1, 1898. 
Dr. L. H. BUxTON, 

Territorial Superintendent Public Health, Guthrie, Oklahoma. 

DEAR Doctor:—The time having arrived when the several 
counties areexpected to make their annual report as to tbe 
health and welfare of its people; I take pleasure in submitting 
my meagre record as kept through my short time of office. Not 
being in possession of data back of this, the report will be 
obliged to suffer its absence. 

Noble county has a population of 11,000 prosperous people, 
proven not only by actual count, but further by the number of 
marriages and births, which from time immemorial has been the 
greater evidence of prosperity, and a fact clearly proven by 
* countries where change in conditions are accurately noted and 
statistics kept. Noble county has, by reason of her fertile soil, 
her business inducements and her enterprising citizens, filled 
_ every quarter section, every house and\every shack with god, 
wise people, who have flocked hither frota the four winds. In 
spite of the great influx, notwithstanding the crewded condition 
of our tewn, and the bringing in of infected furniture and wares 
‘ from disease districts and States, Noble county stands high in 
the scale of health until indeed it has become a sorrowful 
menace to the medical fraternity and must sooner or later drive 
many of them to more lucrative fields. 

Noble couuty has not in the past year known of any such 
thing as an epidemic, a fact in itself, EE pages for healtb 
seekers. . 

During the summer there swept over southern Kansas and 
still lighter over Oklahoma. a form of measle-rash, too insignifi- 
cent to even solicit the care of the medical profession and 
scarcely calling for the domestic or granny nostrums. Scarlet 
Fever, Diphtheria, Membraneous Croup, Small Pox and allied 
affections are absolutely unknown, while Typhoid Fever is both 
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light and scarce. Typhus never heard of and Malaria so sus- 
ceptible to the onslaught of the practitioner that it eannot claim 
even a foot hold with us. 

But few suicides have occurred during the year and these 
were mostly committed through or under the influence of 
alcohol. The number of insane committed to the asylum have 
been far belew a minimum, taking any given locality as an 
example. 

No doubt that unparalleled state of affairs may be traced 
to the door of the Health department aud it may be fit'ing here 
to state, that no such strict and efficient officer has ever as- 
cended the ''throne," as our present Territorial Superintendent, 
‘while things appeared to start harshly and many felt that they 
were being personally and wrongfully persecuted, all have now 
become reconciled, and the things they once hated they now 
love. 

The bauling of dead stock up ravines and along roadsides to 
be left unburied having been repulsed, there is no means of esti- 
mating the amount of disease and disaster that have been 
averted. No means of knowing how many cases of infection, 
through the bite of rabid animals, which would naturally prey on 
this flesh, have been avoided, nor is there any intelligent means 
of estimating the amount of infected water this might have 
caused; and so with the thousand and one other nuisanccs 
which have been abated by the vigilant Health Board. 

Not only this, but through the same source have thecgood 
people been spared the damning ravages of sharks, venders and 
rogues, who so cunningly beguile the unwary layman. fill his 
stomache full of poisonous nostrums, loot him and leave him tó 
the mercy of the disease and germs that burrow through the 
flesh, while the honest, educated and worthy family physician 
must bear the brunt and accusations of ignorance and lack of 
skill and at the same time werk on a credit basis, while the 
Shark carries off the spoils. 

No less so has this rigor of administration been spent in the 
interest of the tender sex. Fhe "granny," the mid-wife (?) with 
her dirty hands, her untrained skill have shared in the just 
rebuke; who can say how many good women have escaped the 
endless suffering and untimely grave by the action of the Health 
Board in this line. 

Consumption, one of the greatest scourges of older set- 
tlement. is almost unknown here. except through immigra- 
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ton and in five years practice in this county the author 
has seen ‘but one case develope here. Asthmatics that come 
here are either cured forthwith or greatly.benefitted, only an 
occasional case receiving no benefit. Notwithstanding the pre- 
valent idea that Oklahoma is the hot-bed of catarrh, the 
specialist who treats these troubles in no other state, within 
the authors knowledge, is so peor and so idle; indeed, even this 
affection might be classed with the unknown. 

Though stock does not constitute a part of this report it 
connot be omitted, to make the paper complete, for the author 
feels confident that stock may share in the good oceuring from 
such cleaning up and it is pleasant to see the imprevement in 
this line. Inno other year has the mortalities in stock been 
so small, and the author is not able at this time to note a single 
case vf death from disease. 

During the hot summer months, from over-driving and in l 
some instances starvation by ‘‘movers,” a moderate mortality 
among horses was noticed, but cows have done well throughout, 
and se might the same be said of hogs; but for the close and 
unhealthy confinement during fattening, in some instances chol- 
era might be clearly traced to unsanitation, where it has 
occurred, or to droves where they have been obliged. to live 
solely on creeks. Having covered every subject, in a feeble: 
way, as they appear to me, 1 will say that the work of the 
county board has not exceeded $75 for the year, while the 
investment has been inestimable. I also desire to speak a word 
of praise for “The Bulletin " Itis a grand little sheet, full of 
good and valuable infermation and well received wherever it 
goes. Congratulating Oklahoma and ber governor upen secur- 
ing so worthy and able officers to head her Territorial Healtb

REPORT OF WOODS COUNTY. 


ALVA, O. T., Nov. 10, 1828. 
Dr. L. Haynes Buxton, Territorial Superintendent and Secretary of 
Health. 
DEAR DocToR:—My report for the past year can not be exactly 
correct, as only a part of the physicians of Woods county have re- 
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ported although 1 haverepeatedly written them urging a report,as 
it requires but a very short time for them to make one. Several. 
have refused to send a report of contagious diseases. but when 
they learned the penalty most of them have since complied with 
the law in that respect. We have had a great deal of trouble 
with illegal practitioners and mid-wives, as this county is so 
large that it affords great opportunities for them to practice 
fifteen or twenty miles from any town. A number of arrests and 
prosecutions have put a stop to this trouble, however, and most 
. of them have either quit practicing or changed locations. We 
" had an epidemic of measles last January and it spread over the 
entire county, but without a single fatality so tar as I can learn. 
"The epidemic started from a newsboy passing through Alva on 
the Santa Fe railway. Wehave also had an epidemic of diph- 
theria during October of this year, with ten deaths. I used all 
.possible precautions to prevent the spread of the disease, and 
was successful in confining it to the one township. I quaran- 
tined the entire township and stopped all schools and public 
gatherings, also quarantined each individual case. I found it 
very hard to make people observe the quarantine—even those 
who had diphtheria in theirown homes. We have had a number 
of sporadic cases of diphtheria during all of the past year with 
several deaths in widely separated parts of the county. A 
.great majority of these cases developed from filth, etc. I notice 
that the majority of cases first commenced in sod houses. I do 
net anticipate so much trouble with contagious disease during 
the coming year, as we had large and bountiful crops over the 
entire county and a great number ot our people are buildiug 
- good frame houses, and our sod houses, which are nothing more 
than disease breeders, will soon be a thing of the past. We 
have had considerable typhoid fever, but it has not proven to be 
very fatal in this county, nearly all cases recovering. None of 
the symptoms are so marked nor intense as in the eastern states. 

We h»ve very little winter here and have not one-tenth of 
the cases of pneumonia and diphtheria that occur two hundred 
miles farther east. 

Our population has increased. about 5,000 in the last year, 
and taking this and all other things into consideration the 
amount of sickness was less, if anything, than it was during 
1897. Our birth rate has increased about 25 per cent. over 1897 
while our death rate remains about the same. 

Our greatest difficulty as far as sanitation is concerned is 
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with our water supply. We have to buy all drinking’ water and 
it comes to us from springs three miles north of Alva and is 
hauled in wooden tanks, which I have the greatest difficulty in 
keeping clean. They will not keep them in condition without 
being watched every day. Then again, most of the townspeo- 
ple buy it by the barrel and before these are entirely emptied 
fresh water is putin them day by day and some of them go tor 
weeks without being cleaned, and then they wonder how they 
get typhoid fever, etc. I use the greatest care with the water 
at the school house, and hope to keep it pure and clean. The 
amount expended by the board during the past year was about 
$233. Our county commissioners have been very just to the 
board in the matter of allowing necessary claims We have ` 
had probably eight or ten cases of scarlet fever 1n the past year. 
I have had the greatest trouble in keeping Alva ina sanitary 
condition, as the merchants threw their refuse in the alleys and 
refused to move it or clean it up. After a warrant was sworn 
out for one of them for creating and keeping a nuisance the rest: 
of them complied with the law. We have had two cases of su - 
cide, both male; one man murdered his wife just after they came 
home from church by crushing her skull with an ax, then he cut 
his own throat with a razor. One outlaw was shot to death 
while resisting arrest. Ihave known of but very few cases of: 
criminal abortion. 

Our climate is extremely healthful as the altitude is just 
right, the air is pure and dry and people who come here suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis, asthma and hay fever find quick relief 
from their most distressing symptoms, and in time become very 
much benefitted. Ihave had under my care and observation 
several cases of incipient tuberculosis during the past year 
which I think were entirely cured by coming to this country. 
Also have given particular attention to several bad cases of 
tuberculosis and fiud that class of patients much benefited. 
There have been about twenty-five insane persons sent to Nor- 
man from Woods county during the past year. 

I think Oklahoma is leading allthe states in everything 
but her medical law. That needs a great deal of fixing and 
should be raised to a much higher standard. Our present law 
hardly protects us from the most illiterate quacks and charle- 
tans, for it recognizes some diplomas that can be purchased for 
$50 by men who never saw a medical college and who could not 
even open a campus gate. Oklahoma should follow the example 
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oi New York and Pennsylvania and make every physician 
stand an examination, no matter from what school he gradu- 
ated, then ‘‘boughten” diplomas and those issued to professors 
pets will not serve to put illiterate men and quacks on a level 
with physicians who have honestly won a diploma and have the 
proper knowledge to practice medicine in a scientific manner. 
Too much can not be said in favor of the great advance made 
in sanitary matters in Oklahoma during the past year, and our 
Governor is to be congratulated in his selection of the Board 
which now has control of these matters. Our Secretary and 
Superintendent is the right man in the right place and by his 
earnest efforts has wona place of respect and esteem in the 
hearts of all the physicians in the territory.

D COUNTY REPORT. 


POPULATION OF D COUNTY 6,000. 


OFFICE op SUPERINTENDENT PUBLIC HEALTH D COUNTY, 
BUTTE, Okla., Nov. 10, 1898.

SIR:— Having onlydocated in D county in April of this year 

and received my commission ás County Superintendent of Health 

and first of May, my report can only embrace a period of six 
months. 

Dr. Granville Speer of Taloga, and myself are the only reg- 
istered practitioners in D county. There are some very stub- 
born illegal quacks who have been plying their trade in this 
county for the past five years, and have gained quite an influ- 
ence among a certain class of people, and the efforts of the 
County Superintendent of Health to suppress the illegal practice 
of medicine is looked upon as an outrage and nothing short of 
persecution, I amin favor of revising the laws governing the 
practice of medicine in Oklahoma, making them morestringent, 
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and believe the quickest way to suppress illegal practice would 
be for our next session to pass an act making the person who 
knowingly employs one of these illegal quacks guilty as an 
accomplice in violating the laws, unless it be in cases of extreme 
emergency. I know of no mid-wives practicing in D county. 


“D” county is forty-two miles east and west by twenty-four 
miles north and south. The surface is sufficiently undulating to 
carry all rainfall into the large creeks, which empty into the 
South Canadian river, which passes entirely through the 
county, leaving no water pools or basins to contaminate the air. 
The supply of drinking water is obtained from deep wells, rang- 
ing in depth from forty feet to two hundred feet.- The water 
of some of the shallower wells is considerably impregnated with 
gypsum, making it very unpleasant for drinking and laundry 
purposes. Ihave noticed where parties have continued the use 
of this ‘‘gyp water” there occurs occasionally cases of severe 
cystitis, but from my observation am confident that an abund- 
ance of pure fresh water can be had by going from seventy-five 
to one hundred feet. 


“D” county has increased rapidly in population in the past 
two years. In 1896 the population was given at 2,986 and accord- 
ing to the increase in the late election returns, the present pop- 
ulation will reach 6,000. This rapid increase in population con- 
sequently has proportiorately increased the amount of sickness, 
which has mostly been of a malarial type, due, [am sure, to 
the unusual amount of rainfall during the spring,and early 
summer months. In an area of twenty-five, miles there have 
been six cases of typhoid fever with two deaths (both those 
tbat died were the patients of J. A. McGinnis, an illegal prac- 
titioner living near Taloga.) One case of scarlet fever recov- 
ered. No cases of diphtheria or membraneous croup have come 
to my notice, though quite a number of cases of ulcerative ton- 
silitis have come under my care in the past three weeks, all 
recovered. One case of cerebro-spinal meningitis resulting in 
death; two deaths from cholera infantum, infants; oue suicide, 
despondency from over use of- alcohol; two murders, cause, per- 
sonal difficulties between parties in regard to lands and cattle. 


No cases of criminal abortion have come to, my notice 
The people generally seem to be moral and law-abiding and as 
soon as they get enough ahead to build comfortable houses to 
live in, and move out of the dug-outs, which quite a number 
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still inhabit, I do not think there will be a healthier, happier 
people anywhere. 

The climate of **D" county is all that could be asked. I 
have talked with quite a number of persons who were suffering 
with catarrh in some form, and after having been here a few 
months the trouble entirely disappeared. I have also met with 
those who were confirmed asthmatics when they came here 
three years ago; they have had no paroxism for more thana 
year and say they are entirely free of asthma. 

I have not seen a single case of tuberculosis in any stage, 
nor have I heard of one in this county. 

The contagious diseases, such as typhoid aud scarlet fever, 
measles, etc., do not seem to be of so violent a form as iu other 
states. I have practiced in Tennessee and Texas and the gen- 
eral health is better and percentage of sickness less here in 
*D" county, Oklahoma, than in“either of the states I have 
named. 

In the early part of the summer I visited some cattle 
ranches in the west part of the county and found that quitea 
number of cattle had died of the disease called ‘‘blackleg.’’ I 
found that nothing had been done to check the disease or to 
dispose of the dead carcasses which were lying scattered over 
the pasture and^some near the water courses. I told the man 
in charge, Mr, Sowers, that the dead must either be buried or 
burned according to law, and the herd isolated and the disease 
confined to as small an area as possible, allof which was readily 
agreed to, and was done uuder his directions. I told him 
should the disease still continued he should notify the ‘“Territo- 
rial Livestock Commission." To Mr. Sowers' pompe Acton Į: 
think was due the checking of this disease. 

The expenses of our board to date have been $23.50.

The following have been 
among my Official duties: Arranging for meetings of our board 
of health; inspecting county jail; quarantining persons and 
families infected with contagious diseases; also in a few instan- 
ces it has been necessary to quarantine diseased horses; notify- 
ing parties who are practicing medicine without a certificate 
"contrary to law to comply with the law or discontinue their 
work. It was necessary to make one arrest to enforce this regu- 
lation. | | 

A number of midwives have discontinued their unlawful 
business rather than make an effort to comply with the law 
wliich they were unable to do. 

A few violations of sanitary laws have come to my notice. 
Most of the cases through ignorance of what was the law. In 
nearly all cases when informed they readily complied with all 
requirements. l e 

No cases of diphtheria or membraneous croup have come to 
my notice; a few cases of scarlet fever have been reported, the: 
same being quarantined the proper length of time; a number of 
cases of measles were also reported and quarantined, no deaths 
from either of the above diseases have come to my notice. 

A number of cases of typhoid fever with several deaths 
have occurred. The cities and villages of the county are in 
reasonably good sanitary condition. However. there is much 
that could be done to improve matters in this line. No suicides 
have come to my notice; three murders have been committed in 
the county during my term of office. The prevailing diseases 
. at present are typhoid-malarjal fevers. Cases of tuberculosis 
are rarely seen here, climatic conditions seeming to be beneficial 
in this direction. Our water supply is good. We have less 
sickness here in proportion to population than in other states 
where I have practiced, namely, Illinois and Kansas. We 
. certainly should be a grateful people as we are blessed witha

Dr. L. Haynes Buxton, Territorial Superintendent of Health: 

During the months of January, February and March we had 
an epidemic of measles, strict quarantine was enforced and no 
deaths resulted. During the above months, possibly six cases 
of pneumonia were treated, with one fatality. There has not 
been one death from consumption during the year. Quite a 
number of eastern people suffering from asthma have been 
living in this county during the past year, all have been greatly 
benefited and a few cases absolutely relieved. No cases of 
original bronchitis have occurred here, and those from abroad 
suffering from bronchial troubles have been greatly relieved : 
We have treated quite a number of people suffering from bro- 
chial disorders of an acute mature, but all these cases yield 
rapidly to treatment. All pulmonary disorders are greatly 
benefited by our climate because of its altitude above sea level 
and the absence of humidity in our atmosphere. We are situ- 
ated 2,860 feet above sea level, with an increasing altitude to 
the west and southwest. For several months in the year we 
have steady waves of air from the southwest, known in this 
country as the ''trade winds" of the west, rendering it almost 
impossible for contagious or infectious diseases to become epi- 
demic. Typhoid fever is almost unknown here. During the 
Summer months many cases of intestinal disorders occurred and 
one child, a babe, died from that causc. We have had no cases 
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of whooping-cough during the past year. No cases of scarlet 
fever have beeu reported. * One case of diphtheria, fatal in its 
results. In the bottom lands of the river, several cases of 
malaria have existed. No fatalities. In and about the county 
seat, Woodward, malarial fever is very rare. Woodward being 
the only town of note in the county, having a population of 
1,200 souls. Special care has been taken as to its sanitation. 
In the latter part of May, persons and owners of hogs running 
at large, were notified to avoid trouble by a compliance with 
the law. In many cases the notice, properly published, was 
ignored. The board at onee proceeded to have all loose hogs 
properly impounded. The expenses of which, with one excep- 
tion, was assessed against the owners and paid by them and a 
compliance with the law enforced. The one exception is now 
inthe district court for adjudication. In the month of April a dog, 
suffering from rabies, and which had bitten several other dogs, 
was ordered killed, as well as those bitten by it, and all dogs in 
the town ordered muzzled for thirty days. The precaution proved 
the wisdom of the measure, as no other ¿cases have occurred. , 

The streets and alleys have been thoroughly cleaned and 
kept in good sanitary condition. All privy vaults have been 
disinfected and very careful action looking to the health of the 
town taken. Our water supply is taken from springs near the 
city and after a careful analysis has proved pure and healthful 
for all purposes. We have an abundance of goud water in the 
North Canadian river and otber streams fed by pure springs. 
There is no contamination of the water by foreign orextraneous . 
matter. 1 have practiced medicine in Missouri, Indiana, 
and Colorado and my experience teaches me, that by 
comparison, the ravages of disease are very much less here than 
in the states named. We have five registered physicians in the 
county. Quite a number of persons claiming to be physicians 
have attempted to practice medicine in the county but have 
been promptly checked. l 

The rainfall for the past year has been 18 inches. The 
result is abundant crops of all kinds. We have been greatly 
assisted by all our county officials, who have upheld us in all 
our actions in strict conformity to law and for the benefit of all 
our people. I cannot give a correct report of the deaths during 
the past year, as reports have not been made to me. One sui- 
cide, one drowned and one by gunshot wound. Neither can I 
give the number of births. I can add. however, that the death. 
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rate has been less during my term than for any one year since 
the opening of the country to settlement. 
The expenses of the board for the year have been about

SIR:—I enclose my report for the year, as requested by 
you. 

The sanitary affairs of Pawnee county, for the past year 
have been uneventful. We have had no epidemics. The con- 
tagious diseases have been quarantined to their original loca- 
tion. We have had no prosecutions for violation of the Medical 
act, though it has been violated to a certain extent. 

The expenses of our Board for the year were about sixteen 
¿nd 50-100 ($16.50) dollars. 

Our sanitary laws have been fairly executed and we have 
nothing to complain of on that line. 

We have had a few cases of Membraneous croup (3), Scar- 
let fever (2), some Typhoid fever; several cases of Measles and 
two (2) cases of diphtheria. 

Our towns and villages are in very good sanitary condition. 

Criminal abortions have not been known to the county su? 
perintendent. 

Suicides and murders were very rare, there being oné sui- 
cide and one murder that T can recall. 

We have some tuberculosis but on the whole our climate is 
favorable to diseases of the respiratory passages, so much 
so that we have very little Pneumonia, Plurisy, Bronchitis, 
Tuberculosis, etc. 

Malarial diseases are prevalent. 

Whooping cough has been in our county for 3 year, but it 
is fast running out. 

Our population has increased RUE the year but I have no 
definite-figures. 

Our water supply is good. In some localities the water 
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seems to contain soda and various minerals. If we have to go 
deep we generally strike salt water. 
Outside of malarial troubles this is the healthiest place 1 
ever lived in and I'have been here over nine (9) years.

DEAR Docror:—The health for Logan county for more than 
a year past, while I believe better than in most older counties, 
has not been as favorable as in the preceding year; this is 
partly due to the fact that an epidemic of measles and German 
measles swept over almost the entire county during the fall, 
winter, and spring months of '97 and ’98. This epidemic of 
measles had a very low mortality. 

As only a few physicians have even pretended to make a 
report to me, a county report under the circumstances must 
necessarily be meager and lacking in detail, while conclusions 
applicable to the entire county would doubtless be erroneous or 
simply the results of a personal observation. 

Lung trcubles, such as pleurisy, pneumonia, etc., are very 
mild and rarely fatal, except in the aged and enfeebled. 

Bronchitis and catarrh and in some instances tuberculosis, 
coming from other localities improved rapidly; consumption 
originating with us seems to persue a steady downward course. 
The malarial fevers, and continued fevers (resembling in many 
respects, typhoid,) have been with us in an unusual degree, but 
singularly free from fatality; much the larger portion of these 
{evers have been intermittent and remittent in form. 

Three cases of Scarlet fever occurred in Guthrie and were 
quarantined. 

Twenty cases of diphtheria have been reported to me; two of 
these were in or near Mulhalland the remaining eighteen, in 
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the vicinity of Guthrie. There occurred twelve cases in Guthrie 
These cases were malignant in a number of iustances, 
four deaths resulting. In five cases the cause wus direct conta- 
gion. Death one. Contagion from a mild case of tonsillitis (?) 
in two neighbor’s children, said cases not reported and vot re- 
stricted at home. Death two, membraneous croup. Death three, 
children of family, played with children of family where death 
two occurred, although no further cases occurred in family 
where death two took place, but three children in this family had 
diphtheria with death of a little boy. Death four, contagion from 
an unreported case in thecountry. Strong young man twenty- 
five (25) years of age died. 

In these four deaths we are able to trace three to known 
contagion and in two of the cases from unreported cases and hence 
unquarantined. Nearly all the above twenty cases reported have 
been thoroughly quarantined, flagged and disinfected, by health 
officer and in no case where this has been done has the contagion 
been carried to.others, although incases unreported or reported 
late we are able totrace cases arising from these cases in three 
cases besides the deaths above referred to—any man who runs 
can read a lesson from these cases. 

All cases reported were quarantined and disinfected; necro 
logic list from these cases six. 

Antitoxin had been used in six of those cases, with reported 
good results in only part of the cases. Ina part of these the 
patients were nearly moribund before receiving the injection, 
and as expected; results were nil. 

Deductions concerning the usefulness of antitoxin from 
such an experience are devoid of value. l j 

In addition to the above cases a little expense account has 
been incurred in visiting nuisances and attempting their removal 
or abatement. The costs all told since 1897—(Aug.) amount in 
the aggregate to about fifty dollars. (850.00.) 

Some of our towns and even part of Guthrie seem to furnish 
abundant opportunity for a contaminated water supply by per- 
mitting their water closet vaults to be simply excavations inthe 
earth, dug in many instances almost to the substrata of sand 
which contains our drinking water. 

It seems to me it would be a good plan if some form of box 
could be devised to be used in the reception and disposal of 
human excreta in the smaller towns and villages. This could 
be removed and emptied at stated intervals by the authorities; 
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the contents of the box being dry and odorless could be easily 
disposed of for fertilizing purposes. Some plan suggeşted like 
the above could be framed into a law and thus universally ap: 
plied; or if this is deemed too stringent, anything outside of 
water tight vaults could be prohibited by law. The ‘‘ pumping 
into air-tight containers without eration” is a difticult feat, so 
why not change rule 37 making the change so as to permit cov- 
ering up if preferred. I believe the enforcement of that rule 
could then be contemplated without dread. 

If there has been violations of the Medical act which re- 
quires practitioners to register, so far as reported to me it has 
been with permission until such time as the Qld E of 
the law could be met.. 

No violation of the law by mid. wives with proof Rb 
ating the same has been reported to me.

Two practitioners attempted to practice medicine without 
certificate but discontinued upon notice from the Territoria] 
Superintendent of Health, upon report of this board. 

There are no practicing mid-wives except among the col- 
ered people where it has been customary for women to act in 
that capacity among the poorer classes. In the town of Geary, 
when first started, my attention was called to non-removal of 
garbage and refuse from stores and restaurants, but that has 
been rectified and the townis now in clea) condition. 

There have been no cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
measles reported. Typhoid fever has been the prevailing dis- 
ease during the summer and autumn», as in other seasons, due to 
contamination through water supbplv. but there has been more 
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cases Of, malaria reported than in all the other seasons com- 
bined since the opening of the country. No suicides reported. 

Two murders; one due to a drunken row. Cause of the oth- 
er unknown. The etfect of alcohol in the community is to de- ` 
grade and lower the standard of society and work hardships : 
upon its people when indulged in. 

No criminal abortions reported or known. 

Tuberculosis is a rare disease is this community and the 
climate tends to ‘elieve those affected with lung trouble who 
come here for that purpose—who are not a few. In generalthe 
climate is healthful and for healthfullness ‘exceeds any state 
in the north or east. Our county has increased from 9,000 to 
12,000 people during the past year. In general the water sup- 
ply is good, but open wells produce some infection. The coun- 
ty is in general in a healthful and prosperous condition.

DEAR Docror:—The following report embraces the time 
from October 2, 1897, to November 21, 1898. 

During the months of October, November and December, 
1897, there were a great many cases of malarial fever along the 
Stillwater and Cimarron river bottoms; some few cases of 
typhoid fever. Beginning in January, 1898, we had a good 
many cases of pneumonia; not so many cases as in former years 
for the reason the general population have more comfortable 
quarters and are less exposed to cold and stormy weather. 
There have been no reports of diphtheria during the year. No 
scarlet fever cases reported. The county has been free from 
whooping cough. Wehave had a scourge of measles during: 
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the entire year—m-asles making their appearance in Novem- 
ber and December, 1897, and continuing up to the present time. 
The cases are of a mild form wi:hout complications except in 
some cases where pneumonitis followed, with only a few deaths 
in the county compared to the great number of cases. Measles 
prevailed in every town and township in the county. Schrols 
progressed as,if nothing had happened. The months of June, 
July and August developed many cases of intestinal trouble 
among the children. Cases considered by most of the 
physicians to be dysenteric in their nature; caused by hot 
weather and improper feeding. , 

Experience and observation have led me to the conclusion 
that we have a most excellent climate for asthmatics and per- 
sons suffering trom bronchial troubles. A large per cent. of 
this class of subjects finds relief on coming here and remaining. 

Stillwateris located on an elevation between Boomer Creek 
and Stillwater Creek with most excellent drainage, and the 
h-alth of the city for the past year has been excelleut. Our 
city Officials are always ready to do anything to promote good 
health. The cost of the board for the city and county will not 
amount to more than $50 for the year.

Dear Doctor:—I will admit it is with quite a degree of 
reluctance I send in this imperfect report; the imperfection is to 
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a great degree due to the fact that we have not the proper legis- 
lation relative to the work. We do not obtain proper data upon 
which to make a report that would be of value, not only for the 
present, but valuable as a reference for the future. 

Blank certificates should be furnished every registered 
physician in the territory upon which to make a record of each 
and every birth and death in detail, giving age, nationality, 
etc. Then statistics would be obtainable that would be of 
value All unregistered doctors, either male or female, doing 
work in any medical, surgical, or obstetric line could be easily 
apprehended. 

Iam very glad to state that-at this writting, as far as I am 
aware, no unregistered person is in practice. We have, in a 
number of instances during the past year, been obliged to 
prosecute, and in every instance obtained result required, as all 
were either convicted or signed an agreement to comply in the 
future with the law. The value of the work is not appreciate 
as it should be, and expenses are not recognized by our county 
commissioners, as they have refused, during the entire year to 
recognize any account presented. 

We are greatly indebted to the press ot our county and city 
for valuable assistance upon many occasions, as Enid has been 
evidently the Mecca of the ‘‘medical fakir.” 1 trust that our 
next legislature will give prompt attention to the improvement 
of our medical laws. 

The following cases have been reported: 

Membraneous croup, 8; diphtheria, 1; measles, 18; bronchitis, 
(chronic) 1; scarlet fever, 16. 

No deaths have been reported but the following have comé 
to my notice since October $, 1897: 

Phthisis pulmonalis, 2; membraneous croup, 1; peritonitis,1; 
P pea fever, 2; cholera.infantum, 1; typhoid fever, 1; acci 
dents, 9; murders, 9, 

The sanitary condition of our cities and towns is good; 
criminal abortion is not common. 

The water supply is good and drainage is excellent. 

Several cases of glanders among horses have occurred and 
cases turned over to proper officer. 

Our population is increasing. I consider the mortality rate 
much less than during my fifteen years of practice in middle and 
northwest Missouri. 

Trusting our incoming legislature will make marked 
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improvement in the line of medical legislation, so that in the

DEAR SIR:—As you are aware, I was appointed superin- 
tendent of health of this county in August of this year. Since 
that time there has been no epidemic; a few cases of typhoid 
fever, measles, whooping cough, scarlet fever and diphtheria, 
all of which were properly quarantined, thus cnecking their 
progress. In case of contagious diseases, making its appear- 
ance in a densely populated citv like this, rigid quarantine 
rules must be enforced; if necessary to enforce these rules, 
place a sanitary policeman in cha ge of the house until the 
danger of contagion has passed. When a case of contagious 
disease is reported to me; I.at once place it in quarantine, 
placard the house and guard the.schools. If it be diphtheria 
reported I have every child sent home that has sore throat. 
Being the president of the city board of health, we ‘have 
made such recommendati:-ns to the city council in -regard to 
sanitary laws and have received their full co-operation. Our 
sanitary improvements are very marked; stone curbs and gutters 
for our streets, free surface drainage, seven miles of sanitary 
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sewers, to which our water closets are attached, all attest to 
the interest taken in the health of Oklahoma City.

REPORT OF LINCOLN COUNTY.

Dr. L. Haynes Buxton, M. D., Territorial Superintendent of Health: 

Sir :—I have the honor to submit herewith my annual 
‘report as County Superintendent of Heatth for Lincoln county. 
This report has been somewhat delayed, owing to my absence 
from home, but I trust that it will reach you in time. 

In my own practice and from the cases reported to me I 
have had knowl»dgs of seventeen cases of diphtheria (mem- 
braneous croup), seven cases of which have proven fatal. There 
have been three cases of Scarlet Fever, one of which was fatal. 
These ‘figures are, of course, not complete, as many of the 
physicians have been careless or willfully negligent in regard 
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to reporting births, deaths and contagious diseases. As nearly 
as I can ascertain there have been about forty cases of measles 
with two deaths. Typhoid fever, two cases; result, favorable. 

The entire county is in a good sanitary condition. The jail 
and other public buildings are in sanitary condition, except 
in a few particulars in regard to which I have mad: the necess- 
ary orders, which are being complied with at this time. 

The prevailing disease is Malarial Fever and the per cent. 
of sickness is greater this year than last year. I have quaran- 
. tined all contagious diseases coming under my notice. 1 ordered 
the killing of two glandered mules and the burning of the 
stables. 

According to the best information at hand I understand 
- that there are eight patients from this,county in the asylum at 
Norman. 

On account of the prevalence of diphtheria in Chandler I 
closed the Chandler schools on November 10, 1897, and again 
on October 10, 1898, and disinfected the school rooms, with 
satisfactory results. ) 

I have been seriously handicapped in my work by reason of 
the failure of the county commissioners to allow bills for work 
and supplies, and because ot the failure of the profession and 
the laity to make the proper reports to me as health. officer. 

I have caused to be published in the county papers an 
extract from the Oklahoma Statutes and from the regulations of 
the Territorial Board of Health in reference to the bodies of. 
persons who died from contagious or infectious diseases. This 
was done in order that the public might fully understand the 
penalty to be imposed for violations of this law. 

The new Roard of Health was organized November 5, 1897, 
The last meeting of the County Board of Health was held

Dr. L. Haynes Buxton, Territorial Superintendent of Health: 


DEAR Doctor:—From the time of my appointment as Super- 
intendent of Cleveland County, August 27, 1898, to present time» 
we have bad principally the following diseases during Winter 
and spring: Pneumonia, La Grippe and Measles, showing a 
mortality of not over one in forty or fifty cases. 

Measles became epidemic but no deaths so far has come 
to my knowledge. 

During the spriug of 1898 we had an epidemic of Gastro- 
intestinal trouble which had no respect of person, all agus being 
affected and several deaths occurred from the same. The death 
rate being about one in twenty-five. We have had almost a 
universal wave of ‘‘Chills and Fever” this summer and autumn, 
also a large increase of what is called in this county ‘‘Slow 
Fever," with perhaps a mortality of one in twenty-five. Three 
cases of Scarlet Fever, all recovered. A strict quarantine was 
enforced, hence no extension of disease occurred. ` 

Two physicians were prosecuted for practicing without a 
license. Mid-wives plying their trade were notified of their 
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violation of the law, after which there was very little trouble 
given by them. 

There is now a syit pending in this County Court as to ex- 
' penses of County Board of Health, which will be settled at next 
term. Sc far the amount expended has been only $6.70.

Board of Health, Guthrie: 


DEAR Doctor:—Pursuant to your request I beg to submit 
the following report: 
On assuming this arduous and most important office in the 
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county, somewhat over a year ago, I must confess, that upon 
. entering the office of County Superintendent of School, to hold 
our first meeting, I was astonished to find that the county of 
Pottawatomie had supplied its health office with a set of books 
and the necessary stationery, second to none in any county in 
any state, that it has been my good fortune to inspect. 

But upon opening the Record of Meetings and Proceedings, 
(large ledger) [ saw for the first time the absolute necessity of 
work. This is the most important office in every county, in every 
state and territory in these United States. Hence the absolute 
necessity of having the most honest, firm, honorable and wel] 
posted modern physician in the whole county atthe helm. The 
necessity of an energetic, sober and broad-minded man, one 
who will thoroughly go over all matters without undue haste 
and let all his actions be judicious, fair, honorable and above 
¿party or petty prejudices. : 

At the start [want to compliment the men who have filled 
the honorable position of County Commissioners. The Board 
of Health has at all times audited their own accounts, and the” 
County Commissioner and County Clerk have at all times. rec- 
ognized the faithful and good work of the County Board of ` 
Health and have never for one moment questioned the accounts 
allowed and audited by the Board. Consequently this Board 
has at all times tried to look after all matters brought to the 
attention of the Board with promptness and precision. 
| Soon after assuming my duties as health officer of this 
County, the Yellow Fever scourge of the whole south assumed 
such serious proportions that the Territorial Board of 
Health deemed it prudent and wise to quarantine against aH 
points in the south that were affected; consequently the Terri- 
torial Board of Health designated me as an inspector for all 
eastern Oklahoma, that the C. O. & G. railway passed through, 
and all written and oral telegraphic orders from the Territorial 
Board of Health were carefully obeyed and carried out to the 
letter, to the satisfaction of said Board. 

There should be some special legislation regarding offcers i 
enforcing the Board of Health laws—empowering the sheriff, his 
deputies and township constables to watch, and report 
nuisances as they may exist in different parts of the county, to 
the Board of Health, giving the Board power to order said 
officer& to see that such nuisances are at once abated or removed. 
Dead auimals of any description lying upon the ground and not 
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properly buried, standing pool of stagnated water, and deposit 
of the excreta of schools and other public closets should 
properly come under this head. i 

A law compelling physicians to make a monthly report to 
the County Superintendent and Secretary of the Board of Health, 
of births and deaths, and the conditions as they exist in their 
respective localities. A law governing the practice of medicinc, 
who shall be allowed to practice and who shall not, and what 
class of college diplomas shall be recognized. I suggest a law, 
that the Territory will not recognize any diploma, but cause 
every man, whether he isthe possessor of a dozen diplomas or 
not, to go before a Territorial Board and pass a rigid written 
and oral examination. Have the law annul all certificates 
-heretofore granted and create a Board of five examiners, 
with the Territorial Superintendent and Secretary of Board 
of Health as the Secretary of said Board of Examirers and his 
recommendations of appointment be considered final to the 
Governor, or the Governor make none only upon recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary and Superintendent of Board of Health. 
I believe the present Council and Legislature elect of this Okla- 
homa Territory to be the most intelligent that has ever graced 
the legislative halls of Oklahoma, and we should make an extra 
effort to secure the needed legislation for the protection of the 
people from quacks. 

The year just passed, with the exception of about 24 or 3 
months, has been a very healthy season. An epidemic of Per-. 
tussis and Measles swept over the whole county but a very low 
mortality was reported except in the southeast part of the 
county where there are no registered physicians, I understand 
the mortality was above the average. 

We-had a very few cases of Diphtheria last winter which 
were immediately quarantined and effectivelv stamped out; but 
four deaths. All the above cases were in the winter of '97 and 
'08. With this winter so far, December 6, 1898, only one case 
of Diphtheria, and the case will undoubtedly die because the peo- 
ple did not call in their family physician until, as the physician 
said when he reported the case, it was in a dying condition. 
This case is properly quarantined and the balance of the chil- 
dren are put upona prophylactic treatment. 

I cannot refrain from saying a few wordsin behalf of Formal- 
dehyde gas in the treatment of Scarlet Fever. I have certainly be- 
come anenthusiast in advocating its use both to thoroughly fumi. 
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gate the rooms, clothing, etc., and ,to effectively stamp the 
disease out, and further, it isthe best treatment inthe world in my 
opinion for Scarlet Fever. Get any good generator, fill with 
wood alchohol, start your lamp and set by the bed-side (Scar- 
let Fever) and close the sick room up tight as possible (must be 
a good tight room, free from circulating air) and let the gen- 
erator create gas until it begins to irritate the eyes, then stop 
. your lamp and leave patient in the room until gas has all gone. 
Repeat every 3 or 4 hours, day and night, and I believe with 
your other local remedies it is a specific. If youcan’t get a gen- 
erator take a chunk of unslacked lime as largeasa big bucket, 
dig a hole in the center of it and pour a pint of wood alchohol 
in the hole and set it.by the bedside and it will never fail to 
give you very satisfactory results. 

In August aud September we had a severe epidemic of many 
forms of Malaria which for a while was alarming. All caused 
by hard rains all spring and summer, the heavy rank growth 
of vegitation, the death rate was very insignificant. Although 
every house in the cities, towns, hamlets, and in the country 
were very unpopular if they didn’t have from 1 to 6 cases of 
Malaria fever to contend with. 

Ihave considerable trouble with complaints about illegal 
practitioners and mid-wives, but when a complaint is made to 
me [invariably make life miserable for the poor devil and dev- 
ilesses until they comply with the law or make an affidavit to 
forever stop their illegal practice. When an advertising quack 
struck the town and was not qualified, I invariably used the po- 
liceman’s phrase ‘‘move on” and I always saw that he did move 
on. 4 

I consider Pottawatomie County one of the healthiest 
partsofOklahoma. Wehave,-asaclass, a representative people, 
all over the couuty. Ourcounty is well watered by nature’s 
own streams, the finest soft drinking water in the world. The 
wens in Shawnee possesses water just as soft as rain water.

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STATUTORY CHANGES AND ENACTMENTS RECOM- 
MENDED+«FOR THE BETTER PROTECTION OF PUB- 
LIC HEALTH AND THE PREVENTION AND CURE OF 
CONTAGIOUS -AND INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


. Although in-many points our present medical and sanitary 
laws might with benefit be changed, yet I shall call attention 
to those changes and enactments more urgently demanded at 
the present time and leave minor moditications to such action as 
your honorable body may deem wise. 

Compensation for County and Local Health Officers.—No problem 
has annoyed the present Board of Health more and hasretarded 
the enforcement of existing health laws than the difficulty that 
has arisen by county and local health officers in receiving just 
compensation for the services demanded of them by our statute. - 

The peop e require that contagious diseases shall be kept 
from their communities; that when such have entered, the lives. 
of themselves and their families shall be protected; that quar- 
antine be maintained; that pestilential breeding’ pools be 
abated; that proper sewerage be maintained; that nuisances of 
every kind be abated; that dead and decaying animals shall be 
buried or destroyed, and that the numerous other duties devolv 
ing upon the health officer shall be performed in a prompt and 
efficient manner; yet if we are to judge by the conduct of some 
boards of county commissioners in auditing and allowing the 
bills of Health Officers, we might judge that they expect that - 
this work should be simply a work of love without compensa- 
tion. 

In too many cases county and local officials have found 
themselves without means to. properly enforce just and wise 
sanitary regulations, or having enforced them, found that they 
were left with a large portion of the bills to pay themselves. 

The duties of a local health officer are far from pleasant, 
under the most favorable circumstances, oftentimes receiving: 
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condemnation from those whose paths tiey necessarily must 
cross in enforcing the laws of health. If, added to this, they 
are expected to receive little or no compensation, it simply be- 
comes a matter of absolute withdrawal from public service. 
Some of the very best of our County Superintendents of Health : 
have resigned during the past year, giving as their only reason 
that their county commissioners were not willing to pay the 
legal fees, which at the best were insignificant, for their services, 
and that they did not care to enter into a suitat law to enforce 
their legal rights for the pittance that was due them. 


The duties of a County Superintendent of Health at the best 
are exceedingly unpleasant, and cheerfully should each county 
pay, as required by our laws, such sums as are expended by 
these faithful officers in be discharge of their duties. 


Expenses of the Territorial Board of Health.—Iu 1890 when our 
‘present sanitary and medical law went into effect a larger 
amount was appropriated for this Board than that appropriated 
by ourlastlegislature. This isunreasonable. The correspondence 
of the Superintendent has increased one hundred fold, his travel- 
ing expenses must necessari'y be ten. times as great, as on this 
above date mentioned. In order to faithfully perform my duties 
and carry out the requirements of our statute it becomes neces- 
sary that a larger appropriation be made for th s department. 
More especially is thisdemanded, as it isnecessary that a Bulletin 
of Health be published that shall be extensive enough to reach a 
large number of people. This Bulletin of Health has been pub- 
lished in a small way during the past year and its benefits have 
been inestimable in extension of information about health laws, 
This extra work is absolutely demanded, but ix order to do it an 
increased appropriation will be required. 

The Board has been unable to issue any Bulletins since eJ uly 
last for the simp'e lack of necessary funds, the appropriation 
having been exhausted. Believing as we do that sanitary laws 
can not be enforced without the consent and sympathy of the 
people, we believe that this special branch of work is one that 
should receive your earnest consideration. 

The Board is, in case of an epidemic of unusual severity or 
invasion of the yellow fever of the south, or an extensive epi- 
demic of an infectious disease, wholly Without funds to protect 


our people in the proper manner. The preservation of life and 
health should receive as much of your careful consideration as 
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does commercial affairs, which at best but adds happiness and 
protection to that life. 

The correspondence of the Board has become so voluminous 
as to demand the constant employ of a typewriter whose salary 
alone is almost equal to that of Superintendent of Health. 

A Law Relating to the Registration of Births and Deaths. -—In nearly 
all well governed states statutes are in force requiring the 
return and careful registration of births and deaths. We have had 
no such legislation, and no carefully collected record of births 
and deaths are made in our territory, as should be the case. 
These records cost but little to collect and are of great value, viewed 
from a moral, legaland sanitarystandpoint. It isoften of great 
value and even necessary to establish one’s identity by a legal 
birth record, to establish the fact of the death of individuals, to 
prevent the hasty burial of persons, and more especially infants ` 
who have been secretly murdered. Also, from a sanitary point 
of view, it is of vital importance to gather causes and number of 
deaths, so that in case of an excessive death rate in a certain 
town or locality the cause therefor can be sought out and reme- 
died. Often it is the case that by means of a burial permit 
and death return therefrom information is brought to the Health 
Officer for the first time of the outbreak of a contagious disease 
that demands his early attention. If we, as we so often state 
and believe, have one of the most healthful climates in the 
world, let us show this by undisputable figures by our small 
death rate. These suggestive reasons, presented for the enact- 
ment of a law to enforce the registration of births and deaths, are, 
Iam sure, but a few of the many benefits that will come to 
your minds in considering this subject. 

Statutory Requirements to Better Protect the People from Imposition 
by Parties Fraudulently Professing to Be Able to Cure Disease.— 
Although thestatute regulating the practice of medicine in Okla- 
homa has been of inestimable-value in protecting our people 
from the hordes of mountebanks, charletans and persons belong- 
ing to this class, nevertheless we believe that the time has 
arrived when salutary changes might be made. Our present law 
permits persons who are not graduates of medical colleges to 
come before the medical examining board, and if found proficient 
they are issued a certificate to practice medicine—giving all the 
rights and powers that the most proficient physician has. Under 
this regulation there is much danger that personal or political 
influence be exercised to induce the Board of Medical Exam- 
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iners to leniency ir certain individual cases, to pass men that 
are not as fully qualified as they should be. Hight years have 
passed and all men who are not graduates of medical colleges 
and are otherwise qualified, have no doubt been granted certifi- 
cates of qualification to practice medicine. We believe, there- 
fore, in this age and advancement of the world, when medical 
education is so easily obtained, that none but graduates from 
reputable medical colleges should, after this year, be granted 
certificates to practice medicine in Oklahoma. Again, under 
our law, it is mandatory upon the Superintendent of Public 
Health to issue certificates to all graduates of medical colleges. 
In too manv instances a diploma of graduation does not repre- 
` sent medical knowledge. Schools have been organized for the 
especial purpose of boosting to prominence those persons con- 
nected therewith, with little attention or ability to thoroughly 
. prepare their students for the duties of a practitioner, or, as is 
sometimes the case, these schools are simply “diploma mills" 
from which bootblacks, hostlers and others may graduate if 
they have the requiréd amount of money necessary. In con- 
sideration of these things, and of facts which I shall present 
later, I would recommend the establishment of a medical exam- 
ining board before whom all parties desiring to practice medi- 
cine should be required to come and show themselves thoroughly 
proficient to the satisfaction of such a Board. 

We believe also that legislation should be enacted to stop 
the work of the traveling quack whose only desire and business 
is to fleece the people, and as soon as he has caught his victims: 
flees to greener fields with his money. Hundreds of men in our 
country live by this method, and are no better than the ''green 
goods” man and his class of followers. If fraud is controlled 
and prevented by statute so also should the nefarious business 
of these men be stopped by like means. If itis unwise to allow 
the citizens of our territory to be preyed upon by irresponsible, 
dishonest charletans who reside or are traveling through our 
territory, we believe it also desirable to shut out agents for simi- 
lar concerns and men who reside outside the territory, that are . 
sent here to seek out the unfortunate victims with the promise 
that the cure is to come from some faraway city, accompanied 
by a guarantee of cure, but in all cases a note or money is given 

in advance, and as is too often the case, the money is given and 
the party fleeced out of his scanty earnings from a prairie farm. 
Some mathod should be devised to shut dishonest agents out of 
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the territory. Bad enough tobe hoodwinked by such pretenders 
as Schrader, the so-called “divine healer,” who attempted to 
make our territory, but who, thanks to our efficient Superinten- 
dents of Health in Grant and Garfield counties, caused him to 
understand that he was not needed and induced him to turn 
away. 

In connection ‘with this subject I desire to present the fol- 
lowing letter in reference tothe work of the notorious ‘‘Diamond 
Dick,” and alsoa letter following, showing the class of applica- 
tions which often are received for registration under our law:

My DEAR Doctor:—I have eight bottles of medicine (pint 
bottles) that was brought to me by a family by the name of : 
Churchil living twelve miles west of this place. The medicine 
was prépared and prescribed by the famous “Diamond Dick.” 
He charged these people $65 fof his medicine. They paid him: 
the cash, as did three other persons in the Same neighborhood 
the same day. Am also informed that he got six or seven hun- 
dred dollars in notes in the same locality. Of course his inten- 
tion is to sell the notes to some innocent purcnaser. I think he 
works the territory systematically and does not go to. the same 
neighborhood the second time. Am told his home is in Chicka- 
sha, I. T., and it looks like he ought to be apprehended and 
punished to the full extent of the law. The name of the people 
I refer to can be obtained at any tims. The medicine is put up 
in sixteen ounce prescription bottles. The directions are writ- 
ten on blank paper pasted on the bottle and no name signed.

This letter was respectfully referred to the Superintendent. 
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of Public Health by our Honorable Territorial Treasurer, Mr. 
Thompson, with the suggestion that the district school teacher 
be called in. 

As an indication of the benefits derived trom legal super- 
vision of the practice of medicine, we quote the following 
editorial from the Kansas City Medical Record of January, 1898: 


“EMPIRCISMS; FAITH CURES, MAGNETIC HEALERS 
“AND OTHER ‘FAKES’ IN KANSAS. 


“From personal observation and recent information we 
note with regret the overcrowding.of the state of Kansas with 
- all kinds of healers, unlicensed and uneducated. Nearly every 
town of any importance is now teeming with ‘fakirs,” who are 
not only financially sapping the: unfortunate victims of mis- 
placed confidence, who is prubably incurable, but is preying 
upon his credulity; but, in addition, degrading the honest 
qualified members of the profession. It is often asserted that 
these ‘fakes’ do not hurt the better class of physicians. This 
is a mistake. While probably they do not injure them to any 
great extent from a financial standpoint, they cause them to 
suffer in other ways. 

“The people generally do not seem to understand the differ- 
ence between a quack and a doctor possessed of education, 
honesty and integrity, therefore our physicidns must suffer to 
some extent socially. 

“The marvelous growth of empircism along medical lines, 
and the ease with which the laity are made to believe in the 
irrational and impossible, is astounding. 

“What is needed in Kansas and in many other states is a 
stringent law regulating the practice of medicine. It is some- 
what singular that other laws seem easy of enactment in 
Kansas. Some hold the view that these matters will regulate 
themselves, but observation teaches us that they do not. 

“No one can advance-the argument, with any degree of 
truth, that we have now too many practicing physicians who are 
qualified. The census of 1890 shows about one physician to 
every 600 in population; we include of course many quack 
doctors. This ceusus shows that about 100,000 of these 
physicians come under the head of regulars, 26,000 are homeo- 
paths and electics; and there are a few thousand quacks of, 
various denominations. * 

“Since 1890 Kansas particularly has been flooded with 
mountebanks of various pretentions all ‘doctors,’ of course, 
much to the discredit of our noble profession, and lowering the 
standing generally. It is time to call a halt."

Hamilton of Shawnee for services as quarantine inspector during 
the yellow fever epidemic in the south in the autumn of 1897,

Quarantine order No. 1. The extension of yellow fever in 
the South to places in the same latitude as Oklahoma, makes it 
necessary that protection be extended to our people against the 
invasion o our Territory by the disease. 

Therefore, be it ordered by the Board of Health of Oklahoma 
Territory, that quarantine be hereby declared against all points 
in the states of Mississippi, Louisiana, and Alabama aná all 
other places that are, or that may become, infected with yellow 
fever. 

On and after this date, no person or persons, their baggage 
or effects, from any of the above meutioned districts or any 
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other infected points, will be permitted to enter Oklahoma, 
unless said parties have certificates of health from some recog- . 
nized health officer. , 

Further, all railroad companies doing business in Oklahoma 
Territory are hereby notified that no freight, express or baggage 
from any of the infected districts will be allowed to enter Ok a- 
homa unless the same has been disinfected under the direction 
of some recdgnized board of health. 

In testimony whereof, I have this 24th day of September, 
A. D. 1897, signed the above and affixed the seal of the Territorial 
Board of Health of Oklahoma Territory.

The Superintendent of Health was ordered to appoint 
inspectors on the various lines of railroad entering Oklahoma:

Therefore, it becomes yoyr duty to see that your city is 
placed in the very best sanitary condition possible, aud you are 
hereby directed to have an. inspection made of your privy 
Aaults, cess pools, hog-pens, chicken-yards, etc, and have the 
same cleaned at once. 

Much of the typhoid fever that has existed in the cities of 


Oklahoma heretofore has been due to contamination of wels

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trom privy vaults and cess pools and the throwing of slops and 
garbage on the surface of the ground near such wells. 
‘Therefore, the necessity of a strict examination of your 
privy. vaults at once is a plain duty.

. The following rules for the transportation of corpses 
adopted by the American Conference of State and Provincial 
Boards of Health; bv the American Public Health Association; 
by the American Association of General Railway Baggage 
‘Agents; by the National Funeral Directors’ Association, and by 
several Siate Boards of Health, were adopted by the Oklahoma ` 
Territoriul Board of Health, at its meeting in June, 1898: 

Rule 1. The transportation of bodies dead of Small-pox, 
AsiaticCholera, Yellow Fever, ER Fever or Bubonic Plague 
is absolutely forbidden 

Rule 2. The bodies of those o have died of Diphtheria 
(Membraneous Croup), Scarlet Fever (Scarlatina, Scarlet Rash), 
Glanders, Anthrax or Leprosy, shall not be accepted for trans- 
portation unless prepared for shipment by being thoroughly 
disinfected by (a) arterial and cavity injection with a proved 
disinfectant fluid, (b) disinfecting and stopping of all orifices 
with absorben cotton, and (c) washing the body with disinfectant, 
all of which must be done by an.embalmer holding a certificate 
as such approved by the Territorial Board of Health. After 
being disinfected as above, such body shall be enveloped in a 
layer of cotton not less than one inch thick, completely 
wrapped in a sheet and bandaged, and encased in an air-tight 
zinc, tin. copper or lead lined coffin, or iron casket, all joints 
and seams hermetically soldered, and all inclosed in a strong, 
tight wooden box. Or, the body being prepared for shipment 


by disinfecting and wrapping as above. max be piaced.in a 


Le 
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strong cottin or casket, and said coffin or casket encased in an 
air-tight zinc, copper or tin case, all joints and seams hermetic- 
ally soldered, and all enclosed in a strong outside wooden box. 

Rule 8. The bodies of those dead from Typhoid Fever, 
Puerperal Fever, Erysipelas, Tuberculosis, Measles, or other ` 
dangerous communicable diseases, other than those specified in 
rules 1 and 2, may be received for transportation when prepared 
for shipment by filling cavities with an approved disinfectant, 
washing the exterior of the body with the same, stopping all 
orifices with absorbent cotton and enveloping the entire body 
with a layer of cotton not less than one inch thick, and all 
wrapped-in a sheet and bandaged and encased in an air-tight 
coffin or casket, provided that this shall apply only to bodies 
that can reach their de-tination within forty-eight hours from 
time of death. In all other cases such bodies shall be prepared 
for transportation in conformity with rule 2. But when the 
body has been prepared for shipment by being thoroughly dis- 
infected by an embalmer holding a certificate as in rule 2, issued 
by the Territorial Board of Health, the air-tight sealing may 
be dispensed with. l 

Rule 4. The bodies of those dead from diseases that are 
not contagious, infectious or communicable may be received for 
transportation when encased in a sound coffin or casket and 
enclosed in a strong outside wooden box, provided they reach 
.their destination within thirty hours from time of death. If 
the body cannot reach its destination within thirty hours from 
time of death it must be prepared for shipment by filling the 
cavities with an approved disinfectant, washing the exterior of 
the body with the same, stopping all orifices with absorbent 
cotton and enveloping the entire body with a layer of cotton 
not less than one inch thick, and all wrapped in a bandage and 
‘encased in an air-tight coffin or casket. But when the body has 
been prepared for shipment by being thoroughly disinfected by 
an embalmer holding a.certificate as ia rule 2, issued by the 
Territorial Board of Health the air-tight sealing may be dis. 
pensed with. l 

Rule 5. In case of contagious, infectious or communicable 
diseases the body must not be accompanied by persons or 
articles which have been exposed to the infection of the 
deceased, unless certified by the health officer as having been 
properly disinfected; and before selling passage tickets agents 
shall carefully examine the transit permit and note the name of 
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tbe passenger in charge, and of any others proposing to accom- 
pany the body, and see that all necessary precautions have been 
taken to prevent the spread of the disease. The transit permit 
in such cases shall specifically state who is authorized by the 
health authorities to accompany the remains. In all cases 
where bodies are forwarded under rule 2 notice must be sent by 
telegraph to the health office at destination, advising the date 
and train on which the body may be expected. This notice 
must be sent by or in the name of the officer at the initial point, 
and to enable the health officer at destination to take all 
necessary preciutions at that point. 
; Rule 6. Every dead body must be accompanied bya person 
in charge, who must be provided with a passage ticket and also 
present a full first-class ticket marked ''corpse" for the trans- 
portation of the body, and a transit permit showing the 
physicia ’s or coroner’s certificate, name of deceased, date and 
hour of death, age, place of death, cause of death, and, if of a 
contagious, infectious or communicable nature, the point to 
which the body is to be shipped, and when death is caused by 
any of the diseases specified in rule No. 2, the name of those 
authorized by the health authorities to accompany the body. 
The transit permit must be made in duplicate, and the signa- 
tures of the physician or coroner, health officer and undertaker 
must be on the original and duplicate copies. The undertaker’s 
certificate and paster of the original shall be detached from the 
transit permit and pasted on the coffin box. The physician’s 
' certificate and transit permit shall be handed to the-passenger. 
The whole duplicate copy shall be sent to the official in charge 
of the baggage department of the initial line, and by him tothe 
Secretary of State, or Provincial Board of Health of the State 
or Province from which said shipment was made. 

Rule 7. When the dead bodies are shipped by express the 
whole original transit permit shall be placed upon the outside 
of the box and the duplicate forwarded by the express agent to 
the express agent and Secretary of State or Provincial Board 
of Health of the State or Province from wh ch said shipment 
was made. l 

Rule 8. Every disinterred body dead from any disease or 
cause shall be treated as infectious or dangerous to the public 
health, and must not be accepted for transportation unless said 
removal has been approved by the State or Provincial Health 
authorities having jurisdiction where such body is to be disin-- 
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terred, and the consent of the health authorities of the locality 
to which the body is consigned has first been obtained; and all 
such disinterred remains must be enclosed in a hermetically 
sealed (soldered), zinc, tin or copper lined coffin or box. 

Bodies deposited in receiving vaults will be treated and 
considered the same as buried bodies. 

At a meeting of the Oklahoma Territorial Board of Health 
on June 28, 1898, the following regulations were adopted to 
carry into effect the foregoing rules: 


TRANSPORTATION OF CORPSES. 
-Y 1, It shall be the duty of every Funeral Director, Under- 


taker, or Embalmer within this Territory who may desire recog-. 
nition by transportation companies and common carriers, for 
the transportation of the bodies of human beings dead from 
Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, Glanders, Anthrax or Leprosy, to 
conform to regulations made therefor by the Territorial Board 
of Health, to-wit: 

* 2. He may make application to the Territorial Board of 
Health for a permit to prepare such bodies foy transportation. 
Said application shall contain his full name, age and place of 
residence, and the certification of two legal physicians of good 
repute in the place where he resides. 

He shall pass an examination before the Territorial Board 
‘of Health at such time and in such manner as the Board may 
determine. Said examination shall comprise the following 
subjects: 

(a) The visceral anatomy and vascular system of the hu- 
man body. 

(b) The comparative value and action of disinfectants and 
germicides. ~ 

(c) The proper method, after embalming, for further safely 
preparing bodies for transportation. 

(d) The meaning of ‘‘contagion,” and ‘‘infection;” the 
dangers they beget, and the best methods of their restriction 
and arrest. 

(e) The signs of death, and the best methods of their 
determination. 

Aud such other topics, general and special, as the Board 
may from time to time determine. 

Seventy-five per cent. of satisfactory answers in a scale of 
100 shall be required to entitle the applicant to a permit. 

4 3. Upon satisfactory evidence of the competency of the 
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applicant as an embalmer, he may be granted a permit to pre- 
pare corpses herein designated for transportation upon the pay- 
ment of the sum of five dollars, to pay the expenses of such 
examination. Said permit shall be limited to the term of one 
year, and shall be signed by the Territorial Board of Health. 

Permits may be renewed upon the payment of one dollar 
within thirty days after the exviration of the term of a permit. 

NA The failure of the holder of a permit to comply with 
the regulations of the Territorial Board of Health shall be 
deemed sufficient cause for the revocation of his permit. 

4 5. The Secretary of the Board shall keep a record in 
which shall be registered the. name and residence of all persons 
to whom a permit is.granted, and the number and date of the 
permit, which record shall be for the information of the profes- 
sion, the public and for transportation companies. 

He shall also keep a record of all money received, expenses 
incurred and paid under these regulations, and make report 
thereof at each meeting of the Board. 

{ 6. Bodies of those who have died of Diphtheria (Mem- 
braneous Croup), Scarlet Fever (Scarlatina, Scarlet Rash), 
Glanders, Anthrax, or Leprosy, may be transported by common 
carriers upon the affidavit of a funeral director, undertaker or 
embalmer, made under oath, that he is the holder of a permit 
from the Territorial Board of Health, giving the number of the 
permit, his name and residence, and certifying that the body 
has been prepared for shipment in accordance with the regula- 
tions of tbe State Board of Health, to-wit: 

In the Case of Diphtheria.—The body shall be thoroughly in- 
jected with a proven .disinfectant embalming fluid, and all 
orifices of the body, such as the nares, mouth, rectum, and 
vagina in the female subject, then plugged with absorbent cot- 
ton.. The body shall then be washed in the disinfecting fluid 
and wrapped in absorbent cotton layers one inch thick, then 
bandaged and placed in an air tight zinc or metallic case. 

In Case of Scarlet Fever. —All clothing must be removed from 
the body, and the whole arterial system and cavities, including 
the cerebro-spinal, injected with a disinfectant of the highest 
germicidal powers. The body must then be thoroughly washed 
with the disinfecting fluid; all orifices plugged with absorbent 
cotton, then covered with absorbent cotton one inch thick, then 
bandaged and placed in an air-tight zinc or metallic case. 

In Case of Glanders, Antrax or Leprosy.— After protecting the 
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an ls by either vaseline or gloves, all clothing which has been 
around the body shall be removed and burned. The body shall 
then be thoroughly washed with a disinfectant of the highest 
proven germicidal powers, and sufficient of the disinfectant and 
embalming fluid injected into the circulatory system to thor- 
oughly saturate all the tissues of the body. All the main cavi- 
tios of the.body shall be filled with the disinfectant, and all 
orifices plugged with absorbent cotton. The body shall then 
be washed with the disinfectant, wrapped ia absorbent cotton 
.nct less than one inch thick, then bandaged and placed in an 
air-tight zinc or metallic case. When the condition of the body 
demands the rem»val of the blood, it may be removed by using 
a bottle which contains not less than four ounces of the disin- 
fecting fluid. The vein selected for the operation must be 
poened carefully and the tube introduced to the right auricle of 
the heart, and the blood aspirated into the bottle without ex- 
rosing it to the air of the room, or without coming in contact 
with the hands of the operator. 
* 7. Disinfectants referred to herein must be approved 
by the Territorial Board of Health. 


THE DEAD. 


HI A boy dead from Small-pox must be immediately 
. wrapped in a cloth saturated with the strongest disinfectant 
` solution, without previous washing, and buried six feet deep, 
and no body dead from this disease shall under any circum- 
stances, or any lapseof time, be disinterred. 

2. The body of a person who has died from Asiatic 
cholera, typhus fever, yellow fever, leprosy, diphtheria (mem- 
braneous croup), scarlet fever, (scarlatina or scarlet rash), or: 
measles, must not be removed from the sick room until it has 
been wrapped in a cloth saturated with a solution of corrosive 
sublimate one ounce to six gallons of water) and then tightly 
enclosed in a cofin. The body shall then be buried immedi- 
ately, without the attendance of any person other than is 
necessary for the interment thereof. 

. No public funeral shall be held of any person who has died 
from either o said diseases named above, and no public funeral 
shall be held in the house, nor on any premises where there is a 
case of, nor where a death has recently occurred from, either 
of said diseases. 

“ 3. No person, company, corporation, or association hav- 
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ing charge of, or control of, any schoolhouse or church, or ot 
any building, room or piate used for school or church purposes, 
or for any public assembly, shall permit the body of any person 
dead from any of the contagious or infectuous diseases named 
in these regulations, or any other dangerous contagious disease, 
to be taken into such schoolhouse, church, building, room or 
place, for the purpose of holding funeral services over such 
body; and no sexton, undertaker, or other person having charge 
of or direction of the burial of any body dead from any of the 
said diseases, shall permit the coffin or casket containing such 
body to be opened in the presence of any child; nor shall any 


child be permitted to act as pall-bearer or carrier at any 
such funeral. 


4, No hack, omnibus or other closed vehicle used for the 
conveyance of the living, shall be permitted to carry the body 
of any person dead from an intectious or contagious disease; nor 
with the knowledge of the owner, driver or person in charge 
thereof, to carry any person or article liable to: communicate 
the intection or contagion of such disease. And any railroad 
car, omnibus, cab, hack or other vehicle, in which a person has 
been carried affected with any of the diseases named herein, 
shall be forthwith removed from service and be disinfected be- 
fore being used again. 


DISINTERMENT. 


€a j|, Whenever itis desired to disinter the body of a hu- 
mau being for removal or transportation, a separate applica- 
tion for permission so to do must be made to the Territorial 
Board of Health for each body to be disinterred, on blanks 
furnished by the Territorial Board. 


The application must state the full name of the deceased, 
also the age, cause of death, date of death, name of physician 
who made the certificate of death, place of burial, and where 
to be reinterred. 


The disinterment permit must be approved by the local 
Board of Health of the jurisdiction where the body lies buried, 
aud said disinterment must be made under their immediate su- 
pervision. 

“2. No disinterred body must be received for transporta- 
tion by any railroad unless accompanied by a special disinter- 
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ment permit from the State Board of Health, which is addition- 
al to the regular transportation permit. 

43. Where the disinterment is for the removal of bodies 
Lo another part of the same cemetery, or to a contiguous ceme- 
tery, the removal must not be by any public conveyance. In 
such cases it is not required that the bodies shall be prepared 
as for transportation by railroad or other public conveyance. 
But a disintermit permit, approved by the local Board, must be 
obtained for each body disinterred. 

YT 4. When the cause of death is given as ‘‘heart failure,” 
and the a e of decease is under thirty years, it must be deemed 
as suspicious, and no railroad transit permit be issued thereon 
by a local Board until investigation is made by the health of- 
ficer, unless there is a positive statement inthe physician's re- 
turn that the “heart failure" was not the result of diphtheria. 

The following rules shall go into effect and bein force on 
and after September 1, 1898.

Those desiring to take the examination, which will embrace 
the subjects named from "a" to ‘‘e” inclusive, will please make 
application, form for which is given below, and mail to the Sec- 
retary, together with the prescribed fee, five dollars. The first 
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examination will be held at this office August 25. Subsequent 
dates of examinations will be announced upon application to 
the Secretary.” 

It will be distinctly understood that funeral directors, 
undertakers and embalmers in the Territory of Oklahoma who 
may decline to apply for, or who applying for, fail to receive 
the transportation permit provided for, shall not thereby be 
prohibited from carrying on, or in any way be embarrassed in 
the prosecution of their business, except that they shall not be 
permitted to prepare for transportation bodies dead from diph- 
theria, (membraneous croup), scarlet fever (scarlatina, scarlet 
rash), glanders, anthrax or leprosy or any other disease that 
may hereafter be prohibited; and such bodies, unless prepared 
for shipment by an embalmer licensed by this board, shall 
under no conditions be received for transportation by any com: 
mon Carriers orin public conveyances. 

It is hoped that tle funeral directors throughout the Terri- 
tory will, as rapidly as possible, so qualify themselves as to be 
able to secure the permit provided for and thus be prepared to 
compete successfully with those who are duly licensed by this

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Revised Rules and Regulations 


ADOPTED BY THE 


Oklahoma Territorial Board of Health. 


e authorized by chapter 8, statutes of 1893, for the govern- 
mentof County, City and Town Boards of Health, together with 
the requirements of physicians and citizens of the Territory, 
now in force on and after December 1, 1898. 

Statutory requirements as set forth by the legislature of 
: Oklahoma covering sanitary regulations will not be included in 
these rules, but will be classified by themselves, following 
these rules and regulations.

When-a town or city Board of Health fails to perform its 
duty as a Board of Health, by reason of negligence or a lack of 
proper city ordinances, the County Board of Health of the 
county wherein such direliction or failnre of duty occurs, shall 
immediately proceed to do the work such local Board of Health 
has failed to perform. Local Boards of Health are the wards 
of the County Boards of Health and their work is subject to 
inspection, and when found uot consistent with the sanitary 
rules and regulations of the County and Territorial Boards of 
eHalth, must be corrected. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Rule 1 County, City aud Town Boards of Health shall exer- 
cise supervision over the location; drainage, water supply, venti- 


i 
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lation, heating, suvply of light and plumbing, ifany, and the dis. 
posal of the execrete of the schools and school houses within 
their respective jurisdictions, and when any sanitary defect is 
found to exist shall at once report the same to the proper 
authority with the demand that the fault or faults be immedi- 
ately remedied, and if they be neglected by such per-ons then 
they shall proceed to remedy the same themselves and compel 
obedience to these orders by persons in charge of such schools 
or school house. 

Rule 2., County, city and town health officers shall inspect 
allpublic or private institutions, buildings and residences of 
whatever kind in their respective jurisdiction at any and all 
times whenever any unsanitary condition or any contagious or 
infectious disease is reported or suspected to exist therein, and 
if any such conditions are found to exist the same shall be cor- 
rected by them at once and the proper precautions taken. 

Rule 3. No public or private funeral shall be held in any 
building or room used for school purposes at any time during 
the year or in any church, hall or other place where public 
gatherings are held of any person that has died from sore 
throat, diphtheria, membraneous croup, or any other contagious 
or infect. vus disease. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. - 


SUPERINTENDENTS OF SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL TEACHERS AND 
HOUSEHOLDERS. 


Rule 4.—School teachers and superintendents of schools . 
shall closely observe the pupils in their schools at all times, 
and no pupil shall be admitted into any public or private school 
in this Territory with any eruptive disease, sore throat or con- 
tagious sore eyes. If any person or pupil in any of the public 
or private schools of this Territory is found to be unwell with 
any eruptive disease, sore throat or contágious sore eyes he 
shall be dismissed from school with written reasons therefor 
until pronounced to be non-inoculable to other children by a 

.reputable physician or the local health officer having jurisdic- 
tion. 

Rule 5. No person shall be admitted into any public or 
private school in this Territory from any house infected with a 
contagious or infectious disease or who may have recently been 
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sick with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, membraneous 
croup or other contagious or infec ious disease until a certifi- 
cate is first presented from a reputable physician stating that 
all danger of communicating such disease to others is passed, 
aid such certificate be indorsed by the local health officer hav- 
ing jurisdiction over the district wherein the disease occurs. 

Rule 6. No parent, guardian or other person having con- 
trol of any child or children in the Territory of Oklahoma shall 
allow or admit such child or children to go from any house 
infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles or 
any other cotagious or infectious disease to attend any public 
or private school or any public meeting or gathering of any 
kind or to ride in any public conveyance or go upon any public 
street or highway or elsewhere where such child or children 
may endanger the health of other children or persons. When- 
ever any hotel, boarding-house or lodging-house keeper or 
householder, proprietor or manager or owner of any public or 
private institution of any kind belonging to the Territory, 
county, city, township or individual shall know or suspect that 
any person within his or her family, building, place of business 
or residence be either permanently or temporarily sick with 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles or any other dis- 
ease dangerous to public health, he or she shall immediately 
give due notice to the nearest health officer or Board of Health 
within whose jurisdiction such disease occurs.

DUTY OF PHYSICIANS. 


Rule 7. In any and all cases of contagious or infectious dis- 
ease or suspicious cases of the same wherein the attending phvsi- 
cian is in doubt as to the correct diagnosis, he must atonce notify 
the health officer having jurisdiction, who must see the case and 
examine the sick person with the suspected disease, and if it is 
found to be contagious or infectious, must act in accordance 
with the rules governing such cases. 

Rule 8. Whenever any physician shall know or have reason 
to suspect that any person whom he is called to see is sick 
with small-pox,.diphthera, membraneous croup, measles, 
whooping cough or other diseases of a contagious nature 
he shail immediately report the same, giving the exact 
location, with a description of the case to the health officer or

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. Board of Health having jurisdiction over the place where such 
disease exists. ! 


INSTRUCTIONS TO LOCAL HEALTH OFFICERS. 


Rule9. No person who is or has recently been afflicte ` with 
or exposed to any contagious or infectious disease dangerous to 
our public health shall be permitted to appear upon any public 
Street or Highway, or in any public place or conveyance until a 
certificate is made by the attendant physician and endorsed by 
the local health officer having jurisdiction, setting forth the 
fact that such person is non-inoculable to others. 

Bule 10. No person shall be allowed to leavé any house, 
building or premises infected with small-pox unless he or she has 
heretofore had the disease, then such lcaving must be after first 
taking a disinfecting bath, makiug a complete change of clothing 
and having a permit with instructions from the health officer 
having: jurisdiction. 

Rule 11. In all cases where there has been an exposure : 
to, or suspected exposure to Small-pox, it shall be the duty of 
the Board of Health having jurisdiction to compel vaccination, 
or re-vaccination,'of all exposed persons or suspects, and if 
danger of an epidemic of Small-pox is eminent, compel all per- 
sons in the city, town or community to be vaccinated. 

Rule 12. On the appearance of Small-pox, Yellow fever, 
Diphtheria, Membraneous croup, Scarlet fever, Measles, or any 
other contagious or infectious disease, the County Superinten- 
dent of Health shall cuuse the attending physician, when such 
cases are outside the corporate limits of any town or city, to 
place the proper flag of warning on the front door or any other 
place more conspicuous about the house where the disease pre- 
vails. Whenever any of the foregoing diseases exist in any 
town or city where there is an organized Board of Health, such 
flag of warning shall be placed by the local Health Officer hav. 
ing jurisdiction, such County Superintendent of Health or 
Health offie:r shall hold all persons who have been exposed to 
such contagion under observation and apart from the public for 


m 
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the number of days named in “Length of Quarantine,” or length of 
t.me as such officer may decide to be safe. 

: Rule 18, The flag for Small-pox, Scarlet fever, Diphtheria 
and Measles shall be bright yellow and not less than fifteen 
inches square, with the name of the disease plainly marked 
thereon. The flag for cholera or yellow fever shall be black 
and not less than fifteen inches square with ‘‘Cholera”’ or *'Yel- 
low Fever" plainly printed thereon with white or red letters. 


Hule 14. No person shall be permitted to.remove any such 
flag ef warning until a certificate is made by the attending 
physician to the Connty Superintendent of Health or the local 
Board of Health having jurisdiction, that the disease has passed 
and the proper disinfection accomplished, and the indorsement 
of such local Board of Health is obtained. 

Rule 15. Persons who have been exposed to the contagion 
or infection of any of the following diseases, may safely be lib- 
erated if they have remained in good health and been properly 
disinfected, after the following periods of quarantine: Diph- 
theria, twelve days; Scarlet fever, fourteen days; Small-pox, 
eighteen days; Measles, eighteen days; Chicken pox, eighteen 
days; Mumps, twenty-four days; Whooping cough, twenty-one 
days. E . 

Rule 16. Any and every person having charge of any one 
who has died of Small-pox, Cholera, Yellow feveror Diphtheria 
shall cause the corpse of such person to be interred immedi- 
ately after death, and in cases of deaths from the above named 
diseases no public funeral shall be held. 

Rule 17. No person shall make, or cause to be made, or 
permit to be made on his or her premises any vault for the 
sewerage of any building, either public or private, without 
making the same water tight by lining the base, walls and top 
with brick or stone and cement, and then substantially cement- 
ing the whole inside and so constructing the opeuing into it 
that no obnoxious odors from its contents will contaminate the 
air without. 'lhe contents of sucu sewerage vault shall be 
pumped into a container and removed to a place designated by 
the local health officer at such hours as will not disturb the 
public. i 

Rule 18. In case of any act on the part of any local health 
officer not authorized by or in harmony with the Rules and 
Regulations governing the Territorial Board of Health, appeal 
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may be taken to said Board in session, pending such appeal the 
action of said local health officer shall remain in force. .

INFORMATION AND DIRECTIONS OF SPECIAL INTER- 
EST TO COUNTY BOARDS OF HEALTH AND LOCAL 
HEALTH OFFICERS. 


: It is often far from a pleasant duty to 
QUARANTINE FLAGS. flag houses and quarantine families 
and places, especially so when the 
family physician says the ‘‘case is of a very mild nature,” 
and does not give you his moral support. ‘The honest, faithful 
officer must shut his eyes to blind prejudice and unreasonable 
pleading of the family and do his duty as is indicated 
by Board of Health rules and his own knowledge of the 
case. He can of course explain the value of the flag, that it is 
used by all well regulated Boards of Health, and that although 
it may be of no value in some cases, yet no variations from the 
rule is tolerated by the Territorial Board of Health, and it must 
be done. He can say further “that the practice is highly ap- 
proved by him, and believed to be a very useful and effective 
aid in protecting the public health. It doubtless saves many 
persons from catching these diseases, by giving them timely 
warning of a danger to which no one should be let to expose 
themselves without knowing it. It is not claimed to be a suffi- 
cient and infallible preventive of an epidemic, but it helps. It 
imputes no odium to the occupants of the house. It does no 
injustice tonon-occupants. It is perfectly harmless. And it is 
educational in its effects upon the public. It teaches them that 
those diseases are much more communicable ina house than 
they are in the open air. Itis the prevalent practice through- 
out the Territory and in many other States and ought to be 
waiversal.” "og 
If the officer always flags every case he will in a short 
time familiarize the public to the flag and will overcome much 
. of the feeling in opposition to its use. 
In these pages we cannot enter into à 
ANTI-TOXINE discussion of the tens of thousands of 
IN DIPHTHERIA. pages that have been written on this 
l subject and with which all well-read 
physicians are familiar. We have gathered these conclusions: 
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Anti-toxine is the best remedy known in the treatment of diph- 
theria and the only single one that has materially reduced the 
death rate. 


We advise the use of anti-toxine in good doses at the first 
indication of diphtheria infection, before the streptococeus 


has had time to get in its work and increase the virulence of 
the diphtheria bacillus. 


Today, with nearly every Board of Health in the land 
advocating anti-toxine, a physician can hardly expect to escape 
censure when untoward results occur in cases of diphtheria that 
do not receive this treatment. 


Not alone should the patient havea ‘‘curative dose” early 
but children of the household should be immunized by the same 
agent as well as the adult who has the care of the diphtheria 
patient. 


In Oklahoma where in most instances our diagnosis must be 
necessarily fromclinical history, unconfirmed by bacteriological 
examination, suspicious cases should receive the benefit of the 
doubt. 

Dr. S Solis-Cohen of Philadelphia makes this statement 
on this subject: “It is of the highest importance to have a 
trustworthy serum of as high potency as possible, so that a 
dose small in bulk shall be large in auti-toxine units. 


“For a child of three years the initial dose in a tonsillar 
case of moderate severity seen early should be 1,000 to 1,500 
units; in nasal or laryngeal cases, or in cases in which the 
lower pharynx is invaded, or severe cases of any variety, the 
dose should be 2,000 units; and in any case first seen as:late as 
the fourth day the dose should be 2,009 to 3,099 units. Injections 
should be repeated in from twelve to twenty-four hours, accord- 
ing to circumstances. For in:munizing, 500 units should be the 
dose; or, if infection be suspected, the curative dose of 1,000 
units should be given at once. What is needed is promptness 
and courage in the use of the remedy. 

In some of our western towns and also in 

THE WATER rural districts, water for drinking and 
BARREL. family use is drawn tothedoor in a water 

tank or wood container, from thence emp- 

tied into thefamilybarrel. At best, this systemis fraught with 
great danger, and asis too'oftenthe case it is a death breeder of 
the first-class. Since drinking water is the most ready medium 
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through which disease-breeding bacteria are introduced into the 
human body, the purity of our water is of vital importance. 

The water supply of all towns and villages is under the 
control of the local health officer; hence, it is his duty to have 
no water drawn for drinking purposes other than in a thor- 
oughly cleaned and coyered tank, not simply a cloth thrown 
over a barrel or a wooden cover fitting just fairly well. This 
tank should also be sound and free from all decay if wood, and 
should be thoroughly emptied at stated intervals. The family 
container should be covered air-tight and have the water drawn 
from a faucet, not necessitating a removal of the cover to obtain 
a supply when needed, The damage from the open barrel is 
too great to be tolerated. 

Aithough Oklahoma is not the home of 

CONSUMPTION. the ‘‘tubercle bacillus,’’ yet the many that 

are seeking our climate asarelief from 
this trouble make a few remarks not inappropriate. 

Consumption is the most fatal disease known to civiliza- 
tion. A large part of this great mortality can and ought to be 
prevented. Consumption is a germ disease and without this 
germ there is no consumption or any form of tubercular : 
disease. Therefore, to prevent consumption we must get rid of 
or keep out of the way of this germ. This germ is not inherited 
but always contracted from some other case, either human or 
animal. The germ must be inhaled or swallowed in order to. 
produce disease. As three-fourths of all tuberculosis is of the 
lungs, it is evident that tbe disease is contracted most fre- 
quently by the inhalation of the germs. 

How Communicated.—Chiefly by dried sputa of consumptives. 
This sputa contains thousands, aye, millions of these deadly 
germs. The filthy habit of expectorating in public streets, 
highways, about homes, on floors in such a way that the sputa 
becomes dry before beiug destroyed, is exceedingly dangerous. 

The rules and information given by the New Hampshire 
Board of Health are of interest in this connection: l 

“No consumptive should expectorate upon sidewalks, 
floors of rooms, public halls, railway cars or other vehicles, or 
in any other place where the sputa, when dried will be a source 
of danger. Cuspidors in hotels and other public places, and in 
rooms occupied or used by consumptives, should always contain 
a little water. or better still, a disinfecting solution. 

«At home expectorate into a cup kept tor that purpose in. 
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waich there is a disinfecting solution; burn contents and boil 
cup. 

"Never expectorate into a pocket handkerchief or cloth 
which will be allowed to dry. Immerse handkerchiefs in boil. 
ing water before storing them with the soiled linen. 

“For use upon the streets or away from home, thin Japanese 
napkins may be provided. After using, they should be folded 
and burned at the first opportunity. - 

“Do not spit where domestic animals can have access to this 
mitter. Cattle and fowls are susceptible and become in turn 
sources of infection. Iu fact, do not spit at all where sputum 
cannot be destroyed before it can dry. 

“¿Do not spit on streets and do not swallow the sputum. 

“No tuberculous persou should kiss anyone on the mouth. 

'"Tuberculous patients should be smooth shaven. It is 
impossible to keep a beard clean and from beiug infected. 

“The tuberculous should always sleep alone. 

“All bed clothing should be changed often every day when 
the case is far advanced (no puffs or comforts should be used on 
the bad) and should at once be imm2rsed in boiling water for 
five minutes. 

"Have separate tible utensils and cause them to bescalded 
as soon as used. 

“A tuberculous mother must not nurse her baby nor kiss it 
on the mouth, aud in preparing its food must observe special 
care. Eod 

‘Tuberculous persons shoull not engage in occupations 
wher: they are compelled to handle food products, as in 
bakeries, etc. . 

"Be careful not to infect the sleeping berths when travel- 


ing." 


TYPHOID FEVER, ITS HISTORY AND PREVENTION. 


Typhoid Feyer is a communicable disease aud the saying, 
oft repeated, of one of our most prominent physicians, that 
"some one should be hung for every death from Typhoid Fever," 
has some foundation iu fact. 

'The Typhoid Bacillus, a living germ, is the active infecting 
agent. i 

Only Typhoid Fever patients are producers of these germs. 
From them comes the danger—from the discharges from their per 
Son in their stools. No danger exists from exhalations from the

skin or from the Typhoid Fever patient’s breath, but alone from 
the discharges from the intestines and possibly from the kid- 
neys. These facts, of so much significance, always held in mind 
should Jessen to the minimum our danger from Typhoid Fever. 

We know what the infection is; where to find it; that it is a 
living organism, and further, we know how to kill it. 

Immediate destruction of the Typhoid Bacillus as soon as it 
passes from the sick patient is the key to the situation. This 
destruction is called disinfection and the agents used are called 
disinfectants. 

- The restriction and prevention of Typhoid Fever consists 
in simply doing this thing; this one thing—disinfecting. 

Hence, Rule 1: All evacuations from the patient must 
immediately be disinfected. This becomes the imperative duty of 
those in charge of the patient. Observe the rule says, ‘‘all dis- 
charges,” and here comes too often the failure. This all in- 
cludes not only such as falls in the bed pan, or other vessel, but 
as well every article of underclothing and bed clothing, or any- 
thing that has been stained or otherwise defiled by these dis- 
charges. 

With these precautions properly taken a Typhoid Fever . 
patient is as harmless of evil as is a case of Malarial Fever, but 
if these precautions are neglected the living organism composed 
of strong vitality and capable of self propagation under favor- 
able conditions often destroy the human body. 

Favorable Conditions gor Development.—Warmth and filth is 
the happy home sought by this germ, and when not destroyed 
it is far more apt to find these conditions than any other. The 
chosen haunt of the Typhoid Fever Bacillus for self propagation 
is the privy vault, cess pool, house drain, the garbage heap or 
the slop puddle of the back yard, and in our warm climate the . 
earth itself oftimes affords suitable soil for its reproduction and 
growth. How often do we see that these are the very places in 
which it is sure to get and to maintain a vigorous existence for 
an indefinite period? 

If this germ would only remain in 1 these places it would 
still be harmless, but it shows a remarkable tendency to get 
iuto and infect our water supply. This germ also, while drying 
on the clothing or bedding of the Typhoid F'ever patient, is 
shaken off and finds its way into the family milk pan, or dishes 
of food. : 

Milk quicklv Dons the germs from the Typhoid patient, 
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and may even be contaminated by carrying the clothing and 
excrement through a room in which milk is placed. Milk thus 
exposed is a prolific source of infection. I here quote from Dr. 
J. F. Kennedy, Secretary of the Iowa State Medical Board, in 
his annual report 1897: ‘‘Milk Infections. —Dr. Busey and myself 
have tabulated one hundred and thirty epidemics of Typhoid 
Fever from all parts of the world, which were traced to con- 
taminated milk. In one hundred and nine instances there is 
vidence of the disease: having prevailed at the tarm or dairy. 
In fifty-four the pvison reached the milk by soakage of the 
germs intothe well water with which the utensils were washed; 
in fourteen of these the intentional dilution with polluted water 
is admitted. In six instances the infection is attributed to the 
cows wading in sewerage-polluted water. In three instances 
the infection was spread in ice cream prepared in infected 
premises. In twenty-one instances the diary employes also 
acted as nu ses. In six instances the patients while suffering 
from a mild attack of entric fever, or during the first week or 
ten days of their illness, continued to work, and those who are 
familiar with the personal habits of the average dairy boy will 
have no diffiiculty in surmising the manner of direct digital in- 
fection. In one instance the milk tins were washed with the 
same dish-cloth used among the fever patients.” 


. The polluted water drunken by the family cow has often 
been the destruction of family lives and joys and the milk-man’s 
infected well has been the source of serious epidemics, which 
have been widespread in their results. ; 

Cases are on record where the discharge from a single 
Typhoid patient, which was washed into a stream, caused over 
one thousand cases of this fever. 

The history of farm wells that have become infected and 
cause reoccurrences of Typhoid fever through a series of years 
are not of infrequent occurrence. 

In West Guthrie in 1895 a number of cases of Typhoid Fever 
attracted attention; the fact developed that four of the families 
who had members sick got water from the same well, although 
they lived at quite a distance from each other. 

-The washing of soiled linen and bedding of a Typhoid 
patient and throwing the water near a well has developed 
numerous cases. 4 

We might mention other sources of infection, infected soda 
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water, clothing, hands of nurses, washer-women, dairy hands, 
etc. + 


In our dry, windy climate great care should be used in dis- 
infecting discharges as in a single hour oftimes the discharges 
thrown upon the surface of the ground become as dust and 
thence are blown about? Nothing is to hinder in many cases 
the fatal germs of disease finding lodgement in the family 
drinking bucket which may be standing by the well ready to be 
filled; or they may settle on the milk pans left to dry in the 
sun, if the dust is not driven into the well itself, as the danger- 
ous open well is often used yet in rural districts. 

Invasion of the Germs.—This in a large percentage of cases 
takes place through food or drink. The first invasion of the 
disease is shown in the intestinal tract. 


FOMALDEHYDE. 

No disinfectant has received the notice at any period in 
public health history as has come to formaldehyde during the 
past five years. i 

Positive and negative statements as to its value as a germi- 
cide have come one after another in quick succession and in 
voluminous proportions. 

Formaldehyde. gas is largely generated from formaline, a 
40 per cent aqueous solution—‘‘paraform,” paraformaldehyde, 
a solid form, aud wood spirits or methyl alcohol. 

The method of obtaining this gas from wood spirits is 
rapid oxidization for which a multitude of generators have been 
devised, a large number of which have been proven worthless, 
and a number of the most successful too expensive for general 


use. 
Generators in which are used flat platinzed asbestos disks 


of considerable area are, I think, the only ones that produce 
large enough quantities of formaldehyde for the disinfection of 
rooms and are at the same time sufficiently simple and economi- 
cal in construction for general use. i 
The Robinson lamp is recommended by Dr. Doty, health 
ofticer of the port of New York. 
Formaldehyde is used today for disinfection of rooms and 
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their contents contaminated by germs of contagion and infective 
disease and a multitude of like conditions. 


Considering the fact that there is no appropriation for 
original investigation made for their Board of Health and that 
formaldehyde is yet in a stage of investigation, 1 must say that 
after considering a large amount of literature on this subject 
the method adopted by the Department of Health of the city of 
Chicago appeals to me as being equal if not superior to other 
methods for rapid generation of formaldehyde gas. The results, 


1 believe, are equal to other non-complicated methods, hen ce, the 
only method recommended by me for use by our health officers. 


No doubt many other methods exist and are of value in the dis- 
infection of rooms, yet we must recommend that the Chicago 


method be used for disinfection or one of the older methods of 
disinfection be adhered to. 


Chicago Method Adopted Last March.—The method is briefly as 
follows: The room is sealed as usual. Several sheets are 


hung up in the room upon lines stretched across it. These 
sheets are sprinkled with the 40 per cent. solution—formaline. 
The sprinkling is so made that the sheet is covered as evenly 
as possible with small drops of the solution, separa‘e and dis- 
tinct from one another. For the purpose of sprinkling an 
apparatus similar to a wash-bottle is used. This has a rubber 
hand-bulb for furnishing the compressed air; the outlet tube 
has a rose sprinkler with a number of very fine openings. A 
common rose-head watering-pot could be used if the spray be 
not too coarse. The spray is thrown against the sheet only 
once—the surface is not goue over a second time. The amount 
of formaldehyde solution is not less than 150 cubic centimeters 
per thousand cubic feet. This amount is used because of the 
experiments of Pfuhl, which show that thirty grammes of avail- 
able formaldehyde to the thousand cubic feet must be present in 
order to obtain the killing-of bacteria. The time of exposure is 
not less than four hours and as much longer as the conditions 
will allow. 


Repeated tests with cultures exposed in rooms fumigated 
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in tbis manner have shown that freely exposed organisms— 
diphtheria, typhoid and pus cocci—are uniformly killed within 


the given time and penetration through one thickness of a sheet 
or blanket has been regularly demonstrated. 


Further disinfection of. mattresses and bedding is carried 
out either by means of the steam-disiufecting van or by sprink- 
ling them with formaline solution and piling them together so 
that the vapors may penetrate throughout the mass and reach 
all parts of it while the disinfection of the air is in progress. 

Owing to the rapid evolution of gas and its irritating prop- 
erties it is wise to have face and hands protected; a thin towel, 
` with absorbent cotton over the mouth and nose, tied over the 


face, eyes protected by a pair of goggles and hands smeared 
with vaseline is all that is necessary. Of course the work 
should be done as rapidly as possible and the room cleared. 


The following circular recently issued by the Colorado 
State Board of Health will be of interest: 


DISINFECTION BY FORMALDEHYDE. 


Formaldehyis is a gas formed by the partial oxidation of wood alcohol. Its 
use is very greitly facilitated by having it combined with water, and in a known 
definite propo tion, so that the quantity used may be certain, and definitely known. 
Its solution in water is called fo-mildehvde, formol, formal. and formalin. For- 
malin is a trade-mark name, and under the name the solution, therefore, may cost 
more than under the name of Formaldehyde, formol, or formal. Under any of 
these names the solution should, and generally does, contain 40 per cent, of For- 
maldehyde. (It is sold now for about 50 cents a pound’. 

Contrary to popular belief, Formaldehyde has but little power of penetration 
Its action is nearly limited to the disinfection of surfaces, Therefore care should be 
taken to freely expose all material to bə disinfected. Formaldehyde acts more 
efficiently at high temperatures, better in summer than in winter, unless artificia] 
warmth be employed. Disinfection is more certain the more rapidly the gas is 
evolved from its solution; high concentration of the gas is more important than long 
continued action. When disinfecting a room, cracks and outlets should be securely 
elosed; the gas is more lik-ly to escape from a room on the windward side of a house, 
Things to be disinfected should preferably be moistened, though this is not essen: 
tial. Vessels containing water sho ¿ld not be allowed to remain in the room during 
disinfection, because of the great capacity of wuer for absorbing the gas. The 
colors of fabrics are seldom affected by Formaldehyde. The dry gas is said not to 
affect metals or the cutting edge of tools; the moist gas may rust iron or steel. The 
fumes of Formaldehyde remaining after disinfection may be neutralized by sprink- 
ti. g with ammonia water. 


DISINFECTION OF ROOMS AND CONTENTS. 


Except in the case of letters, books. etc., mentioned fu ther on, a simple and 
efficient method of disinfecting rooms and their contents, which is known to be 
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effective when infected with Diphtheria, and which, although not to be relied upon 
to disinfect the germs of consumption, except when the germs are wet, is probably 
effective in the case of Small-pox, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever, Yellow Fever, 
Measles, and most diseases the germs of which do not form spores, is to use the 
solution of Formaldehyde, which can be purchased at any drug store, under the 
name of formaldehyde, formol, formal, or formalin. 

Eight ounces of the 4o per cent. solution will, under favorable conditions, dis- 
infect a room only ten feet square and ten feet high, (containing 1,000 cubic feet of 
air space); most rooms are larger than this, and will «require proportionately more of 
the disinfectant solution, at the rate of at least eight fluid ounces for each thousand 
cubic feet of air space. And, if any of the vapor can escape from the room, all v - 
auce must be made, as also if spontaneous evaporation is the only source of the vapor. 

For the disinf=ction to be thorough, the infected articles should be subjected to 
the rapidly proluzed and strong vapor of the Formaldehyde for about ten hours. 
All openings from the room must first be tightly closed; clothing, bedding, etc., 
should be hung up and spread out in the room as much as possible. The solution 
should then be rapidly distilled into the room through the key-hole by means of the 
still, or it can be sprinkled on sheets which have previously been hung over lines in 
the room. This can be done rapidly and well by holding up the corner of the shert 
and sprinkling the solution on from a small garden sprinkler, The person must 
necessarily leave the room at once, and keep it tightly closed for at least ten hours. 
If the Formaldehyde is not rapidly distilled into the room, but is evaporated from 
sheets, an additional quantity should be used, for the reason mentioned further on 
in this circular. Where there is probability that infectious sputum, as from a case cf 
Consumption or Diphtheria, has dried upon the floor, furniture, etc., these surfacés 
should he thoroughly sprayed or sprinkled with a 2 per cent. solution of Formalde- 
hyde b-fore setting free the gas within the room. 


DISINFECTION OF MAILS, BOOKS, LETTERS, MONEY AND PAPERS. 


This same solution can be used for the disinfection of the mails, for infected 
books, letters, papers, etc., but for this purpose an increased quantity in proportion 
to space should be used, as follows: 

Make a tight box having a close fitting lid, and with a capacity sufficient for the 
amount of mail to be disinfected. Sprinkel the formol, formal or formalin on loosely 
folded cloth, absorbent cotton or mineral wool, from which it may rapidly evapor- 
ate, and use the solution in quantity sufficient to be a disinfectantin that sized box— 
namely, at the rate of 3.2 ounces for each cubic foot of air space in the box. A box 
two feet square and two feet high (containing eight cubic feet), would probably hold 
the contents of one mail pouch. For a box of this size, twenty-five and one-half 
' ounces of the Form aldehyde solution should be used. Possibly much less than this 
may, under some circumstances, be sufficient; but by the spontaneous evaporation 
some of the Formildehyde sometimes polymerizes—changes form, when it becomes 
comparatively inert, orat least slow to give off the vapor It is, therefore, import- 
ant to make allowance for this whenever spontaneous evaporation of the solution of 
Formaldehyde is depended upon. 

Formaldehyde will not realily pass throuzh paper, therefore envelopes seale 1 
tightly must have perforations made in them; and leaves of books should be sepa- 
rated, the books resting on their open edges, or on end so that the weight of one part 
will not press the leaves tozather, Galvanized wire screens may be used on which 
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to spread out letters and papers. (Formaldehyde rusts iron but does not injure 


* 


other metals ) . 

For the disinfection of only one or a few letters, a small cigar box can be used by 
placing a few folds of muslin in the bottom of the box; sprinkling one and one-half 
fluid drams of the Formaldehyde solution over the muslin, and placing the letters in 
the box, fastening thelid down tightly, wrapping the box thoroughly in several layers 
of paper, and leaving for at leaSt five hours For the disinfection of books, letters 
and papers where every leaf cannot be separated. the quantity of Formaldehyde 
solution should be at the rate of at least one part by measure of formalin to three 
hundred parts of air space—1 c. c. of formalin to 390 c. c. or less of air space. 

The disinfection of combs, brushes, etc, may be carried out in a similar 


manner, 
In our warm climate, where milk

‘I'he most dangerous instrument of destruction to the hand fed . 
infant is the long tube nursing bottle. A mother who values 
tre life of her darling.should forever discard this instrumeut of 
deulh, It has no advantages over the direct rubber nipple but 
that of au extra amount of care necessary in the act of feeding. 

In summer or jua hot room it only requires a very short 
time to change this tube from an instrument of life to one of 
Geath, the deadly ptomanes may, in a careless moment, do the 
werk that no physician can uudo. 

We have ro right to use a dangerous method of feeding an 
infant where a sate way caa be substituted. 

The argument that great care is used in cleaning this tube 
does not answer the charge. A child ‘may use great care in 
handling a gun, but inan evil moment in either case life may 
pay the penalty of czrelessness | 

So important is ihis subject that at the last meeting of the 
American Public Health Association held at Ottawa, Canada, 
September, 1898, in accordance with the recommendation of the 
committee on “Cause and Prevention of Infant Mortality.” the 
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able sanitary worker, Dr. Suiter, of Herkinier, New York. 
offered the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of the Public Health Asso- 
ciation that the state, city and town health authorities and 
local sanitary societies generally should exercise every possible 
effort to procure the enactment of laws in their respective 
stat s, cities, towns and villages to prohibit the sale of the so- 
called long rubber tube nursing bottle, as being a perniciously 
active agent in the cause of preventable disease in iufancy of 
the most serious character and fatality.

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The instructors in the university have been selected with spec- 
ial reference to their fitness to do their appointed work. It has 
been the policy of the Board of Regents to have all instruction so 
presented as to compare favorably with corresponding work in 
other state universities. When any course is offered the Board, 
after employing a suitable person to give the work, trys to provide 
the most approved facilities in the way of apparatus, library, and 
other appliances for giving the Same. At present the professors 
carry on the instruction in the preparatory department as well as in 
the college department. This is not economical, either from a 
financial standpoint, or from the standpoint of expending valuable 
energies where others would answer as well. It requires of each 
professor more class work than is usually performed by such pro- 
fessors in kindred institutions. In another part of this report 1 
call attention to the need of a separate organization of the prepar- 
atory and collegiate departments. 


II. 
COURSES OF STUDY. 


The courses of study are arranged under the following de- 
partments. 


1. College department:—The conditions of admission require, 
as far as practicable, the same standards as other state universi- 
ties. The completion of the courses of this department lead to the 
degrees of Bachelor of Science and Bachelor of Arts. The time usu- 
ally required to complete this work is four years. For convenience 
in estimating the amount of work for graduation the faculty re- 
quires a record of one hundred and twenty-five points for the con- 
ferring of either of these degrees. A point being one hour recita- 
tion, or its equivalent in labratory or library work, for one sem- 
ester, or half of a scholastic year. The number of courses offered at 
the present time is sixty-eight. New courses in biology and 
kindred sciences were added during the present year. There is 
immediate need of added courses in the subject of Physics and its 
subdivisions. Added courses in the modern languages are needed. 

The first graduates from this department received their degrees 
at the annual commencement in June, 1898. These were two in 
number, C. Ross Hume, Anadarko, and Roy V. Stoops, Norman 
These are the first persons to receive the Bachelor’s degree in Ok 
lahoma or Indian Territory. 


2. Preparatory department:—The work of this department 


covers a period of three years, and is so planned as to give a good 
preparation for entering upon the work of the college department. 
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For the present a great number of students attend the university 
, who are not able to take a full college course. For this reason the 
instruction given in the preparatory department is planned not 
only to prepare for the college courses, but to give the best practical 
training to students who can spend but a year or two in school. 
The purpose is not only to secure scholarship and devel. p mental 
power, but to give the student, before leaving school, an outlook 
that will aid him in after study. Graduates from the course of 
study of rural schools are admitted to the first year of the prepara- 
tory department, on presentation of their diplomas. . A consider- 
able number of these graduates have already entered this depart- 
ment, and experience shows that the training of the rural schools, 
for the most part, fits pupils for entering the regular work of the 
preparatory department. In addition to the regular course of study of 
thepreparatory department it has been found necessary forthe pres- 
ent, to organize classes in the subjects of English, Grammar, Arith- 
metic, United States History and Orthography, for the benefit of 
young men and women from eighteen to twenty-five years of age, 
who came to the Territory at the age of twelve to fifteen and were 
obliged to give up school work entirely because of the requirement 
for their labors in the establishment of homes, and often because 
of the lack of schools in their neighborhood. These young men and 
women come to the university with minds of considerable maturity ` 
and development, but with very meagre scholarship. They ‘are 
earnest and intent on study and experience has shown that they 
often furnish the best material for college students. It is expected 
that these special. courses for this special need will be maintained 
in the university for some time to come. 

Students completing our preparatory work are gladly received 
in college courses of other institutions of the highest standing. 
The need has become urgent that the work of this department be 
given, a distinct organization from the other departments of the 
university, to the end that instructors especially trained to give this. 
special kind of work may be employed, whose work, on account of 
their special fitness, will be more discriminating, sympathetic, and 
effective, than is possible under the present arrangement. This. 
will require.added room as well as additional instructors. 

3. Pharmaceutical department:—This department offers 
courses of study covering two years that lead to the degree of 
Pharmaceutical Chemist The work of this department is done 
with the most modern apparatus, and in aecordance with the best 
experience of pharmaceutieal instruction. "The labratory is well 
equipped in the main, for presenting the work in the most practical 
and reliable way. Eleven persons have completed the courses 
offered in this department, and in every instance their services 
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have been sought before graduation for regular employment. 
Every student graduating has maintained himself successfully in 
his position. There is constant demand for graduates from this 
department. There are certain additions to the labratory that 
are imperatively needed, to which your attention is called in 
another part of this report. 


4. Musical department:—In this department instruction is 
given in singing, sight readins, chorus work, voice culture, piano, 
organ, and stringed instruments, including. orchestration. The 
work given in this department compares favorably with that of 
other institutions of the same grade. Although this department 
has been organized but two years the large enrollment in its classes 
and the marked enthusiasm of its students demonstrate the value 
of its influence, not only to the general welfare of the university, 
but the marked success of its students, wherever they have gone, 
réflects great credit upon the thoroughness and efficiency of the 
instruction given in this department. A teacher's course of two 
years is offered, for the completion of which a certificate of standing 
is given. A four years’ course is offered for which students are 
graduated with the regular degree. This year will be marked by 
the graduation of the firat class completing the four years' course. 


5. Pre-Medical course:—By grouping together appropriate 
courses from the biolegical and pharmaceutical departments and 
adding others that are required, by a small outlay, a pre-medical 
course of two years’ are offerred that will be accepted in medical 
schools of good standing as two years of work, There is already a 
manifest demand for these courses.

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IV. 
BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 


The university building is in good repair. All the space is 
occupied, and there is urgent need now for additional space. As 
soon as our resources will permit we should have a large principal 
building in which the college department could be placed that its 
work may become as distinctive as its needs require. The grounds 
include forty acres, six of which are planted in thriftily growing 
forest trees that have already attained sufficient size to make an 
attractive feature of the grounds. It will soon be imperative to in- 
crease the amount of land for university purposes, not only for the 
erection of buildings, but for space for outdoor physicial training 
and other needs of the institution. 


V. 
LIBRARY. 


The library has now a collection of about five thousand vol- 
umes, and about two thousand phamplets and unbound magazines. 
It is the depository of all publications of the United States govern- 
ment, and from this source it is constantly receiving valuable 
additions. The university has been able to add from three to eight 
hundred dollars worth of books each year for the past four years. 
The library is being catalogued and indexed, after the most modern 
and improved methods of the American Library Association, and 
its resources are daily becoming more readily available to the stud- 
ent. Itis the purpose of the Board of Regents and the Faculty to 
make the library the core of the work of the university. ‘It is in- 
. tended that all other agencies of instruction be planned with ref- 
erence to making the library the central means and basis of learn- 
ing and scholarship. It is therefore necessary that liberal ap- 
propriations shall be made to add constantly to its resources and 
that its housing and furniture. shall be effective and substantial. 
The collection should have at an early date a fire proof housing 
that will make its valuable property secure. The leading maga- 
zines and periodicals are provided for the reading room, which is 
open to all students throughout the entire school day. The 
efficiency of the library is very much hampered by lack of space to 
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the extent that students cannot, at all times avail themselves of the 
privileges of the library. 


VI. 
LABORATORIES. 


At present the university is equipped with a chemical and 
pharmaceutical laboratory, and a laboratory for the students of 
physiological and biological studies. A good deal of apparatus for 
instruction in general physics has been provided, but it has not 
yet been possible, on account of lack of space, to arrunge for a phy- 
sicallaboratory. However, all apparatus is up to date, and of the 
most approved pattern, and of the best workmanship. It has been 
the aim of the management of the university to puchase no books 
or apparatus or other appliances that are liable to become obsolete. 


VI. ` 
SUMMER SEMESTER. 


The great need of additional facilities and opportunities for 
making preparation for college, and the fact that many persons 
would engage in study during the summer vacation if an oppor- 
tunity were offered, suggested the idea of holding a summer sem- 
ester or term in which all the courses of study given in our prepar- 
atory department would be presented. This was done during the 
last summer, the term beginning May 10, and continuiny the usual 
length of a semester, seventeen weeks. A total enrollment of one 
hundred and twenty students who heartily engaged in the work 
presented, testified to the need of this departure. This makes it 
possible for students to prepare for college in two instead of three 
years, and furnishes opportunities for those who are so engaged in 
the winter months that they cannot attend the school to make ad- 
vancement in an education in this vacation time, which means for 
many neither opportunity for study nor profitable labor. 

This summer's semester will be continued in the furture. 


l VII. > 
DISCIPLINE AND GOVERNMENT. 


Such earnest and studious spirit has prevailed among the stu- 
dents that the matter of severe discipline has nardly been known 
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for several years. Most of the students have so felt the privations 
of frontier life that when they are able to secure the privileges of 
study and improvement they appreciate their value and engage in 
study without the usual waste of time and energy that are often 
characteristic of youthful activity, vigor, and inexperience. The 
public spirit of the students is entirely antagonistic to a lazy, in- 
dolent, and inactive life. The distinctions that grow out of expen- 
sive dress and social indulgence have not yet arisen in this institu- 
tion. The atmosphere of the institution and the social and religious 
influence of the town prevent the tendency of students to waste 
their time and energies in dissipation. The religious influences are 
strong. Most of the members of the faculty take active part in the 
devotional exercises at the chapel, which are voluntarily attended 
daily by the students. Habitual absence from chapel exercises is 
rare. Most of the religious denominations are represented by 
church organizations in the town, and all are active in caring for 
the religious welfare of the students. An active organization of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association is doing great good. It. 
not only looks after, to some extent, the devotional and spiritual 
welfare of students, but aids in planning and carrying into effect 
the best forms of social enjoyment. This organization is very help- 
ful'in assisting students in securing desirable rooming and board- 
ing accommodations. 

The voluntary organizations of the students have been very 
aseful as an outlet for the social and recreative energies of the stu- 
dents. These consist in part of three well organized and actively 
maintained literary societies, an oratorical society, which is a sub- 
ordinate organization of the Territorial Oratorical Association, a 
foot ball team, that has never been beaten, a base ball team, a Col- 
lege Glee Club, whose membership consists of twenty young men, 
and a chorus class. . l 


IX. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
1. I desire to recommend tke establishment of a department 
of physical culture. The pressing need of this department is indi- 


cated by the very general interest in voluntarily maintaining an 
athletic association, which conducts the different forms of field 
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sports. This organization embraces in its membership four-fifths 
of the male students of the University. The wholesome effect of 
this interest and organization is manifest to the most superficial 
observer. It presents to the student’s mind the importance of a 
correct ideal of physical development. No one influence is so po- 
tent in giving students a clear conception of the injurious effect of 
physical excesses and indulgences in destroying physical manhood, 
as intelligent culture of the physical body. The conception for or- 
ganizing this department is based on the fact that the climatic con- 
ditions of Oklahoma permit outdoor exercise throughout almost 
the entire year. A director of physical culture with gymnasium, 
bath, and other facilities, could be provided at comparatively small 
expense, that would reach the needs of students. Facilities for in- 
door athletics should be provided for the female students. 

2. Apparatus for the manufacture of gas for fuel purposes in 
the laboratories as already established is an imperative necessity. 
A sufficient water supply is needed. A laboratory for instruction in 
General Physics and subordinate courses in this subject is urgently 
needed. 


.9. Since it is conceded that the library is to be the core and 
center of the whole work of the University, I desire to recommend 
that provision be made for constant additions in the most liberal 
quantity of books, periodicals, pamphlets, and all publications of 
value in such a collection. Additional space is needed, and the 
whole collection should be placed in a structure that is not only 
sufficiently spacious but secure from loss by fire. 


4. In order that the preparatory department and the col- 
lege department should be entirely separate in organization, I de- 
sire to recommend that the present building be devoted in the 
future to the uses of this department, and that the college depart- 
ment be transferred to quarters of its own. Instructors for the 
preparatory department should be selected with reference to their 
special fitness for this work, thus relieving the professors of the 
collegiate department from these duties. This would leave the 
coliege professors free to devote their entire energies to their spe- 
cial subjects. This should be done in the interest of economy as 
well as to secure more effective and sympathetic instruction for the 
students of the preparatory department. 

9. The carrying into effect, even incompletely of the sugges- 
tions contained in the above recommendation, suggests the neces- 


d 
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sity of a principal university building, that would comport not only 
with the present need of the institution, but that would anticipate 
the needs that will come with the rapid development of the Ter- 
ritory. The rapid growth of the Territory in population, and 
the present high degree of average intelligence of its people, make 
the need of the very best trained minds for all the lines of civic life, 
even more important in the Territory than in the older states. The 
public spirit of the people of Oklahoma and their hearty support of 
its educational institutions in the past, demand increased facili- 
ties for the higher education of their youth. 

I take great pleasure in stating that entire harmony has ex-. 
isted between the members of the faculty and the student body, and 
that mutual confidence exists between the Board of Regents and 
the corps of instruction. I cannot refrain, at this point, from voic- 
ing the express sentiment of the Board of Regents in commending 
the thorough and efficient work of the faculty and the general spirit 
of order and industry that have characterized the work of the stu- 
dent body for the past two years.

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President's Report of the Board of Education 
of the Normal Schools of Oklahoma, 


i January 7, 1899. 
Hon. C. M. BARNES, l 
Governor of E Guthrie, O. T. 

Sir: In accordance with your request, 1 have the honor to 
submit a report of the Normal Schools of Oklahoma for your infor- 
mation. The president of each of these institutions has, through 
request of this department, submitted à report setting forth a his- 
tory of the growth and present condition of these schools. The re- 
ports are somewhat exhaustive. In view. of this, what I have ta 
state, is of a supplementary character. These institutions are in a 
thrifty condition. The work is of a high grade and the managers 
and instructors are doing good service. The relation among the 
presidents, faculties, students and board of education has been har- 
monious which in good measure secures success. Growth in num- 
ber of students and efficient work has been noticeable from month 
to month. The instructors in both of the institutions are compe- 
tent, energetic and conscientious men and women. All take a deep . 
interest and pride in making the work of. their respective depart- 
ments as full and strong as possible. They give a good deal of time 
to general reading and professional study. The normal schools of 
our Territory are vitally related to our public school interests. 
_ They are necessary aids in the preparation of our public school 
~ teachers for their work, not only in scholarship, but in all the qual- 
ities that make good teachers. The normal school is the heart of 
public education. It is the recruiting agency for the army of teach- 
ers that work in our public schools. 


EDMOND NORMAL SCHOOL: 


The total expenditure of this institution for the biennial 
period is $33,759.00. Of this amount $7,418.65 was used in the com- 
pletion of a number of rooms in the building including class rooms, 
cloak rooms, chemical and physical laboratory: Also a large steel 
tank and wind mill to supply water for the laboratory and protec- 
tion against fire, grading and beautifying the grounds, setting out 
trees, etc. There was paid to president and faculty for the two 
years, $23,400.00; janitor and librarian, $1,380.00; printing and 
advertising, $443.55; insurance of building, $600.00. 
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NORTHWESTERN NORMAL SCHOOL. 

This institution was established by act of the fourth legisla- 
tive assembly. The act provides that the township of Alva issue 
bonds in the sum of $5,000.00 and that the town of Alva donate 40 
acres of land, after which the board of education for the Normal 
schools was required to have prepared plans and specifications for 
a “suitable building.” After the town and township of Alva had 
complied with these conditions, and after a careful examination as 
to the need of a normal school in this section of the country, the 
board had plans and specifications prepared, and advertised for 
sealed bids for the erection of a building. On the 10th day of 
March, 1898, the board entered into a contract with John Volk & 
Co., of Rock Island, Ill. The consideration to Volk & Co., for the 
erection of this building is $86,018.00. The sum of $8,000. 00 to be 
paid at such time as the supervising architect should certify to 
the board of education that $10,000.00 in work and material had 
been expended in the building. The balance being the sum of 
$78,018.00 to be paid as follows: Upon the first day of each month 
after such cash payment the supervising architect shall certify to 
the board of education the amount of labor and material expended 
by the contractors exclusive of the $8,000.00 cash payment and the 
board at their next meeting to issue their certificate to Volk € Co., 
approved by the Governor of the Territory of Oklahoma, for the 
amount of estimate, bearing six per cent per annum from the date 
of such estimate until the same is liquidated. Work upon the 
building was begun about April 1, 1898. A number of mechanics 
has been steadily at work upon the building since that date. At a 
meeting of the board of education held on July 2, 1898, $8,000.00 
was ordered by the board tó be paid to John Volk € Co., upon the 
certificate of the supervising architect of the board the $10,000.00 
in material and labor had been expended. In addition to this pay- 
ment certificates of indebtedness against the Territory were issued 
to John Volk € Co., as follows: No. 1,bearing date of June 1, 1898 
for $5,760.00; No. 2 for $8,394.00, including $925.53 for extra work, 
bearing date of July 1, 1898. Ata regular meeting of the board on 
October 6, 1898, certificates were issued as follows: Ne. 3 for $11,- 
110.00 bearing the date of August 1, 1898; No. 4 for $10,140.00 bear- 
` ing date of September 1, 1898; No. 5 for $10,712.10 including $842.19 
` for extra work, as per itemized bill attached to architect’s certifi- 
cate, bearing date of October 1, 1898. At meeting of the board held 
on January 5, 1899, certificates were issued as follows: No. 7 for 
$8,200.00, bearing date of November 2, 1898; No. 8 for $7,400.00 
bearing date of December 1, 1898; No. 9 for $9,787.35 including 
$547.35 for extra work as per itemized bill attached, bearing date 
of January 1, 1899.

According to the report of the supervising architect at a meet- 
ing of the board of education held on January 5, 1899, the building 
will be completed about February 15, 1899, and when completed, a. 
certificate will be issued to the contractors for the balance due as 
provided by the contract. 

The contract provides that the Governor shall make a full re- 
port of the action of the board of education and of his own action 
done under provision and powers conferred by section number T 
of the act of the fourth legislature establishing the Northwestern 
Normal School, to the fifth legislatve assembly of the Territory of 
Oklahoma, and of the indebtedness which shall then exist and De 
owing to John Volk & Co., by the Territory of Oklahoma, and to 
recommend that proper measures be taken by the fifth legislative 
assembly for the payment and liquidation of the debt. 

Certificates of indebtedness have been issued to the supervis- 
ing architect in the amount of 24 per cent. of the amounts for which 
certificates were issued to the contractors with dates correspond- 
ing to the contractors’ certificates. 

The question of furnishmént of the building is one yet to De 
met by the board. To furnish it with desks, recitation seats, office 
furniture, furniture for board room, carpet for halls, stairs and 
office, mathematical, kindergarten, physical and chemical appara- 
tus, pianos, library furniture, reference books, etc., to compare. 
favorably with other higher institutions of learning in the Terri- 
tory, will cost in the neighborhood of $14,000.00. The building can 
be equipped to carry the work in a fair way for $10,000.00. 

The enrollment of students in the Northwestern Normal 
School at the present time is 167, while 60 or more others wished to- 
enter, but could not owing to the crowded condition of the present' 
quarters of the school. 

The total running expenses for the Northwestern Normal 
School since the opening on September 12, 1897, to December 31, 
1898, ineluding salaries of president and faculty, furniture and 
incidental are $5,810.55. 

It is my opinion, and I think it is the feeling of the entire 
board, that the two normal schools should be placed upon exactly- 
the same footing. .

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COURSE OF STUDY. 

In the first two years a good foundation is given in English, 
mathematics, the elements of science, drawing, manual training. 
(In Sophomore year students choosing an engineering course will 
have additional EES shop-work, etc., instead of botany, 
anatomy and zoology.) . 

In Junior and senior year large choice of studies is permitted. 
Certain studies counted essential for well educated men and women 
are required. Students elect either agriculture, horticulture, veter- 
inary science or engineering, in each case pursuing certain required 
technical studies. Under necessary restrictions they also make 
choice of two studies from following list: Botany, chemistry, 
geology, physics, physiology, zoology, bacteriology, minerology, 
advanced mathematics, history, literature. 

Each student is expected to carry four studies unless especially 
excused. 

Instruction in military drill is given young men, and physical 
culture to young women students—unless specially excused. Irreg- 
ular or special courses may be selected with consent of the faculty, 
by students of mature years not candidates for a degree.

STENOGRAPHY AND TYPEWRITING.—A thorough course fitting for 
general work in stenography or for court or special reporting. 


It is desirablé that students in these courses be at least sixteen 
years of age. They are required to pass satisfactory examination 
in common school studies. Unless well prepared they will continue 
studies in English and may select other studies with consent of 
faculty. i

The College is well fitted in the way of apparatus for giving 
thorough instruction in the subjects which it professes to teach.

This equipment is derived from the appropriations of the gen- 
eral government. The Territory has agreed to furnish the buildings 
necessary for the proper utilization for this equipment. ~ 


Up to the present time, but $15,000.00 has been provided by the 
Territory for buildings, an amount entirely out of proportion to the 
needs of the institution. 
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The Legislature of Oklahoma has accepted the appropriations 
from the Government of the United States in the following 
language: Rev. Stat. 1893, p. 83, Sec. 161-163. 

“There is hereby established an Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion in connection with the Agricultural College, by this Act, estab- 
lished, and under the direction of the Board of Regents, for the pur- 
pose of conducting experiments in agriculture according to the 
terms of the Acts of Congress establishing agricultural colleges and 
experimental stations. 

“The assent of the Legislature of the Territory of Oklahoma is 
hereby given, in pursuance of the requirements of section nine of 
said Act of Congress, approved March 3, 1887, to the grant of money 
therein made, and to the establishing of an experimental station, in 
accordance with section 1, of said last mentioned Act, and assent 
is hereby given to carry out all and singular the provisions of all 
the Acts of Congress. 


“The Board of Regents hereby established, in connection with 
the Governor and Secretary of the Territory, shall be fully author- 
ized to receive from the United States any and all appropriations. 
made for the support of maintenance of agricultural colleges within 
the Territory, and shall be authorized to receipt for the same and 
shall be chargable therewith when received from the United 
States.” 

In thus solemnly covenanting to “carry out all and singular 
the provisions of all the Acts of Congress” relating to Agricultural 
Colleges and Experiment Stations, the Territory of Oklahoma, by its 
representatives has made it imperative that the appropriations 
thus accepted be devoted wholly to the purposes contemplated in 
the Federal Legislation, and that suitable buildings be provided 
so as to efficiently utilize the funds this secured. The Act of Con- 
gress from which the Agricultural and Mechanical College derives 
what is known as the Morrill fund, a statement of the condition of 
which is appended, expressly states that “no portion of said 
moneys shall be applied, directly or indirectly, under any pretense 
whatever, to the purchase, erection, preservation, and repair of any 
building or buildings.” It further provides that this fund is “to 
be applied only to instruction in agriculture, the mechanic arts, the 
English language, and the various branches of mathematical, physi- 
cal, natural, and economic science, with special reference to their 
application in the industries of life and to the facilities for such 
instruction.” The Act of Congress from which the Experiment 
Station derives its support provides that an amount not exceeding 
$750.00 per annum may be expended in the erection, enlargement, 
or repair of a building or buildings. This fund barely served to 
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keep the property of the Station in good repair and cannot be used 
to provide buildings to be used for purposes of instruction. 

It is thus clear that the erection of buildings for the proper 
utilization of the moneys appropriated by Congress for instruction 
and investigation devolves upon the Territory. 

The income derived from the lease of school lands, as indicated 


in the financial statement and explained elsewhere, is not sufficient 
to pay expenses not chargable to the Morrill or Hatch Funds. 


The opinion that this institution is well provided with funds 


rests on a false assumption which is disproved by the foregoing. 
The friends of higher education and of honesty of purpose in our 
legislators would naturally inquire if the Territory has fulfilled its 


contract made in accepting and continuing to receive the appro- 
priations from the national treasury. 


If we may take what any other State or Territory west of the 
Mississippi river has done, or the average of what all have done, as 
a basis (and no one can deny the fairness of this method), the 


answer must be an emphatic negative. A comparison of statistics 


of these institutions is appended.

From this comparison, it appears that Oklahoma has done least 
of all towards providing the buildings necessary to the proper ex- 
penditure of the funds provided by Congress. f 

Oklahoma, the prosperous, home of the generous, leads at the 
wrong end, the little end, a position to which this great Territory is 
not accustomed. Oklahoma has provided less for buildings and fur- 
nishes a smaller revenue for its Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege than any other State or Territory in the West. If we may take 
the average of all as the limit of what this Territory should do in 
fulfilling its pledge, the Agricultural and Mechanical College 
should have buildings valued at $72,500 instead of $20,000 as is now 
the case. 


The character of instruction contemplated in the Act establish- 
ing Agricultural Colleges demands space and facilities unheard of 
in the days of classical education. This institution, by the law of 
the Territory and of the Nation, has as its leading object “To give 
instruction in agriculture, the mechanic arts, the English language 
and the various branches of mathematical, physical, natural and 
economic sciences with special reference’ to their application in 
the industries of life.” The giving of this instruction requires 
costly and expensive apparatus; alert and active instructors; 
strong, energetic students—and room in which to work. 

The College now possesses the first three—the last is wanting 
and the Territory must provide it. The attendance is, as the ap- 
pended table shows, larger in proportion to money invested in 
buildings, than that at any similar institution in the west, twice as 


* 
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large as in Kansas, six times as large as in Texas. And this attend- 
ance is not made up largely of special students and children. As 
will be seen from the statement of attendance nearly fifty per cent. 
fire in the college classes, pursuing work which begins with a rigid 
examination in the subjects required by law for admission, "Read. 
ing, arithmetie, geography, English grammar and United States 
history," and continues throughout four years of close application 
in the class room and earnest work in the laboratory and shops, 
learning to do the work of the world, fitting for leadership in that 
great army of industry which has ever been the basis of our coun- 
irys greatness. The institution furnishes an education not only 
for sons of farmers but for any body's sons and daughters. * ! 


At the close of this four years of study and before graduation, 
the student is required to submit evidence, in the form of a thesis 
reporting results of original investigation, that he is fitted to go 
. forth into the world to help do its work. At the last commence- 
ment theses were submitted, reporting the results as follows: “Of 
chemical and physical tests of cement sold in Oklahoma,” “The 
chemical examination and method of manufacture of native 
wines,” “Water for irrigation in Oklahoma,” “Minerals of Okla- 
homa,” “Methods of detection of vegetable and mineral poisons,” 
“The growth of plants under different colored light,” “And the 
native grapes of Oklahoma.” These,subjects give a slight idea of 
the scope of the work which is done by the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, and of the importance of such work to the. 
development of the Territory. 


BUILDINGS. 


The work of the College is carried on at present principally in 
one brick building that is overcrowded and unsuited for much of 
the work which must be done in it. 


The Chemical Laboratory, where a large amount of practical 
work involving the production of noxious fumes is done, is located 
in. the basement. Great inconvenience to other departments is 
caused by this, and the risk of fire and cost of insurance is increased 
by the presence of explosive and inflammable chemicals in the Col- 
lege building. The Library of nearly five thousand volumes 
is located in a room directly over the: laboratory antl the 
reading room in’ connection therewith is small and continually 
crowded and is unfitted for the convenience of these who must 
use it. 
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The Assembly Hall does not serve to comfortably seat the stu- 
dents at present in attendance and on occasions when a special pro- 
gram is presented, the space is totally inadequate to the numbers 
who wish to attend. 


By practicing the strictest economy with the incidental or 
school land lease fund we have succeeded in erecting at a cost of 
about $3,500 a building which will serve for a few years the De- 
partment of Mechanic Arts and Engineering. It is constructed of 
native stone, is two stories high, 80 by 36 feet with one story annex 
for boiler and engine room. The Board has recently purchased at a 
cost of about $7,000 a boiler and engine and complete iron and 
woodworking machinery of the most improved kind, to fully equip 
the mechanical department where students will be taken through 
a course of shop practice under a competent director. This has en- 
abled us to add a department to the College contemplated and re- 
quired in the law, and has not served to relieve to any extent the 
crowded condition in other departments. 

In order that the institution may ‘properly make use of the: 
funds derived from the national treasury and of the apparatus and 
appliances at present owned, the following room must be provided: 

A separate building for the Chemical Laboratories where the- 
work in the College and Station can be carried on to advantage and 
at no inconvenience to other departments. 

A separate building which will provide space for a Library and 
Reading Room, for an Assembly Hall which will comfortably seat 
the increasing number of students, for two laboratories and lecture: 
rooms for the.department of Veterinary Science and Zoology and 
of Botany and Entomology, and space for the important department 
of Domestic Science which we have not yet been able to Institute, 
and for the enlargement of our recently instituted Commercial 
Course. ' 

A central heating plant from which heat may be furnished to 
all of the buildings on the campus, thus economizing greatly in the 
item of fuel which is at present one of our most troublesome 
questions. 


These are the needs that are at origen imperative. Unless we, 
are provided with a sufficient appropriation to enable us to obtain ` 
this room, growth of the institution must stop. It is earnestly 
hoped that the Legislature will in some way provide the funds nec- 
essary for the construction of these buildings as follows: 

Library, Assembly and Science Hall................... $35,000.00 
Chemical Laboratory..... o ode ear CN ebat 10,000.00- 
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Before leaving the question of the funds of the institution we 
desire to call your attention to the provision of law regulating the 
Morrill fund, which provides that the Legislature may propose a 
just and equitable division of this fund for the benefit of the insti- 
tution for colored persons. This division, we presume, will be made 
on the fair basis of the relative proportion of white and colored 
school population of the Territory. 

There are a number of expenses connected with the institution 
which must be paid from the Incidental or School Land Lease fund. 
Among these are the salaries of the stenographer and librarian and 
for instruction in music, not provided for in the Morrill fund. 
These expenses in addition to the cost of fuel, light and janitorship 
for all of the buildings, keep this fund very much depleted. It is 
speeally desirable that instruction in languages be given and this 
must be paid from the Incidental Fund, which is at present wholly 
inadequate for the demands upon it. * 

\ 


ATTENDANCE. 


For the year ending June 30, 1898, 170 students were enrolled, 
70 of whom were in the College classes. During the. fall term of 
the present year, 149 students have been in attendance, 81 of whom 
were in the College classes. This high attendance in the four 
years’ course, as noted elsewhere, is evidence of the high class of 
work which the College is doing. Students taking no study in the 
College other than music are not enrolled. Since our last report, 
10 students have been graduated from the full four years’ course, 
making the total number of graduates 16. The present Senior class 
numbers 8. 


AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATION. 


Since the report made to the Governor two years ago, the work 
of the Experiment Station has been of increasing value to the farm- 
ers of the Territory. During the past two years 16 bulletins and 
two annual reports have been published and distributed free of 
cost. to citizens of the Territory. The following lists of subjects 
treated in these bulletins will serve to give an idea of the results 
which have been attained: 

Experiments in corn culture, 1896; road making and repairing; 
climate and crops in Oklahoma; field experiments in Kafir corn; 
cotton culture in Oklahoma; Oklahoma soil studies; loss by expos- 
ure of corn stover and teosinte; composition of pie melon; fertilizer 
analysis of castor bean plant; some insects injurious to orchards; 
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 glanders, Texas fever and symptomatic anthrax; experiments with 
wheat 1896-7 (in this experiment, 83 plats gave an average yield of 
38946 bushels per acre; 8 plats gave yields between 50 and 57; 14 
between 45 and 50; 24-between 40 and 45; 15 between 35 and 40; 
. 12 between 30 and 35, and eleven less than 30 bushels per acre. 
These yields have never been equalled elsewhere); study of waters 
for irrigation,.the irrigation plant; Oklahoma weather and crops 
for 1897; strawberries, grapes, stimulating and holding fruit buds; 
practical chemistry of soils and crops; study of the castor oil plant; 
experiments with field crops, 1897; San Jose scale in Oklahoma; 
summary of digestion experiments with Kafir corn and of feeding 
experiments; experiments with wheat and corn, 1898. 


: In addition to the above there are ready for publication at least 
five bulletins on subjects of great importance, among which is a 
report of experiments which have been made in dipping cattle for 
the purpose of killing the Texas fever tick, greatly advancing the 
cattle interests of the Territory and protecting the cattle herds of 
the farmers from Texas fever. The publications of these bulletins 
has been delayed on account of a contract for printing entered into 
by the last Legislature at prices which prohibited comprehensive 
publication. This contract expires January 1st and it is intended to 
issue these bulletins as promptly as may be thereafter and thus 
place the results of these experiments in the hands of the farmers. 
for whose benefit they were carried out. 

The mailing list to which bulletins are sent consists at present 
of 13,000 names which were obtained mostly from postmasters 
throughout the Territory, each of whom was requested to seud a 
full list of farmers receiving mail at his office. Bulletins are sent 
to every farmer sending a request for same to the Secretary of the 
Station at Stillwater. l 


OUTLINE OF WORK FOR THE PAST YEAR. 


The *A gricultural department has continued investigations of 
soils especiallv with reference to their moisture contents as infiu- 
enced by different crops, methods of culture and manuring. 

An extended series of rotation experiment, with and without 
manure, and with plats for continuous cultivation with the same 
‘crops for comparison has been continued. 

Field experiments with the following farm crops have been car- 
ried out: l 
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Wheat, oats, corn, Kafir, sorghum, cotton, castor bean, cow 
peas, soy beans and rape; sugar beets, alfalfa, red and alsike clovers 
and a number of grasses. There have also been small plat tests of 
many varieties of native or imported grasses and other forage 
plants. 

~ Feeding experiments with cattle, hogs, and sheep have been 
continued. These experiments have been mainly comparisons with 
corn and Kafir grains prepared in different ways, and in mixtures 
with cotton seed and bran, with tests of various forms of rough for- 
age for cattle. 

The horticultural department has continued its tests of a large 
number of varieties of tree, bush and vine fruit with methods of 
culture of retaining soil moisture and stimulating fruit production. 
The supervision of an extended forest tree growth experiment 
under direction of the United States Department of Agriculture is 
assigned to this department. 

The Botanical and Entomological department has continued 
work in collecting plants and insects and tracing the life history 
of injurious insects and testing methods of destroying them and 
combating plant diseases. An outbreak of the San Jose scale in the 
Territory has been studied and further trials made of methods of 
destroying chinch bugs. 

- The Chemical department, in addition to a large amount of rou- 
tine work, has made careful examination of the waters of the 
rivers and large streams of the Territory with reference to their 
use for irrigation purposes. An extended series of digestion ex- 
periments with Kafir corn fed in different conditions to steers has 
been completed and trials are now being conducted of the EE 
bility of six of our most important forage crops. 

The Veterinarian has continued work in investigation of dis- 
eases among farm animals; assistance was rendered in determin- 
ing the cause of an outbreak of disease among horses in the central 
portion of the Territory. An experiment to test the effect of inoc- 
ulation of young cattle as a means of preventing southern or Texas 
fever, and trials of dipping cattle to destroy ticks and thus prevent 
their contracting or disseminating+this disease have been prac- 
tically completed. The results of inoculation show that it was not 
a satisfactory method. On the other hand, concerning dipping the 
cattle in extra dynamo tick oil, the experiments conducted at Noble 
by the Station, in conformity with the results of all experiments 
elsewhere, have shown that it is an effective means of killing the 
southern cattle tick, without tke slightest injury to the animal and 
thus preventing the spread of Texas fever. This method has re- 
ceived the unqualified endorsement of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
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try of the United States Department of Agriculture, and of the 
various Experiment Stations throughout the country, all of which 
attest its effectiveness. The report of the Sanitary Commission 
gives full details of the operation of the vat at Noble, Oklahoma. 

An important auxilliary feature of the work of the Station, 
- strongly commended by the Department at Washington, is the or- 
ganization of Farmer’s Institutes where the results obtained by ex- 
periment may be directly presented in the form of lectures by the 
members of the faculty and the heads of departments and discussed 
with them. In this way, the interest of the farmers in the work of 
the Station is more directly secured. A number of institutes have 
been established during the past year and it is proposed to extend 
this work throughout the Territory in the future. 

The work of the Station along the lines of investigation most 
closely related to the prosperity of the individual farmer is receiv- 
ing careful attention. Among others may be mentioned the experi- 
ments which are being conducted in the breeding of hogs and 
sheep and of poultry. Investigations along dairy lines are being 
made on the usual scale of operations on the average farm. . 

Letters inquiring about points of interest to farmers receive 
careful attention from the heads of different departments and the 
information possessed by the Station is thus at the disposal of every 
citizen of the Territory for the asking. Queries about soils, insects, 
waters, plants, animal diseases—in fact everything that may sug- 
gest itself to the inquiring farmer always receive prompt attention. 

It should be remembered that this expensive work of experi- 
mentation is conducted from funds derived solely from the treas- 
ury of the United States and without costing the people of the Ter- 
ritory one dollar. Full reports of the expenditure of this, known 
as the Hatch Fund, are furnished annually to the department of 
agriculture where they are carefully scrutinized. It can be used 
only for purposes of experiment which must be carried out at the’ 
' place where the Station is located.

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Biennial. Report of President. 


> 


To Gov. C. M. BARNES: 


In accordance with SE 11 of the law establishing the Col- 
'ored Agricultural and Normal University of Oklahoma, I hereby, as 
president of the Board of Regents, have the honor of presenting the ` 
second annual report of the. work of said board and “the results 
attained by said school.” E 

A little more than a half of the year was devoted by the Board 
to the erection of a suitable building, the corner stone of which was 
laid with appropriate exercises April 7, and the dedication of the 
nearly completed building took place September 22, 1898, 

Of the cost of the building and furniture the secretary’s report 
will give detailed information. Suffice it to say that by diligent 
care and strict economy, on the part of the Board and building 
committee, a very substantial and quite roomy and convenient, as - 
well as handsome building stands completed upon the selected and 
excellent location, near Langston, at a cost admitted by all to be 
very reasonable. 

The Board felt obliged to go beyond the limit of the legislative 
appropriation in completing and equipping the institution, how- 
ever, only such things were bought as seemed absolutely necessary 
They did not feel warranted in purchasing a piano, any apparatus, 
a furnace, or library, all of which are needed to accomplish me best 
results. 

At a meeting of the Board held.in the spring three members of 
the faculty were chosen: President Inman E. Page, of Lincoln Insti- 
tute, Jefferson City, Mo., to be President; Professors J. Johnson, of 
Kingfisher, and W. Manzilla, of Perry, to be assistants. The Presi- 
dent to enter upon his duties July 1 in, order to visit the territory 
and advertise the school; the two assistants to begin work with the 
opening of school, September 14. The President to receive $1,500 
per annum, the two assistants $80.00 each, per month, during the 
School year. E 

Just before the opening of the school Miss Z. N. Page was 
elected assistant teacher of music at a salary of $40.00 per month. 
Mr. Geo. Champe was chosen janitor at a salary of $400.00 per year, 
and Mrs. Williams matron of the girls’ dormitory. 
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According to arrangements and as advertised the first term 
began September 14. Owing to the fact that the building was not 
quite completed the citizens of Langston, the first two weeks, gave 
the use of the public school building and the next two weeks the 
Presbyterian church. 

The enrollment, this first month, was about fifty, since that 
time the growth in numbers has been almost daily until now there 
are upon the roll and in attendance 141 with prospects of a con- 

tinued increase. 

The students are an excellent class of young people represent- 
ing several counties. 

The faculty worked together harmoniously and with en- 
thusiasm. 

The institution is very popular in the city of Langston, all of 
whose citizens are loyal and enthusiastic supporters of it. 

Permit me to add that this Board of Regents have worked zeal- 
ously and harmoniously and with the single purpose to give to the 
colored people of Oklahoma an institution worthy of their patron- 
age and of which they may justly be proud. Of the work that has 
been! done in the school, by teachers and students, you will doubt- 
less hear from the competent Board of Visitors appointed to in- 
spect and report to the Superintendent of Public Instruction and 
this Board.

Territorial Superintendent of Public Instruction, Guthrie, O. T.: 

Dear Sir: In compliance with a provision of the law establish- 
ing the Normal and Agricultural University at Langston, we, the 
undersigned, who were appointed some time ago by his Excellency, ` 
Governor C. M. Barnes, as a Board of Visitors to examine this insti- 
tution and report to you its needs, beg leave to report the following: 

Langston University was opened for the reception of students 
on the 14th of September, last, with an enrollment of 50. We find 
today that this number has increased to 147, which, in our judg- 
ment shows remarkable growth when we consider that the insti- 
tution has been in operation only a little more than three months, 
When we visited the university today we found the students in the 
midst of their oral examinations, to which we listened with great 
satisfaction because they showed that the teachers had done 
thorough work, and that the students had made wonderful pro- 
gress in their studies. 
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If we mistake not, this university is to do for the colored peo- 
ple of Oklahoma what the normal schools, the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College and the University do for the white people. 
In order to do this work successfully, it will need (1) dormitories 
for students; (2) a residence on the university grounds for the 
president; (3) an addition “to the present main building; (4) a build- - 
ing for the agricultural and mechanical department; (5) additional 
land; (6) apparatus for the department of natural science; books for 
the library, machinery for the mechanical department and stock 
and implements of various kinds for the agricultural department. 


. Dormitories are needed for the reason that it is necessary to 
have the boarding students under the immediate contro! and super- 
vision of the officers of the university. ` Furthermoré, dormitories 
should be erected in order that students may have a sufficient num- 
ber of comfortable rooms while in attendance upon the institution. 
We find upon examination that the citizens of Langston can furnish 
only a limited number of suitable rooms for the students who are 
now at the university. In addition to the reasons already given, 
we desire to submit for your consideration that the moral standing 
of the university depends largely upon placing the students under 
the influence of teachers who are selected to fill positions in the uni- 
versity, not only because they are intellectually qualified, but also 
because they are morally fitted to develop the characters of those 
who are placed under their care. Good citizenship in the Territory 
of Oklahoma as well as elsewhere depends upon sound moral as 
well as thorough mental training in all our schools and colleges. 
When young men and women are sent away from the moral and 
refining influences of their homes to be educated, they should be 
placed in homes where the most wholesome instruction is given 
both by percept and example. 


It necessarily follows that if from year to year a large number 
of young men and women are to live on the grounds of the univer- 
sity the president should reside there in order that he may see in 
person that they are properly cared for, and that the management 
of their dormitories is what it should be. 


Owing to the rapid growth of this institution, it is necessary 
to enlarge the present main building in order that the university 
shall have a sufficient number of rooms for library, recitation and . 
laboratory purposes. 


Under the operation of the Morrill Act, which was passed by 
Congress in. 1890, Oklahoma will receive next year the sum of 
$24,000 and each year thereafter the sum of $25,000 for the pro- 
motion of agricultural and mechanical education; provided, an 


agricultural and mechanical department is maintained here for the 


benefit of the colored people. Hence the need of a building for 
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this purpose and its necessary equipment. 


Having carefuly studied the condition and needs of Langston 
University, we have decided to recommend that the fóllowing 


appropriations be made by the next Legislature:

Dear Sir: Temporary disability prevented my making a visit 
to the Agricultural Normal University at Langston as one of the 
official visitors as contemplated in a recent appointment sent me 
by Governor Barnes. Hence I am unable to make a formal report 
vr join in the recommendations made by the other members of the 
visiting committee. I take pleasure however in saying that it 
seems to me that it is not only just but in every way desirable that 
this institution should be liberally provided for by the Territory. 
The prosperity of the commonwealth will be helped greatly by the 
increased intelligence and prosperity of all classes of its citizens. 
This institution as its name indicates is designed to furnish for our 
colored people the education furnished to white youths in the 
Agricultural College, the Normal Schools and the University. Un- 
der the conditions existing it seems to me very desirable that a 
dormitory for girls should be built. I am very glad to understand 
that it is the purpose of the management to give much attention to . 
fitting the students for the industries of life, and it seems to me 
desirable that provision should be made for sufficient land and 
equipment for work in agriculture and horticulture lines and also 
for shop and equipment for elementary instruction in wood and 
iron working. 

. While much of the instruction given must be elementary for 
a time the institution should have reasonable outfit in books and 
apparatus to make it possible to give better instruction along all 
lines pursued.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT... 


OF THE 


DEAF MUTE INSTITUTE. 


Gururiz, O. T., December 21, 1898. —

Dear Sir: Section 1, chapter 16, session laws 1897, puts the 
‘general management and control of the school for the deaf and 
dumb children of the territory in the hands of the board of educa- 
tion for the normal schools. At a meeting of the board held in 
November, 1897, rules and regulations were adopted to govern the 
admittance and management of these unfortunate children. The 
school was formally opened at the beginning of the year 1898 and 
has been conducted in a very business like manner. Frequent 
visits have been made by the members of the hoard from time to 
time; and they have been pleased all along with the management 
of the school. The physical, mental and moral needs of the pupils 
have received careful attention. Proper interest and sympathy is 
given to them by the superintendent, matron and tcacher. For 
further information in regard to this feature of the institution, sae 
attached copy of the report by the superintendent. 

The provision made for the maintenance of the institution by 
the last legislative assembly was inadequate to the demands. 
Owing to the limited means, only twenty-five of these unfortunate 
children could be admitted this year. The levy of one-twentieth of 
a mill for the two years, 1897 and 1898, is not sufficient to maintain 
the school for the full year 1898. There have been issued for the 
first three quarters of the year warrants aggregating $3,819.51 
which is $186.96 more than the full levy for the two years. 

Sixty-five deaf and dumb children have been reported to this 
office by the county clerks for the vear 1898. 

In my opinion the fifth legislature should make provision for a 
levy of one-fifth of a mill for the maintenance of this institution.

Sir: In compliance with your request I beg leave to submit 
the following report of the Deaf and Dumb Institute under my 
charge, for the year 1898, for which provision was made at the last 
session. of the Legislature, and which came under my control Octo- 
ber 1, 1897, by virtue of a contract executed in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act of March 12, 1897. 

The Institute is located in West Guthrie, Oklahoma, in a large 
two-story frame building, pleasantly situated on the banks of the 
Cottonwood River, the premises embracing the entire block, the 
larger portion of which is enclosed with a seven foot woven wire 
fence giving ample play and exercise ground for the pupils. 

The total number of pupils connected with this institute dur- ` 
ing the period covered by this report is thirty-one; six of which 
have left the Institute for the reasons appended:

The Institute building has been arranged with special refer 
ence to the comfort and health of the inmates. It constitutes their 
domicile, there they eat, sleep and resort for rest and recreation, 
and, so far as possible, its appointments and furnishings have been 
made with a view to contentment, good health and the employment 
of such conveniences and acquisitions as are usually found in well 
ordered homes. 


The superintendent and matron reside here with the pupils 


-and have them in immediate charge and BEEN in the place of 
their parents. 


Water pipes from the city mains have been introduced, and 
here is an abundant supply of water for all purposes. Bath tubs 
have been placed, and a sewerage system has been constructed as a 
safeguard against pollution and disease. A separate building ad- 
jacent to the premises is used as a school room. The school is in 
charge of Miss Kate Lindsay, a capable teacher of the deaf and 
dumb, who has had seven years experience in this special work. 
The school hours are the same as in the public schools of the Ter- 
ritory, but the pupils are required to study one hour each evening 
of the school days. On Sunday a Sabbath schóol is held and Bible 
study conducted in the mute language. This language is used in 
returning thanks at meals. 


The pupils have made surprising progress in their school work 
and it is a pleasure to record that moral development has kept pace 
with the intellectual, and the majority have learned and put into 
practice many of the virtues essential to the maintenance of good 
character, of which they were before ignorant, or concerning 
which they were apparently indifferent.

Discipline-has been firm, yet reasonable, and has been admin- 
istered in a way to gain the confidence and respect for the sub- 
ject. Corporal punishment has never been practiced. Moral sua- 
sion, kind discussion and urgings, have influenced the ábandon- 
ment of unseemly and pernicious habits, and secured obedience 
from those inclined to insubordination. 

At the close of the school term, June 30, 1898, upon separating 
for a short vacation, the most affectionate relations existed be- 
tween the' pupils and their guardians and teacher. The strong af- 
fectionate nature of these children is manifest, and they give fre 
quent expressions of gratitude for the benefits they receive. 

It is a pleasant reflection that in carrying out the will of the 
Legislature in caring for and educating these unfortunate ones, 
the faculty has been able to contribute so much towards their hap- 
piness ahd well-being, and in ameliorating the hard conditions im- 
posed through the inability to hear or speak. 

There are on file at this date, names and addresses of upwards 
of forty mutes, in addition to those enrolled in our schools, whom it 
is impossible to entertain or accommodate until there is adequate 
appropriation made by the Legislature for this extra number, as 
well as for those already enrolled. It has been remarked. and 
claimed by many of those unfortunate ones that “they have as 
much right to the benefits of the Institute as those already en- 
rolled.” and no doubt it is true, but, as the appropriation is ex- 
hausted, we will liave to wait the action of the coming legislature. 

With the knowledge of how many are entitled to claim the 
privilege, the Legislature will no doubt provide at the coming ses- 
sion, the funds -^cessary to meet the requirements.

Annual Report of the Acting Adjutant-General. 


[AS SUBMITTED TO THE FIFTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
WITH THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE.]

GUTHRIE, December 31, 1898. 
To His Hacellency C. M. Barnes, 

Governor and Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir: I have the honor to most respectfully submit my report 
for the current year of the Military department of the Territory 
with such sub-reports as have been received. 

Under an executive order from your Excellency I assumed the 
duties of the office March 26, 1898, hence this report covers a period 
of nearly three months during which this department was under 
the administration of General Phil. C. Rosenbaum. 


MILITIA. 


I estimate the number of persons residing in the territory sub- 
ject to enrollment for military service as fifty thousand. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


On the 31st day of January, this year, the National Guard con- 
sisted of thirty-eight commissioned officers and three hundred and 
sixty-one enlisted men; aggregate three hundred and ninety-nine. 
On the 30th day of April, this year, the National Guard consisted of 
thirty-five commissioned officers and five hundred and thirty en- 
listed men; aggregate five hundred and sixty-five. 

Under the first call of the President for volunteers in the war 
with Spain, Oklahoma's allotment was oue troop of cavalry, special 
mounted service of eighty men, preference being given the Militia. 
These men were taken from all parts of the Territory and on May 5th 
eighty men, picked out of over five hundred, were sworn into the 
service of the United States to compose one troop of the famous 
Rough Riders. In June, under the second call of the President for 
volunteers, by zealous work on the part of your excellency, Okla- 
toma's allotment was for one Battalion of Infantry composed of 
one Major, one Surgeon witb the rank of Major, one Chaplain with 
the rank of Captain, one extra First Lieutenant, one Hospital Stew- 
art and four companies. each company to consist of one Captain, 
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one First Lieutcnant, one Second Lieutenant, one First Sergeant, 
one Quartermaster Sergeant, four Sergeants, twelve Corporals, two 


. Musicians, one_Artificer, one Wagoner and eighty-four privates; | 
this Battalion to form a part of the regiment known as the *Ari- 

zona, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Indian Territory, U. S. Volunteer 
Infantry.” On June 27th the work of enrolling and recruiting fo: 

this Battalion commenced and on the 9th day of July the first com- 
pany was mustered into the service of the United States at Guthrie, 
©. T.; on the 11th day of July the second company was mustered 
into the service at Shawnee, the third company being mustered into 
the service at Perry on the 14th day of July and the fourth company 
mustered into the service at Kingfisher on the 16th day of July. 
They were then mobilized at Fort Reno and on the 19th day of Sep- 
‘tember were ordered to Lexington, Kentucky, where they were 
assigned to the First Army Corps, Second Division, Third Brigade, 
and on the &th day of November ordered to Albany, Georgia. 

As about two-thirds of the Militia enlisted in the volunteers, 
only two hundred officers and men constituted the National Guard 
on July 1st. The work of recruiting the Militia has been going on 
steadily since July 20th, and it now stands with a total number o2 
twenty-nine commissioned officers and four hundred and thirty en- 
listed men, with a regimental organization composed of ten com-. 
panies of infantry and a regimental band; all but one company 
being equipped with the undress uniform of the same pattern used 
in the United States Army and the Springfield rifles, Cal. .45. This 
unequipped company, which is located at Perry, is now being 
equipped. 

The work of the Militia since July 20th is commendable; ` 
attendance has been excellent, and the force has shown what can 
be done where earnest and harmonious work is the rule. Recent . 
drill regulations have been adopted by the War Department for the 
Springfield rifles and these regulations are now in use. 

In addition to the usual and ordinary duties, by direction of 
your excellency, the work of raising the volunteers for service in 
the war with Spain under the calls of the President, under dates 
April 23, 1898, and May 25, 1898, respectively, have very prop- 
erly devolved upon this office. The fact that a very great number 
of these volunteers were taken from the militia, as is hereinbefore ` 
shown, greatly reduced the strength and efficiency thereof and a 
great deal of time and effort was consequently necessarily expended 
in recruiting the militia up-to its present condition. It has been 
my endeavor to put the militia on a stronger footing than had been 
heretofore attained, having in view the recommendations of Adju- 
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tant-General Corbin, Colonel Roosevelt and other high officials of 
our regular army, the soundness of which recommendations having 
been thoroughly demonstrated in our late war with Spain. 

As the law does not provide for an annual encampment and the 
Territory has never made any appropriation for the same, the Na- 
tional Guard have been working under great difficulty. Experience 
has shown that to undertake to maintain the Guard without an en- 
campment annually is a great detriment thereto. While each com- 
pany can attain a certain degree of efficiency at its home station 
during the year in company movements, it is necessary that the 
whole regiment be assembled annually for field movements. 

There are at present several applications from different locali- 
ties of the Territory asking that a company of the National Guard 
be located at their towns, but in view of the fact that the militia 
law of this Territory only permits five hundred men, exclusive of 
territorial cadets, it is impossible to comply with these requests. 


SERVICE IN AID OF THE CIVIL AUTHORITY. 


No call has been made this year on the armed forces of the Ter- 
ritory to assist in preserving the peace, rights and property of the 
Territory, and that there has been no cause for such aid must be 
very gratifying to every good citizen of the Territory. But should 
it become necessary for, them to be called out, I have every reason 
to believe that they would conduct themselves in a soldierly and ef- 
cient manner and perform every duty assigned them with credit to 
themselves and honor to the Territory. They would command or- 
der, suppress lawlessness, protect life, property and labor, restore 
- confidence and peace to the alarmed community and by their deter- 
mined and soldierly bearing accomplish the purpose for which they 
were ordered out, thus forcibly illustrating the necessity and value 
of maintaining and amply supporting a thoroughly organized, 
well instructed and properly equipped body of citizen soldierly, the 


moral effect of whose existence and presence will uphold law, pre- 
vent conflict.and maintain order and good government. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The general government appropriates annually the sum of 
$400,000 towards arming and equipping the militia, which is 
divided among the several states and territories according to their - 
-representation in congress; provided, however, that they support 
and maintain a reasonable force of active militia. Oklahoma’s share 
of this amout is $2,872.03 per annum. According to law this 
‘amount can only be used in the purchase of arms, equipment, cloth- 
ing and camp equipage from the United States. During this fiscal 
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year there has been purchased from the general government, ord- 
rance and quartermaster’s stores to the value of $2,826.78, leaving 
at date a balance to the credit of Oklahoma the sum of $45.25. 
Frior to 1898, the Territory had received from the War Depart- 
ment, military equipments and stores to the extent of $13,538.55, 
making a total at date of $16,365.33, received. 

It appears that prior to the beginning of the present fiscal 
year, and before my entrance upon the discharge of the duties of 
this office, this Department had been charged with, and had re- 
ceived from the government of the United States, Ordnance and 
Quartermaster stores to the value of $13,538.55, as before stated. 
Upon taking charge of this Department, I found, however, that a. 
great portion of these stores had been either lost, or by use, ren- 
dered unserviceable and of practical no value; no account of such 
loss and unserviceable stores had ever been taken by any former: 
administration of this office. Accordingly on the 20th day of May, 
1898, a Board of Survey, to fix the responsibility for a portion of 
such loss and unservicability of stores, was called for and granted. 
- The report of said board of survey and the returns for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1898, of the different company commanders, show 
that the stores so lost and unserviceable will amount to about 
$2,000. It will be necessary to again call for a Board of Survey to 
determine the exact extent of said additional loss and unservic- ` 
ibility. 

Section 4'of An Act to amend section 1661 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, provides, “That all arms, equipments,. 
ordnance stores, or tents which may become unserviceable or un- 
suitable shall be examined by a board of officers of the militia, 
and its report shall be forwarded by the Governor of the state or 
territory direct to the Secretary of War, who shall direct what 
disposition, by sale or otherwise, shall be made of them; and if sold, 
the proceeds of such sale shall be covered into the Treasury of the 
Unitd States.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


With the present military spirit and high standing of the Okla- 
homa National Guard, and the fact that nearly all states provide. 
for an annual encampment, it is very important that an encamp- 
ment of the entire regiment be held, and believing a greater por- 
tion of the work already performed would be materially lost with- 
out such encampment, it is earnestly recommended that the legisla- 
ture provide a sufficient appropriation for an encampment annually 
for the entire Guard of the Territory. 

Adjutant-General Corbin in his annual report to the Secretary of 
War. discussing the National Guard, says:

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“While the yearly state encampments have been productive of 
possitive good in imparting practical instruction to the troops par- 
ticipating, the experience of the recent campaign has demonstrated 
the absolute necessity of further assimilating the condition of en- 
camped troops to the actual necessities of active service by mak- 
ing the men, while in camp, dependent for their subsistence on the 
army rations to be furnished by the state authorities, on ration 
returns, and cooked by the troops in precisely the same manner as 
on actual service in the field. An organization ordered to a state 
camp for military instruction, relying on a caterer to furnish the 
necessary food, can never acquire that self reliance which char- 
&cterizes the regular soldier on active duty, for, without previously 
received instructions in preparing for food, the natural result when 
called into scrvice, would be poorly cooked and wasted rations 
which failing to strengthen the physical man, make him liable to 
febral and stomachic trcubles incident to service in all kinds of 
weather. under distressing but unavoidable conditions."

‘Sir: I have the honor to respectfully submit my report as 
Captain of Company “A,” 1st Regiment, Ok. N. G., according to 
your order of November 1st. 

I was elected Captain of Co. “A,” 1st Regt Ok. N. G. August ' 
2°,-1898. After receiving all books and papers belonging to said 
company, I found eighteen enlisted men in the company, consisting 
of one 1st Sergeant, one duty Sergeant, one Corporal and fifteen 
privates. I began recruiting the company up and at this date have 
a company consisting of one 1st Lieutenant, one 1st Sergeant, four 
Sergeants, five Corporals, two Musicians and twenty-seven privates; 
aggregate, thirty-seven enlisted men. Until recently Company “A” 
^ has been drilling four times a week, but are now only drilling once 
a week with an average attendance of one hundred per cent. 

The efficiency of the First Lieutenant, up to and in- 
cluding the school of the company, in close and extended

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Report of the Territorial Librarian, 


GUTHRIE, O, T., December 21, 1898, - 


To His Excellency, The Governor of Oklahoma Territory, 
Cassius M. Barnes, 


Sir: In accordance with the laws of Oklahoma Territory, I have 
the honor to submit the following report of the conditions of the 
Oklahoma Library, for the year ending December 31, 1898, 

Upon taking charge of the Library 1 found it impossible to ar- 
range the same in the quarters provided so as to accommodate the 


`- public or to protect the safety of the volumes. So J at once with 


the valuable assistance of the directors procured more commodious 
and substantial rooms for the Library, and owing to the fact that 
considerable time was consumed in moving and re-arranging the 
volumes, also the short period of time I have had (charge of the 
same, I have been unable to prepare a catalogue of all books now 
on the shelves. "This I expect to do in the near future and in addi- 
tion to this I intend to prepare a “Subject Catalogue" giving the 
number of volumes and name of authors on each subject; so that 
all parties interested may know exactly what can be found on our 
shelves. And when this is complete and sent out over the Territory 
it will aid materially in giving to the general public an idea of what 
we are accomplishing and impress upon them the importance of 
building up and maintaining such an institution. The law govern- 
ing the Oklahoma Library provides for a general reference Library, 
never-the-less, I find that it contains only such volumes as are 
usually sought after by members of the Bar or students of the law. 
Tt appears to me that the general publie should be entitled to an 
equal share of benefits derived from the expenditure of the public 
funds, and from the fact that the appropriations made by the Terri- 
torial Legislature in 1895-97, have been entirely exhausted for the 
purchase of law books, I believe that in the future, as contemplated 
by the act creating the Library that standard works on Science, 
History, Lite» ature, Invention, Art and Religion, and Medical pub- 
Hcations should be purchased from time to time and placed upon our 
shelves, to the end that the Oklahoma Library may become what its 
founders intended it should be, a general and not a class library. 
The people of the various states, and especially in those states 
where the best libraries are maintained, have learned to regard the 

the state libraries as a source by-which they can produce informa- 
- tion on any and all subjects, as is evidenced by the reports of vari- . 


me 
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ous librarians and the appropriations of the various state legisla- 
tures for the purchase of books and publications to be placed upon 
.he shelves of their state libraries. The little state of New Hamp- 
shire by its last legislature made an appropriation of four thousand 
five hundred ($4,500) dollars for the purchase of miscellaneous 
books and publications, and fifteen hundred ($1,500) dollars for 
the purchase of law books; the state of Kentucky the sum of four 
thousand ($4,000) dollars for the purchase of miscellaneous publi- 
cations and law books; the state library of the state of New York 
contains today over two hundred thousand (200,000) volumes of ` 
which the law section comprises only one-fourth (4); and many 
other references could be given to show how other states regard 
the state libraries. And while I desire to see the Oklahoma 
Library contain a law section such as the members of the bar will 
feel proud of, I also believe that other volumes on various subjects 
should be added. 

The number of volumes in the library on April 15. 1898, when 
I took charge of same were five thousand one hundred fifty-eight 
(5,1158). I have received by exchange since that time two hundred 
thirty-eight (238) votumes and three (3) volumes by purchase; 
making a total now on hand of five thousand three hundred 
ninty-nine (5,899) volumes. "This number does not include, however, 
the four thousand three hundred forty-seven (4,347) volumes of 
Oklahoma publications | which were turned over to me by my 
predecessor. 

The State Tasa: Text Books and State Reports and Session 
Laws are arranged very conveniently, but the miscellaneous docu- 
ments consisting of the reports of various departments at Wash- 
ington, House and Senate Journals, various State Reports are vir- 
tually without shelf room and until other shelf room is provided it 
will be impossible to arrange these volumes so that the public can 
have aecess to them. We have belonging to the Library two good 
reading tables, two chairs, a letter- press, one revolving book-case 
and one stove. The Library is very much in need of sufficient nüm- 
ber of chairs to accommodate the REES another stove, and fuel 
with which to heat the rooms. 

I have sold our publications to the amount of. fifty-five ($55.00) 
dollars which amount has been turned over to the Territorial 
Treasurer and 1 hold bis receipts for same. 

There is outstanding indebtedness against the Library for 
which no warrants have been issued, one hundred sixteen 15- 100 
($116.15) dollars. The following is a statement of State Reports,

My experience as coal oil inspector leads me to the conclusion 
that if the present law were amended with reference to the clause 
defining the inspection by requiring both a gravity and a flash test, 
also providing suitable penalties prohibiting the sale of dangerous 
oils that the law then would operate to give us a good quality of oil 
and would also tend to encourage competition which would have 
the effect of decreasing the price. 

In support of the above suggestion I would respectfully call 
your attention to the fact that representatives of wholesale dealers 
have made shipments of oil to our territory and in so doing assured 
their patrons that these oils had been inspected before coming to 
Oklahoma, and suceeeded in inducing different parties to retail 
their oils without regard to the law of the Territory on the subject.

Dental Examiners,

Governor of Oklahoma Territory. 

Sir: The Board of Dental Examiners of Oklahoma Territory 
submits the following as the Eighth Annual Report of its procecd- 
‘igs, together with an account of all moneys received and disbursed, 
in- compliance with the provisions of a certain Act of ‘Legislature 
entitled: “An Act to Regulate the Practice of Dentistry Within the 
Territory of Oklahema,” approved December 25, 1890. 

Since the Seventh Annual Report was submitted, the 1egular 
meeting of the Board was held at Kingfisher, on May 3rd, 4th and 
5th. Of the large number of applicants only eleven were present to 
, take the examination; this light attendance being caused by the 
heavy rain stcrms making travel very uncertain and in many cases 
impossible. Of the eleven who took fhe examination four met the ' 
requirements of the Board. 

Following is the account of all moneys received and disbursed 
during the present year.

The above statement shows the rush made to this Territory in 
the past year. Some applicants were advanced in their professions 
while others were taking advantage of the new field. As far as the 
Board had power to examine, being those who had no diplomas, 
none but competent persons were admitted. However most of the ap 
plicants held certificates from dental colleges. which are very numer- 
ous in this country. The colleges are nothing more than large 
dental offices owned and controlled by a few resident dentists, who, 
€ © a consideration, after a prescribed time, issues certificates which 

the law of this Territory recognizes and allows the holder of any 
such certificate to practice witout any further recommendation.

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This confidence has been abused to such an extent throughout th: 
country that most states are requiring all applicants to pass an ez 
amination. l 

We are asked to register diplomas from reputable colieges 
where the applicant is under 21 years of age, and at another time 
where the holder of a license was in attendance urly three weeks 
during th: first term, but was allowed to pay the fee of $100.00 anc 
received a certificate for the full attendance. We refer here only tu 
reputable colleges. 

So common were the above occurrences and others equally az 
odious, that the Dental Association of this Territory held a call mee 
ing at Oklahoma City, October 10, and discussed the situation. The 
Association believed the people needed protection in this respec: 
and by a unanimous vote it was agreed to recommend for our con- 
sideration a law that would require all to be examined. 

The large numbers of dentists coming to this Territory has 
made it necessary for us to ask dentists of different localities to re- 
port new arrivals, which is not always done. Again the new ar- 
rival frequently represents that he is registered and as he is not 
required to keep his license in a conspicuous place, manages to 
evade the law for some time. If the holder of a license would be 
required to register his lieense in the country where he practices. 
it would obviate this trouble. l 

¿Several arrests have been made for the violation of the dental 
law, but were dismissed upon the defendant complying with the law 
or leaving the Territory. To prosecute many of these cases would ` 
mean persecution, as some of them are good men, but being unable 
financially could not meet the requirements of the law. 

Those receiving permanent licenses to practice dentistry in 
since our last report are: M. B. Furrow, J. B. Worley, R. J. Edmis- 
ton, Á. C. Hixon, J. W. Grant and L. B. Conn, making 53 dentists 
holding permanent licenses. Twenty-two temporary licenses have 
been issued by the Secretary since the meeting of the Board at 
Kingfisher. 

The Board desires to thank the dentists of the Territory for 
their valued assistance in the performance of their duties, which 
is not always pleasant. The present excellent condition of things 
is due to the harmony in the Dental Association and the 3zatisir 
throughout the Territory. 

The Board of Dental Examiners respectfully submit the fore- 
going as their report.

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First Biennial Report of the Secretary of the 
Live Stock Sanitary Commission. 


HONORABLE C. M. BARNES, Governor, 


Guthrie, Oklahoma. 

Sir: I have the honor to herewith submit the report of the 
Live Stock Sanitary Commission for the biennial period covering 
the years 1897 and 1898. Although no provision is made by the 
laws for this report, yet the commission deemed the interests of 
the live stock industry to be of so vast importance as to justify a 
voluntary statement from them as to its condition, and the effect 
and result of the present quarantine laws, and feeling that some 
legislation touching the interests of the live stock industry will be 
offered during the coming meeting of the Legislature, it was con- 
sidered that for your and the legislators’ information and enlighten- 
ment a report of this kind might be of some value and aid. 

The history of the quarantine law in Oklahoma dates back to 
the Act of 1895. It was born of a necessity growing out of the de- 
morilized condition of the live stock industry, especially of the 
cattle, of the Territory of Oklahoma, due to the fact that no pro 
tection was-offered it on our statute books in the way of a provision 
for the prevention of the introduction or the spread of contagious 
and infectious diseases. 

Owing to the geographical location, Oklahoma is the gate-way 
between the great breeding plains of Texas and the Hepublie of 
Mexico and the market and feeding pens of the north, and is tra- 
versed yearly by vast herds of cattle, both by trail and railway. 
Hence, it is that the quarantine laws of the Territory, in the pres- 
ent form, have to do almost exclusively with a few diseases affect- 
ing cattle and horses, and the efforts and labors of this Commis- 
sion have been directed almost exclusively to the diseases affecting 
these two classes of live stock. 

It is a matter of general information that the Gulf states and 
other states bordering thereon, and especiajly southern Texas ard 
the low lands of the Republic of Mexico, are permanently infected 
with the most destructive of diseases known to the cattle industry, 
namely, Southern or Splenetic fever, commonly called Texas fever, 
and that all the cattle coming from these localities bring with them : 
the infection of this disease, which is disseminated among our 
northern herds with the most fatal results. 
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Owing to the favorable climate it is presumable that these 
conditions will ever continue to prevail and that cattle will always 
be bred and reared in the south and shipped to the north for feed 
and market. This being true, it was and is quite necessary that 
Oklahoma, being an intermediate point, should be provided with 
those safe-guards which will both prevent the introduction of this 
disease, as well as give full protection against the spread thereof. 

The existence of this condition in the localities as above set 
forth has been recognized not only by the Federal Government, but 
as well by nearly every state and territory of the Union, each of 
which have enacted laws governing the transportation and moye- 
ment of cattle and other live stock therefrom. 

The Federal Government, through the Department of Agricul- 
ture, has also established rules and regulations governing the 
movement of eattle as between the states, and to enforce the same 
have maintained a corps of agents and inspectors throughout the 
United States and established quarantine lines and districts, there- 
by restraining the movement of cattle, with a view to the preven- 
tion of the spread of this and other infectious diseases. "The result 
is that cattle from all that district lying above or north of the Fed- 
eral quarantine line are free to move at any season of the yeur to 
any locality or market, while those below or south of the line are 
restricted to points within the area included therein. In many of 
the states where one part has been found to be free from infection, 
the Federal Government has recognized it by extending the quar- 
antine lines and regulations into and through, thus dividing it, but 
the enforcement and maintenance has devolved. upon the respec- 
tive states as the Feredal authorities have no jurisdiction within 
the boundaries of the states. Thus it is that Oklahoma and Texas 
are each divided—part being above and part below the Federal 
quarantine line. | 

The experience of many years has proven that these safe- 
guards must be rigidly maintained or it will not be possible for- the 
cattle industry to thrive in those localities where native cattle are 
constantly being brought into contact with cattle from the in- 
fected area. For years prior to the organization of Oklahoma into 
a territory the country included within its boundaries was the field 
of contention between the owners of the two classes of cattle com- 
monly called native and southern cattle. The result was that the 
industry became most hazardous to those who undertook to breed 
and raise the northern or native cattle. The conflict between these 
two classes, the interest of each of whom was very great, together 
with the growing recognition of the necessity of the movement of - 
cattle from the south attracted the attention of the government

through the Department of Agriculture. The result was that.for 
the last several years the question of the prevention of the spread 
of Southern or Splenetic fever among the cattle by other means 
than that of laws and quarantine regulations, and of permitting 
them.to be brought together, attracted the attention of not only 
the federal government through the Department of Agriculture, 
but also to the veterinary departments of the states and territories, 
with a view to the discovery of some method for the destruction of 
. the disease germ or the agency of its communication. This led to - 
an investigation along two lines, viz.: What was the means or 
agency by which this disease was carried or communicated, and, 
second, how to get away with or destroy the same. 


AM of the resources of the Department of Agriculture, through 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, aided by the leading scientists of 
the land, as well as the officers of the several states, were directed 
and expended i in these investigations. 

It was finally concluded and is the accepted theory today, by 
not only the Bureau of Animal Industry and the states and terri- 
tories, but by the other leading nations of the world where this 
fever prevails, that the Boophilis Bovis, or commonly called “cattle - 
tick," is the agent which carries the disease germ from one animal 
to the other. 'This theory has been followed up with a line of ex- 
periments, especially during the last eighteen months, which, to 
the minds of this commission, are sufficient in their extent and re- 
sults to prove, absolutely, that the tick is not only an agent, but 
that it is the only agent that carries this disease. 

^ The members of this commission, acting as a Board of Regents 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical College, through the Veterin- 
ary Department, have proven the correctness of this theory by local : 
experimentations, and in furtherance thereof enacted regulations 
recognizing it, which have been in force for some months past with 
most promising results. l 

The theory of the infection through the agency of the cattle 
tick having been proven and accepted, the next step in the line of 
prevention and extermination of this disease was the discovery of 
some method for the destruction of the tick. .In pursuing investi- 
gations on this line several propositions had to be considered, viz: 
The absolute destruction of the tick, without'injury to the cattle, 
and in a manner that the cost would be within the range of a possi- 
bility for commercial usage. The Federal government had ex- 
perimented along this line for several years. The states of Texas, 
Missouri and Illinois and the Territory of Oklahoma also made sev- 
‘eral and various experiments. . In áccordance with and in further. 
ance of results obtained and proofs made by the Federal government 
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and the states mentioned, as well as other states and territories, 
the plan of dipping the cattle in a solution of what is called extra 
dynamo. oil, which is nothing more than a high class of lubricating 
oil with flower of sulphur suspended therein in the proportion of 
eighty-six pounds to the one thousand gallons of oil, was adopted. 

It was discovered that ticks, when submerged in this oil, shrivel 
up and die in most cases within twenty-four hours. Vats, contain- 
ing this oil for the dipping of cattle infested with ticks, were erected 
in many parts of the United States, and infested cattle successfully 
dipped in both an experimental and commercial way. Appioxi- - 
mately, about eight thousand head were dipped under the super- 
vision and in compliance with the regulations of this commission 
within the last four months. The results were entirely satisfactory 
from an experimental, as well as practical and commercial stand- 
point. In some few cases where. cattle were young and weak the 
dipping was attended with disaster, but where cattle were in good 
condition the results have been most. satisfactory. Considerable 
complaint came from the owners of herds that were dipped who, 
wherever any loss occurred subsequent to dipping, attributed the 
cause of death invariably to the dipping, with no allowance what- 
ever. for the injury the cattle might have sustained while in tran- 
sit on railway cars or from-the effect of sudden élimatic changes. 
‘Investigation of all these complaints, by both our territorial veter- 
inerian, as, well-as the agents and veterinerians of the department 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, proved beyond question that in 
most cases the death of the stock could be attributed more to other 
causes than that of the dipping. The heaviest losses occurred in 
herds of cattle that had suffered greatly in shipment before being- 
dipped and that had come from a climate which was much warmer 
than Oklahoma, and when eattle were in very poor condition. The 
loss among the herds of local cattle in good condition at the time 
of dipping was proven by actual computation to be less than one- 
half of one per cent. 

The experience of this commission was and is sufficient to, war- 
rant and justify the adoption of the dipping regulations governing 
cattle from the infected area. There has been some hardships upon 
the owners of young and weak cattle during the past year, caused 
by the dipping of cattle at a very unfavorable season, but by the 
timely promulgation of these regulations for the future there need 
never be a recurrence of these disastrous results. 

It being proven bevond the possibility of a doubt that ticks 
earry the fever and that the dipping kills the ticks, the incalcula- 
ble benefit and good resulting from a rigid enforcement of ‘these 
regulations and the resulting freedom of movement of cattle at all 
reasons of the year and to any and all localities will be so great in 
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the end that the few who have suffered and lost. and the small per 
cent. of loss that is likely to occur from the continuance of the pro 
cess, will be so little as to have no place for consideration. 
Heretofore our farmers and small stock men throughout the 
Territory have suffered heavily from the loss caused by Southern 
or Splenetic fever, the infection of which was brought into and 
among their herds every season by cattle from the infected area 
during what.has been known as “open season.” It has been the 
great effort and desire of this Commission to protect our farmers 
and small ranchmen from the class known as the “feeders” who 
heretofore have made it a practice of bringing infested cattle 
from these infected areas among our local herds for the : 


purpose of wintering. In the spring the cattle are removed and 
' either taken to the markets or back-to the ranges, leaving behind 


them infection on every hand, the result of which ultimately has 
been the destruction of the milch cows and small herds of cattle 


which, in many cases, were the main source of subsistence and 
support. 


The principal objection to the dipping of cattle springs from 
this class who, by the way, seldomly are residents of the Territory, 
paying no taxes into our treasury or in any manner contributing’ 
to our welfare and who can have no further interest in the tran- 
saction than in their own gain. Exaggerated newspaper accounts 
and complaints originating from these sources have had a tendency 
to prejudice the public mind against the officers of the law charged 
with the enforcement of these regulations and against the theory 
and regulations themselves, but, in support of our position, and in 
the furtherance of this statement, we beg to refer you to the report 
of the Sanitary boards of the other states and territories and to 
that of the Bureau of Animal Industry and to other rules and reg- 
ulations for the coming year, all of which have been based and 
formulated upon the experiences of the past year and all of which 
are identical with those of this Commission, requiring the enforce 
ment of the dipping regulations. 

We are satisfied that when the public comes to adapt itself to 
the new regulations and to witness the results from time to time 
during the coming year, they will regard the quarantine regulations 
as they now stand, recognizing and enforcing the dipping regula- 
tions, as the greatest boon that has ever befallen the cattle indus- 
try of our country. 


Heretofore, by reason of the existence of the infection of South- 


ern or Splenetic fever in the areas named, the cattle therefrom 


could be moved to other localities for purposes other than imme- 
diate slaughter during only two months of the year. The result 
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of this was a great hardship, not only to the feeders of the north, 
but to the breeders of the south as well, for in case of an overpro- 
duction and surplus of feed on the one part, cattle could not be 
had, and in case of great drouth on the south and west plains the 
cattle could not be marketed or transported, resulting in great 
loss in both cases. 

Under the present regulations there is no restraint whatever 
upon the movement of cattle after dipping, at any season of the 
year, or to any locality. The result will be that in a brief time 
Oklahoma’s cattle industry will be as safe and profitable as it is 
in the northern states where the fear and loss from this dread 
disease is not known and in the southern locality where it has no 
effect. 


The cattle industry of Oklahoma has never prospered more 
than it has in the last two years, and especially in the western part 
where the quarantine regulations have been more rigidly enforced 
by the officers and respected by the citizens. Owing to the tend- 
ency of many of our citizens and local officers on our eastern border 
to disregard the enforcement of the quarantine regulations the 
beneficial results have not been as fully realized. Wé hope, how- 
ever, that with some needed legislation hereinafter suggeyted, 
we may cure these evils, and have a uniform enforcement and 
regard for quarantine regulations throughout the entire Territory. 


The present laws are more modern than of any other state or 
territory in the union and are probably, all things being considered, 
the best, yet at the same time are not without some defects. 

Section 3 of the present quarantine regulations fixes the date 
of the going into effect each year of the regulations prescribed by 
this Commission as contemporaneous with those of the Federal 
government. Our experience leads us to believe that this should 
be modified, and that the time should be left to the discretion of 
the Commission, for the reason that the regulations made by the 
government, while they might be proper in point of time for the 
states or territories on the Atlantic or Pacific coast they probably 
would not be for us. The difference in the climate and altitude be- 
tween the various states along the federal line is very great, so 
that what would be a proper date for one might not be for another. 
We would therefore recommend that this provision be modified 
accordingly. : 

Section 3 further provides and defines the boundary or quar- 
antine line of the Territory. We believe that this should be 
stricken out and that the formation of this line left to the discre- 
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tion of the Commission. Conditions are constantly arising nec- 
essitating local changes so that we believe the best interests of 
different parts of the Territory would be subserved if the making 
of the line was delegated to the Commission. 

Under the present law there is no provision made for the en- 
forcement of regulations against the spread of contageous or in- 
. fectuous diseases among other live stock than cattle and horses. 
The wonderful growth and advancement in the hog and sheep in- 
4ustries and the présence of infectuous diseases among the herds 
thereof leads us to suggest an amendment to the laws so as to in- 
clude this class of live stock and to throw around them such pro- 
visions and regulations as are necessary for their protection. We 
would further suggest that greater power be given to the sheriffs 
and deputies of the several counties of our Territory, so that they 
may be enabled to aet with full powers during the absence of the 
inspector and until his arrival and inspection. 

Owing to a mistake or oversight by the last legislative assembly 
the appropriation, made for the expenses, as well as the per 
diem of the inspectors, was wholly inadequate to meet the require- . 
ments of a full and faithful enforcement of the law. The inspec- 
tors, under the appropriation, were limited to $18.50 allowance for 
each month's expenses, which prevented them in many cases from 
the employment of necessary means for the proper enforcement of 
ihe law in their districts. Unless they are provided with necessary 
means for a rightful execution, the law will become practically 
of no force and effect, Under the present law they are allowed 
$3.00 per day for time actually employed, and only $1,000 appro- 
priated annually to cover same. We would therefore request that 
you recommend an appropriation by this legislature for a sufficient 
amount to enable them to work every day in the year if necessary, 
and for at least $500.00 each for expenses for each year for each of 
the years 1899 and 1900, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 
Notwithstanding the fact that sufficient appropriation was not 
made for the payment of expenses by the last legislature, all of 
the inspectors have gone ahead and expended money far in excess 
of what was allowed them under the law, so that they were at an 
expense considerably in excess of their allowance, and each of 
them has also served more days than there was money appropriated 
to pay. We therefore request that you recommend a deficiency ap- 
propriation for the payment of the amount of $500.00, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary for their reimbursement for money ex- 
pended in expenses in excess of what was appropriated by statute. 
and also for their per diem yet due them. 

Section 1 of the present quarantine laws provides for the elec- 
tion of one member as secretary, upon whom devolves, undez the 
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by-laws of this Commission, the sole direction of the inspectors 
in the discharge of their duty and of the keeping of the records 
of the Commission, as well as attending to the correspondence 
and other requirements of the Commission. For a proper fulflill- 
ment of these requirements there is a necessity of considerable 
expense incurred in the way of stationery, postage, telegraph and 
telephone communications. We therefore request that you recom- 
mend an appropriation of $500.00, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, for the payment of expenses of the office of the secretary. 


Under the present law the number of days during the course 
of a year which this Commission may hold legal sessions is limited 
to twelve. Owing to the growing importance and the increasing 
amount of work we believe that it will require more time, and 
would therefore request that vou recommend that the law be mod- 
ified and that the number of days increased to thirty. 


Owing to the dual capacity in which the members of this 
Commission serve, being commissioned as members of the Board 
of Regents of the Agricultural College and ex-officio members of 
the Livestock Sanitary Commission, we have been greatly aided 
in our work as members of the Livestock Commission by being 
constantly in touch with the faculty and work of the Agricultural 
College and Experimental Station, which goes hand in hand with 
the livesteck industry of the Territory. While the officers of the 
Agrjcultural and Mechanical College and the members of the 
faculty thereof have ever been willing and have aided us in our 
work as members of the Live Stock Sanitary Commission, it has 
been done voluntarily on their part without authority of law. Dur- 
ing the several times we have had occasion to call to our assist- 
ance the services of the veterinerian, Dr. L. L. Lewis, he has at all 
times responded, but, at the same time, it has been with consider- 
able hardships to himself, since no allowance was made for his 
per diem or for his expenses while acting for us. As we con- 
template the work in the future we cannot help but feel there 
will be great necessity for the services of a competent veterinerian. 
We would therefore suggest that a suitable amount be appro- 


. priated for the payment of the per diem of a veterinerian and his 
expenses while acting under the direction and order of this Com- 


mission. 


With the above amendments to our laws and proper appro- 
priation made we feel that the growing needs of the live stock 
industry in the way of proper sanitation will be served, and this 
greatest of our industries be placed on the basis of safety and made 
still’ more inviting to the farmer, ranchman and banker. with his 
loans. Proper regulations and a strict enforcement thereof are ab- 
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solutely necessary. Without them the interests of all—the ranch- 
man with his herd, or the tenant with his single milch cow—are 
imperiled and rendered dangerous and uncertain. 


With a hope that some information or thought of value or 
aid to you may be suggested herein, this report is

- To Hon. Cassius M. Barnes, Governor of Oklahoma: 


SIR:—As one of the pleasurable duties of the attorney gen- 
eral of this territory, I have the honor herewith to submit tor 
your information and consideration a report of the condition o 
the business of such office. 

The law does not designate a specific time for the making 
of such report, but clearly contemplates its issuance, as now, 
just prior to a session of the legislature. In so far as I have 
been able to ascertain, no like report has at any time been ren- 
dered by this office. The records of the office delivered to me 
upon assuming control were very meagre, consisting.only of a 
book of opinions and correspondence of my immediate prede- 
cessor, Hon. C. A. Galbraith, and docket containing a partial 
list of cases, civil and criminal, disposed of and pending in the 
supreme court. A comparison, therefore, of the volume of 
business of the office and the method of its dispatch during the 
administrations of my predecessors and myself respectively is 


impossible. 


TERRITORIAL SUPREME COURT. 


Entering upon the discharge of the duties of the office May 
27, 1897, I found pending in the supreme court of the territory 
twenty-three cases, tivil and criminal, in which the territory 
was either a party or interested. The law commits the care and 
conduct of all such cases to the attorney general Nine of 
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these civil cases were suits in equity to restrain the collection 
of. territorial and county taxes. They are entitled, and came 


up from the counties, respectively as follows:

All of the foregoing cases have been disposed of by our 
supreme court except No. 480, which is now pending on petition 
for re-hearing In Nos. 466, 480, 537, 556, 560 and 561 the 
decisions of our supreme court were favorable to the territory. 

The case of Wallace et al v. -Bullen et al involved the powers 
of the territorial board of equalization. It was carefully briefed 
and orally presented upon rehearing. It expressly overrules 
the former decisions of the court in cases Nos. 450 and 467, 
which were decided adversly to the territory, and remanded to 
the trial court for further proceedings. 

In No. 467 the judgment record of the supreme court shows 
that the decree of the trial court was affirmed, (favorable to 
the territory) whereas, the opinion as handed down indicates 
that the action of the trial court is reversed. This condition is 
probably the result of clerical misprision, may be corrected 
and the cause remanded. 

The questions presented in the foregoing ee causes 
being practically ideutical with those determinéd in the case of 
Wallace et al v. Bullen et al, upon further proceedings had in 
lower court, must almost inevitably be resolved in favor-of the 
territory.

The plaintiffs in this action, as resident property owners 
and tax-payers, seek to enjoin the defendants from carrying 
into effect a certain contract entered into under chapter 25, ` 
laws of 1897, for the erection of a normal school building at the 
town of Alva in Woods county The cause is pending upon a 
demurrer to the petition therein and has been continued from 
time to time and cannot be disposed of until the next term of 
court.

This like 749, supra, 
was a friendly action brought by Mr. Dunn as county attorney 
to restrain the extension upon the tax-rolls of the vaiuation of’ 
property as increased by the Territorial Board of Equalization 
for the year 1898. It was brought without my knowledge and 
dismissed by motion presented by me. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR. 


In the matter of Register’s and Receiver's location fees on 
Indemnity School Lands in the Guthrie, Oklahoma City, and 
Woodward land districts, involving the sum of fifteen hundred 
- and sixty- -two. dollars ($1,562.00,) I have appealed from the de. | 
cision dated July, 1898, of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to the Honorable Secretary of the Interior, and the 
appeals are now pending. 


CONTRACTS. 


The only contracts prepared by or submitted to this office, 

were contracts for the education of deaf and dumb; care of 
‘insane; care of convicts; erection of Langston university, and 
erection of Alva normal school. In the last instance l also 
drafted the contractor’s bond and prepared forms of certificates 
for the use and convenience of the Board of Education in 
making settlement with the contractor and superintending 
architect. 


GUARRANTY COMPANIES. 


Under article 2 of chapter 9 of the laws of 1897, I have 
issued but two certificates authorizing companies of the above 
character to transact business within the territory. The law 
- makes no provision for the keeping of records nor the charg- 
ing of fees by this office in such matters. In the instance of 
every other foreign corporation, the duties, here imposed upon 
the -Attorney General, by law devolve upon-the Territorial 
Secretary. ) 

He is provided with all necessary Records and is authorized 
to collect proper fees. I would therefore recommend, either, 
that said law be amended so as to permit this office to collect 
such feesas are required to be paid by other foreign corpora- 
tions, or that the whole matterbe transferred to the Secretary's 
office. 
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BANKS AND BANKING. - 


As a member of the banking board I have attended twenty 

of its twenty-five meetings. Filty-one charters have been 
granted by the board, and in forty- seven instances the applica- 
tions were referred to me for examination and approval or dis- 
approval. A very considerable number of these applications 
were found to be insufficient, but they were afterward properly 
eXecuted, presented and granted in conformity with my sug- 
gestions, 

The banking board, by resolution on December 13, 1897, 
directed me to begin proceedings in the district court of Cana- 
dian county for the appointment of a receiver of the Stock 
Exchange bank of El Reno, which I accordingly did. 

In conformity with a resolution of the banking board I pre- 
pared forms of application, articles of incorporation, charter, 
subscription list and oaths of directors, which have been 
_ printed and are now in use. 


-OPINIONS AND CORRESPONDENCE, ETC. 


The law provides that, upon request, the Attorney General 
shall consult and advise with the Governor, the «several terri- ` 
torial officers and county attorneys concerning the duties of 
their several offices. It also provides that, upon request, he 
shall deliver to them his opinion, in writing, upon all questions 
of law submitted to him. Accordingly, siuce entering upon the 
duties of the office I have prepared and delivered seventy-nine 
such written opinions. A matter requiring no small amount of 
time and research. By far the greater portion of my labor, in 
this particular, has been in oral consultation with such officers. 
Hardly a day passes that I do not counsel with and advise some 
one of the above mentioned officers. 

In the preparation of the opinions mentioned and in the 
pres ntation of cases by brief to the courts, where important 
interests of the territory are involved, great care and delibera- 
tion is necessary. Hasty or illy coüsidered action were worse 
than none. This alone, if thoroughly attended, would require 
that one, an experienced attorney, devote practically all his 
time to it. Attendance upon the courts and other affairs of the 
territory necessitates my frequent absence from the office; 
meantime, work stops there. This. should not be. Even a 
hurried glance at the foregoing, I tnink, will convince anyone 
that no one man can give to the manifold affairs of this office 
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the attention which their importance demands, and that compe- 
tent assistance is needed. 

This office is daily in receipt of a great number of letters 
from all imaginable sources asking for information concerning 
the territory and its laws. Many of these letters could very 
properly be answered, and perhaps tothe benefit of the terri- 
tory, but having no assistance I find it absolutely impossible to 
give the matter the attention it deserves. Although no other 
territorial officer has so great need of the services of an expert 
stenographer, the law makes no provision for the employment 
or pay of one in the office of the Attorney General. 

During the time the affairs of the office have been entrusted 
to my care, necessity has required that I employ one, and I 
have done so at my own expence. Without such aid it would 
have been impossible for me to have given anything like prop- 
. er attention to the matters submitted to me. 

The office is without furniture other than one solitary desk; 
whatever else of this character was indispensible, I have sup- 
plied.atmy own expense. Allthis should be remedied by the 
legislature. 

I would, therefore. respectfully recommend a law be enact- 
ed authorizing the appointment of an assistant Attorney- 
General, the employment of a stenographer at the expense of 
the territory, the purchase of furniture necessary for the office, 
and that it carry an appropriation sufficient to cover the ex. 
pense thus incurred.

Provided, That said sanitarium building shall be kept 
well ventilated and heated and properly supplied with pure 
water and adequate sewage connection, and the said second 
party shall use all means and proper appliances and care nec- 
essary to the end that the said insane persons shall be cared 
for in a proper, suitable and humane manner. 

That the said second party shall be paid for the care and 
maintenance of each person as provided for in said Section 
2990 as amended by statute aforesaid, the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars ($200.00) per annum for each patient, payable 
quarterly or the pro rata part thereof, for each patient con- 
fined in said asvlum for less than a year to be paid in Terri- 
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torial warrants issued by the SES upon: accounts: ap- 
proved by the Governor. 

That said second party hereby agrees to furnish the use 
of the sanitarium aforesaid at the rate of two hundred dollars. 
($200.00) per patient, to supply all necessary medical attend: 
ance, nursing, treatment, medicine, clothing and board at ita : 
own expense, and the care for said insane in a proper and 
humane manner, and in case of the death of any patient cei: 
fined in said sanitarium the said second party agreed to give 
the said patient a decent burial at the expense of the counts in 
which said patient was a resident. 

Thát it is agreed and understood with the parties hereto 
that the regulations prescribed by law for the state of Illinois 
for the treatment of the insane shall govern said second party

“Section 1. That whenever an act of Congress, enabling the 
Territory of Oklahoma to be admitted as a state into the t nion, 
has passed and becomes in force and effect, the Governor of said 
Territory shall forthwith issue his Proclamation, calling an election 
to be held not less than twenty nor more than thirty days next there- 
after, for the purpose of electing Delegates to a Constitutional Con- 
vention to be held in the City of Guthrie, at such time as may be 
named in such Proclamation, not less than fifteen nor more thai 
thirty days after the date of such election. 

“Section 2. In compliance with the Proclamation provided for 
in Section 1 of this act, each county of this Territory shall elect one 
Delegate for each ten thousand population, or major part thereof, 
according to. the report of the Governor to the Secretary of the 
Interior, dated June 30th, 1898. 

“Section 3. The Delegates mentioned in sections 1 and 2 of 
this act shall be qualified electors in the county in which they are 
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elected under the general laws of the Territory of Oklahoma. 

“Section 4. The delegates elected under the provisions of this 
act shall assemble in convention at (Guthrie at the time specified in 
the Proclamation of the Governor and shall proceed to frame a 
constitution and provide for the organization of a state government 
for the State of Oklahoma: Provided the session of such eonven- 
tion shall be limited to forty days duration, 

“Seetion 5. Thai within fiffeen days after said convention 
shall have adjourned the Governor of this Territory shall issue his 
Proclamation calling for an election to be held not less than fort) 
nor more than fifty days after the issuance of said Proclamation, 
and by said Proclamation shall submit to the people for ther 
ratification or rejection, the Constitution framed by said conven- 
tion. - i 

“Section 6. That in ci ise the Constitution thus framed and sub- 
mitted shall be ratified by a majority of the voters of the Territory 
voting at said election, then in that event the Governor of this Terr - 
tory shall forthwith issue his Proclamation calling an election for 
the purpose of the election of such state officers, members of the 
Legislature, judges and other officers, as may be provided for under 
said Constitution; Provided, Such election shall not be held less 
than forty nor more than fifty days after the issuance of such Pro- 
clamation. 

“Section T. When the result of such election is known it shall 
be the duty of the Governor elect, under said Constitution, to pro- 
claim the same and to convene the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Oklahoma, and do all things else necessary to complete the 
active organization of a state government. 

“Section 8. That all citizens qualified to vote for members of 
the Legislative Assembly of said Territory shall be qualified to vote 
at the eleetions herein provided for. 

“Section 9. That said elections shall be held and conducted 
under the election laws of said Territory applicable to general elec- 
tions, except in so far as said Coustitution, when ratified, may 
otherwise provide. All Territorial and County Officers shall be 
charged with the same duties in providing for said elections, and 
in canvassing ‘and cer tifying the returns as are imposed upon them 
under the law of said Territory relating to general elections. 

“Section 10. That the members of said conventionashall re- 
ceive for their services each the sum of four dollars per day and 
their necessary expenses in going to and returning from said con 
vention. The secretary and the sergeant-at-arms of said conven- 
tion shall each receive the sum of four dollars per day. AI other 
necessary officers shall receive three dollars per day. 

"Section 11, That the sum of eight thousand dollars, or so 
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much thereof as may be necessary to carry oul the provisions of

in case that we should be turned down in the elections that this bill 
provides for, or if we should fail to be admitted as a state, it would 
be a great burden upon the people to pay the expense of the election 
herein provided for. 1 always feel it my duty to fulfill every 
promise made to my people, and not having had time to hear from 
them, excepting by the unanimous endorsement of the delegates of 
my district in the Statehood convention, I therefor vote “Aye? ” 

Councilor Hutto explained his vote as follows: 

“This bill does not suit me. I believe a constitutional con- 
vention should be called, but am opposed to the expense that this 
bill incurs, without first knowing what action Congress will take, 
In my judgment this is the best and only law on this subject that 
will be enacted at this session of the Legislature, and for the rea- 
son that my people are very desirous of Statehood in any form, am

compelled to give this bill my consideration and therefore vote 
"Are H 

Councilor Thacker explained his vote as follows: “I vote no, 
While I am for Statehood and believe it is close at hand, I know 
that it is possible that it may not be accomplished for years, and I 
am not willing that this Territory should expend something like 
sixty thousand dollars in anticipation of such an uncertain event. 
The elections can as well be held after as before Congress passes 
an act admitting us to Statehood, and I favor sueh an act. I also 
oppose Council Bill No. 47 because the basis of representation is 
not fair and I fear, if it passes, it will prevent a reapportionment of 
this Territory.” 

Councilor Magness explained his vote as follows: “I desire to 
say in regard to casting my vote that since the word ‘economy’ has 
been so freely commented upon, I desire to carry it out to a letter. 
When we asked for a Committee of three to go and investigate our 
Educational Institutions, we met with great opposition and now the 
opposition come with the eight thousand unnecessary expense to 
hold a constitutional convention. I believe we can accomplish as 
much good without this eight thousand expense. Our Territory 
has been fairly represented in a Statehood Convention by all politi- 
'al parties; therefor, I think it unnecessary to vote this eight thou- 
sand expense on the Territory which will not, by thrice as much 
money, cover the expenses of a Constitutional Convention, there- 
fore I desire to vote ‘no’.” | 

Councilor Bellamy explained his vote as follows: “Mr. Pres- 
dent: I desire to explain my vote upon this bill. While the ques- 
tion of Statehood or anti-Statehood was not an issue in the last 
‘amMpaign, my constituents, and I, as their representative, heartily 
favor any proper movement that will bring immediate Statehood, 
or Statehood at the earliest possible time. While I cast my vote 
for this bill, I do it with some reluctance because I have objections 
to two or three features of the pending measure. First, it costs 
too much without any certainty. that the expenditure will accom- 
plish the desired end. In the. second place, I am opposed to that 
feature of the bill which provides for an election of State, Legis- 
lative and Judicial officers prior to the ratification of the Constilu- 
tion by the United States Congress. Having assurance from those 
in charge of the measure that their best efforts will be used t» have 
the same amended in the House, so that these objectionable features 
may be eliminated, and in order that no unnecessary delay may 
retard the passage of the bill, I vote for the same. Should the 
measure again come before the Council containing the objectionable 
features suggested I shall cast my vote against it. At the same

Q. As such’ officer, have you in your custody the vouchers 
upon which the warrants have been issued: to pay the expenses of 
the Military Department of this Territory for the last two years? 

A. I have. 2 

Q. You may produce first the vouchers (here witness hands 
the chairman a letter, which is hereto attached marked “Exhibit D" 
and made a part of hereof.) 

A. One thing I would like to say. This morning when th: 
subpoena was served upon me I at once went to work to get out 
these papers. There was not a copy of the subpoena left with me 
but I went to work to get them out. As stated in the letter in 
view of the responsibility placed upon me I felt that it was only 
right that I ask the Committee to come there where they are legally 
required to be kept and where I would feel that they were safe and 
not being lost or mislaid. They ave documents for which the Au- 
ditor is responsible. | 

Q. Mr. Hopkins, is there any great amount of bulk to these 
vouchers? 

A. Yes. It would take a trip or two to bring them here. J 
would say that I do not hesitate to bring them here because there 
would be any trouble to me, in bringing them, but I would not 
want them lost or misplaced, as I am responsible for-them. I have 
a tin box there that I have filled up. 

Q. Well, is it not possible for these records to be brought 
here, that is, these vouchers? They are not asked to be left out of 
your custody or out of your possession at all, but are for the exam- 
ination of the Committee that they may work together and. for the 
inspection of witnesses while we have witnesses testifying concern- 
ing them—if it is not inconvenient for them to come on account 
of their bulk. 

A. I just took a note from.the subpoena. There was not a 
copy left with me and I do not kvow just what pap.rs were wanted.

This purchase of Territory made by 
Thomas Jefferson by a treaty with France in 1803 embraces fifteen 
States and two Territories as follows: Louisiana, Arkansas, Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, South Dakota, North 
‘Dakota, Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, Idaho, Washington, Orgon, 
Oklahoma and Indian Territories. Then, as now, many people | 
opposed expansion and the treaty was denounced on every side and 
the Fifteen Million Dollars declared to be thrown away for a useless 
and unprofitable piece of land. Yet time has proved this to be the 
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most profitable real estate speculation in the history of the world. 
The Country for which Napoleon accepted Fifteen Million Dollars 
now boasts a taxable valuation of Fifteen Billion Dollars. What 
would the United States be to-day without this purchase? With- 
in its bounds live the most progressive and energetic people on the 
earth, composing one-fourth of the whole population of the Nation.

will inaugurate and carry forward to success a Centennial Exposi- 
tion such as the world has never seen, a display in keeping with her 
unpafalled advancement and her varied and inexhaustible resoure- 
es. And what more fitting than thatOklahoma, the baby sister in the 
Purchase family, the portion of the great Dominion last given over 
to the arts of civilization, the portion now attracting the greatest 
attention of the outside world and making the greatest strides in 
advancement and progress, should take an active part in this great 
world’s exposition, lending the united support of her people to its 
advancement, and presenting to the millions of visitors from far 
and near the story of her wonderful progress and a display of her 
varied agricultural and natural products and resources. 

Therefore, in transmitting you this report I recommend that 
you take such action as you deem proper, looking to the interests of ` 
` all our people in this great exposition project, and the ultimate par- 
ticipation and display of our resources and advertising of our Ter- 
ritory as it can be advertised in no other way, including the adoption 
at this time of resolutions along the line of those attached hereto 
endorsing the exposition, and authorizing the three gentlemen

E. Billingsley, having been duly 
subpoenaed and being present before the joint session of the said 
House and Council Committee, appointed under said resolu.ion was 
inquired of concerning the deposit of certain school land lease 
moneys with the Capitol National Bank of Guthrie, O. T., of which 
said Bank the said Geo. E. Billingsley is President; and thereupon 
the following interrogatories were propounded, to-wit. 

Q. Mr. Billingsley, have you with you the statement of the 
deposits of the school land lease funds in the Capitol National 
Bank? l l 

A. Nosir. I havnt them with me. I came direct from home. 

Q. Mr. Billingsley, in what form was that deposit generally 
made in the Capitol National Bank, as a time deposit or subject to 
check? 

A. Subject to check. 

Q. Subject to the check of Governor C. M. Barnes? 

A. Of course, that I cannot just say. 

Q. In what style was that account kept upon your books as 
nearly as you can recollect? 

A. Governor C. M. Barnes School Land Lease account. 

Q. Before the deposit of that account or of those moneys in 
your Bank did you have any arrangement with Governor Barnes 
relative to the payment of any interest upon the accounts or the 
deposit? 

A. No sir. 

Q. Subsequent to the opening of that account, did you have 
any such conversation with him? ` 

A. 1 think I shall decline to answer that question put in that 
way. - 
Q. What are your reasons for declining to answer that ques- 
tion in that form? 
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A. Because it has always been my construction of a Banker’s 
duty to regard personal matters as private. I have no he.itency 
in acquainting you with the amount and dates of money deposited 
and checks drawn against the fund, as so far I regard it public 
matter. 


Q. Do you not regard it as a public matter whether or not 
there was any interest paid upon that public fund? 

A. J have had occasion to look the matter up, suspecting that 
you would ask me that question and while I do not claim to be a 
‘lawyer, National Banks are controlled, as I understand it, by ihe 
National Government, through the Comptroller of the Currency. 
On page 1013, Section 5231, Revised Statutes of the United States 
1 find the following: 


“No association shall be subject to any visitorial powers other 
than such as are authorized by this title, meaning the Comptroller, 
or are vested in the courts of Justice.” 

With that law before me I felt that it would be only right that 
if that information must be had it can be obtained from the Comp- 
troller direct, whose agent has been examined in our books since 
the 20th of February and who is as familiar with iis every detail as 
I believe I am myself. And if the Comptroller in his greater wis- 
dom saw fit to answer that question he doubtless would have done 
so. In as much as he has not done it tends to strengthen my opin- 
ion that it is my duty to follow his lead. 

Q. Mr. Billingsley, it is not the purpose ‘of this Committee 
to inquire into the corporate affairs of the Capitol National Bank, ^ 
or its management, its by-laws, organization or anything pertaining 
to its control or business as a corporation, but this Committee de- 
sires you now to state whether or not there was an agreement to 
pay C. M. Barnes, either as a private individual or as an officer 
having certain public money in his hands any iuterest or compensa- 
tion upon the deposits which you have described as having ‘been 
made with the Capitol National Bank. 

Q. Do you decline to answer that question, Mr. Billings:ey? 

A. Yes sir. Unless I had the Comptroller’s permission, I do 
not think it is my duty to answer that question. I hope4hat the 
Committee will not misunderstand me or think that I have any 
desire to act ugly or stubborn. A great many questions might 
occur to a banker that are liable to grow out of a thing of this kind. 
For instance, the assessor might desire to know the condition of 
every deposit account and it will be readily seen that it would 
be inipracticable for such information to be given; and further- 
more, the giving away of any private business by a Banker would 
certainly militate against the interests of this bank. 
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Q. Mr. Billingsley, I believe that you answer that you are per. ` 
fectly willing to make a statement for the committee in regard to 
the amount of the deposits and.the way the cheeks are drawn to 
draw the money out considering that public affair? 

. A. Ido not know that I wish to give you the particulars of 
any check. 


Q. Mr. Billingsley, why then do you refuse to answer in regard 
to whether interest was paid upon a deposit, if you consider it pub- 
lic affair? ` 

: A. Ido not consider that feature of it a public affair. 

Q. Where do you draw the line of public and private affairs 
in that account? 

A. I understand that an officer who is a commissioner: of a 
fund is accountable for the fund being kept in safety and show 
where disbursements are made from it and what balance is left so 
that his books may tally. Beyond that I think the officer is a pri- 
vate citizen and has all the rights as such. 

Q. Mr. Billingsley, if you are paying interest on public moneys 
would you consider that public Affair? 

A. Ihave said I would. I did not say we were. 

Q. Mr. Billingsley, if you were paying interest on public 
money, would you decline to say you were? 

A. I think I would. I should take the same ground. 

Q. Mr. Billingsley, I will ask you if it is not a fact that there 
is an account upon the books of your bank a certain.per cent upon 
. this deposit of school land lease money which is made in your bank 
by Governor Barnes and that account given to Governor Barnes' 
private account? 

A. I regard that question the same as the former, but in a dif- 
ferent way and decline to answer. 

Q. Mr. Billingsley, does the Capitol National Bank pay any 
interest upon this deposit account? 

A. You would get that from the statement that you asked 
for and which 1 told you you could have. 

Q. 1 will ask you Mr Billingsley to present that statement to 
the Committee at 9:30 to-morrow. morning. 

Mr. Billingsley, 1 wish to call your attention to that section 
of Crimes and Punishments Act of the Statutes of Oklahoma, 1893, 
Sections 1960 and 1961, and which.reads as follows: 

“Section 1960: Every person who being duly summoned to 
attend as a witness before either House of the Legislature or any 
Committee thereof authorized to summon witnesses, refuses or 
neglects without lawful excuse to attend pursuant to such sum- 
mons, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
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“Section 1961: Every person who being present before either 
House of the Legislature or any Committee thereof authorized to 
summon witness, wilfully refuses to be sworn or affirmed or to 
answer any material and proper question or to produce upon reas- 
onable notice any material and proper books, papers or documents 
in his possession or under his control, is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Q. In view of these two sections of the law of Oklahoma do 
you still mean to refuse to answer the questions which have here- 
tofore been propounded to you? 

A. I cannot change my position. 


And thereupon J. W. McNeal being present in response to a 
subpoena duly served, was inquired of as follows and made the 
responses indicated: 


Q. State your name, resident and occupation? 

A. J. W. McNeal, Guthrie, Oklahoma; occupation, banking 
business. 

Q. With what bank are you connected? 

A. Guthrie National. 

Q. In what capacity are you connected with that bank? 

A. Iam president of that bank. 

Q. How long have you been president of that bank? 

! A. We commenced doing business July 1, 1890, and I have 
been president ever since. 

Q. As such officer are you familiar with its business trans- 
actions during the past two years? 

A. Generally. 

Q. During that time has there been any deposit of publie 
moneys in that institution by any Territorial Officer upon which 
that bank has paid or agreed to pay any interest or compensation 
for the deposit? 

A. That is a question, Senator, that bankers do not answer. 

Q. Do you decline to answer the question ? 

A. I do. 

Q. During the past two years has any of the public funds, of 
Oklahoma Territory been deposited with the Guthrie National 
Bank? 

- A. We have the account, or part of the account, of Frank 
M. Thompson, Territorial Treasurer. 

Q. Has the bank during that time had the account or the 
deposit of any other money belonging to the Territory of Okla- 
homa deposited by any other public officer than the Treasurer? 

A. There have been some deposits made by Chas. H. Filson. I 
suppose he is one of the class referred to. I do not think there are 
any others. 
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Q. Do you know of what fund that was a deposit? 


A. No sir. I do not know the specific origination of it. I ` 
suppose it came to him by virtue of his position. 


Q. Was there anything connected with the account or the 
style of the deposit that indicated whether or not it was public 
“money, and if so to what fund or department did the deposit be- 
long? ) 

A. Iam not very clear whether there was a title put after it 
or not. I think usually it was made in what we call a ‘C. D? My 
remembrance now of that would be that it was made out to Chas. 
H. Filson. 

Q. What do you mean by a “O, D.? 

A. Well, we mean by that that it is a certificate of deposit 
that is not subject to a check and always drawn by attorney’s 
certificate. 

Q. What you commonly would call a time deposit? 

A. No sir. 

Q. Do you know whether or not the certificate contained 
any terms upon which the interest might be paid upon the deposit? 

A. That would be the same question. I do not care to answer 
that. ' 

Q. Mr. McNeal, hasn’t Mr. Filson made deposits in your bank 
on different dates and at different times? 

A Yes sir. 

Q. And of the same dines of funds which you have previously 
referred to in your testimony? 

A. I only infer that they were of the same class of funds. 

Q. Can you tell the Committee about the amount of his de- 
posits? 

Q. Well, it would vary. I should think according to what his 
collections might have been. There were no fixed amounts. 

Q. How large a sum has Mr. Filson deposited in the bank, 
or about how much? 

A. I cannot answer that question. It might have run as high 
as $10,000 at one time. Never any great amount. 

Q. Mr. McNeal, was your name upon Mr. Filson’s bond as an 
employee of the School Land Board ? 

A. Yes sir. . 

- Q. Was the name of any other person connected with your 
bank upon his bond? . 

A. I think not. 

Q. Mr. McNeal, you heard read to Mr. Billingsley the pro- 
visions of the Statutes of Oklahoma Territory in regard to wit- 
nesses testifying before a Legislative Committee, and in view of 
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these provisions of the Statutes do you still refuse to answer the 
question asked of you as to whether you have paid any interest 
to any public officer of the Territory in consideration of the deposit 
of funds in your bank? | 

A. I would decline to answer that question under any circum- 
stances. 

Q. Mr. MeNeal, has there been deposited within the last two 
years with the Guthrie National Bank any sums of public monies 
by any Territorial officer than those you have mentioned? 

A. I do not recall now that there has been. 1 rather think 
` not. I can not think of any now. 

Q. Mr. McNeal, I would ask if you were offered the school 
land lease money deposits upon consideration that you would pay 
any interest or compensation to any one for the deposits that were 
made in your bank? 

A. No sir. Nobody ever suggested my paying any interest 
on deposits. 

Q. Do you know of any offer having been made by the Guthrie 
National Bank or any of its officers to any person by the terms of 
which the bank was to pay any interest upon any deposits of the 
school land lease money? 

A. No sir. | 

, Wherefore, Your Committee recommend the adoption of the 
"following Resolution. 
“Council Resolution No. 


“Resolved, That the President of the Council be and he is here- 7 
by directed to issue subpoenas for J. W. McNeal and Geo. E. Bill- 
ingsley, commanding them to appear forthwith before this Council 
then and there to answer such questions as may be propounded to 
them touching the deposit of any public money or funds of the 
Territory of Oklahoma in any bank with which they may be offi- 
cially connected and concerning any payment or any agreement to 
pay any interest or compensation to any public offirer by reason or 
on account of such deposit of public funds.

“To the Honorable Council Fifth Legislative Assembly: 
“Gentlemen: 1 believe that the people of Oklahoma desire 
Statehood in the American Union, because it is the highest and 
best form of Free Government known to the children of men, and 
I am in hearty sympathy with this desire and purpose; but I do 
not believe; all things considered, that the enactment of this .bill 
into a law would advance the interests of Oklahoma toward the 
fruition of our hopes one iota. No sincere man will for a moment 
contend the statement that a state government would be much 
more expensive to maintain, than is our present Territorial govern- 
ment. The expenses of a State Government must be borne by taxa- 
tion of the property of the people, and the people of Oklahoma 
who pay the taxes are not in condition, nor do they wish to assume 
any additional burden of that character. It is true that our people 
have been generally prosperous for the past few years, but it is as 
well for those who have in keeping the welfare of the State, as it 
is for the individual, to consider carefully the result of any pro- 
posed enterprise before taking a step that will incur additional obli- 
gations and increased assessments to meet them. We should not 
forget that Oklahoma à in some respects as yet an experiment. 
We might have a recurrence of the dry seasons of 1894 and 1895. 
This bill provides for the holding of two special elections, the ex- 
penses of which must be borne by the several counties. This, added to 
the expense of the proposed constitutional convention, will amount 
in the aggregate to not less than forty thousand, or perhaps to as 
much as sixty thousand dollars. This expenditure should not be 
made unless we are sure of receiving therefor á correspond ng 
benefit. The recent action of. Congress refusing to ratify treaties 
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with the Cherokees and Creeks, pledging the United S ates t» a 
policy of continued separation of the two Territories, is significant 
to the thoughtful mind and indicates a well settled and determin- 
ed purpose in the minds of senators and repres2ntatives rever to 
admit Oklahoma and the Indian Territory as two st tes And I 
feel sure that the ultimate destiny of the two Territories is that of 
Single Statehood. This being true, to hold a Constitutional Cox- 
vention at this time to form a Constitution for Oklahoma upon the 
lines laid ¡down in this bill would not advance the matter ii the 
slightest degree, but on the contrary, would retard and hinder the 
growth of a healthful political sentiment in the Indian Territory 
in favor of such a Union. With the Indian Territory 
incorporated with Oklahoma in one State we would place a stir 
upon the flag of our country whose lustre would not be dimmed 
by the constellation of magnificent States by which we are sur- 
rounded. Our varied resources of timber; mineral, agriculiu al 
and grazing lands would forever furnish the necessary svppiies 
to pay the expenses of a first class State Government, ard enable 
us to build and maintain penal, reformatory and eleemosynary 
institutions that would compare favorably with those of the most 
advanced and progressive people, and all without the people who 
must always pay the taxes for the suport of the government, feel- 
ing in the slightest degree the burden of excessive d^mand by the 
tax gatherers. On the other hand, Oklahoma, with her resources 
restricted to agriculture and the raising of cattle, without the hope 
even of development of eoal or other minerals in paying quantities, 
or the development of manufacturing industries, would b» but a 
weak and feeble Commonwealth in the great sisterhood of States, 
We have never, as yet, raised a revenue in any one year sifficie t 
to pay the running expenses of our Territorial government, aud a 
«casual deficit has been steadily inercasing year by year, By reason 
of the federal Limitations upon our debt creating power. and ba 
nasih ef a careful and economica administration of Y rrite iil 
laws aided in no sumil degree ty the general gore au: ut wii 
guise a large share of enr goverimental espesises, we have uio 
abd.

Gentlemen: C. B. No. 2, being “An Act to Prohibit Territorial 
Offieials from Issuing or Paying any Warrant, or Order, in Excess 
of Appropriations of the Legislative Assembly, and to Prohibit 
Officers from Purchasing or Dealing in any Manner in Bonds, War- 
rants or other Evidence of Public Indebtedness,’ is before me. The 
Fifty-ninth day of our Session has arrived and no specific appropri- 
ation has as yet been made to carry on the various branches of the 
"Territorial service and no bill for that purpose has-been perfected 
in either branch of the Legislative Assembly. I feel sure that i. is 
not the purpose of either branch of your Honorable Assembly 
to permit the session to expire without reasonable provision for the 
publie service, but in view of the delay in considering and perfecting 
measures of this character it is not unlikely that matters of import- 
ance may be overlooked or inadvertently ommitted from any bill 
that may be hastily considered in the closing hours of ih» session. 
The law, as it now stands, prohibits the drawing of any warrant 
upon any fund after the appropriation therefor is exhausted, and 
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any violation of that law is punishable as a misdemeanor. Our 
laws provide in many places for executive action in various public ' 
matters requiring the issuance of warrants upon the treasury, 
which our supreme court has decided that in the absence of specific 
appropriations are nevertheless authorized and necessary to carry 
out the purpose and intent of the law. The language of section 
1 of this bill is so comprehensive that in the absence of specific and 
sufficient appropriations it would be impossible to carry into effect 
the provisions of the following statutes: Statutes of 1893, Chapter 
1: Agricultural and Mechanical College, Chapter 53; Normal 
Schools, Chapter 84; University, Article 21, Chapter 68; Fugitives 
and. Escaped Convicts; Laws of 1895, Chapter 48, Supreme Court 
Stenographers; Chapter 50, Veterinary Surgeons: Chapter 35, Mili- 
tia; Laws of 1897, Chapter 1; Langston University; Chapter. 16, 
Care of Insane, Deaf, Dumb and Blind; Section 13, Chap e: 12, 
Assessors; Section 1, Chapter 36, Supreme Court Reports and In- 
dexing. Even certificates showing service and allowance of ac- 
- counts of Territorial Officers could not be issued, and all Territorial 
educational and charitable institutions must be closed. The pres- 
ent law seems to me to be amply sufficient to guard the Territory 
against the unlawful issuance of any form of warrant or order upon 
the Territory. I am advised that after a careful and thorough in- 
vestigation of these matters by your Joint Committee no evidence 
has been found that any illegal warrants have ever been drawn with 
the possible exception of two or three which have been issued 
upon forged or fraudulent claims for amounts not exceeding the 
aggregate sum of one hundred dollars, and this bill would have 
no restraining effect in such cases. The embarrassing effect of this 
bill, if enacted, in case of an inadvertent omission to make sufficient 
or specific appropriation in many instances would be damaging to 
the publie service and lead, perhaps, to extensive litigation in the 
courts, or to a failure to properly and effectively administer the 
laws of the Territory. 

The second section of the bill is not particularly: GEI 
though I see but little merit init. The-law now prohibits the Terri- 
torial Treasurer, who is custodian of the public funds, from dealing 
or trafficing in. Territorial bonds or warrants, and no Territorial 
officer is now, or has been while in office, engaged i1 the business of 
so doing. 

I therefore feel constrained to return this bill to your Honorable 
Body in which it originated, without niy approval.

Councilor Hutto presented a minority report from the Investi- 
gating Committee, which was read as follows: 


"Mr. President: The undersigned member of the Committee 
appointed under the provisions of Council Concurrent Resolution 
No. 4, being unable to concur with a majority of the Committee 
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in the general statements made in their report, submit to the Legis- 
lative Assembly the following «conclusions, based upon the evidence 
submitted by the Committee: - 
First, the report of the majority is defective and unfair, in 
this, that it bases conclusion upon ex parte statement of witnesses 
known to be strongly partisan and prejudiced against individual 
members of the administration, and leaves to be drawn by inference 
unfair deduction from the evidence taken and treats the state- 
ments of members of the administration not as evidence, but as 
. “claims”, by such officers. In regard to the contracts for the care 
of the deaf, dumb and blind, the authority and direction given to 
the Governor to contract in this behalf, is in my judgment, ample 
and sufficient to justify the contracts made. The provisions for pay- 
ment being limited and restricted, and the number of deaf, dumb 
iud blind to be taken care of in this Territory is so limited, that 
under the circumstances the term of contract for five years at the 
rate contracted for is not excessive but guarantees the care of these 
unfortunates at as low a rate of expense as is obtained by any of 
the states that I have had opportunity and data to examine. The 
issuance of warrants under this contract without specific appropria- 
tion was, nevertheless, in strict accordance with the law as hereto- 
fore defined by the Supreme Court of our Territory, wherein it was 
held that statutory direction of this character, without specific ap- 
propriation, carried with it a sufficient appropriation to accomplish 
the object and intent of the Legislature. They were issued under 
the same rule, and with the same restrictions and limitations, as 
have always applied to the issuance of warrants to pay the ex- 
punses of the University and the Normal schools of this Territory, 
for which no specific or definite appropriations have ever been made, 
and upon which warrants have been issued largely in excess of 
the amounts collected under the taxes authorized to be levied. The 
. majority report, in so far as it says that the provision of funds-are 
of course wholly insúfficient to accomplish the object for which 
they were designed and may therefore offer some excuse to make 
the contracts actually entered into,.at last so far as the contract 
for the deaf and dumb is concerned, because there was great neces- 
sity therefor, is ample justification of the Governor for making 
these contracts. In report as to the contract for the erection of 
the Northwestern Normal School at Alva, the majority criticize 
the judgment of the Board of Regents for making said contract and 
the Governor for his approval of the same upon the ground that 
it is not a suitable building... This is the very question: that was 
left by statute to the determination of the Board and the approval 
of the Governor; and they having determined that proposition, and 
the contract having been fulfilled, there would seem nothing re- 
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maining to be done but to adjust and settle the debt thereby 
created. Not the least evidence or suspicion of bad faith upon” 
the part of the Board in making said contract, or of the Governor 
in approving the same, has been disclosed. Not the slightest evi- 
dence of misappropriation of funds, or of any interest therein ac- 
cruing to any member or to the Governor, has been disclosed. The 
-report is in error wherein it says that ‘bids of responsible parties 
for the construction of this institution, based upon cash consider- 
ation were by.the Board rejected solely because they called fcr a 
cash consideration’. Un the contrary, the evidence of the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction shows that the only bid rejected 
was first submitted upon a cash -consideration, but when it was 
explained to the bidders that the Board was not authorized to pay 
cash and would necessarily be compelled to issue certificates of 
indebtedress, and that the settlement of said contract would have 
to await legislative action, said bid was immediately raised to at 
‘or about the same figures made in the accepted bid, and there is . 
no evidence that other reasons for the rejection of said bid were 
not considered by the Board. In my judgment the building actual y 
constructed is the most suitable building for the purpose for which 
it is intended that I ‘ever inspected; and when considered in con- 
nection with other edueational interests of this Territory is seems 
to me tha! the establishment of such an institution in the North- 
western part of the Territory was not very bad judgment. At 
least I am constrained to say it would only be a difference of judg- 
ment. The Territory is amply able to pay for this building out of 
the funds arising from the rentals of section 13, all of which fund 
are received from donations made in the land known as the Cherokee 
Strip and a large part of which was divided every year to the sup- 
port of the Educational institutions in the older portions of the Ter- 
ritory. The management of the school land office has been able 
and efficient, and the largely increased revenues arising from the 
rentals of school land in this Territory are due to the careful 
management upon the part of the Secretary of the Board of School 
Land Commissioners. It is conceded by the majority report that 
the statutes of the Territory do not prevent the Attorney General 
of the Territory from taking private business. The Territory has 
never yet assumed, by the enactment of any statute, the manage- 
ment of the funds pertaining to the leasing of school lands. in this 
Territory, and under Act of-Congress and until it does so the rules 
heretofore prescribed by the Secretary: of the Interior and by Act 
of Congress govern its administration. The District Court of 
Logan county has therefore decided that it is no part of the duties 
of the Attorney General to attend to business for the Board of 
School Land Commissioners, and in my judgment it was not only 
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entirely legal, but entirely proper, for said Board to place the busi- 
ness necessary to be entrusted to the care of an attorney, in the 
hands of one whose ability and integrity they had every confidence. 
No reputable lawyer in this Territory would have taken the con- 
tract made with the Attorney General on any better terms than 
those contracted for with the Attorney General. The costs and ex- 
penses paid to him for the collections made are not excessive, and 
are not more than are paid by any individual firm or corporation 
doing business in this Territory for similar services. 


I agree with the majority report that the salary of $2,500.00 
per annum allowed by the Board to the Secretary is not so excessive 
as to indicate either favoritism or corruption, and that the large in- 
crease-in the duties and requirements of the. office at the time the 
increase was made are ample justification for the raising of such 
salary. The language of the majority report from which. an in- 
ference may be drawn, that said salary was increased over and 
above “the appropriation therefor”, is unjustifiable because no ap- 
propriation was ever made, or attempted to be made therefor, as 
the matter is entirely in the hands of the Commissioners of the 
School Land under the acts of Congress and the rules of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, governing the action of said Board. There 
was no scintilla of evidence before this Committee that the Gover- 
nor or-any member of the School Land Board had ever useú one 
dollar of the School Land fund for the purposes of personal gain. 
The bank account of the Governor showing,the deposits and checks 
made against said account discloses the fact that the deposits were 
regularly made'as the money came into his hands, and that no 
checks were ever made upon said account in any manner or form 
except to pay the duly authorized expenses of said Board and to 
turn over the funds remaining in his hands at stated periods for 
distribution to the various school and building funds to which it 
belonged. The majority “report criticises the character of . the 
opinions and advice given by the Attorney General to other Terri- 
torial officers conducting the fiscal affairs of the Territory in terms 
not justified by any evidenee submitted to the Committee. Crude 
or indefinite legislation is, of course, always responsible for ques- 
tions of doubt arising upon a proper construction of the law and 
the intent of the Legislature, and those questions seem to me to 
have uniformly solved in favor of a good publie service and an effi- 
cient administration of laws. 


I agree with the majority report with regard to the contract 
for Territorial printing, but it is only fair to the present Administra- 
tion to say that all such contracts ante-date its inauguration into 
power. It is very unfortunate that the majority failed to dis- 
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¿miel and place the fraudulent printing contras is where they 
properly belonged. 


I agree with the majority report that there wus extravagance 
and fraud in the management of the Adjutant General’s office and 
the Quartermaster General’s office under the administration of 
General Rosenbaum; but the total expenses of said office during 
«Rosenbaum's administration under the present Governor does not 
exceed two thousand dollars and the extravagance and fraud should 
not be characterized as gross, carrying with it the inference that 
there were many thousands of dollars wrongfully expended, and the 
Governor's statement in his message to this Honorable Body at 
the. opening of this session, when he had discovered that such ex- 
travagance and fraud was being committed that he dispensed with 
the services of such Adjutant General, should relieve the Governor 
of any adverse criticism by honorable men. The Governor explained 
in his message to the Legislature why he had assigned the second 

lieutenant to active services and had detailed him as acting Adju- 
` tant General of the Territory, and all things considered such action 
seemed. to be necessary and consistent and lawful.  Orner's 
vouchers for services are approved by what is called an Auditing 
Board, or a majority thereof, and the other expenses of said office 
during Orner's incumbency as Acting Adjutant General have been 
reduced to a minimum and are entirely free from citicism. The 
statement in the majority report that Rosenbaum’s bond had been 
surrendered, or cancelled, may be inadvertent. No such evidence 
appeared before the committee. If he ever gav a bond the pre- 
sumption is that it is still on file. The majority report, when 
criticising the expenditures of this department as systematic rob- 
bery, uses extreme langunge; and when it says that no determined 
effort appears to have been made to stop the same, is in error, be- 
cause Governor Barnes in July, 1898, under the discovery of the ex- 
travagant practices in said department, caused not only the dis- 
, missal of Mr. Rosenbaum from office, but also compelled the resig- 
nation of the Colonel Commanding who had been for some years 
the adviser and director in fact of the practice and expenditures 
of the Military Department of the Territory. And from that day 
to this no extravagant expenditure has been made in that depart- 
ment, and the only criticism that can be fairly placed upon the Gov- 
ernor is that he assigned the second lieutenant to active duty and ` 
placed upon him the duties. of organizing the Oklahoma Troops 
who then under the call, of the President to serve in the war with 
Spain, in addition to the usual and ordinary duties of that office. 
And if suitable provision is made by the present Legislature for 
the support of said officer the last vestige of extravagance, or ex- - 
cessive expenditure, will at once disappear. 
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In my judgment it is very unwise for any tribunal to draw in- 
ferences from the fact that evidence does not appear. Itis a princi- 
ple too well established in our jurisprudence that no inference of 
guilt can ever be drawn from the fact that the evidence does not 
appear, and while there are witnesses that failed to answer ques- 
tions while they were before the Committee, I cannot see that this, 
within itself, warants any conclusions of corruption. And as to the 
Governor being subpoenaed before the Committee I believe it is 
the right of the Legislature at any and all times to call upon the 
Governor under the provisions of the Organic Act for any and all 
information they may desire; and when such requests are com- 
municated to the Governor, in a proper way, it is his duty to respond 
freely.and promptly. But until such requests are made in a proper 
way, it appears to me that it is proper and right for the Governor to 
refuse to give information in any other way than that provided for 
by law. 


Under Concurrent Resolution No. 4 the Committee are author- 
ized to investigate into all matters set out in said resolution; but 
in my judgment the Resolution itself is defective in not calling upon 
the Committee to recommend to this Legislature legislation along 
the lines that would stop any evil that they might find in their 
investigation. To my mind this investigation has led to no bene- 
ficiary results for the reason that the Committee has actually rec- 
ommended nothing. It, seems to me that when such an investiga- 
tion as this is placed on foot that it should be for the sole object- 
of determining to find out evils that exist and when they are so 
found, that they should recommend to the Legislature what legis- 
lation should!be enacted to prevent those evils. Yet in this case 
we have been prohibited, practically, in making any recommen- 
dations as to what legislation should be enacted to prevent further 
existence of evil, if any we find. I deem it unfortunate in Okla- 
homa Territory that our laws are to some extent in such a state of 
confusion that it is impossible at all times to determine what the 
Legislature intends so far as appropriations are concerned; and 
while it may be going farther than Concurrent Resolution No. 4 
warrants, I feel like recommending to the Legislature that they 
should provide for a commission of three or five good, competent 
citizens to go over our Statutes and thoroughly revise the same 
and report to the'next Legislature, and in so doing I feel that the 
incongruities in our Statutes might to some extent at least be 
remedied.

tioned; and that in cases where the said sections have been partially

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COUNCIL CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 4. 


Be it Resolved by the Council of the Fifth Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Oklahoma, the House of Representatives con- 
curring therein: 

That there be appointed by the President of the Council, and on 
behalf thereof, three members, who, together with a like number 
of members of the House of Representatives, to be selected as such 
House shall decide, shall constitute a Joint Committee, who shall 
select their own Chairman, and whose duty it shall be to investigate 
generally the Departmental and Fiscal affairs of this Territory, and 
particularly in the following matters: 

First. The entering into contracts on behalf of the Territory 
in excess of the appropriations made for the purpose claimed to be 
effectuated by the contracts, and particularly into the letting of the 
contract for the erection of the building for the Northwestern 
Normal School at Alva; and into the execution of said contract. 

Second. The conduct and management of the School land office 
and the employment of the Attorney General of this Territory, and 
ithe payment to him of fees, in the matter of services claimed to 
have been performed by him in collecting School Land lessees’ 
notes, and. which fees were in excess of the salary allowed by law. 

Third. The expenditures of considerable sums of money in con- 
nection with the Adjutant General’s Department in excess of the 
appropriation therefor, and all matters connected with the admini. 
stration of the Adjutant General’s Office. 

Fourth. The detailing of a Second Lieutenant from the militia 
as Acting Adjutant General, and allowing him the full pay of a 
Lieutenant in active service, when the appropriation for the salary 
of that Officer is fixed at Twenty Dollars and eighty-three cents per 
month. 

Fifth. The letting of contracts for the care of the Deaf and 
Dumb and Blind at Two Hundred and Seventy Dollars per annum 
for each person, and whether there is any appropriation made for 
the payment of any such sums. 

Sixth. The increase of the salary of the School Land Commis- 
sioner, if such increase exists, above the appropriation therefor. 

Seventh. The amount of salary drawn by the Territorial Audi- 
tor; in that capacity, and as Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
and fees and expenses received by him as a member of the Terri- 
torial Board of Education. 
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Eighth. The issuance of warrants by the Territorial Auditor 
in excess of appropriations against which they are drawn. : 


Ninth: The fees and expenses of the Territorial Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Tenth. The management of the Territorial Library, and whether 
in fact the duties of Librarian are performed by an assistant at a 
compensation much less than the Librarian’s salary, while he gives 
his attention to private interests. And said committee is further 
empowered and instructed to investigate the accounts and manage- 
ment of the former Librarian whose term of office expired April 15, 
1898, and ascertain: 1st. What warrants, if any, were drawn in 
his.favor, not authorized by law, and the amount of the same. 

2nd. What amount if any he ever turned over to the Territorial 
treasury, on account of sale of books or publications, and i* he ever 
paid in any, what became of said funds. 3rd. What amount of 
warrants, if any, were drawn on the library fund during his in- 
cumbeney and what authority and for what purpose they were 
drawn. 4th. Whether he has ever made any final settlement of 
his accounts. 5th. If no final settlement has been made, what 
amount if any, is due from him and what steps are necessary to 
collect same. 

Eleventh. The pay rolls connected with the Territorial Institu- 
tions, and particularly that of the Territorial Normal School at 
Edmond, and as to the competency and necessity for employing 
persons connected therewith. 

Twelfth. The fees charged and received by members of the Terri- 
torial Banking Board, and compensation claimed by them. 

Thirteenth. The letting of the contract on behalf of the Terri- 
tory for the school text book supply, and whether the law under 
which said contract was let was legally Gegen and signed by the 
Governor. 

Fourteenth. The distribution of the rentals arising from sec- 
tions thirteen, and the retention by the Governor of any sums of 
public money in his hands. i 

Fifteenth. The salary and compensation of the Attorney Gen- 
eral and the character of opinions and advice by his office given to 
other Territorial officers concerning the fiscal affairs of this Terri- 
tory. 

Sixteenth. The speculations, if any, there has been by the Ter- 
ritorial officers or their EE in Terrritorial warrants or in- 
debtedness. 

Seventeenth. The entering into contracts for the Territorial 
printing and the payment of all moneys thereunder, whether the 
same were legal and prices were proper and just. ! 
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Be tt Further Resolved, That such Committee has leave to sit 
at such times and places during this session of the Legislature, and 
under such order of procedure as it shall determine, and that it has 
all the powers and authority conferred by Section twenty-eight of
